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PREFACE. 



It is with great diffidence that I submit to the public a 
work, which, though to me it has long appeared wanted, 
may to others seem a superfluous if not a presumptuous 
attempt* 

I regard it as unfortunate that the dispute as to the 
expediency of putting the Bible entire into the hands of 
readers of all ages and classes, has been agitated of late 
with more than usual warmth and acrimony. It may be 
thought that I have had in view this state of the public 
mind, and have by the very act of publishing this litde 
work, taken upon myself the character of a partisan. 

There are few things which I should deem more absurd 
and unbecoming than the aiFecting to assume a place in 
the ranks of theological controversy, or to claim a deeper 
acquaintance with the sacred writings than the humblest 
of their readers can attain to. Happy were it (as it seems 
to me,) for the cause of religion and the peace of man- 
kind^ had all attempts at biblical criticism been left in the 
hands of adequately instructed men; whose acquiremeikts 
and patient application might afford some presumption of 
their capacity for sound and dispassionate Judgement. 
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IV PREFACE. 

My humble labour was begun long ago. I ask nothing 
for it but the belief that it has been executed with such 
judgement as a wholly unlearned person could exercise; — 
at all events, with such care and reverence as the matter 
itself, much more than the hope of praise or fear of criti- 
cism, suggested to me. 

My sole object has been to put together all that pre- 
sented itself to my own heart and mind as most persuasive, 
consolatory, or elevating, in such a form and order as to 
be easy of reference, conveniently arranged and divided, 
and freed from matter either hard to be understood, unat- 
tractive, or unprofitable (to say the least) for young and 
pure eyes. 

I am fully aware that there are defects of arrangement, 
some few repetitions, and the like. Few will perhaps be 
aware how much patient labour has been employed to 
bring it even to such a degree of perfection as it has now 
acquired. 

The variety of styles, and the change of persons and 
times, often rendered the difficulty of making the passages 
on a given subject (extracted as they are from every part of 
the Bible,) read with any degree of continuity and cohe- 
rence, almost insurmountable. Traces of this will be seen. 

I have not affiscted to go in search of other — perhaps 
better— interpretations than the translation in common use 
offers. In my own total ignorance of the original, I might 
but stumble on blind guides. I must confess, strange and 
paradoxical as the opinion sounds in this age, that I have 
no confidence in the usefulness of half-lights on any sub- 
ject — ^least of all on this ; and it appeared to me that any 
faint and partial glimmerings I could catch from the works 
of others, would profit little, and might mislead much* 
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PREFACE. V 

I have omitted the narrative parts of the Bible, because 
they have been so often extracted and published, that I 
thought it needless to swell my volume with them. 

Some brief sketches of the general history and fortunes 
of the Jewish nation, as rehearsed by David in his songs, 
will however be found at the end. 

The Apocryphal Books are, I believe, little in the hands 
of the young; yet they contain passages of great beauty 
and splendour, and precepts which cannot too often be re- 
called. I have therefore subjoined an Appendix extracted 
from them. 

The reasons which have confined my selection to the 
Hebrew Scriptures are so obvious, that it is not needful to 
enlarge upon them here.

8 Who hath laid the mea^ 
sures thereof, if thou knowest ? 
or who h$^ stretched the line 
upon it ? 

' 9 Whereupon are Ihe founda- 
tions thereof fastened ? or who 
laid the comer-stcme thereof? 

10 When the morning stars 
sang together, and all the sons 
of God shouted for joy. 

11 Or who shut up the sea 
with doors, when it brake forth 
as if it had issued out of the 
womb ? 

12 When I made the cloud 
the garment thereof, and thick 
darkness a swaddling-band for 
it. And brake up* for it my 
decreed place, and set bars and 
doors, and Said, Hitherto shalt 
thou come, but no further: and 
here shall thy proud waves be 
stayed. 

13 Hast thou commanded 
Ihe morning since thy days? 
and caused the day-spring to 
know his place, that it might 
take hold of the ends of the 
earth, that the wicked might 
be shaken out of it ?

17 Where is the way where 
li^t dwelleth? and as for dark- 
ness, where is the place thereof^ 
that thou shouldest take it to 
the bound thereof, and that 
thou shouldest know the paths 
to the house thereof? 

18 Knowest thou it, because 
thou wast then bom? .or be- 
cause the number of thy days 
is great? 

19 Hast ihou entered into 
the treasures of the snow? or 
hast thou seen the treasures of 
the hail, which I have reserved 
against the time of trouble, 
against tke day of battle and 
war? 

20 By what way is the light 
parted, which scattereth the 
east-wind upon the earth? 

21 Who hath divided a water- 
course for the overflowing of 
waters? or a way for the %ht- 
ning of thunder, to cause it to 
rain on the earth, where no man 
is; on the wfldemess, wherdn 
there is BO man ? To satisfy the 
desolate and waste ground, and 
to eause the bud e£ the tender 
herb to spring forth ? • 

22 TheLord setteth an end to 
darkness, and searcheth out ali 
perfection ; the stones of dark^ 
ness and the shadow of death. - 

23 The Hood breaketh out 
from the inhabitant; even th& 
waters forgotten of the foot ; 
they are dried up, they are gone 
away from men. 

24 As for the earth, out of 
it Cometh bread; and under it 
is turned up as it were fivej' 
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Hie atones of it are the place 
of sapphires; and it hath dust 
of gold. 

25 Surely there is a vein for 
the silver, and a place for gold 
where they fine it. Iron is taken 
out of the earthy and brass is 
molten out of the stone. 

26 There is a path which no 
fowl knoweth, and which the 
vulture's eye hath not seen. 
The Hon's whelps have not 
trodden it, nor t^e fierce lion 
passed by it. 

27 He putteth forth his hand 
llpon the rock ; he overtumeth 
the mountains by the roots. 
He cutteth out rivers among 
the rocks; and his eye seel^ 
every precious thing. 

28 He bindeth the floods 
from overflowing ; andthetlnng 
tiiat is hid bringeHi he forth to 
li^t. 

29 The waters are hid as 
idth a stone, and the face of 
the deep is frozen.

4 Who hatii put wisdom in 
the inwurd parts ? or who hath 
given understanding to the 
heart ? 

5 Who can number the cloudf 
in wisdom? or who can stay the 
bottles of heaven, when the dust 
groweth into hardness, and the 
clods cleave fant together ? 

6 Wilt thou hunt the prey 
for the lion? or fill the appetite 
of the young Uons, when they 
couch iu their dens, and abide 
in the covert to lie in wsdt ? 

7 Who provideth for the ra* 
ven his food? when his young 
ones cry unto God, they wan- 
der for lack of meat. 

8 Who hath sent out the wild 
ass 6ee? or who hath loosed the 
bands of the vdld ass ? whose 
house I have made the wilder- 
ness, and the barren land his 
dwellings. 

9 He scometh the multitude 
of the city, neither regardeth he 
the crying of the driver, Th^ 
range of the mountains is his 
pasture, and he searcheth after 
every green thing. 

10 Will t^e imicom be will- 
ing to serve thee, or abide by 
thy crib? Canst thou bind the 
unicorn with his band in the 
furrow ? or will he harrow the 
valleys after thee ? 

11 Wilt thou trust him, be** 
cause his strength is great ? or 
wilt thou leave thy labour to 
him? Wilt thou believe him that 
he will bring home thy seed, and 
gather it into thy bam? 

12 Gavest thou the goodly 
wings unto the peacocks? or 
wings and feathers unto the 
ostiK^? which leaveth her eggs 
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in Idle earth, and warmeth them 
in the dust, and forgetteth that 
the foot may crush them, or 
that the wild beast may break 
them. 

13 She is hardened against 
her young ones, as though they 
were not her's: her labour is 
in vain without fear; because 
Crod hath deprived her of wis- 
dom, neither hath he imparted 
to her understanding. 
• 14 What time she lifteth up 
herself on high, she scometh 
the horse and his rider. 

15 Hast thou given the horse 
strength? hast thou clothed his 
neck with thunder ? canst thou 
make him afraid as a grasshop- 
per.? The glory of his nostrils is 
terrible. 

16 He paweth in the valley, 
and rejoiceth in his strength: 
he goeth on to meet the armed 
men. He mocketh at fear, and is 
not affrighted ; neither tumeth 
he back from the sword. The 
quiver rattleth against him, the 
glittering spear and the shield. 

1 7 He swalloweth the ground 
with fierceness and rage : nei- 
ther believeth he that it is the 
sound of the trumpet. Hesaith 
among the trumpets. Ha, ha; 
and he smelleth the battle afar 
off, the thunder of the captains, 
and the shouting. 

18 Doth the htwk fly by thy 
wisdom, and stretch her wings 
toward the south? 

19 Doth the eagle mount up 
at thy command, and make her 
nest on high ? 

. 20 She dwelleth and abideth 
on the rock, upon the crag of 
the rock, and the strong place* 



From thence she seeketh the* 
prey, and her eyes behold afar 
off. Her yoimg ones also suck 
up blood : and where the slain 
are, there is she. 

LESSON VII. 

O Lord my God, thou art very 
great; thou art clothed with 
honour and majesty. 

2 Who coverest thyself with 
light as with a garment : who 
stretchest out the heavens like 
a curtain. 

3 Who layeth the beams of 
his chambers in the waters; who 
maketh the clouds his chariot ; 
who walketh upon the wings 
of the wind : who maketh his 
angels spirits; his ministers, a 
flaming fire. 

4 Who laid the foundations 
of the earth, that it should not 
be removed for ever. 

5 Thou coveredst it with ^e 
deep as with a garment: the 
waters stood above the moim- 
tains. 

6 At thy retuke they fled; 
at the voice of thy thunder they 
hasted away. 

7 They go up by the moun- 
tains; they go down by the val- 

.leys unto the place which thou 
hast founded for them. 

8 Thou hast set a bound that 
they may not pass over; that 
they turn not again to cover the 
earth. 

•9 He sendeth the springs into 
the valleys, which run among the 
hills. They give drink to every 
beast of the field: the wild asses 
quench their thirst. By them 
^all the fowls j^f the heavea 
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have their habitation, which 
tang among the branches. 

1 He watereth the hiUs from 
his chambers: the earth is satis- 
fied with the fruit of thy works. 

1 1 He causeth the grass to 
grow for the cattle, and herb 
for the service of man : that he 
may bring forth food out of the 
earth, and wine that maketh 
glad the heart of man, and oil 
to make his fiace to shine, 
and bread which strengtheneth 
man's heart. 

12 The trees of the Lord are 
full of sap; the cedars of Leba- 
non, which he hath planted; 
where the birds make their 
nests : as for the stork, the fir- 
trees are her house. The high 
hills are a refuge for the wild 
goats, and the rocks for the co- 
neys. 

13 He appointeth the moon 
for seasons : the sun knoweth 
his going down. 

14 Thou makest darkness, 
and it is night : wherein all 
the beasts of the forest do 
creep forth. The yoiing lions 
roar after their prey, aad seek 
their meat from God. 

15 The sunariseth, they ga- 
ther themselves together, and 
lay them down in their dens. 

16 Man goeth forth to his 
work, and to his labour until the 
evening. 

^ 17 O Lord, how manifold 
are thy works! in wisdom hast 
thou made them all : the earth is 
full of thy riches. 

18 So is this great and wide 
sea, wherein are things creeping 
innumerable, both small and 
great beasts. There go the 



ships: there is that leviathan, 
whom thou hast made to play 
therein. 

19 These wait all upon thee: 
that thou mayest give them 
their meat in due season. That 
thou givest them, they gather : 
thou openest thine hand, they 
are filled with good. 

20 Thou hidest thy face, they 
are troubled : thou takest away 
their breath, they die, and re- 
turn to their dust. Thousendest 
forth thy spirit, they are created: 
and thou renewest the face of the 
earth. 

21 The glory of the Lord shall 
endure for ever : the Lord shall 
rejoice in his works. 

22 He looketh on the earth, 
and it trembleth : he toucheth 
the hills, and they smoke. 

^ 23 O Lord our Lord, how 
excellent is thy name in all the 
earth ! who hast set thy glory 
above the heavens. 

24 Before the mountainswere 
brought forth, or ever thou hadst 
formed the earth and the world : 
even from everlasting to ever- 
lasting, thou art God. 

25 The heavens are thine, the 
earth also is thine : as for the 
world, and the fullness thereof, 
thou hast founded them. The 
north and the south thou hast 
created them. 

26 Thou didst divide the sea 
by thy strength : thou didst 
cleave the fountain and the 
flood : thou driedst up mighty 
rivers. 

27 The day is thine, the night 
also is thine : thou hast prepared 
the light and the sun. 

28 Thou hast set all the bor- 
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ders of the earth: thou hast 
made smomer and "winter. 

29 Thou visitest the earth,. 
aod waterest it : thou greatly 
enrichest it with the river of 
Qod, yrldch is full of water: 
liiQU preparest them com, when 
liiou hast so provided for it. 

30 Thou waterest the ridges. 
tiiereol abundantly : thou set- 
tlest the farrows thereof : thout 
makest'i( soft with showers^ 
tbou hkssest the springing 
tjiereof. 



31 Thou cEownest the year 
with thy goodness; and thy 
pati& drop fatness. 

32 . They drop upmi the pas- 
tures^ the wildbmess : and tiie 
litda hills 2«joice on every side. 

S3 The pastoies are cdothed 
with flocks: theA^eys a^ are 
covered . over with com ; ' ^tiiey 
shout for joy, tiney also sing. ^ 

34 Of old hast thou laid the 
£oundati(m of the eartiii : and 
the heavens are the work of thy 
hands.

LESSON VIIL 

Thus saith the Lord the king of 
Israel, I am the first, and I am 
the last ; and besides me there 
is no God. 

2 And who, as I, shall call, 
and shall declare it, and set it in 
order for me, since I appointed 
the ancient people? and the 
things that are coming, and 
shall come ? let them show un- 
to them. 

t^ Fear ye not, neither be 
9&ld : have not I told thee 
from that time, and have de- 
clared it ? ye are even my wit- 
ness. Is there a God besides 
me ? yea, there is no God : I 
know not any. 

4 To whom will ye hken me, 
and make me equal, and com- 
pare me, that we may be like ? 

5 Remember the former 
things of old : for I am God, 
and there is none else ; I am 
God, and there is none like me : 
declaring the end from the be- 



ginning, and from ancient, times 
ike things that are not yet dxme, 
saying. My counsel shall Qtand^ 
and I will do all my pleasure ; 
yea, I have spoken it, I will also 
bring it to pass ; I have pur- 
posed it, I will also do it. 

6 Ye are my. witnesses, saith 
the Lord : that ye may know 
and believe me, and understand 
that I am He 2 before me there 
was no god formed, neither shall 
there be after me. 

7 I, even I, am the Lord; and 
beside me there is no saviour. 

8 I have declared, and have 
saved, and I }iav6 shewed, when 
there was no strange god among 
you : therefore ye are my wit- 
nesses, saith the Lord, that I am 
God. 

9 See now that I, even I am 
He, and th^er^ is no god with me : 
I kill, and I make alive } I 
wounds 'dpi I heal : neither is 
there any that can deliver out 
of my hand. 

10 I am the Lord; that is my 
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oanie : -aad my glcMry will I not 
give to another. 

11 Who hath declared this 
fromandent time ? who hath UAd 
it from that time ? have not I the 
Lord ? and there is no God else 
beside me; a just God and a sa* 
yionr : there is mine beside me. 

12 Look unto me and be ye 
saved all the ends of the earth : 
for I am God; and there is none 
else, 

13 I have sworn by myself; 
the word is gone out of my 
mouth in- righteousness, and- 
shall not return, That unto me 
every knee shall bow, every 
tongue shall swear. 

^14 IamtheLord,andthare 
is none else, there is no God be- 
sides me: I girded thee, though 
thou hast not known me. 

15 That they may know from 
tiie rising of the sun, and from 
the west, that tiiere is none be- 
sides me. I am the Lord, and 
tiiere is none else. 

16 I form the light, and cre- 
ate darkness : I make peace, and 
create e^ril. I the Lord do all 
these, things. 

. 17 Drop down, ye heavens, 
from. above, and let the skies 
pour down righteousnesa ; let 
the earth open, and let them 
bring fortii salvation, and let 
xightedttsneiss -spring up to* 
g^er. , I the Lord have cre- 
ated it.^ 

18 Thus saith the Lord tliat 
created the heavens, God him* 
self that formed the earth, and 
made it^ he hath established it, 
he created it not in vain, he 
formed it to be inhabited, I am 
Hie Lord^and there is none else i 



19 I will make my holy I 
known in *the midst of my peo- 
ple, and the heathen shall ktiow 
that 1 am the Lord, the Holy 
One in Israel. 

20 I am the Lord, yonr Holy 
Qade, the creator of Israel, yoitf 
king. I am He ; I am the firsts 
I also am the last. 

21 Mine hand also hath laid 
the foundation of the earth, and 
my right hand hath spanned the 
heavens : when I call unto them^ 
they stand up together. 

22 I am he that doth speek^ 
behold, it is I. I am the Lord 
thy God, and thou shalt know 
no god but me : for there is no 
saviour beside me. 

LESSON IX. 

Hear, O Israel, the Lord thy 
God is one Lord. 

2 Behold, the heaven, and 
the heaven of heavens is the 
Lord's thy God, the earth also> 
with all that therein is. 

3 Thine, O Lord, is the great- 
ness, and the power, and the 
glory, and the victory, and the 
majesty ; for all that is in the 
heaven and in the earth is thine ; 
thine is the kingdom, O Lord, 
and thou art exalted as head 
above all. 

4 Both xiehes and honour 
come of thee, and thou reignest 
over all ; and in thine hand is 
power and might ; and in thine 
hand it is to make great, and to 
give strength unto all. 

5 Blessed be thy glorious 
tiame, which is exalted above 
all blessing and praise. 

6 Thou, even thou, art Lord 
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tdone ; tiboa hast made heaven, 
the heaven of heavens, with aU 
their host, the earth and all 
things that are therein, the 
seas and all that is therein; and 
tiiou preservest them all; and 
the host of heaven worshipeth 
thee. 

7 Lord of hosts, God oi 
Israel, that dwellest between 
the cherubim, thou art the God, 
even thou alone, of all the king- 
doms of the earth : thou hast 
made heaven and earth. 
.80 Loi-d God, thou hast be- 
gun to show thy servant thy 
greatness, and thy mighty hand : 
for what God is there in heaven, 
or in earth, that can do accord- 
ing to thy works, and accord- 
ing to thy might ? thou, whose 
name alone is Jehovah, art the 
Most High over all the earth. 

9 Thou art great, O Lord 
Qod : for there is none like 
thee, neither is there any God 
beside thee. 

10 Who is God, save the 
Lord? or who is a rock, save 
our God? 

1 1 All the ends of the world 
shall remember and turn unto 
the Lord : and all the kindreds 
of the nations shall worship be- 
fore thee. For the kingdom is 
the Lord's : and he i& the go* 
vemor among the nations. 

12 The Lord is the true 
God; he is the living God, and 
flin everlasting king : and the 
Lord shall be king over all the 
earth ; in that day shall there be 
one Lord, and his name one. 

13 As for our Redeemer, the 
Lord of hosts is his name, the 
Holy One of Israel. 



^14 Know therefore tiiis day,' 
and consid^ it in thine hearty 
that the Lord he is God in hea- 
ven above, and upon the earth 
beneath, there is none else. 

15 Unto thee it was showed, 
that thou mightest know that 
the Lord he is God, there is 
none else beside him. 

16 Among the gods there iff 
none like unto thee, O Lord, 
neither are there any works like 
unto thy works. All nations 
whom thou hast made shall come 
and worship before thee, O Lord; 
and shall glorify thy name. For 
thou art great, and doest won- 
derous things : thou art God 
alone. 

17 Thy righteousness also^ 
O God, is very high, who hast 
done great things: O God, who 
is like unto thee ? 

18 Lord, our God, save us, 
that all the kingdoms of the 
earth may know that thou art 
the Lord, even thou only : that 
men may know that thou whose 
name alone is Jehovah, art the 
Most High over all the earth. 

19 For thou, Lord, art high 
above all the earth : thou art 
exalted far above all gods. 

LESSON X. 

Heab ye the word which the 
Lord speaketh unto you, O 
house of Israel. 

2 Thus saith the Lord, Learn 
not the way of the heathen, and 
be not dismayed at the signs of 
heaven ; &r the heathen are dis-* 
mayed at them. 

3 For the customs of the 
people are vain : foronecuttetb 
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ft tree cmt of the forest (the 
work of the hands of the work- 
man) with the axe. They deck 
it with silver and with, gold; 
they fasten it with nails and 
witii hsunmers, that it move not. 

4 They are upright as the 
palm-tree, but speak not : tiiey 
must needs be borne, because 
they cannot go. Be not afraid 
of them: for they cannot do 
evil, neither also is it in them 
to do good. 

5 Forasmuch as there is none 
like unto thee, O Lord; thou 
art great, and thy name is great 
in might. 

• 6 Who would not fear thee, 
O King of nations? for to thee 
doth it appertain: forasmuch as 
among tdl the wise men of the 
nations, and in all their king- 
doms, there is none like unto 
thee. 

7 But tibey are altogether 
brutish, and foolish : the stock 
is a doctrine of vanities. 

8 Silver spread into plates is 
brought from Tarshish,and gold 
jfrom Uphaz, the work of the 
workman, and of the hands of 
the founder : blue and purple is 
thdr clothing : they are all the 
work of cunning men. 

9 But the Lord is the true 
God ; he is the living God, and 
an everlasting King: at his 
wrath the earth shdl tremble, 
and the nations shall not be able * 
to abide his indignation. 

10 Thus shall ye say unto 
them. The gods that have not 
made the heavens and the earth, 
even they shall perish from the 
earth, and from under these hea- 
veQs» 



11 Bveryman is brutish in 
his knowledge : every founder 
is confounded by the graven 
image : for his molten image is 
felsehood, and there is no breath 
in them. They are vanity, and 
the work of errors i in the time 
of their visitation they shall pe>* 
rish. 

12 The portion of Jacob ii 
not like them: for he is the 
former of all things. The Lord 
of hosts is his name. 

13 To whom then will ye 
liken God? or what likeness 
will ye compare unto him ? 

14 The workman melteth d 
graven image, and the goldsmith 
spreadeth it over with gold, and 
casteth silver chains. 

15 He that is so impoverish- 
ed that he hath no oblation, 
chooseth a tree that will not rot; 
he seeketh unto him a cunning 
workman to prepare a graven- 
image that shall not be moved. 

1 6 Have ye not known ? have 
ye not heard ? hath it not been 
told you from the beginning? 
have ye not understood from &e 
foundations of the earth ? 

17 It is He that sitteth upon 
the circle of the earth, and the 
inhabitants thereof are as grass- 
hoppers ; that stretcheth out the 
heavens as a curtain, and spread- 
eth them out as a tent to dwell 
in: 

18 That bringeth the princes 
to nothing ; he maketh the judges 
of the earth as vanity. 

19 Yea, they shall not be 
planted; yea, they shall not be 
sown: yea, their stock shall not 
take root in the earth; and 
he shall also blow upon them. 
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and they shall either, and the 
ndiirlwind ilhall take them a^imy 
as stubhle. 

: 20 To whom then will ye 
liken me, or shall I be equal ? 
ittith the Holy One. 
• 21 Lift up your eyes on high, 
and behold who hath created 
these things, that bringeth out 
their host by number : he call- 



eth them all by naities by the 
greatness of his might, for that 
he is strong in power ; not one 
feuleth. 

22 The Lord is great, and 
greatly to be praised: he is to 
be feared above all gods. 

28 For all the gods of the 
nations are idols : but the Lord 
made the heavens.

8el» and who instructed him,

S God speaketh once, yea, 
twice, yet man perceiveth it 
not. 

9 No man hath seen God at 
any time. 

10 In a dream, in a vision of 
the night, when deep sleep fall<* 
eth upon men> in slumberings 
upon the bed ; then he ppenetli 
the ears of men,andsealeth their 
instruction. That he may with- 
draw man from his purpose, and 
hide pride from man. 

1 1 Is not God in the height 
of heaven? and behold the. 
height of the stars how high 
they are. 

12 And thou say est. How 
doth God know ? can he judge 
through the dark cloud? 

13 Thick clouds are a cover- 
ing to him that he seeth not« 
and he walketh in the circuit of 
heaven. 

14 Verily thou art a God that 
hidest thyself, O God of Israel 
ti&e savioiur I 

15 God is greater than man* 
Why dost thou strive againat 
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him? for lie givetli not acootmt 
cff any of bis matters. 

1 6 Although thou say est tiboit 
sialt not see him^ yet judge- 
ment is before bim; therefore 
trust thou in him. 

17 For my thoughts.- are not 
ypur thoughts, neither are your 
ways my ways, saith the Lord. 



For as the heavens are)ugher 
than tlie earth; so are my 
ways higher than your wayii» 
and my thoughts than your 
thoughts, 

18 Thou canst not see my 
fece ; ibr there shall no man 
see me and live.

Can any hide himself in secret 
places, that I shall not see him ?

2 Behold the former things 
are come to pass, and newthinga 
do I declare : before they spring 
Ibr^, I tell you of them. 

8 I have declared the former 
things from the beginning, and 
Hiey wentforth otit of my mouth; 
and I shewed them, I did them 
suddenly, and -they came to 
pass. 

4 I knowthe things that come 
into your mind, every one of 
theni. 

5 The heart is deceitful abovii 
aH things, and desperately wick- 
ed: who can know it? I the Lord 
search the heart, I try the reins, 
even to give every man accord- 
ing to his ways, and according 
to the fruit of his doings. 

6 Though they dig into hell,, 
thence shall mine hand take 
tiiem; though they climb up to 
heaven, thence will I Imng them 



down: for mine eyes are upon 
all their ways: they are not hid 
from my feice, neither is their 
iniquity hid from mine eyes. 
For I know their works and 
their thoughts. 

7 Hell and destruction ara 
before the Lord: howmuch more 
then the hearts of the children 
of men? hell isnaked before him» 
and destruction hath no cover* 
ing. 

8 The Lord your God> he is 
God in heaven above, and lA 
earth beneath. 

9 Times are not hidden from 
the Almighty. The heaven, and 
heaven of heavens caimot con- 
tain him. 

LESSON xm. 

O Lord thou hast searched me» 
and known me. Thou knowest 
my down-sitting and mine up^^^ 
rising, thou understandest my 
thought afar off. 
> 2 Thou compassest my path 
and my lying down, and ait 
acquainted with all my ways* 
For there is not a word in my 
tongue, but lo, O Lord, thoil 
knowest it altogether* 
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3 Thott haAt beset me behind 
tad before, sn^d laid thine hand 
ppon me. 

' 4 Such knowledge is too won-* 
derful for me : it is high, I can-* 
fiot attain unto it. 

5 Whither shall I go from 
thy spirit? or :whither shall I 
flee from thy presence? 

6 If I ascend up into heaven, 
thou art there: if I make my 
bed in hell, behold thou. art 
there. 

7 If I take the wings of the 
tnoming, and dwell in the utter-* 
most parts of the sea: even there 
AjbH thy hand lead me, and thy 
light hand shall hold me. 

8 If I say, Surely the dark- 
ness shall cover me: even the 
night shall be light about me. 
Yea, the darkness hideth not 
^m thee ; but the night shineth 
as the day: the darkness and 
the light are both alike to thee. 

9 I will praise thee; for I am 
ieeifully and wonderfully made ; 
marvellous are thy works ; and 
that my soul knoweth right 
well. 

- 10 My substance was not hid 
from thee, when I was. made in 
seoret. 

11 Thine eyes did see my 
substance, yet being unperfect; 
and in thy book all my member9 
were written, which in continu- 
ance were fashioned, when as yet 
t^ere was none of tiiem. 

12 How precious also are 
thy thoughts unto me, O Grod ! 
how great is the sum of them. 
If I should count them, they 
nxe more in number than the 
md; whoi I wake, I am still 
with thee* 



13 Search me,.0 God, and 
know my heart; try me» and 
know my thoughts ; and see if 
there be any wicked way in me, 
and lead me in the way everlast- 
ing. 

LESSON XIV. 

Why sayestthou. My way is 
iiidfrom tiieLord, and my judjge- 
ment is passed over from my 
God? 

2 Hast thou not known? hast 
thou not heard, that the ever- 
lasting God, the Lord, the Cre- 
ator of the ends of tlie earth, 
fEunteth not, neither is weary i 
there is no searching of his un-< 
derstanding. 

3 The eyes of the Lord are in 
every place, beholding the evil 
and the good. 

4 The Lord looketh from 
heaven; he beholdeth all the 
sons of men. From the place 
of his habitation he looketh 
upon all the inhabitants of the 
earth. He fashioneth their hearts 
alike; he considereth all their 
works. 

5 Behold, the eye of the Lord 
is upon them that fear him, upon 
them that hope in his mercy ; 
the eyes of the Lord a;re upon tiie 
righteous, and his ears are opeu 
unto their ciy. 

6 Th^Lord is in his holy tem- 
ple, the Lord's throne is in hea- 
ven : his eyes behold, his eye^ 
lids try the children of men ; for 
the Lord searcheth all hearts, 
and understandeth all the ima-* 
ginations of the thoughts. 

7 Every way of a man is right 
in his own eyes: but the I^rd 
pondereth the hearts. 
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' S The fiaing-pot is for silver, 
ttud the fdmace for gold: bufr 
the Lord trieth the hearts..

afraid of him. '• 
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35 Hexmrealetlkthedeepaiid 
secret tfainga: he knoweth what 
is la the darkness, and the light 
dweUeth with him.

18 He turned the sea into 
dry land: they wc^ through 
the flood on foot : tHere did we 
xfi^ce in hHn.'

his e^utellency. 

12 God thundereth marvel- 
lously with his voice : great 
things doeth he, which we can* 
4[iot comprehend. 

13 For he saiih to the snow* 
Be thou on the earth ; likewise ^ 
to the small rain, and to the 
great rain of his strength. 

14 He sealeth up the hand 
of every man; that all men may 
know his work. 

.15 Then the heasts go into 
dens, and remain in their places^ 

16 Out of the south cometh 
the whirlwind.; andcoLdout of 
the north. 

17 By the breath of God jfrost 
is given ; and the breaxlth of the 
waters is straitened. 

18 Also by watering he wea- 
jieth the thick cloud; he scat- 

tereth his bright cloud. 

19 And it is turned round 
about by his counsels; that 
they may do whatsoever he 
commandeth them upon the 
face of the earth.

26 And men see nc^ the 
bright light which is in the 
clouds ; but the wind pasaeth, 
and cleanseth them. 

27 Fair weather cometh out 
of the north: with.Godistserxi-* 
ble majesty. 

28 Teach us what we shall 
say unto him ; for we cannot 
order our speech by reason of 
darkness. 

29 He frustmteth the tokens 
of theiiars, and maketh diviners 
mad; he tumeth wise men back- 
ward, and maketh knowledge 
foolish. 

30 Touching the Almighty, 
we cannot find him oat : he is 
excellent in power, and in judge- 
ment, and in plenty of justice : 
lie will not afflict.

8 Which commandeth the 
sun, and it riseth not ; and seal- 
eth up the stars : 

9 Which doeth great things 
paat finding out ; yea, and won^ 
.ders without niunber. 

10 The pillars of heaven 
tremble; and are astonished at 
his reproof. 

1 1 He diyideth the sea with 
his power, and by his under- 
standing he smiteth through the 
proud. 

1 2 By his spirit he hath gar- 
nished tibe heavens : his Imd 
hath formed the crooked ser- 
pent. 

13 Lo, these are parts of his 
ways : but how little a portion 
is heard of him ? but the thun- 
der of his power who can un- 
derstand ? 

^ 14 Who can utter the 
mighty acts of the Lord? who 
can shew forth all his praise ? 

15 Sing unto God, ye king- 
doms of the earth; O sing 
praises unto the LOTd. 

16 To him that rideth upon 
the heavens of heavens which 
were of old ; Lo, he doth send 
out his voice, and that a mighty 
voice. 

17 Ascribe ye strength unto 
God; his excellency is over 



Israel, and his strength is in the 
clouds. ' 

18 O God, thou a]:t terrible 
T)Ut of thy holy places : the 
Ood of Israel is he that giveth 
jstrength and power unto his 
people. Blessed be God. 

19 Who hath wrought and 
done it, calling the generations 
from the beginning ? I the Lord 
the first, and the last ; I am He. 
The isles saw it, and feared ; the 
ends of the earth were afraid. 

20 At the noise of the tu- 
mult the people fled : at the 
lifting up of thyself the nations 
are scattered. 

21 Woe to the multitude of 
many people, which make a 
noise lUce die noise of the seas : 
and to the rushing of nations, 
that make a rushing like the 
rushing of mighty waters.

O Lord, thou art my God ; I 
will exalt thee, I will praise thy 
name : for thou hast done won- 
derful things; thy counsels' of 
old are faithfolness and truth. 
• 2 For thou hast made of a 
city an heap ; of a defenced city, 
a ruin ; a palace of strangers, 
to be no city : it shall never be 
built. 

3 Therefore shall the strong 
people glorify thee, the city of 
the terrible nations shall fear 
ih.ee. 

4 For thou hast been a 
strength to the poor, a strength 
to the needy in his distress, a 
refuge from tiie storm, a shadow 
from the heat, when the blast 
of the terrible ones is as a storm 
against the wall. 

6 Thou shalt bring down 
the noise of strangers, as the 
heat in a dry place : even the 
heat with the shadow of a cloud ; 
the branch of the terrible ones 
shall be brought low. 

6 And the Lord shall cause 
his glorious voice to be heard, 
and shall shew the lighting- 
down of his arm, with the in- 
dignation of his anger, and with 
the flame of a devouring fire, 
with scattering, and tempest, 
and hail-stones. 

7 Hie earth shall quake be- 
fore him, the heavens shall 
tremble : the sun and the moon 
shall be dark, and the stars 
shall withdraw their shining : 

6 And the Lord shall utter 
his voice before his army : for 
his camp is very great : for he 
is strong that executeth his 



word : for the day of the Lord 
is great and very terrible ; and 
who can abide it ? 

9 Hear, all ye people; heark- 
en, O earth, and all that there- 
in is : and let the Lord God be 
witness against you, the Lord 
from his holy temple. 

10 For behold, the Lord com- 
eth fortii out of his place, and 
will come down, and tread upon 
the high places of the earth. 

11 And the mountains shall 
be molten under him, and th^ 
valleys shall be cleft ; as wax 
before the fire, and afe the wa- 
ters that are poured down a 
steep place. 

f 12 The Lord is in his holy 
temple : let all the earth keep 
silence before him. 

13 O Lord, I have heard thy 
speech, and wd£ a&aid: O Lord, 
revive thy work in the midst of 
the years, in the midst of the 
years make known : in wrath 
remember mercy. 

14 God came from Teman, 
and the Holy One from mount 
Param. His glory covered the 
heavens, and the earth was full 
of his praise, and his brightness 
was as the light ; before him 
went the pestilence, and burn- 
ing coals went fordi at his 
feet. 

15 He stood, and measured 
the earth : he beheld, and drove 
asunder the nations ; and the 
everlasting mountains were scat- 
tered, the perpetual hills did 
bow: his ways are everlasting. 

16 Was tiie Lord displeased 
against the rivers? was thine 
anger against the rivers? was 
€hy wradi against the sea, that 
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ihoa dkbt ride upon thine horses 
and thy chariots of salvation ? 

17 Thy bow was made quite 
naked. Thou didst cleave the 
earth with rivers. 

18 The mountains saw thee, 
and they trembled : the over- 
flowing of the water passed by: 
the deep uttered his voice, and 
lifted up his hands on high. 

19 The sun and moon stood 
still in their habitation : at the 
light of thine arrows they went, 
and at the shining of thy glit- 
tering spear. 

20 Thou didst walk through 
the sea with thine horses, 
through the heap of great wa- 
ters. 

21 The Lord hath his way in 
the whirlwind, and in the storm; 
and the clouds are the dust of 
his feet. He rebuketh the sea 
and maketh it dry, and drieth up 
all the rivers. The mountains 
quake at him and the hiUs melt, 
and the earth is burned at his 
presence, yea, the world and all 
that dwell therein. 

f 22 TheLord reigneth, he is 
dotjied with majesty ; the Lord 
IS clothed with strength, where- 
with he hath girded himself: 
the world also is stablished that 
it cannot be moved. 

23 The floods have lifted up, 
O hord, the floods have lifted 
up their voice ; the floods lift 
up their waves. 

24 The Lord on high is 
mightier than the noise of many 
waters, yea, than the mighty 
waves of the sea. 

25 Great is the Lord, and 
greatly to be praised, and his 
greatnei^ is unsearchable. 



26 One generation shall 
praise thy works to another* 
and shall declare thy mighty 
acts. 

27 I will speak of the glo* 
rious honour of thy majesty,, 
and of thy wondrous works. 

28 And men shall speak of 
the might of thy terrible acts ; 
and 1 will declare thy greatness. 

29 They shall abundantly ut- 
ter the memory of thy great 
goodness, and shall sing of thy 
righteousness. 

30 All thy works shall praise 
thee, O Lord ; and thy saints 
shall bless thee. They shall 
speak of the glory of thy king- 
dom, and talk of thy power; to 
make known to the sons of men 
his mighty acts, and the glorious 
majesty of his kingdom. 

310 Lord God of hosts, who 
is a strong lord like unto thee ! 
or to thy Mthfiilness round 
about thee ! 

32 Art thou not it which 
hath dried the sea, the waters of 
the great deep; that hath made 
the depths of the sea a way for 
the ransomed to pass over ? 

33 Thou rulestthe raging of 
the sea: when the waves there- 
of arise, thou stillest them. 

34 For who in the heaven 
can be compared unto the Lord! 
who among the sons of the 
mighty can be likened tmto the 
Lord! 

f 35 TheLord reigneth: let 
the earth rejoice : let the mul- 
titude of isles be glad thereof. 

36 Clouds and darkness Are 
round about him: righteousness 
and judgement are the habita* 
tion of his throne. 
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37 A fire goeth before him, 
and btimeth up his enemies 
round about. 

38 His lightnings enlightened 
the world : the earth saw, and 

. trembled. 

39 Thfe hills melted like wax 
at the presence of the Lord, at 
the presence of the Lord of the 
whole earth. 

40 The heavens declare his 
righteousness, and all the peo- 
ple see his glory. 



41 They shall speak of the 
glory of thy kingdom, and talk 
of thy power : To make known 
to the sons of men his mighty^ 
acts, and the glorious majes^ 
of his kingdom. 

42 Blessed be the Lord God» 
the God of Israel, who only 
doeth wondrous things. And 
blessed be his glorious naAie for 
ever : and let ti^e whole earth be 
jHled with his glofy. Aiaen, 
and amen.

11 Thou, O Lord, shalt en* 
dure for ever, and thy remem- 
brance unto all generations. 

12 Thy word is true from the 
beginning; and every one of thy^ 
righteous judgements enduredt 
for ever. 

13 Thy throne, O God, is for 
ever and ever: the sceptre of thy 
kingdom is a right sceptre. 

14 For ever, O Lord, thy 
word is settled in heaven. 

15 Thy faithfulness is unta 
all generations: thou hast esta- 
blished the earth, and it abideth. 

16 They continue this day 
according to thine ordinances : 
for all are tlxy s^rvanb* 
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17 Thy tutiftioBieg aie very 
holiness becometh tiiintt 

house, O Lord, for ever. 

18 Thy nsme, O Lord, en. 
dureth for ever; and thy me* 
moiial, O Lord, throaghout ail 
generations. 

19 I will fling of the mercies 
of the Lord for ever : vrith my 
mouth will I make known thy 
fidtiifiihiess to aU generations. 

20 For I have said, Mercy 
shall be built up for ever: thy 
faithfulness shalt thou establish 
in the very heavens. 

21 Blessed be thou. Lord 
God of Israel our father, for 
ever and ever. 

f 22 The Lord thy God he 
is God, the feithful God, which 
keepeth covenant and mercy 
with them that love him, and 
keep his commandments, to a 
thousand generations. 

23 The Lord is King for ever 
«nd ever. 

24 How great are his signs! 
and how mighty are his won- 
ders! his kingdom is an ever- 
lasting kingdom, and his do* 
minion is ^m generation to 
generation. 

25 The works of his hands 
are verity and judgement : all 
his commandments are sure. 

26 They stand fast for ever 
and ever, and are done in truth 
and uprightness. 

27 He is the living God, and 
steadfast for ever, and his king- 
dom that which shall not be de- 
stroyed, and his dominion shall 
be even unto the end. He de- 
livereth and rescueth, and he 
worketh signs and wond^is in 
heaven and in eaith. 



28 His donunion is an evef- 
lastmg donunion, which shall 
not pass away, and his king- 
dom that which shall not be 
destroyed. 

29 And the kiiDgdom aod 
dominion, sad the greatness of 
tile kingdom under the "^ole 
heaven, shall be given to the 
people of the saints of tiie Most 
High; whose kii^om is an 
everlasting kingdom, and all 
dominions shall serve and obey 
him. 

% 30 There are many devices 
in a man's heart; nevertheless 
the counsel of the Lord, that 
shall stand. 

31 The counsel of the Lord 
standeth for ever, the thoughts 
of his heart to all generations. 

32 I know •that whatsoever 
God doeth, it shall be for ever: 
nothing can be put to it, nor 
any thing taken from it: and 
God doeth it, that men should 
fear before him. 

33 God is not a man, that 
he should lie; neither the soil 
of man, that he should repent : 
hath he said, and shall he not 
do it? or hath he spoken, and 
shall he not make it good ? 

34 The Strength of Israel 
will not lie, nor repent : for he 
is not a man, that he should 
repent. But he is in one mind, 
aiKi who can turn him ? and 
what his soul desire1h,even that 
he doeth. For he performeth 
)2ie thing that is appointed. 

35 Who is he that saith, and 
it cometh to pass, when the Lord 
commandeth it not ? 

36 For the Lord of hosts 
hath purposed, and who shall 
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disaxural it? and his haad is 
stxetched out, and who shall 
turn it back ? 

37 The Lord shafl reign for 
ever, even thy God, O Zion, un- 
to aU generations. For this God 
is our God for ever and ever: 
he will be our guide even unto 
death. 

38 Hifl work is honourable 
and glorious; and his righteous- 
ness enduretii for ever. 

LESSON XXIL 

The Lord of hosts hath sworn, 
:^ying. Surely as I have thought, 
so shall it come to pass; and as I 
have purposed, so shall it stand : 
lor I am the Lord ; I will speak, 
and the word that I shall speak 
shall come to pass. 

2 I the Lord have spoken it :

Thus saitii 
the Lord of hosts. Turn ye now 
from your evil ways, and from 
your evil doings : but they did 
^othear, nor hearken unto me, 
saith the Lord. 

7 Your fietthers, where are 
they? and the prophets, do they 
live for ever ? 

8 But my words and my sta- 
tutes, which I commanded my 
servants the prophets, did they 
not take hold of your fathers ? 
and they returned, and said. 
Like as the Lord of hosts thought 
to do unto us, according to our 
ways, and according to our do- 
ings, so hath he dealt with us. 

^ 9 Keep silence before me, 

islands ; and let the people 
renew their strength : hearken 
unto me, my people; and give 
ear unto me, O my nation : for a 
law shall proceed from me, and 

1 will make my judgement to 
rest for a light of the people. 

10 My righteousness is near; 
my salvation is gone forth, and 
mine arm shall judge the peo- 
ple; the isles shall wait upon 
me, and on mine arm shall they 
trust. 

11 Lift up your eyes to the 
heavens, and look upon the 
earth beneath : for the heavens 
shall vanish away like smoke, 
and the earth shall wax old like 
a garment, and they that dwell 
therein shall die in Hke manner:

11 He brought them out of 
darkness and the shadow of 
death, and brake their bands 
in sunder. 

f 12 Oh that men would 
praise the Lord for his good- 
ness, and for his wonderfrd 
works to the children of men! 

13 For he hath broken the 
gates of brass, and cut the bars 
oi iron in sunder. 

14 Fools because of their 
transgression and because of 
their iniquities are afflicted : 

15 Their soul abhorreth aU 
manner of meat; and they 
draw near unto the gates of 
death. 

16 Then they cry unto the 
Lord in their trouble, and he 
saveth them out of their dis- 



17 He sent his word, and 
healed them, and delivered them 
frt>m their destructions. 

f 18 Oh that men would 
praise the Lord for his good- 
ness, and for his wonderfrd 
works to the children of men! 

19 Let them sacrifice the sa-

crifices of thanksgivmg, and de- 
clare his works ttrMi rejoicing. 

20 They that go down to the 
sea in ships, that do businesi^ 
in great waters ; these see the 
works of the Lord, and his won- 
ders in the deep. 

21 For he commandeth, and 
raiseth the stormy wind, which 
lifteth up the waves thereof. 

22 They mount up to the 
heaven, they go down again to 
the depths: their soul is melted 
because of trouble. 

23 They reel to and fro, and 
stagger like a drunken man, and 
are at their wit's end. 

24 Then they cry unto thie 
Lord in their trouble, and he 
bringeth theqi out of their dis- 
tresses. I 

25 He maketh the storm a 
calm, so that the waves thereof 
are still. 

26 Then axe they glad be- 
cause they be quiet ; so he 
bringeth them unto their de- 
sired haven. 

f 27 Oh that men would 
praise the Lord for his goodness, 
and for his wonderful woiks to 
the children of men ! 

28 Let them exalt him also 
in the congregation of the peo- 
ple, and praise him in the as- 
sembly of the elders. 

29 He tumeth rivers into 
a wilderness, and the water- 
springs into dry ground, a 
fruitful land into barrenness, 
for the wickedness of them 
that dwell therein. 

30 He tumeth the wilder- 
ness into a standing water, and 
dry ground into water-brings. 

31 And there he maketh the 



hungry to dwell, that tliey may 
prepare a city for habitation: 
and sow the fields, and plant 
vineyards, which may yield 
fruits of increase. 

32 He blesseth them also, so 
that they are multiplied greatly, 
and suflfereth not tiieir cattle to 
decrease. 

33 Again they are minished 
and brought low through op-^ 
pression, affliction and sorrow. 

34 He poureth contempt up- 
on princes, and causeth them to 
wander in the wilderness, where 
there is no way, 

35 Yet setteth he the poor 
on high from aiHictiou, and 
maketh him families like a flock; 

36 The ri^teous shall see it» 
and rjE^oice: and all iniquity 
shall stop her mouth. 

37 Whoso is wise, and will 
observe these things, even they 
shall imderstand the loving- 
kindness of the Loid. 

LESSON XXIV. 

What shall I rebder unto the 
Lord for all his benefits towards 
me ? 

2 Gracious is the Lord tnd 
righteous ; yea, our God is mer- 
cifol. 

3 The Lord preserveth the 
simple : I ^sJs brought low,*and 
he helped me. 

4 Return unto thy rest, O 
my ^oul; for the Lord hath 
dealt bountifully with thee. 

5 For thou hast delivered my 
soul from death, mine eyes from 
tears, and my feet from fall-

10 Who is like unto the 
Lord our God, who dwdleth on 
high! who humbleth himself 
to behold the tiungs that are in 
heaven, and in the earth! 

11 He raiseth up the poor 
out of the dust, and lifketh the 
needy out of the dunghill ; that 
he may set him with princes, 
even with the princes of his peo- 
ple. 

12 God setteth the solitary 
in fanuHes : he bringeth out 
those which are bound with 
chains. 

13 God giveth to a man that 
is good in his sight, wisdom 
and knowledge and joy. 

14 O give thanks unto the 
Lord ; for he is good ; for his 
mercy endureth for ever. 

15 For how great is Ills good- 
ness, and how great is his beau* 
ty! 

f 16 The Lordis good to all; 
and his tender mercies are over 
all his woiks. 

17 All thy works shall praise 
thee, O Lord ; and thy saints 
shall bless thee. 

18 The Lord upholdeth all 
that ia&y and raiseth up all those 
that be bowed down* 



19 The eyes of all watt upon 
thee; and thou givest them 
their meat in due season. 

20 Thou openest thine hand, 
andsatisfiest the desire of every 
living thing. 

21 The liord is righteous in 
all his ways, and holy in all his 
wcnrks. 

32 The Lord is nigh unto 
all them that call upon him, to 
all that call upon him in truth. 

23 He will fulfil the desire 
of them t^hat fear him : he also 
will hear their cry, and will 
save them. 

24 Hie Lord preserveth all 
them that love him : but all 
the wicked will he destroy. 

% 25 My mouth shall speak 
the praise of the Lord : and let 
all flesh bless his holy neune for 
ever and ever. 

26 Thy mercy, O Lord, is in 
the heavens; and thy faithful- 
ness reacheth unto the clouds. 

^7 Thy righteousness is like 
the great mountains; thy judge- 
ments aie a great dieep : O hard, 
thou preservest man and beast. 

28 How excellent is thy lo- 
ving-kindness^ O God I there- 
fore the children of men put 
their trust under the shadow of 
thy wings. 

29 They shall be abundantly 
satisfied with the fatness of thy 
house: and thou shalt make 
them drink of the river of thy 
fdeasures. For with thee is the 
fountain of lifo ; in thy light 
shall we see light. 

SO O ocmtinue thy loving- 
kindness unto them that know 
thee, and thy righteousness to 
the upright in heart. 
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31 .Thou, O God, did#t $6nd 
a plentiful rain, wliareby tliou 
didst confirm thine inhmtance 
when it was weaiy. 

32 Thy congregation hath 
dwelt therein: thoa, O Qoi, 
hast prepared of thy goodness 
for the poor. 

33 Mercy and truth are met 
together ; righteousness and 
peace have kisised each other. 

34 Truth shall spring out of 
the earth; and righteousness 
shall look down from heaven. 

35 Yea, the Lord shall give 
that which is good ; and our 
land shall yield her increase. 

36 Righteousness shall go 
before him ; and shall set us in 
the way of his steps. 

LESSON XXV. 

BiiSss the Lord, O my soul; 
and all that is within me, bless 
his hcdy name. 

2 Bkss die Loid« O my soul; 
and forget not all his benefits : 

3 Who forgiveth all thine 
iniquities ; who healeth all thy 
diseases;

6 Return, thou backsliding 
Israel, saith the Lord; and I 
will not cause mine anger to 
fall upon you : for I am mer- 
ciful, saith the Lord, and I will 
not ke^ anger for ever. 

7 Only acknowledge thine 



iniquity, that thou hast trans- 
gressed against the Lord thy 
God. 

8 For thus saith the high 
and lofty One that inhabiteth 
eternity, whose name is Holy ; 
I dwell in the high and holy 
place, with him also that is of a 
contrite and humble spirit, to 
revive the spirit of the humble, 
and to revive the heart of the 
contrite ones. 

9 I will not contend for 
ever, neither will I be always 
wroth: for the spirit should faS 
before me, and the souls which 
I have made. 

10 For the iniquity of man's 
oovetouaaess was I wroth, and 
smote him : I hid me, and was 
wroth, and he went on frowardly 
in the way of his heart. 

Ill have seen his ways-, and 
will heal him: I wUl lead him 
also, and restore comforts unto 
him, and to his mourners. 

12 I create the firuit of the 
lips ; Peace, peace to him that is 
far off, and to him that is near, 
saith the Lord ; and I will heal 
him. 

13 But the wicked are like 
the troubled sea, when iticannot

14 There is no peace, s&ith 
my God, to the wicked. 

15 If his children fonake my 
law, and walk not in my judge-^ 
ments ; 

16 If they break tny statutes^ 
and keep not my command- 
ments ; 

17 Then will I visit their 
transgressions witii Hie rod, and 
their iniquity with stripes. 

18 NevertheksB, my loving- 
kindness will I not utterly take 
from him, nor suffer my faidi- 
fulness to fail. 

19 My mercy will I keep for 
him for evermore, and my co- 
venant shall stand fast with 
him. 

% 20 Even from the days of 
your fathers ye are gone away 
from mine ordinances, and have 
not kept them : return unto me, 
and I will return unto you, saith 
the Lord of hosts. But ye say. 
Wherein shall we reftmn ? 

21 Cast away from you all 
your transgressions whereby ye 
h^ve transgressed, and make 
you a new heart and a new 
spirit ; for why will ye die, O 
house of Israel.^ 

22 For I have no pleasure in 
the death of him diat dieth, 
saith the Lord God; wherefore 
turn yourselves, and live ye. 

23 Turn ye unto me, saith 
the Lord of hosts, and I will turn 
unto you, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

24 If tiie wicked will turn 
from all his sins that he hath 
committed, and keep all my 
statutes, and do that which is 



1ft wftd tiiul tight, he shall sm^y 
live, he shall not die. 

25 All Ms transgressiokis that 
he hath committed, Hiey shall 
not be mentiotied usto him : in 
his righteousness tiieit Im hath 
done, he shall live. 

26 H&.ve I any pleasu^ nt all 
tliat the wicked should die ? saidi 
the Lord God ; and not timt hei 
should return from his ways, 
and live? 

LESSON XXVIL 

Seek ye the Lord while he may 
be found, call ye upon him while 
he is near. 

2 Let the wicked forsAke his 
way, and the unrighteous mafi 
his thoughts : and let hii^ te- 
tum unto tiie Lord, and he will 
have mercy upon him ; and to 
our God, for he will abundantly 
pardon. 

3 When the widced man tum- 
eth away firom his wickedness 
that he hath committed, and 
doeth tiiat which is lawfcd and 
right, he diall save his soul 
alive. 

4 Because he consideretii; 
and tumeth away from all his 
transgressions that he hatibco^- 
mitted, he shall sui^ly live, he 
shall not die. 

5 I will be his father, and he 
shall be my son; if he commit 
iniquity, I will chasten him with 
the rod of men, and widi the 
stripes of the diildren of men. 

6 But my mercy shall not 
depart away from him. 

^ 7 Come now, and let us rea- 
son together, saith the Lords 
though your sins be aip^scaiiet. 
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ihsj shall be as wbite as snow; 
though they be red like crimson* 
they fidiall be as wool. 

8 If ye be willing and obe- 
dient, ye shall eat tite good of 
the land: 

9 But if ye refuse and rebel, 
ye shall be devoured with the 
sword: for the mouth of the 
Lord hath ^)oken it. 

10 Remember these, (O Jacob 
and Israel,) for thou art my 
servant, I have formed thee : 
thou art my servant, O Israel ; 
thou shalt not be forgotten of 
me. 

11 I, even I, am he that 
blotteth out thy transgressions 
for mine own sake, and will not 
remember thy sins« 

12 I have blotted out, as a 
thick cloud, thy transgressions, 
and, as a cloud, thy sins : re- 
tttm unto me ; for I have re- 
deemed thee. 

13 The Lord thy God in the 
midst of thee is mighty : he will 
save, he will rejoice over thee 
with joy; he will rest in his 
love, he will joy over thee with 
singing. 

14 Though I have afflicted 
tibee, I will afflict thee no more. 

15 For now will I break thy 
yoke from off thee, and will 
burst thy bonds in sunder. 

f 16 Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel : 

17 Because thine heart was 
tender, and thou didst humble 
thyself before God, and hum- 
bledst thyself before me, and 
didst rend thy clothes, and weep 
before me, I have even heard 
thee also, saith the Lord. 

18 Thou calledst in trouble^ 



and I delivered thee : I answer- 
ed thee in the secret place of 
thunder. 

LESSON xxvin. 

Thus saith the Lord God, the 
Holy One of Israel; In return- 
ing and rest shall ye be saved, 
in quietness and in confidence 
shall be your strength : and ye 
would not. 

2 But ye said. No; for we 
will fiee upon horses ; tiierefore 
shall ye fiee : and we will ride 
upon the swift ; therefore shall 
they that pursue you be swift. 

8 My people hath been lost 
sheep : tiieir shepherds have 
eaused them to go astray, they 
have turned them away on the 
mountains : liiey have gone 
from mountain to lull, they have 
forgotten their resting place.

transgressed against me. ^ 

7 I will heal their backsliding, 
I will love them freely. 

8 And I will give them one 
heart, and I will put a new spi- 
rit within them : jmd I will take 
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the stony heart out of their 
flesh, and will give them an 
heart of flesh : 

9 That they may walk in my 
statutes, and keep mine ordi- 
nances, and do them : and they 
shall be my people, and I will 
be their God. 

10 1 will put my law in their 
inward parts, and write it in 
their hearts ; and will be their 
God, and they shall be my peo- 
ple. 

1 1 And they shall teach no 
more every man his neighbour, 
and every man his brother, say- 
ing. Know the Lord : for they 
shall all know me, from the 
least of them unto the greatest 
of them, saith the Lord : for I 
will forgive their iniquity, and 
I will remember their sin no 
more. 

12 Thus saith the Lord, which 
pveth the sun for a light by day, 
and the ordinances of the moon 
and of the stars for a light 
by night, which divideth the 
sea when the waves thereof 
roar ; The Lord of hosts is his 
name: 

13 If heaven above can be 
measured, and the foundations 
of the earth searched out be- 
neath, I will also cast off all the 
seed of Israel for all that they 
have done, saith the Lord. 

14 Oh that there were such 
a heart in them, that they would 
fear me, and keep my command- 
ments always, tiiat it might be 
well with them, and with their 
children for ever ! 

% 15 Thus saith the Lord, I 
Lave heard thy prayer, I have 
seen thy tears : 



16 Therefore hear now thi*, 
thou afflicted : 

17 Thus saith thy Lord the 
Lord, and thy God that pleadeth 
the cause of his people. Behold, 
I have taken out of thine hand 
the cup of trembling; thou shalt 
no more drink it again. 

1 8 For a small moment have 
I forsaken thee, but with great 
mercies will I gather thee. 

19 In a little wrath I hid my 
face from thee for a moment, but 
with everlasting kindness will 
I have mercy _on thee, saith the 
Lord thy Redeemer. 

20 For this is as the waters 
of Noah unto me : for as I have 
sworn that the waters of Noah 
should no more go over the 
earth ; so have I sworn that I 
would not be wroth with thee, 
nor rebuke thee. 

21 For the mountains shall 
depart, and the hills be removed; 
but my kindness shall not de- 
part from thee, neither shall the 
covenant of my peace be re- 
moved, saith the Lord, that hath 
mercy on thee. 

f 22 Oh thou afflicted, tossed 
witid tempest, and notcomforted, 
behold, I will lay thy stones with 
fair colours, and lay thy founda- 
tions with sapphires. 

23. And I will make thy win- 
dows of agates, and thy gates of 
carbuncles, and all thy borders 
of pleasant stones. 

24 And all thy children shall 
be taught of the Lord, and great 
shall be the peace of thy chil- 
dren. 

25 In righteousness shalt 
thou be established: thou shalt 
be hi from oppression, for thou 
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shalt not fear; and firom ter- 
ror, for it shall not come near 
thee. 

26 And even to thine old age, 
I am He, and even to hoar hairs 
"Will I carry thee ; I have made, 
and I -will hear, even I will carry, 
and will deliver thee. 

27 Yea, I have loved thee 
with an everlasting love; there- 
fore with loving-^dness have 
I dravm thee. 

28 Wilt thou not Aom this 
time cry unto me. My father, 
thou art the guide of my youth ? 

29 Will he reserve his anger 
lor ever? will he keep it to the 
end? 

f 30 Thus SBith the Lord thy 
Redeemer, the Holy One of 
Israel ; I am the Lord thy God, 
which teacheth thee to profit, 
which leadeth thee by the way 
that thou shouldest go. 

310 that thou hadst heark- 
ened to my commandments ! 
then had thy peace been as a 
river, and thy righteousness as 
the waves of the sea : 

32 For I have satiated the 
weary soul, and I have reple- 
nished every sorrowful soul. 

LESSON XXIX. 

If thou, Lord, shouldest mark 
iniquities; O Lord, who shall 
stand? 

2 But there is forgiveness 
with thee ; that thou mayest be 
feared. 

3 Thou art a God ready to 
pardon, gracious and merciful, 
slow to anger, and of great kind- 
ness. 

4 For thou. Lord, art good* 



und ready to fozgive; andplen^ 
teous in mercy unto all them 
that call upon thee. 

% 5 Who is a Godlike unto 
thee, that pardoneth iniquity, 
and passeth by the transgres- 
sion of the renmant of his heri- 
tage ? he retaineth not his anger 
for ever, because he delighteth 
in mercy. 

6 He will turn again, he will 
have compassion upon us ; he 
will subdue our iniquities; he 
will cast all our sins into the 
deptiis of the sea.' 

7 He healeth the broken in 
heart, and bindeth up their' 
wounds. 

8 For we must needs. die, and 
are as water spilt on the ground, 
which cannot be gathered up 
again: 

9 Neither doth God respect 
any person; yet doth he devise 
means that his banished be not 
expelled from him. 

. 10 Thou, O Lord, art a God 
full of compassion, and gra- 
cious; long-suffering, and plen- 
teous in mercy and truth. 

1 1 Thou art a gracious God, 
and merciful; slow to anger, and 
of great kindness, and repentest 
thee of the evil. 

12 Thou, O Lord, art our 
father, our redeemer, thy name 
is from everlasting. 

1 3 Retum,^ for thy servants' 
sake, the tribes of tiune inheri- 
tance. 

14 The good Lord pardoneth 
every one that prepareth his 
heart to seek God, the Lord 
God of his fathers. 

15 For the Lord your God is 
gracious and merciM, and will 
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BOt tiim mway h» fflxle fromyotii 
if ye retam unto faim:. 

16 If tboushalt seek tke Lord 
thy Qod, thou dialt find him, 
if tboa seek him with all thine 
heart, and mth all thy soill : 

17 Whenl thon ait in tribn- 
latioB, and aU these tilings are 
eome apon thee, even in the 
latter days, if thou turn to the 
Lord thy Ctod, and shaltbe obe- 
dient unto hie voice, 

18 (For the Lord thy God is 
a lAerdlul €k>d,) he will not for- 
sake thee, neither destroy thee* 

19 If thou seek him, he will 
be found of thee ; but if tiiou for- 
sake him, he will cast thee off 
for ever. 

% 20 Despise not the chasten- 
ing of the Lord; neither b6 
weary of his correction : 

21 For whom the Lord loveth 
he corre^teth, even as a fathei* 
the son in whom be delighteth. 

22 Behold, happy is the man 
Whom God corretteth: there- 
foredespise Dtotthoutiiechasten- 
Hig of the Almighty : 

23 For his anger endui^th 
but a moment ; in his favour is 
life: weeping may endinris for a 
night, but joy cometh in the 
morning. 

24 Let Israel hope in the 
Lord ; for with the Lord there 
is mercy, and with him is plen^ 
teorus redemption. 

25 And he shall redeem Israel 
from all his iniquities. 

26 The Lord is gracious, and 
full of compassion : sloW to 
anger, and of great mercy. 

% 27 Sing, O heavens; and be 
joyM, O earth; and break forth 
into singings O ttiountadns : for 



the Lord hath comforted his 
people, and wiH hatve mercy 
upon his afflicted. 

28 And ' therefore wfll the 
Lord wait that he may be gra- 
eious unto you, and therefore 
will he be exalted that he may 
have mercy upon you: for the 
Lord is a God of judgement ; 
blessed are all they that wait 
for him. 

29 Ye shall weep no more t 
he will fee very gracious unto 
you at the voice of your cry ; 
when he shall hear it, he will 
answer you. 

80 And though the Lord give 
you the bread of adversity and the 
water of affliction, yet shall not 
thy teachers be retnoved into a 
comer any more, but thine eyes 
shall see thy teachers : 

31 And thine ears shall hear 
a word behind thee, saying Thik 
is the way, walk ye in it, when 
ye tiim to the right-hand, and 
When ye turn to the left. 

LESSON XXX. 

I COMMUNED with mine owii 
heart, and my spirit made dili- 
gent search. 

2 Will tiie Lord cast off for 
ever ? and will he be favourable 
116 niore ? 

3 Is his mercy cleati gone for 
ever } doth his promise fiedl foi* 
evermore ? 

4 Hath God forgotten to be 
gracious ? hath he in anger shut 
up his tender mercies ? 

5 And 1 slid. This is my in- 
firmity: but I Will remember 
the years of the right hand of 
the Most High* 
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6 I w21 remember the vorks 
of the Lord : surely I will re-> 
member thy wonders of old. 

7 I will meditate also of all 
thy work, and talk of thy 
doings. 

8 Thou hast forgiven the in- 
iquity of thy people, thou hast 
covered all their sin. 

9 Turn u&, O God of our sal- 
vation, and cause thine anger 
towards us to cease. 

10 Wilt thou be angry with 
us for ever ? wilt thou draw out 
thine anger to all generations ? 

11 Wilt thou not revive us 
again, that thy people may re- 
joice in thee ? 

12 Shew us thy mercy, O 
Lord, and grant us thy salva- 
tion. 

^131 will hear what God the 
Lord will speak: for he will 
speak peace tinto his people, 
and to his saints : but let them 
not turn again to folly. 

1 4 Surely hid salvation is nigh- 
them that fear him ; they shall 
pray unto God, and he will be 
favourable unto them ; and they 
shall see his face with joy : for 
he will render xibto tiian his 
righteousness. 

15 Helookethuponmen,and 
if any say, I have sinned, and 
perverted that which was right, 
and it profited me not ; 

16 He wiU deliver his sotdi 
from going into the |nt, and his 
life shall see the light. 

17 Lo, all these things work- 
eth God oftenti|;nes widi man, 

18 To bring back hii^ soul 
from the pit, to be enlightened 
with the light of the living. 

19 He will swallow up death 



in victory * and the Lord God 
will wipe away tears from off 
all faces ; and ^e rebuke of his^ 
people shall he take away from 
off all the earth : for the Lotd 
hath spoken it. 

20 And it sbaU be said in- 
^at day, Lo, this is our God ;' 
we have waited for him, and he 
will save us : tMs is the Lord ;> 
we have waited for him, we will 
be glad, and rejoice in his sal- 
Vittion. 

21 And in that day thou shalt 
say, O Lord, I will praise thee : 
though thou wast angry withme, 
thine anger is turned away, and 
thou comfortedst me. 

22 Behold, God is my salva<^ 
tion; I will trust, and not be 
i^aid ; for the Lord. Jehovah is; 
my strength and my song; he 
also is become my salvation. 

23 llierefore with joy shall 
ye draw water out of the wells 
of salvation. 

^ 24 I will mention the lo- 
ving-kindnesses of the Lord,' 
and the praises of the Lord, ac-. 
cording to all that the Lord hath 
bestowed on^tts ; and the great 
goodness towards the house of 
Israel, which he hath bestowed 
on them, according to his mer- 
cies, and according to the mul-. 
titttde of his. loving-kindness. 

25 For he said. Surely they 
are my people, children that will 
not lie : so he was their saviour. 

26 In all their affliction he 
was afflicted, and the angel of 
his presence saved them in his 
love, and in his pity he redeem- 
ed them, and he bare them, and 
carried them all the days of old. 

27 But they rebelled, and 
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vexed bis holy spirit : therefore 
he was turned to be their ene- 
my, and he fought against them. 

28 Then he remembered the 
days of old, Moses and his peo- 
ple, saying. Where is he that 
brought them up out of the sea? 
where the shepherd of his flock ? 
where is he that put his holy 
spirit within him ? 

29 Thatled them by the right 
hand of Moses with his glorious 
arm, dividing the water before 
them, to make himself an ever- 
lasting name ?

31 As a beast goeth down in- 
to the valley, the spirit of the

32 Make us glad accordiiig 
to the days wherein thou hast 
afflicted us, and the years where- 
in we have seen evO. 

33 Let thy work appear un- 
to thy servants, and thy glory 
unto their children. 

34 And let the beauty of the 
Lord our God be upon us : and 
establish thou the work of our 
hands upon us ; yea, the work 
of our hands establish thou it. 

35 Doubtless thou art our 
father, though Abraham be ig- 
norant of us, and Israel acknow- 
ledge us not : thou, O Lord, art 
our father, our redeemer ; thy 
name is from everlasting*

LESSON XXXI. 

The Lord liveth, in truth, in 
judgement, and in righteous- 
ness : and the nations shall bless 
themselves in him, and in him 
shall they glory. 

2 The Lord cometh, he Com- 
eth to judge the earth : he shall 
judge file world with righteous- 
ness, and the people with his 
truth. 

3 The Lord shall judge the 
people : judge me, O Lord, ac- 
cording to my righteousness, 
and according to mine integrity 
that is in me. 

4 O let the wickedness of the 
wickedcome to an end; butesta- 
blish the just : for the righteous 
God trieth the hearts aiid reins. 



5 O let the nations be glad 
and sing for joy : for thou shalt 
judge tiie people righteously^ 
and govern the nations upon 
earth. 

6 Thou, even thou, art to be 
feared, and who may stand in 
thy sight when once thou art 
angry? 

7 Thou didst cause judge- 
ment to be heard from hea- 
ven ; the earth feared, and was 
still, 

8 When God arose to judge- 
ment, to save all the meek of 
the earth. 

9 The Lord trieth the righ- 
teous ; but the wicked and him 
that loveth violence his soul 
hateth. 

10 For the righteous Lord 
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loveth righteousness; bis coun- 
tenance doth behold the up- 
right. 

^ 11 I said in mine heart, 
God shall judge the righteous 
and the wicked ; for there is a 
time for every purpose and for 
every work. 

12 He shall judge the poor 
of the people, he shall save the 
children of the needy, and shall 
break in pieces the oppressor. 

13 O love the Lord, all ye 
bis saints: for the Lord pre- 
serveth the faithful, and plen- 
tifully rewardeth the proud 
doer. 

14 Verily there is a re- 
ward for the righteous : verily 
be is a God that judgeth in the 
earth. 

15 The Lord is known by 
the judgement which he exe- 
cuteth: the wicked is snared 
in the work of his own hands. 

16 And the heavens shall de- 
clare his righteousness : for Grod 
is judge himself. 

17 For the word of the Lord 
is rig^t ; and all his works are 
done in truth. 

18 He loveth righteousness 
and judgement: tbe earth is 
full of the goodness of the Lord. 

19 Let the sea roar, and the 
fullness thereof ; the world, and 
they that dwell thereia. 

20 Let the floods clap their 
hands : let the hills be joyful 
together before the Lord: for 
he Cometh to judge the earth : 

21 With righteousness shall 
be judge the world, and the 
people with equity. 

22 To set up on high those 
diat be low ; that those which 



mourn may be exalted to safe- 
23 He disappointeth the de- 
vices of the crafty, so that their 
hands cannot periorm their en- 
terprise. 

24 He taketh the wise in 
their own craftiness; and the 
counsel of the froward is car- 
ried headlong. 

25 They meet with darkness 
in the day-time, and grope in 
the noon-day as ia the night. 

26 But he saveth the poor 
from the sword, from their 
mouth, and from the hand of 
the mighty. 

27 So the poor hath hope» 
and iniquity stoppeth her mouth. 

% 28 Happy is he that hath 
the God of Jacob for his help, 
whose hope is in the Lord his 
God; 

29 Which made heaven and 
earth, the sea, and all that 
therein is ; which keepeth truth 
for ever : 

30 Which executeth judge- 
ment for the oppressed, which 
giveth food to the hungry. 

31 The Lord looseth the pri- 
soners. 

32 The Lord openeth the 
eyes of the blind: the Lord 
raiseth them that are bowed 
down: the Lord loveth the 
righteous. 

33 The Lord preserveth the 
strangers ; he relieveth the fa- 
therless and widow : but the 
way of the wicked he tumeth 
upside down. 

34 A father of the fieitherless, 
and a judge of the widows, is 
God in his holy habitation. 

35 The Lord lifteth up the 
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znedc ; he casteth the i^idcked 
down to the ground. 

36 The meek also shall in- 
crease their joy in the Lord, 
and the poor among men shaE 
rejoice in the Holy OAe of Is- 
mel. 

37 For the temble one is 
brought to nought, a^d the 
scomer is consumed, and all 
tihat watqh for iniquity are cut 
Pff: 

. 3^ That make a man an of- 
fender for a word, und lay a 
9nare for him. that reproveth in 
the gate, and turn aside the just 
for a thing of nought. 

89* He will regard the prayer 
pf the destitute, and not despise 
iheir prayer. 

40 This shall be written for 
|h<e generation to come; and 
the people which shall be cre- 
ated shall praise the Lord. 

41 For he hath looked down 
from the height of his sanc- 
tuary ; from heaven • did the 
Lord behold the earth ; 

42 To hear the groaning of 
the prisoner, to loose those that 
af e appointed to death ; 

43 To declare the name of 
the Lord in Zion, and his praise 
in Jerusalem ; 

44 When the people are ga- 
thered together, and the king- 
doms, to serve the Lord. 

45 For the Lord is our judge, 
the Lord is our law-giver, the 
Lord is our king, he will save us. 

LESSON XXXIL 

Fr^sb and extol and honour 
the King of heaven, all whose 
works are truth, and his ways 



judgeBtemt: and those that walk 
ifL pride he is able to abase. 

2 And the loftiness of man 
ahaU be bowed down, and the 
haughtiness of men shall be 
made low : and the Lord alone 
shall be exalted in that day. 

3 And they shall go into the 
holes of the rocks, and into the 
caves of' the earth, for fear of 
f^e IxH:d, and for the glory of 
his majesty, when he ariseth to 
shaike terribly the earth. 

4 Enter into the rock, and 
hide thee in the dust, for fear 
pf the Lord, and for the glory 
of his majesty.

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0u£fe]di»g>.iu:id tLbmUUm^ia good- 
ness: and truth : 
. 12 Keeping mercy i€xr tbou-> 
sands, forgiving iniquity^ and 
trani^gre8»on« cmd sin, andtbat 
will by no means plearthe guilty* 

13 The Lord is slpw to ao^ 
ger, and great in power, and 
will not at all acquit.'the wick- 
ed : the Lprd hath hie way in 
the whirlwind ^aad in the storm, 
pind the donda are the diist of 
his feet. 

14 He rebuketh the 6ea,.and 
maketh it dry, and drieth up 
all the rivers:. Bashan LbUt 
guisheth, and Carmel, and the 
Sower. of Lebaiy>n languisheth. 

15 The mountains quake at 
him, and the hills melt, and the 
ear^ is burnt at his preaeiKse, 
yea, the world, and all that 
dwell therein. 

16 Who can ^tand before his 
indignation ? and who can 
abide in the fi^ceness of his 
anger ? his fury is poured out 
like fire, and the rocks are 
thrown,down by hjm. 

f X7 The Lord is good, a 
strong hold in the day of troii* 
ble; 

IS He ksoweth them that 
trust inhim; but dajckness shall 
pursue his enemies. 

1 9 Our God shall come, and 
shall not keep silence: a£re 
shall devour iMsfore him, and it 
shall be very tempestuous round 
about him. 

20 He shall call to the hea- 
vens from above, and to the 
eaxtb, that .he .may judge iiis 
people. 

21 The earth shall red to 
and fro like a drunkard, and 



riiallbe removedlikeA cotoigei 

and the transgression thereof 
ahall be heavy upon it, and it 
ahaU &11» and not rise again. 

22 And. it shallnome to pass 
in that day, that the Lord shall 
punish the host of the high ones 
that are on bigh, and the kings 
of the earth upon the earth. 

23 For the day of the Lord 
is near upon all the heathen:

8 Art thou not from ever- 
lasting, O LcHrd my Qod; mine 
Holy One ? we shall not die. - 

9 Thou art of purer eyes 
tiban to behold evil, and canst 
not look on iniquity: where- 
fore lookest thou upon them that 
deal treacherously, and boldest 
thy tongue when. the wicked 
devouredi the man that is more 
ri^teous than he ? 

10 O Lord, thou bast or- 
dained them for judgement; and 
O mighty Qod, thou hast esta- 
blished tiiem for correction. 

1 1 Arise, O God, judge the 
earth : far thou shalt inherit all 



12 Righteous art thou, O 
Lord, and upright are thy judge- 
ments. Thou lovest righteous- 
ness, and hatest iniquity. 

13 Thy righteousness also, O 
God, is very high, who hast done 
great things: O God, who islike 
unto thee! 

14 Justice and judgement are 
the habitation of thy throne : 
mercy and truth shall go before 
thy face. 

15 I know that the Lord will 
maintain the cause of the af- 
flicted» and the right of the 
poor. 



16 Surely the r^hteous thM 
give thanks unto thy name ; the 
upright shall dweU in thy pre- 
sence. — . 

17 And the afflicted pec^Ie 
thou wilt save : but thine eyes 
are upon the haughty, that thou 
mayest bring them down. 

18 Thy mercy, O Lord, is in 
the heavens ; and thy fiAztfafiil-» 
aess reacheth unto the clouds. 

19 Thy righteousness is like 
the great mountains; thy judge* 
ments. are a great deep : O 
Lord, thou preservest man and 
beast«

17 And he shajl judge the 
' worid. in righteousness, he shall

18 The widked boasteth of his

covetous, whom the Lord abhor- 
reth. 

19 The wicked, through the 
prid^ of his .countenance, will 
not seek after God : God is not 
in aU his thoughts. 

20 His ways are always grie* 
vous ; thy judgements are feu: 
above oat of his sight. 

8.1 He hath saidin his heart. 



i shall not be moved; lor I shill 
never be in adversity. 

22 His mouth is full of curs- 
ing and deceit and frauds under 
his tongue is mischief and vanity* 

23 He sitteth in the lurking- 
places of the villages: in the 
secret places doth, he murder 
the innocent : his eyes are pri- 
vily set against the poor. 

24 He croucheth and hum- 
bleth himself, that the poor may 
fall by his strong ones. 

26 He hath said in his heart, 
God hath forgotten ; he hideth 
his fru5e ; he will never see it. 

f 26 Arise, O Lord; O God^ 
lift up thine hand: forget not 
the humble. 

27 Whereforedoththewicked 
contemn God ? he hath said in 
Jus heart. Thou wilt not require 
it. 

28 Thou hast seen it; for 
thou beholdest mischief and 
spite to requite it with thy 
hand : the poor committedi 
himself unto tiiee ; thou art the 
helper of the fatherless. 

. 29 Break thou the arm of 
the wicked and the evil man : 
seek out his wickedness till thon 
find none. 

% 30 The Lord is King for 
ever and ever. 

3 1 Lord, thou hast heard the 
desire of the humble : thou wilt 
prepare their heart, thou wilt 
.cause thine ear to hear : 

82 To judge the fatherless and 
the oppress^, that the man of 
^ the earth may no more oppress. 

33 The way of the just is up- 
rightness : Thou» most upright, 
. dost weigh the path of the justl 
^ 34. The Lord executeth righ- 
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teousness and judgement for all 
that are oppressed. 

95 The Lord shaU cilt oft all 
flattering lips, and the tongue 
that speaketii proud things ; 

86 Who have said, With our 
tongue will we prevail ; our lipa 
are ourown : who is lord over ua ? 

37 For the oppression of the 
poor, forthe sighingof theneedy, 
now wiH I arise, saith the Lord : 
I will set him in safety from him 
that puffeth at him. 

LESSON XXXV. 

The word of the Lord came tmto 
me, sajring, 

2 What mean ye that ye use 
this proverb concerning the land 
of Israel, saying, Thefafiiers have 
eaten sour grapes, and the chil* 
dren's teeth are set on edge ?

7 Hath walkedinmy statutes, 
and hath kept my judgements to 
deal truly ; he is just, he shall 
surely live, saith the Lord God, 

^8 If he beget a son that is 



a robber, a shedder of blood, and 
that doeth the like to any one of 
these things, 

9 Hath oppressedtibepoor and 
needy, hath spoiled by violence; 
shall he then live ? he shall not 
livet he hatii done all t^ese abo'^ 
minations, he shall surely die ; 
his blood shall be upon him. 

^10 Now lOf if he beget a Son 
that seeth all his father's smA 
which he hath done, and cod»U 
dereth, and doeth not such like, 

11 Neither hath oppressed 
any, hath not withholden the 
pledge, neither hath lulled by 
violence, buthathgiven hisbread 
to the hungry, and hath covered 
the naked with a garment^ 

12 That hath taken off his 
hand from the poor, hath ex« 
ecuted my judgements, hath 
walked in my statutes ; he sl^ 
not die for the iniquity of his 
father, he shall surely live. 

13 As for his &ther, because 
he cruelly oppressed, spoiled his 
brother by violence, and did that 
which is not good among hk 
people, lo, even he shall die in 
his iniquity. 

14 The soul that sinneth, it 
shall die. The son shall not 
bear the iniquity of the father, 
neither shall the father bear the 
iniquity of the son : Ihe rigkte- 
ousness of the righteous shall be 
upon him, and the wickedness of 
the wicked shall be upon him. 

15 But if the wicked will 
turn from all his «ins that he 
hath committed, and keep all 
my statutes, and do that which 
is lawful and right, he shall 
surely live, he shall not die. • 

16 All his transgressions that 
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he hatli coinmitted, ihey shall 
not be mentioned unto Imn : m 
his nghteousnesa that he hath 
done, he shall live. . 

17 Have I any pleasure at 
all that the wicked should die ? 
saith the Lord God: and not 
that he should return from hit 
ways, and live ? 

% 18 But when the righteous 
tumeth away from his righteous- 
ness, and committeth iniquity; 
and doeth according to all the 
abominations that the ^cked 
man doeth, shall he live ? All 
his righteousness that he hatl^ 
done shall not be mentioned : 
in his trespass that he hath tres* 
passed, and in his sin that he 
hath sinned, in them shall he 
die. 

19 When a righteous man 
tumeth away from his righte* 
ousness, and committeth ini* 
quity, and dieth in it ; for his 
iniquity that he hath done shall 
he die. 

20 Again, when the wicked 
man tumeth away from his 
wickedness liiat he hath com- 
mitted, and doeth that which 
is lawful and right, he shall 
save his soul alive. 

21 Because he considereth, 
and tumeth away from all his 
transgressions that he hath com- 
mitted, he shall surely live, he 
shall not die. 

22 Therefore I vrill judge 
you, O house of Israel, every 
one according to his ways, saith 
the Lord God. Repent, and 
turn yourselves from all your 
transgressions ; so iniquity shall 
not be your ruin.

they rain no rain upon it. 

7 For the vineyard of the 
Lord of hosts is the hotise of 
Israel, and the men of Judah 
his pleasant plant : and he look'' 
ed for judgement, but behold, 
oppression; for righteousness, 
but behold, a cry. 
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%S Wherefore the Lord said. 
Forasmuch as this people draw 
neiir me wUh their mouth, and 
with their lips do ho&our me, 
but have removed their heart 
fftr from me, and their fear 
towards me is taught by the 
precept of men : 

9 Thereforebeholdjwillpro- 
ceed to do a marvellous work a>- 
mongst this people, even a mar- 
vellous work and a wonder ; for 
the wisdom of their wise men 
shall perish, and the understand- 
ing of their prudent men shall 
be hid. 

10 And I will punish the 
world for their evil, and the 
wicked fcnr their iniquity; and 
I wiU cause the arrogancy of the 
ptoud to cease, and will lay low 
the haughtiness of the terrible. 

Ill have not spoken in se- 
cret, in a dark placeof the earth; 
I said not unto the seed of Jacob, 
Seek ye me in vain: I the Lord 
speak righteousness, I declare 
things that are right. 

^12 As I live, saith the Lord 
God, I have no pleasiure in the 
death of the wicked; but that the 
wicked turn from his way, and 
live : turn ye, turn ye from 
your evil* ways; for why will 
ye die, O house of Israel? 

13 Therefore, thou -son of 
man, say unto the children of 
thy people. The righteousness 
of the righteous shall not de- 
liver him in the day of his 
transgression : as for the wick- 
edness of the wicked, he shall 
not fall thereby in the day that 
he tumeth from his wickedness; 
neither shall itherighteoufl be 



able to live hr his righteoiv* 
nesB in the day that he sinneth. 
. 14 When I dudl eay^to tht 
righteous, that he shall surely 
live; if he trust to his own 
righteousness, andcommit ini^ 
quity, all hb righteousness shaH 
not be remembered ; but for hit 
iniquity that he hath committed 
he shall die for it. 

15 Again, when I say unto tht 
wicked. Thou shalt surely die:

19 When the righteous ttora- 
eth from his righteousness, and 
commitleth iniquity, he shall 
even die thereby. 

20 But if the wicked turn 
from his wickedness, and do 
that which is lawful and right, 
he shall live thereby. 

21 Yet ye say, The wtfy of 
the Lord is not equal. Oye 
house of Israel, I will judge 
you every one after his ways, 
and ye shall know that I have 
not done without cause all that 
I have done in it, saitli the 
Lord God

24 Ye shall not oppress one 
another ; but ye shall fear yottp 
God : for I am the Lord your* 
God. 

25 Therefore shall ye observe 
all my statutes, and all my 
judgements, and do them: I- 
am the Lord. 

26 Whatsoever is commanded 
by the God of heaven let it be 
^gently done. 

27 Who is wise, arid he shall^ 
understand these things? pru- 
dent, and he shall know them f 
for the ways of the Lord are 
nght, and the jiist shall walk' 
in them : but the transgressors 
shall fedl therein. 

^ 28 Thus saith the Lord,Ex-' 
ecute ye judgement and righte- 
ousness, and deliver the spoiled 
out of the hand of the oppressor,* 
and do no wrong; do no violence 
to the stranger,, the fatherless.

9 Which justify the wicked

10 Therefore as the fire de- 
<TO]itret& the stubble, and the 
€ame cooisumeth the chaff, sO 
their root shall be rottenness^ 
«iid their blossom shall go up as 
dust: because they have cast 
away the law of the Lord of 
liosts, and despised the word oSf 
the Holy-One of Israel.

6 Is not this the fast that I 
have chosen? to loose the bands 
of vnckiedhess, to undo the heavy 
burdens, and to let the oppressed 
go free, and that ye break every 
yoke? 

' 7 Is it not to deal thy bread 
to the hungry, iod that thou 
bring the poor that are cast out 
to thy house ? when thou seest 
the naked, that thou cover him, 
and that thou hide not thyself 
from tUne own flesh? 

% 8 Then shall tiiy light break 
forth as the morning, and thine 
health shall spring forth speed-^ 
lly: and thy righteousness shaQ 
go before thee, the glory of the 
Xord shall be thy reward.

21 He devketh loischief up^ 
en bis bed : he settetii himself 
in a way that is not good ; he 
abisorreti^ not evil. 
. 22 Behold, his soul whicb is 
lifted up is not upright in him : 
but the just shfidl live by his 
Mth. 

^ 2S Yea also, because he 
transgresseth by wine, he is a 
proud man, neither keepeth at 
home; who enlargeth his desire 
as hell, and is as death, and 
cannot be satisfied, but gather^ 
eth unto him all nations, and 
heapeth unto him all people: 

24 Shall not ajl liiese take 
up a parable against him, and 
a taunting proverb against him. 
and say. Wo to him tiiat in- 
creasetli that which is not his : 
how long? and to him that 
ladeth hmiaelf with thick clay. 

25 Shall tiiey not rise up 
suddenly that shall bite thee, 
and awake that shall vex thee, 
and thou shalt be for booties 
unto them?

% 6 Therefore, ye shepherds, 
hear the word of the Lord. 
' 7 As I live, saith the Lord 
God, surely because my flock 
became a prey, and my flock 
became meat to every beast of 
the field, because there was no 
shepherd neither did my shep- 
herds search for my flock, but 
the shepherds fed themselves, 
and fed not my flock ; 

8 Therefore, O ye shepherds, 
hear the word of the Lord. 

9 Thus saith the Lord God, 
Behold, I am against the shep- 
herds, and I will require my 
flock at their hand, and cause 
them to cease from feeding the 
flock, neither shall the shep- 
herds feed themselves any more :

13 I will feed thCTa ki a good 
pasture, : and t^n the hig^ 
mountains of Imal i^aU tbei£ 
fold be : there shall tilwy lie ix^ 
a gobd ibid, and in a ifieit pasture 
shall they feed upon tibe moun'^ 
tains of Israel. 

14 I will feed ray flock, and 
I will cause liiem to He down, 
saith the Lord God : 

15 I will seek that whidi was 
lost, and bring again that whick 
was driven away, and 'v^ bind 
iq> that which was broken, and 
"mil strengthen that which wa^ 
sick : but I will destroy the fat 
and the strong, I will feed them 
witii judgement. ■) 

^16 Seemeth it a small tiling 
unto you, to have eaten up the 
good pa8ture> but ye must tread 
down with your feet the residue 
of your pastui«8 1 and to have 
dnmk of the deep waters, but 
ye must foul the residue with 
your feet ? 

• 17 And as for my flock, they 
eat that which ye bave trodden 
witii your feet 4 and they drink 
that which ye have foaled wi A 
your feet. 

18 Because ye have thnifit 
^th side, and with shbtllder, 
and puEdi^ all Ihe diseased witii 
your horns, till ye have seat*^ 
tei«d them abroad :

22 Concemmg thy testimo- 
nies, I have known of old that 
thou hast founded . them for 
ever, 

23 Consider mine affliction, 
and deliver me: for I do not 
forget thy law. 

24 Read my cause, and de- 
liver me: quidcen me accord- 
ing to thy word. 

25 Salvation is far from the 
wicked: for they seek not thy 
statutes. 

26 Great are thy tender mer- 
cies, Lord : quicken, me ac- 
cording to thy judgements. 

27 Consider how I love thy 
precepts : quicken me, O Lord, 
according to thy loving-kind- 



28 Thy word is true from 
the beginning: and everyone 
pf thy righteous judgements 
endureth for ever. 

29 I hate and abhor lying : 
but thy law do I love. 

30 He that worketh deceit 
shall not dwellwithin my house ; 
he that tdleth lies shall not 
tarry in my sight. 

31 Mine eyes shall be upon 
the iaitbful of the land, that 



they may dwell with me: he 
that walketh in a perfect way, 
he shall serve me. 

% 32. Lord, I have hpped for 
thy salvation, and . done thy 
commandments. ' 

33 My soul hi^th kept thy 
testimonies ; • and I love 4liem 
exceedingly. 

34 I have kept thy precepts^ 
and thy testimonies : for all my 
ways are before thee. 

35 Let my cry come near be- 
fore thee, O Lord : give me un- 
derstanding i^ording. to thy 
word. 

36 Let my supplication come 
before thae; deliver me, acoord- 
ing to thy word. 

37 My lips shall uttec praise, 
wjben thou h^ taught me thy 
statutes. 

38 My tongue shall speak of 
thy word: for all thy oommand* 
ments are lighteousaess. 

39 Let thme hand help me : 
for I have chosen thy precepts. 

40 I have longed for thy sal- 
vation, O Lord ; and thy kw id 
my delight. 

41 Let my soul live, and it 
shall praise thee ; and let thy 
judgements he^Bjie. 

42 I. have gone astray like a 
lost sheep: seek thy servant; 
for I do not forget thy com- 
mandiyients*. .

4 The thoughts of t&e righte- 
ous are riig^t : but the counsels 
of the wicked are deceit. 

5 The words of the wick^ 
are to lie in wait for blood : but 
the mouth of the upright shall 
ddiver them. 

6 Burning lips and a wicked 
heart are like a potsherd covered 
wil^ silver dross. 

7 Hethathatethdissembleth 
with his lips, and layeth up de- 
ceit within him. 

S When he speakelSi fair, be- 
lieve him not : for there are seven 
abominations in his heart, 

9 Whose hatred is covered 
hj deceit; his wickedness shall 
be shewed before the whole 
congregation. 

% 10 Whoso diggethapit shall 
fall therein : and he tlmt roU- 
eth a stone, it will return upon 
him. 

11 A lying tongue hatelli 
those that are affiicted by it ; 
and a flattering mouth worketh 
ruin. 

12 A righteous man hateth 
lying : but a wicked man is loath- 
some, and Cometh to shame. 

13 He feedeth on ashes: a 
deceived heart hatli turned him 
afiide, that he cannot ddiver his 
soul, nor say. Is there not a lie 
in my right hand ? 

14 He that speaketh truth 
sheweth forth righteo^isness ; 
but a ftdse witness, deceit. 

15 There is that speaketh 
like the piercings of a sword : 
but the tongue of the wise is 
health. 



16 The lips of truth shall 
be established for ever : but a 
lying tongue is but for a tao- 
ment. 

^ 1 7 A true witness deliver^ 
eth souls : but a deceitfixl ^t- 
ness speaketh lies. 

18 A hhe witness shall not 
be unpunished, and he that 
Bpeaketh lies shall perish. 

19 A fflkithful witness will 
not lie: but a false witness will 
ntter lies. 

20 His tongue deviseth mis- 
chiefe : like a sharp razor, work- 
ing deceitfully. 

21 He that faideth hatred 
with lying lips, and he that ut- 
tereth a slander, is a fool. 

22 A wicked doer giveth heed 
to false Hps ; and a liar giveth 
ear to a naughty tongue. 

23 The desire of a man is his 
kindness: and a poor man is 
better than a liar. 

24 Excellent speech becom- 
eth not a fool ; much less do 
lying lips a prince. 

25 Deceit is in tiie heart of 
them that imagine evil: but 
to the counsellors of peace is 
joy. 

26 He that saith unto the 
wicked. Thou art righteous, him 
shall the people curse; nations 
shall abhor him. 

27 The mouth of them that 
speak lies shall be stopped. 

28 Lying lips are abomina- 
tion to the Loi^ : but they that 
deid truly are his delight. 

29 Most men will proclaim 
every one his own goodness: 
but a fedthful man who can 
find? 
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A FALSE witness shall . perish : 
but the man that heareth, speak* 
•eth constantly. 

2 A wicked man hardeneth 
his face: but as for the upright, 
he directeth his way. 

3 An ungodly witness scorn* 
eth judgement, and the mouth of 
jbhe wicked devoureth iniquity. 

4 A man that beareth fedse 
witness against his neighbour 
is a maul, and a sword, and a 
shaip arrow. 

5 Be not a witness against 
thy neighbour without cause; 
and deceive not with thy lips. 

6 Say not, I will do so to 
him as he hath done to me : I 
will render to the man accord* 
ing to his work. 

^7 Bread ofdeceit is sweet to 
a man ; but afterwards his mouth 
shall be fiUed with grarel. 

8 As the cold of snow in the 
time of harvest, so is a faitiifbl 
messenger to them that send 
him : for he refresheth the soul 
of his masters. 

9 A man that flattereth his 
neighbour, spreadeth a net for 
his feet. - 

10 Faithful are the wounds 
t>f a friend ; but the kisses of an 
enemy are deceitful. 

11 He that rebuketh a man, 
afterwards shall find more fiet* 
vour than he that flattereth with 
the tongue. 

^12 The wicked borroweth, 
and payeth not again ; he spoil- 
ethby violence, and restoreth not 
llie pledge. 

13 Whoso is partner with a 
tiiief hateth his own souL 



14 The curse of the Cord 
shall enter into the house of the 
thief, and into the house of him 
that sweareth falsely. 

15 Whoso robb^tii Ins fothet 
or his mother, and saith. It is 
no transgresinon, the same is 
the companion of a destroyer. 

16 T^e ^tting of treasures 
by a lying tongue, is a vanity 
tossed to and fro of them that 
seek death. 

17 The robbery of the wicked 
shall destroy them ; because 
they refuse to do judgement. 

18 The way of man is fro- 
ward and strange : but as for 
the pure, his work is right. 

19 Even a child is known by 
hb doings, whether his work be 
pure, and whether it be right. 

^ 20 A fsdse balance is abo- 
mination to the Lord : but a 
just weight is his delight. 

21 Divers weights are an 
abomination unto the Lord; 
and a fedse balance is not 
good. 

22 A just weight and ba- 
lance are the Lord's: all the 
weights of the bag are his 
work. 

23 Divers weights and divers 
measures, both of tiiem are alike 
abomination to tbe Lord. 

24 Remove not the ancient 
land-maik which thy fathers 
have set. 

25 Remove not the old land- 
mark : and enter not into the 
fields of the fatherless. 

26 For their Redeemer is 
mi^ty: he shall plead their 
cause with thee. 
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LESSON LIII. 

Whsx the righteous are in au* 
thority, the people rejoice : but 
when the wicked beareth rulCi 
the people mourn. 

2 It IB joy to the just ta do 
judgement : but destruction 
shall be to the workers of ini- 
quity. 

3 To crush under his feet all 
the prisoners of the earth, 

4 To turn aside the right of 
a man before the &ce of the 
Most High, 

5 To subvert a man in his 
cause, the Lord approveth not, 

6 To punish tiie just is not 
good* nor to strike princes for 
equity. 

^7 A king that sitteth in the 
throne of judgement scattereth 
^way all evil with his eyes. 

8 The king by judgement sta^ 
bliahjptibt the land: but he that re- 
ceiveth gifts, overthroweth it. 

9 It is an abomination to 
kings to commit wickedness : 
for the throne^ is established by 
righteousness. 

10 The king that faithfully 
judgeth the poor, . his throne 
shall be estabHshed for ever. 

11 Take away the wicked 
from before the king* and his 
throne shall be .est82>l]shed in 
righteousness. 

12 If a ruler hearken to lies^ 
all his servants are wicked. 

13 The poor and the deceit- 
ful man meet together; the Lord 
lighteneth both their eyes. 



14 As a roaring lion* and a. 
ranging bear* so i& a wicked 
ruler over the poor people. 

15 The prince that wanteth 
nndrarstanding is also a great 
oppressor : but he that hateth 
covetousness shall prolong his 
days. 

% 16 An unjust man is an abo- 
mination to th^ just* and he that 
is upright in the way* is abo- 
mination to the wicked. 

17 Blessings are upon the 
head of the just : but violence 
covereth the mouth of the wickr 
cd. 

18 The memory of the just is 
blessed : but the nan^ of the 
wicked Bhall rot. 

% 19 He that justifieth the 
wicked* and he that condemneth 
tihie just, even they both are 
liboinination to the Lord. 

20 To do justice and judge- 
ment is more acceptable to th^ 
liord than sacrifice. 

21 It is not good to accept 
the person of &e wicked* to 
overUurow tibte righteous in 
judgement. 

22 To have respect of per- 
sons is not good: for for a 
piece of bread tiiat man will 
transgress, 

23 He that is first in his own 
cause seemeth just; but his 
neighbour cometh an<l searcheth 
him. 

24 A wicked man taketh sk, 
gift out of the bosom to pervert 
the ways of judgement. 

25 A man's gift maketh room 
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for him, and bringeth him be- 
fore great men. 

^26 Open thy moutb for the - 
dmnb in the cause of all such as 
are appointed to destruction. 

27 Open thy mouth, judge 
ri^teously, and plead the cause 
of the poor and needy. 
• ^8 Blessed are they that 
keep judgement. 

29 The just man walket^ in 
his integrity: his children are 
blessed after him. 

30 There shall no fevil hap- 
pen to the just : but the wicked 
shall be filled with tirischief. 

81 The righteous shall hold 
on his way, and he that hath 
'dean hands shall be stronger 
and stronger. 

LESSON LIV. 

' Yk shall judge in the fear of the 
liOrd, faithfiilly, and'With a per- 
fect heart. 

2 Ye shall have one manner 
<^f law ; as well for the stranger 
as for one of your own country. 

3 Hear the causes between 
your brethren, and judge righte- 
ously between every man and 
liis brother, and the stranger 
that is with him. 

4 If there be a controversy 
between men, and they come 
unto judgement, the judges «hall 
justify the righteous and con<^ 
demn liie wicked. 

5 Ye dhall not respect per- 
Boi^s in judgement, but ye i^all 
hear the small as well as the 
great; ye shall not be afi^d 
of the face of man; for t£e 
judgment is God's. 

6 Remove violence and spoil. 



and execute justice and judge- 
ment: take away your exactions 
from my people, saith the Lord. 

7 The prince shall not take 
of the people's inheritance by 
oppression, to thrust them out 
of possession. 

8 He "tiliat ruleth over men 
mtist be just, ruling in the fear 
of God: . 

9 And he shall be as the light 
of the morning when the sun 
ariseth, even as a morning with- 
out clouds, «& 1ke' tender grass 
springing out of the earth by 
clear sh&ing after rain. 

10 Therefore let the fear of 
the Lord be upon you; take 
heed and do justice ; for there 
is no iniquity with the Lord 
our God, nor respect of per- 
sons, nor taking of gifts. 

11 Take heed -^diat y6 do- 
lor ye judge not fcnr men, but 
for God, who is with you in 
judgement. 

%12 Samuel said unto all 
Israel : 

13 1 am old and gray-headed, 
and my sons are before you; and 
I have walked before you from 
my childhood unto this day. 

14 Behold, here I am; wit- 
ness against me before the Lord 
and before his anointed : whose 
o^'have I taken? or whose ass 
have I taken ? or whom havci I 
defrauded ?* or whom have I op- 
pressed? or of whose hand have 
I received any bribe to blind 
mine eyes therewidi? and i Will 
restore it unto you. 

15 And they said. Thou hast 
not defrauded us, nor opjH'essed 
us, nor taken auglft of any man's 
hand;

Bbhold, how good odcI how 
pLeasaat it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity. 

% 2 Withhold not good fioom 
ihem to whom it i& due, when 
it is in the power of thine hand 
to do it. 

3 Saynottintotiiy neighbour, 
Go, and come again, and to« 
morrow I will give, when thou 
hast it by thee. 

4 Detise not evil again^stthy 
neighbour, seeing he dwelletii 
securely by tihiee. 

% 5 Strive not wit& a man 
without cause^ if he haVe done 
thee no hann< 

6 Rejoice not when thine ene>- 
my falleth, and let not thine heaxt 
be glad when he stumblethf 

7 Lest tihe Lord see it, and it 
displease him. 

8« If thine enemy be hungry^ 
give hun bread to eat ; and if 
he be thirsty, give him water to 
drink? 

9 For thou shalt heap coals 
of fire upon his head, and the 
Lord shall i^rmx^ thee. 

10 The soul of the wicked 
desireth evil: his neighbour 
findeth no favour in his eyes. 

^11 Whoso mocketh the poor 
reproacheth his Maker : and he 
that is glad at calamities shall 
not be unpunished. 

12 He that givetii unto the 
poor, shall- not laek; but he 
that hideth his eyes, i^iall have 
many a curse, 



13 WhcMso stoppelh his ears 
at the cry of the poor, he also 
shall cry himself, but shall not 
be heard. 

14 He that hath a bountiful 
eye shall be blessed: for he 
giveth of his bread to the poor. 

. 13 He that hath pity upon 
the poor, lendeth unto tiie Lord; 
and that which he haith given 
will he pay him again. 

16 Th& poor is hated even of 
Ids own neighbour : but the rich 
bath many Mends. 

17 All the brethren of the 
poor do hate him : how much 
more do his friends go far from 
him? he pursueth them with 
words, yet they are wanting to 
him. 

18 The poor useth entreaties; 
but the rich answereth roughly. 

. 19 The rich man's wealth is 
hiff strong dty, and as an hagh 
wall in Ins own conceit. 

20 A poor man that oppuess- 
cth the poor is like a sweeping 
rain whidi leaveth no food. . 

21 Wealth maketh many 
friends : but tilic poor is sepa- 
rated from his neighbour. 

22 The rich ndeth over the 
poor, and the borrows is ser- 
vant to the lender. 

23 He that despiseth his 
neighbouf sinneth : but he> that 
hath mercy on the poor, happy 
is he. 

24 He that oppresseth the 
poor reproacheth his Maker : 
but he that honoureth Him hath 
mercy on the poor* 
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25 He that oppresseth the 
poor to increase his riches, and 
he that giveth to ^e rich, shall 
surely come to want. 
r ^ 26 Rob not the poor, because 
he is poor ; neither oppress the 
aifiicted in the gate : 

27 For the Lord will plead 
.their cause, and spoil the soul 
of those that spoiled them. 
. 28 Thou shalt not oppress an 
hired tservant that is poor and 
^eedy-, whether he be of thy 
brethren, or of the strangers 
that are in thy land ; 

29 At his day thou shalt give 
him his hire, neither shall th^ 
sun go down upon it; for he is 
.poor, and settetii his heart upon 
it. 

30 If thy brother be waxen 
:pDor and fallen in xlecay mth 
thee, then thoii shalt relieve him ; 
yea, though he be a stranger or a 
sojourner; that he may live with 
thee. 

^ 3 1 A man that hath friends 
must shew himself friendly : and 
there is a friend that sticketh 



closer than a brother : thine own 
friend and thy father's friend 
forsake not. '' 

32 To him that is afflicted 
pity should be shewed -from his 
friend. 

33 A friend loveth at aU times, 
and a brother is bom for adver- 
sity. 

34 Ointment and perftune 
rejoice the heart: so doth the 
sweetness of a man's friend by 
hearty counsel. 

^35 A righteous man regard- 
eth the life of his beast : but 
the tender mercies of the wicked 
are cruel. 

• 36 The merciful man doeth 
good to his own soul : but he 
that is cruel trouMeth his own 
Aesh. 

37 Wo imto him that causeth 
the blind to wander out of Ms 
way; that perverteth the judge- 
meot of the stranger, the father- 
less and widow; that smiteth 
his neighbour secretly; or that 
taketh reward to slay an inno^ 
cent person.

LESSON LVI. 

Wbbk pride cometh, then com- 
eth shame : but with the lowiy 
is wisdom. 

, 2 Every one that is proud 
in heart, is an abominatidn to 
the Lord: though hand join 
in hand, he shall not be un- 
punished. 

3 A high look, and a proud 
heart, and the ploughing of the 
wicked, is sija. 



4 Pride goeth before destruc-^ 
tion, and an haughty spirit be* 
fore a fall. 

5 Only by pride Cometh con- 
texition : but with the well ad* 
vised is wisdom. 

6 Proud and haughty scomer 
is his name whodealeth in proud 
wrath. 

7 He that is of a proud heart 
stirreth up strife; but he that 
putteth his trust in the Lord 
shall be made fat. 
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: 8 He that' trusteth in Im 
own heart is a fool: but whoso 
walketh wisely, he shall be de- 
livered. 

9 Before destruction theheart 
of man is haughty, and before 
honour is humility. 

10 A man's pride shall bring 
him. low : but honour shall up- 
hold the humble in spirit. 

^11 Let another man praise 
thee, and not thine own mouth; a 
stranger, and not thine own lips. 
. 12 It is not good to eat much 
honey; so for men to search their 
own glory, is not glory. 

13 Seest thou a man wise in 
his own conceit ? there is more 
hope of a fool than of him, 

14 By humility and feax of 
the Lord lure riches and honour 
and life. 

15 The fear of the Lord is 



the instruction of wisdom : and 
before honour is humility. 

16 Better it is to be of an 
humble spirit with the lowly, 
than to divide the spoil with 
the proud. 

. 17 The Lord will cause the 
anrogancy of the proud to cease, 
and will l&y low the haughti- 
ness of the tendble. 

18 And the most proud shall 
stumble and fall, and none shall 
raise him up. 

19 Though the Lord be high, 
yet hath he respect unto the 
lowly: but the proud he know- 
eth afar off. 

20 Surely he scometh the 
scomers: but he giveth grace 
unto the lowly. 

^21 Be not wise in thine own 
eyes: fear the Lord, and depart 
from evil.

^4 Love not sleep, lest thou 
come to poverty; open thine 
eyes, and thou shalt be satisfied 
with bread. 

5 Prepare thy work without, 



and make it fit for thyself in 
the field ; and afterwards build 
thine house. 

6 He that tilleth his land 
shall be satisfied with bread : 
but he that followeth vain per« 
jsons is void of understanding. 

7 He that loveth pleasure 
shall be a poor. man: he that 
loveth wine and oil shall not he 
rich. 

8 The thou^ts of the dili- 
gent tend only toplenteousness; 
but of every one that is hasty, 
only to want. 

9 He becometh poor that deal- 
eth with a slack hand : but the 
hand of the diligent maketh rich. 

10 Hethatgatherethinsum- 
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iner is a wiee son : but he tiiat 
sleepeth in harvest is a son l^iat 
causeth shame. 

11 He that tilleth his land 
shall have plenty of bread : but 
he that followeth after vain per- 
sons shall have poverty enough. 

12^ The desire of the slotb- 
fiol kilieUi him; for his hands 
refuse to labour. 

13 He coveteth greedily all 
the day long: but the righteous 
giveth, and spareth not. 

14 The soul of the sluggard 
desiielii, and hath nothing: but 
the soul of the diligent shall be 
made fat. 

% 15 The dothfiil man saith. 
There is a lion in the way ; a 
lion is in the streets. 

16 As the door tumeth upon 
his hinges, so doth the slothful 
upon his bed. 

17 The slothful hideth his 
hand in his bosom ; it grieveth 
him to bring it.Bgaiii to his 
mouth. 

18 As vinegar to the teetk, 
and as smoke to the eyes, so is 
the sluggard to them that send 
him. 

19 The way of the slothful 
man is as an hedge of thorns : 
but the way of the righteous is 
made plain. 

20 The sfaiggard is wiser ia 
his own conceit then seven men 
that can render a reason. 

21 The sluggard will not 
jdough by reason of the cold ; 
ther^re shall he beg in harvest, 
and have nothing. 

22 The hand of thediligent 
shall bear rule : but the slothfdl 
shall be under tribute. 

2d He also that is slothfulin 



his work is brother to him that 
is a great viraster. 

24 Slothfiilneas castethinto 
a deep sleep ; and an idle soul 
shall suffer hunger. 

f 25 Go to the ant, thoa 
shijggard; consider her ways, 
and be wise : 

26 Which haraig no guide, 
overseer, or ruler, 

27 P^videthhermeatinthe 
summer, and gathereth her food 
in the harvest. 

28 How long wilt thou sleep, 
O sluggard? when wilt thou 
rise out of thy sleep ? 

29 Yet a little sleep, a little 
slumber, a little folding of the 
hands to sleep : 

dO So shall thy poverty come 
B8 one that tncvaileth, and thy 
want as an armed man. 

f 31 Be thou dl%mt to 
know the state of thy flocks, 
and look well to thy herds: 

32 For riches arenot for ev&r : 
and doth the crown endure to 
every gjeneiation ? 

33 llie hay appeareth, and 
the tendw grass sheweth itself, 
and herbs of the mountains aore 
gathered. 

34 The lambs are for thy 
clothing, and the goats are the 
price c^ the held. 

35 And thoushalthave goat's 
milk enough for \hj food, for the 
food of thy household, and for 
maintenance for thy maidens. 

^ 36 In all labour there is 
profit : but the talk of the lips 
tendeth only to penury. 

37 There is a treasure to be 
desired, and oil in the dwelling 
of the wise ; but a foolish man 
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38 Seest thou a msn diligent 
in his business ? he shall stand 
before kings ; he shall not itand 
before mean men. 

39 HetiiatlabQiu'ethkibour- 
eth for- himself ; for his mouth 
ctowth it of him. 

40 Wealth gotten by vanity 
shall foe diminished : bdt he that 
gathereth by labour shall in- 
crease» 

41 A man shall be satisfied 
with good by the fruit of'hig 
mouthy ajld ike recompense of 
a man'a hands i^aU be rendered 
unto him* 

LfiSSON LVIII. 

Who can find avirtaous woman ? 
for her price is for aboTeTal»eB. 

2 The heart of her husband 
'doth safely trust in her^ so that 
he shaU have no need of ^leil. 

3* She will do him good and 
not evil all the days of her life.

5 She is like the merchant's 
ships; she bringeth her food 
from afar.

10 She layeth heir hands lo 



the spindle, and her hands hold 
the dUtaff. 

11 She stretcheth out her 
hand to the poor; yea, she 
reacheth foz:th her handa to the 
needy. 

12 She is not afhtid of the 
snow for her household : for all 
her household are clothed with 
scarlet. 

13 She maketh herself cover- 
ings of tapestry : her clothing 
is silk and purple. 

14 Her husband is known in 
the gates, when he sitteth among 
the elders of the land. ' 

15 She maketh fine linen, 
and salleth it; s^nd delivereth 
girdles unto the merchant. 

16 Strength and honour, are 
her clothing : and she shall re- 
joice in time, to come. 

17 She openeth her. mouth 
with wisdom; and in her tongue 
is the law of kindness. 

18 She looketh well to the 
ways of her household, and eat- 
eth not tibe bread of idleness. 

19 -Her children arise up, and 
esJl her blessed; her husband 
also, and he praiseth her :

38 It is an honour for a man 
to cease from strife : but every 
fool will be meddling. 

39 As coals are to burn- 
ing coals, and wood to fire ; so 
is a contentious man to kindle 
strife.

on his harness, boast himself as 
he that putteth it off. 

LESSON LXVIII. 

A MBRBT heart doeth good like 
a medicine ; but a broken spi- 
rit drieth the bones. 

2 The spirit of a man will 
sustain his infirmity ; ' but a 
wounded spirit who can bear ? : 

3 Heaviness in the heart of 
man maketh it stoop : but a 
good word maketh it glad. 

4 All the days of the afflicted 
are evil : but he that is of a 
merry heart hath a continual 
feast. 

5 A merry heart maketh a 
cheerful countenance: but by 
sorrow of the heart the spirit 
is broken. 

6 Hope deferred maketh th0 
heart sick : but when the desire 
cometh, it is a tree of life. 

7 As he that taketh away a 
garment in cold weather, and 
as vinegar upon nitre ; so is he 
that singeth songs to an heavy 
heart. 

8 The heart knoweth his 
own bitterness ; and a stranger 
doth not intermeddle with his 

joy- 

9 Even in laughtei^ the heart 
is sorrow^; and the end of 
that mirth is heaviness. 

- 10 There is a way that seem- 
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etii right unto a man, but the 
end ti^ereof lure the ways of 
death. 

11 The backslider in heart 
duiU be filled with his own ways; 
and a good man shall be satis- 
fied from himself. 

12 The fear of tiie Lord tend- 
eth to life, and he that hatti it 
shall abide satisfied : he shall 
not be visited with evil. 

^13 As cold waters to a 
thirsty soul ; so is good news 
firom a fax country. 

14 Surely in vain the net 
is spread in the sight of anjr 
bird. 

15 As a bird that wanderetiii 
from her nest, so is a man that 
'wandereth from his place. 

' 16 The full soul loatheth 
an honeycomb; but to the hun- 
gry soul every bitter thing is 
Bweet. 

17 He that is despised and 
hath a servant, is better than 
ke that honoureth himself and 
lacketh bread. 

18 A contmual dropping in 
a very rainy day, and a conten- 
tious wdnum are alike. 

19 Whosoever hideth her, 
bideth the wind, and the oint- 



ment of his right hand which 
bewrayeth itself. 

20 Iron sharpeneth iron ; so 
a man sharpeneth the counte- 
nance of his friend. 

21 Whoso keepetii the fig- 
tree shall eat the fruit thereof: 
so he that weiteth on his mas- 
ter shall be honoured. 

22 As in water face answer^ 
eth to face, se the heart of m^ 
to man. 

23 Many will entreat the fia- 
vour of the prince : and every 
man is a friend to him that 
giveth gifts. 

f 24 There be four Hungs 
which are little upon the 
earth, but they are exceeding 
wise: 

25 Tlie ants are a people not 
strong, yet they prepare their 
meat in the summer. 

26 The conies are but a fee- 
ble folk, yet make they their 
houses in the rocks 

27 The locusts have no king, 
yet go they ibrth all of them by 
bands. 

28 The spider taketh hold 
with her hands, and is in kings' 
palaces.

4 Unto you, O men, I call % 
and my voice is to the sons of 
man. 

5 O ye sin^e, understand 
wisdom : and ye fools, be of an 
understanding heart* 

6 Hear: for I will speak 
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of excellent things; and the 
opening of my Ups shall be 
right tMngs. 

7 For my mouth shall speak 
truth; and wickedness is an 
abomination to my Ups. 

8 All the .words of my mouth 
are in righteousness; there is 
nothing froward or perverse in 
ti^em. 

9 They are all plain to him 
that understandeth, and right 
to them that £nd knowledge. 

10 Receive my instruction, 
and not silver ; and knowledge, 
rather than choice gold. 

1 1 For wisdom is better than 
rubies ; and all the things that 
may be desired are not to be 
compared to it. 

. ^ 12 I wisdom dwell with 
prudence, and find out know** 
ledge of witty inventions. 

1 3 The fear of the Lord is to 
hate evil: pride and airogancy, 
and the evil way, and the fro- 
ward mouth do I hate. 

14 Counsel is mincondaound 
wisdom: I am understanding; 
I have strength. 

15, By me kings reign, and 
princes decree justice. 

16 By me princes rule, and 
nobles, even all the judges of 
the ear&. 

17 1 love them that love me; 
and those that seek me early 
fi^f tll find me. 

18 Riches and honour are 
with me; yea, durable riches 
and righteousness. 

19 My fruit is better than 
gold> 3rea^ than fine gold; and 
my revenue than <moice sil* 
Fer. 

20 I lead in the way of 



righteousness, in the midst at 
the paths of judgement : 

21 That I may cause those 
that love me to inherit sub« 
stanee; and I wiU fill their 
treasures. 

f 22 The Lord possessed me 
in tlie beginning of his way, be-* 
fore his works of old. 

23 I was set up from ever- 
lasting, from the beginning, or 
ever ^ earthy was. 

24 When there were no 
depths, I was brought forth: 
when there were no fountains 
abounding with water. 

25 Before tiie mountains were 
settled ; before the hills, was I 
brought forth : 

26 While as yet be had not 
made the earth, nor the fields* 
nor the highest part of the dust 
of the world; 

27 When he prepared the 
heavens, I was there : when he 
set a compass upon the face of 
the depth: 

28 When he established the 
clouds above : when he strengdi- 
ened.the fountains of the deep: 

29 When he gave to the 
sea his decree, that the waters 
should not pass his command* 
ment: when he appointed the 
foundations of the earth ; 

30 Then I was by him, as 
one brought up with him : and 
I was daily his delight, lejoicing 
always before him ; 

31 Rejoicing in the habitable 
part of his earth; aadmydelighta 
were with the sons of men. 

^32 Now therefore hearken 
unto me, O ye children : lot 
blessed are tiidj thsX keep my 
ways. 
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33 Hear mstruction, and be 
'wise, and refuse it not. 

34 Blessed is the man that 
heareth me, watching daily at 
my gates, waiting at the posts 
of my doors. 

35 For whoso findeth me, 
findeth life, and shall obtain 
favour of the Lord. 

. 3 6 But he that shmeth against 
me wrongeth his own soud : all 
they that hate me love death. .

WiSDOM.crieth without; she ut- 
tereth her yoice in the streets : 

2 She crieth in the chief 
place of concourse, in the open- 
ings of the gates: in the city 
?he uttereth her words, saying, 

3 How long, ye simple ones, 
will ye love simplicity ? and the 
scomers delight in tiieir scorn- 
ing, and fools hate knowledge? 

4 Turn ye at my reproof;

^[ 5 Because I have called, 
and ye refused; I have stretched 
out my hand, and no man re- 
garded; 

: 6 But ye have set at nought 
all my counsel, and would none 
of my reproof: 

7 I also will laugh at your 
calamity; I will mock when 
your fear cometh ; 

8 When your fear cometh as 
desolation, and your destruction 
cometh as a whirlwind ; when 
distress and anguish cometh up- 
on you. 

9 Then shall they call upon 
me, but I will not answer^ they 



shall seek me early, bat they 
shall not find me : 

10 For that they hated know- 
ledge, and did not choose the 
fear of the Lord. 

11 They would none of my 
counsel: they despised all my 
reproof. 

12 Therefore shall they eat 
of the fruit of their own way, 
and be filled with their own de- 
vices. 

.13 For the turning away of 
the simple shall slay them, and 
the prosperity of fools shall de- 
stroy them. 

14 But whoso hearkeneth un- 
to me, shall dwell safely, and 
shall be quiet from fear of evil. 

^15 Happy is the man that 
findeth wisdom, and the man 
that getteth understanding. 

16 For the merchandise of it 
is better than the merchandise 
of silver, and the gain thereof 
than fine gold. 

17 She is more precious than 
rubies : and all the things thou 
canst desire are not to be com- 
pared unto her. 

18 Length of days is in her 
right hand: and in her left hand 
riches and honour. 

19 Her ways are ways of 
pleasantness, and all lier paths 
are peace. 

20 She is a tree of life to them 
that lay hold upon her; and 
happy is every one that retain- 
eth her. 

21 Wisdom excelleth folly as 
fax as light excelleth darkness. 

f 22 The Lord by wdsdom 
hath founded the earth ; by un- 
derstanding hath he established 
the heavens, . . 
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23 By Ms knowledge the 
depths are broki^ up, and the 
cloudi drop down the dew. 

24' But where shall wisdom 
be found? and where is the 
place of understanding ? 
' 25 Man knoweth not the price 
thereof; neither is it found in the 
land of the living. 
' 26 The depth saith. It is not 
in me : and tJie sea saith. It is 
not with me, 

27 It cannot be gotten for 
gold, neither shall silver be 
weighed for the price thereof. 

28 It cannot be valued with 
the gold pi Ophir, with the pre- 
cious onyx, or the sapphire. 

29 The gold and the crystal 
cannot equal it : and the ex- 
change of it shall not be for 
jewels of fine gold. 

30 No mention shall be made 
of coral, or of pearls : for the 
price of wisdom is above rubies. 

31 The topaz of Ethiopia 
shall not equal it, neither shall 
it be valued with pure gold. 

32 Whence then Cometh wis- 
dom? and where is the place 
of imderstanding ? 

33 Seeing it is hid from the 
eyes of all living, and kept close 
from the fowls of the air. 

34 Destruction and death say. 
We have heard the feune thereof 
with our ears. 

35 God understandeth the 
way thereof, and he knoweth 
the place thereof. 

36 For he looketh to the 
ends of the earth, and seeth 
under the whole heaven ; 

37 To make the weight fat 
the winds; and he weigheth 
the waters by measure. 



38 When he made a decree 
for the rain, and a way for the 
lightning of the thunder : 

39 Then did he see it, and 
declare it ; he prepared it, yea, 
and searched it out. 

40 And unto man he said. 
Behold, the fear of the Lord, 
that is wisdom ; and to depart 
from evil is understanding. 

LESSON LXXL 

My son, if thou wilt receive my 
words, and hide my command- 
ments with thee ; 

2 So that thou incline thine 
ear unto wisdom, and apply 
thine heart to understanding ; 

3 Yea, if thou criest after 
knowledge, and liftest up thy 
toice for understanding ; 

4 If thou seekest her as sil- 
ver, and searchest for her as for 
hidden treasures ;

% 10 When wisdom entereth 
into thine heart, and knowledge 
is pleasant unto thy soul ; 

II Discretion shall preserve 
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thee, imderfetftnding shall keep 
thee; 

12 To deliver thee from the 
way of the evil man, from the 
man that speaketh froward 
things; 

1 3 Who leave Hhe paths of up- 
rightness, to walk in the ways of 
darkness; 

14 Who rejoice to do evil, 
and delight in the frowardness 
of the wicked; 

15 Whose ways are crooked, 
and they froward in their paths. 

^16 Get wisdom, get under- 
standing : foi^t it not ; neither 
decline from the words of my 
-moiUh. 

17 Forsake her not, and she 
shall preserve thee: love her, 
and she shall keep thee. 

18 Wisdom is the principal 
thing : therefore get wisdom : 
and with all thy getting get un- 
derstanding. 

19 Exalt her, and she shall 
promote thee : she dball hring 
thee to honour, when thou dost 
etnhrace her. 

20 She shall give to thine 
head an ornament of grace : a 
crown of glory shall she deliver 
to thee. 

^21 Hear, O my son, and re- 
ceive my sayings; and the years 
of thy life shall be many. 

22 I have taught thee in the 
way of wisdom ; I have led thee 
in right paths. 

23 When thou goest, thy 
steps shall not be straitened; 
and when thou runnest, thow 
shalt not stumble. 

24 Take fast hold of instruc-' 
tion; let her not go: keep her; 
for she is thy life. 



% 25 Enter not into the path 
of title wicked, and go not in the* 
way of evil men. 

26 My son, forget not my 
law; but let thine heart keep 
my commandments : 

27 For length of days, and 
long life, and peace shall they 
add to thee. 

28 Let not mercy and truth 
forsake tiiee : bind them about 
thy neck, write them upon the 
table of thine heart. 

29 So shalt thou find favour 
and good understanding in the 
sight of God and man. 

LESSON LXXII. 

Wisdom hath builded her houses 
she hath hewn out her seven pil- 
lars. 

2 She hath killed her beasts; 
she hath mingled her wine; she 
hath also iumished her table. 

3 She hath sent forth her 
maidens: she crieth upon the 
highest places of the city ; 

4 Whoso is simple, let him 
turn in hither : as for him 
that wanteth understanding, 
she saith to him, 

5 Ck)me, eat of my bread, 
and drink of the wine which I 
have mingled. 

6 Fon^e the foolish, and 
live ; and go in the way of un- 
derstanding. 

7 He that reproveth a scomer 
getteth to himself shame : and 
he that rebuketh a wicked man 
getteth himself a blot. 

8 Reprove not a scomer, lest 
he hate thee : rebuke a wise 
man, and he will love thee. 

9 Give instruction, to a wise 
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Man, and he will be yet wiser : 
teach a just man, and he will 
increase in learning. 

f 10 The fear of the LoM is 
the beginning of wisdom : and 
the knowledge of the holy is 
nnderstanding. 

11 For by me thy days shall 
be multiplied, and the years of 
thy life shall be increased. 

12 If thou be wise, thou shalt 
be wise for thyself : but if thou 
scomest, thou alone shalt bear 
it. 

13 Through msdom is an 
house builded, and by under- 
standing it is established : 

14 And by knowledge shall 
the chambers be filled with all 
precious and pleasant riches. 

15 A wise man is strong : 
yea, a man of knowledge in- 
creaseth strength. 

16 For by wise counsel thou 
shalt make thy war: and in 
multitude of counsellors there 
is safety. 

17 Wisdom is too high for a 
fool : he openeth not his mouth 
m the gate. 

18 My son, eat thou honey, 
because it is good; and the 
honeycomb, wUch is sweet to 
thy taste: 

19 So shall the knowledge of 
wisdom be unto thy soul : when 
thou hast found it, then there 
shall be a reward, and thy ex- 
pectation shall not be cut off. 

% 20 My son, attend to my 
words, incline thine ear unto 
my sayings. 

21 Let them not depart from 
thine eyes : keep them in the 
midst of thine heart. 

22 For they are life unto those 



that find them, and health to all 
their flesh. 

23 Keep my commandments 
and live: and my law as the 
apple of thine eye. 

24 Bind them upon thy fin- 
gers, write them upon the table 
of thine heart. 

25 Say unto wisdom. Thou 
art my sister ; and call under- 
standing thy kinswoman : 

26 Whoso despiseth the word, 
shall be destroyed : . but he that 
feareth the commandment, shidl 
be rewarded. 

27 The man that wandereth 
out of the way of understanding 
shall remain in the congregation 
of the dead. 

28 The law of the wise is a 
fountain of life, to depart from 
the snares of death. 

LESSON LXXIII. 

Mt son, if sinners entice thee, 
consent thou not. 

2 Cease, my son, to hear tlie 
instruction that causeth to err 
from the words of knowledge. 

3 Keep thy heart with all 
diligence : for out of it are the 
issues of life. 

4 Put away from thee a fro- 
ward mouth ; and perverse lips 
put far from thee. 

5 Let thine eyes look right 
on, and let thine eye-lids look 
straight before thee. 

6 Ponder the path of thy 
feet; and let all thy ways be 
established. 

7 Turn not ^to the right 
hand nor to the left: remove 
thy foot from evil. 

8 Apply tliine heart unto in- 
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struction, and thiae ean to the 
-words of knowledge. 
. 9 Buy the truUi and sell it 
not, also wi8dom> and instruc- 
tion, and understanding. 

10 Let not them depart from 
thine eyes: keep sound wisdom 
and discretion. 

^11 Bow down thine ear, 
and hear the words of the wise, 
and apply thine heart unto my 
knowledge : 

12 For it is a pleasant thing 
if thou keqp them within thee ; 
they shall withal he fitted in 
thy lips. 

13 That thy trust may he in 
the Lord« I have made known 
to thee tins day, even to thee. 

14 Have not I written to thee 
excellent things in counsels and 
knowledge. 



15 That I mijg^t make fJiee 
know the certainty of the words 
of truth; that tiiou mightest 
answer the words of truth to 
them that send unto thee ? 

16 How much better is it to 
get wisdom, than gold ? and to 
get understanding, rather to be 
chosen than silver ? 

17 The high- way of the up- 
right is to depart from evil : he 
that keepeth his way preserveth 
his soul. 

18 The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of knowledge: 
but fools despise wisdom and 
instruction. 

1 9 Wisdom is before him.that 
hath understanding ; but the 
eyes of a fool are in the ends 
of the earth.

Knowsst thou not this of old, 
since man was placed upon 
earth, 

2 That the triumphing of the 
-wicked is short, and the joy of 
the hypocrite but for a moment? 

3 Though his excellency 
mount up to the heavens, and 
his head reach unto the clouds ; 

4 Yet he shall perish for ever 
like his own dung { they which 
have seen him shall say. Where 
is he? 

5 He shall fly away as a 
dream, and shall not be found : 
yea, he shall be chased away as 
a vision of the night. 



6 The eye also Which saw 
him shall see him no more ; 
neither shall his place any more 
behold him. 

7 His children shall seek to 
please the poor, and his hands 
shall restore their goods. 

8 His bones are full of the 
sin of his youth, which shall lie 
down with him in the dust. 

9 Though wickedness bo 
sweet in his mouth, though 
he hide it under his tongue ; 

10 Hio^gh he spare it, and 
forsake it not ; but keep it stilt 
within his mouth : 

11 Yet his meat in his bowek 
is turned, it is the gall of aspa 
within him. 
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12 He hath swallowed down 
riches, and he shall vomit them 
up again : Grod shall cast them 
out of his belly. 

1 3 He shall not see the rivers, 
the floods, the brooks of honey 
and butter. 

14 That which he laboured 
for shall he restore, and shall 
not swallow it down: according 
to his substance shall the resti- 
tution be, and he shall not re- 
joice therein. 

15 Because hehathoppressed, 
and hath forsaken the poor ; 
because he hath violently taken 
away an house which he builded 
not; 

16 Surely he shall not feel 
quietness in his belly, he shall 
not save of that which he de- 
sired. 

17 There shall none of his 
meat be left; therefore shall no 
man look for his goods. 

18 In the fullness of his suf- 
ficiency he shall be in straits : 
every band of the wicked shall 
come upon him. 

19 He shall flee from the 
iron wefl^n, and the bow of 
steel shall strike him through. 

20 It is drawn and cometh 
out of the body ; yea, the glit- 
tering sword cometh out of his 
gall : terrors are upon him. 

21 All darkness shall be hid 
in his secret places : a fire not 
blown shall consume him : it 
shall go ill with him that is 
left in his tabernacle. 

22 The heaven shall reveal 
his iniqiiity ; and the earth shall 
rise up against him. 

23 The increase of his house 
shall depart, and his goods shall 



flow away in the day of his 
wrath. 

24 This is the portion of a 
wicked man from God, and the 
heritage appointed unto him by 
God. 

^ 25 Even asl have seen, they 
that plough iniquity, and sow 
wickedness, reap the same. 

26 By the blast of God they 
perish, and by the breath of his 
nostrils are they consumed. 

27 For what is the hope of 
the hypociite, though he hath 
gained, when God taketb away 
his soul ? 

28 Will God hear his cry when 
trouble cometh upon him? 

29 WiU he delight himself 
in the Almighty ? wUl he always 
call upon God ? 

30 I wiU teach you by the 
hand of God : that which is 
with the Almighty will I not 
conceal. 

31 Behold, all ye yourselves 
have seen it ; why then are ye 
thus altogether vain ? 

32 This is the portion of n 
wicked man with God, and the 
heritage of oppressors which they 
shall receive of the Almighty. . 

33 If his children be mudti- 
plied, it is for the sword : and 
his oflspring shall not be satisfied 
with bread. 

34 Those that remain of him 
shall be buried in death; and 
his widows shall not weep. 

35 Though he heap up silver 
as the dust, and prepare raiment 
as the clay ; 

36 He may prepare it, but 
the just shall put it on, and the 
innocent shall divide the silver. 

37 He buildfi^ his house as 
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a moth, and as a. booth that the 
keeper maketh. 

38 The rich man shall lie 
down, but he shall not be ga- 
thered: he openeth his eyes, 
and he is not. 

39 Terrors take hold on him 
as, waters, a tempest stealeth 
him. away in the night. 

40 The east- wind carrieth 

• him away, and he departeth; 
and as a storm hurleth him out 
of his place. 

41 For God shall cast upon 
him, and not spare : he would 
fain flee out of his hand. 

42 His roots shall be dried 
up beneath, and above shall his 
branch be cut off. 

43 His remembrance shall 
perish from the earth, and he 
shall have no name in the street. 

44 He shall be driven from 
light into darkness, and chased 
out of the world. 

45 He shall neither have son 
nor nephew among his people, 
nor any remaining in his dwell- 
ings. 

46 They that come after him 
shall be astonished at his day, 
as they that went before were 
affirighted. 

47 Surely such are the dwell- 
ings of the wicked, and this is 
the place of him that knoweth 
not God. 

48 Yea, the light of the wick- 
ed shall be put out, and the spark 
of his fire shall not shine. 

49 The light shall be dark in 
his tabernacle, and his candle 

• shall be put out with him. 

50 The steps of lus strength 
shall be straitened, and his own 

• counsel shall cast him down. 



51 For he is cast into a net 
by his own feet, and he walketh 
.upon a snare. 

52 The gin shall take him by 
the heel, and the robber shall 
prevail against him. . 

53 The snare is laid for hipi 
in the jgroUnd, and sL trap, for 
him in the way. 

54 Terrors shall make him 
afraid on every side, and sholl 
drive him to his feet. 

55 His strength shall be hun- 
ger-bitten, and destruction shall 
be ready at his side. 

56 His confidence shall be 
rooted out of his tabernacle, 
and it shall bring him to the 
king of terrors. 

LESSON LXXV. 

Can the rush grow up without 
mire ? can the flag grow with- 
out water ? 

2 WhOst it is yet in his 
greenness, and not cut down, 
it withereth before any other 
herb. 

3 So are the paths of all that 
forget God, and the hypocrite's 
hope shall perish : 

4 Whose hope shall be cut 
off, and whose trust shall be. a 
spider's web. 

5 He shall lean upon his 
house, but it shall not stand : 
he shall hold it fast, but it shall 
not endure. 

6 He is green before the sun, 
and his branch shooteth forth in 
his garden. 

7 Hisroots are wrapped about 
the heap, and seeth the place of 
stones. 

8 If he destroy him from hia 
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place, then it shall deny him, 
saying, I have not seen thee. 

9 Behold, this is the joy of 
his way, and out of the earth 
shall otiiers grow. 

f 10 Behold, God wiU not 
cast away a perfect man, neither 
will he help the evil doers. 

11 I have seen the foolish 
taking root; but suddenly I 
cursed his habitation. 

12 His children are far from 
safety, and they are crushed in 
the gate, neither is there any to 
deliver them. 

13 He dwelleth in desolate 
cities, and in houses which no 
man inhabiteth which are ready 
to become heaps. 

. 14 He shall not be rich, nei- 
ther shall his substance con- 
tinue, neither shall he prolong 
the perfection thereof upon the 
earth: 

15 He shall not depart out 
of darkness ; the flame shall dry 
up his branches, and by the 
breath of his mouth shall he go 
away. 

^16 Let not him that is de- 
ceived trust in vanity : for va- 
nity shall be his recompense. 

17 It shall be accomplished 
before his time ; and his branch 
shall not be green. 

18 He shall shake off his un- 
ripe grape as the vine, and shall 
cast off his flower as the olive. 

19 For the congregation of 
hypocrites shall be desolate ; and 
fire shall consume the. taberna- 
cles of bribery. 

^20 The wicked man travail- 
etii with pain all his days, and 
the number of years is hidden 
to the oppressor. 



21 A dreadful sound is in his 
ears : in prosperity the destroyer 
shall come upon him. 

22 He believeth not that he 
shall return out of darkness; and 
he is waited for of the sword. 

23 He wandereth abroad for 
bread, saying. Where is it ? he 
knoweth that the day of dark- 
ness is ready at his hand. 

24 IVouble and anguish shall 
make him a&aid : they shall 
prevail against him, as a king 
ready to the battle. 

25 For he stretcheth out his 
hand against God, and streng^ 
eneth himself against the Al- 
mighty. 

LESSON LXXVI. 

Remember, I pray thee, who 
ever perished being innocent? 
or where were the righteous cut 
off? 

2 The hand of our God is 
upon all them for good that seek 
him: but his power and his 
wrath is against all them that 
forsake him. 

3 Envy thou not the op- 
pressor, and choose none of his 
ways. 

4 For the froward is abomi- 
nation to the Lord : but his 
secret is with the righteous. 

^ 5 The curse of the Lord is 
in tike house of the wicked ; but 
he blesseth the habitation of the 
just. 

6 Let not thine heart envy 
sdnners: but be thou in the fear 
of the Lord all the day long. 

7 For surely there is an end; 
and thine expectation shall not 
be cut off. 
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^ 6 Hief labour of the righte- 
ouB tendeth to life : the fruit of 
the wicked to sin ; 

9 For they eat the bread of 
wickedness, and drink the wine 
of Txolence. 

10 But ^e patii of the just 
is as the shining light, that 
shinethmore and more unto the 
perfect day. 

11 The way of the wicked 
is as daikness : they know not 
at what they stumble. 

12 The righteous man wisely 
considereth the house of the 
wicked: but God overthrow- 
efli the wicked for their wicked- 
ness. 

^13 Fret not thyself because 
of evil men, neither be thou en- 
vious at the wicked : 

14 For there shall be no re- 
ward to the evil man ; the can- 
die of the wicked shall be put 
out. 

15 There is no peace, saith 
llie Lord, unto the wicked. 

1 6 Evil'Shall slay the wicked : 
and they that hate the righteous 
shall be desolate. 

• 17 Thfe face of the Lord is 
iigainst them that do evil, to cut 
off the remembrance of them 
from the earth. 

- 18 Happy is the man that 
feareth idway : but he that 
hardeneth his heart shall fall 
into mischief. 

19 Say ye to the righteous 
that it shall be well with him : 
for they shall eat the fruit of 
their -doings. 

20 Wo unto the wicked ; it 
shall be ill with him : far the 
rewaid of his hands shall be 
given him* 



21 Lay not wait, O wicked 
man, against the dwelling <^ 
the righteous; spoil not his 
resting-place: 

22 For a just man falleth 
seven times, and riseth up again : 
but the wicked shall fall into 
mischief. 

23 The wicked shall be a ran- 
som for the righteous, and the 
transgressor for the upright. ' 

24 The sacrifice of the wick- 
ed is abomination : how much 
more, when he bringeth it with 
a wicked mind ? 

25 He that soweth iniquity 
shall reap vanity : and the rod 
of his anger shall fail. 

26 The vricked fiee when no 
man pui«ueth ; but the righte- 
ous are bold as a lion. 

27 For the upright shall dweU 
in the land, and the perfect shall 
remain in it: 

28 But the vricked shall be 
cut off from the earth, and the 
transgressor shall be rooted out 
of it. 

f 29 The great God that 
formed all things, both reward- 
eththe fool andrewardeth trans- 
gressors. 

30 The eyes of tiie Lord pre- 
sent knowledge, and he over- 
throweth the words of the trans* 



81 Many sorrows shall be to 
the wicked : but he that trust- 
eth in the Lord, mercy shall 
compass him about. 

32 When the wicked rise, 
men hide themselves ; but when 
they perish, the righteous in- 

33 When the wicked are mul- 
tiplied, transgressionincreaseth; 
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but the righteous shall see their 
&U. 

34 Whoso walketh uprightly 
shall be saved : but he ihat is 
perverse in his ways shall fall 
at once. 

35 Evil men understand not 
judgement : but they that seek 
the Lord understand all things. 

36 He that tumeth away his 
ear from hearing the law, even 
his prayer shall be abomination. 

37 Whoso causeth the righte- 
bus to go astray in an evil way, 
he shall £all himself into his own 
pit : but the upright shall have 
good things in possession. 

38 When righteous men do 
rejoice, there is great glory : 
but when the wicked rise, a man 
is hidden. 

39 A righteous man falling 
down before the wicked, is as a 
troubled fountain, and a corrupt 
spring. 

LESSON LXXVIL 

Blsssbd is the man that walk* 
eth not in the counsel of the 
ungodly, nor standeth in the 
way of sinners, nor sitteth in 
the seat of the scornful. 

2 But his delight is in the 
law of the Lord: and in his law 
doth he meditate day and night. 

3 And he shall be like a tree 
planted by the rivers of water, 
that bringeth forth his fruit in 
his season: his leaf also shall 
not wither, and whatsoever he 
doeth shall prosper. 

4 The ungodly are not so : 
but are like tiie chaff which the 
wind driveth away. 

5 Therefore the ungodly shall 



not stand in the judgement, nor 
sinners in the congregation of 
the righteous. 

6 For the Lord knoweth the 
way of the righteous : but the 
way of the ungodly shall perish. 

% 7 Blessed is the man that 
feareth the Lord, that delighteth 
greatly in his commandments. 

8 His seed shall be mighty 
upon earth : the generation of 
the upright shall be blessed. 

9 Wealth and riches shall be 
in his house: and his righteous- 
ness endureth for ever. 

10 Unto the upright there 
ariseth light in the darkness: 
he is gracious, and fiill of com- 
passion, and righteous. 

1 1 A good man sheweth fa- 
vour, and lendeth: he will guide 
his affairs with discretion. 

12 Surely he shall not be 
moved for ever : the righteous 
shall be in everlasting rem€iB» 
brance. 

13 He shall not be afraid of 
evil tidings : his heart is fixed, 
trusting in the Lord. - i 

14 His heart is established, 
he shall not be afraid, until he 
see his desire upon his enemies. 

15 He hath dispersed, he hath 
given to the poor ; his righte^ 
ousness endureth for ever; bis 
horn shall be exalted with ho- 
nour. 

16 Blessed are the undefiled 
in the way : who walk in the 
law of the Lord. 

1 7 Blessed are they that kee^ 
his testimonies ; and that seek 
him with the whole heart. 

18 They also do no iniquity t 
they walk in his ways. 

19 Blessed^? every one that 
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fetxeibtiieLord; that walketh 
in bis ways, 

20 For thou ahalt eat the 
labour of thiiie hands : happy 
shalt thou be, and it shall be 
well with thee. 

21 Thy. wife shall be . as a 
fruitful vine by the sides of thine 
house : thy children like olive- 
plants round about thy table. 

22 Behold, that thus shall the 
man be blessed that feareth the 
Loni. 

f 23 He that foUoweth after 
righteousness andmercy , findeth 
life* ri^teousness, and honour. 
. 24 The righteous shall flou- 
rish like the palm-tree : he shall 
grow like a cedar in Lebanon. 

25 Those that be planted in 
the house of the Lord, shall 
flourish in the courts.of our God. 

26 They shall still bring forth 
fruit in old age : they shall be 
fat and flouridbing : 

27 To shew that the Lord is 
upright: he is their rock, and 
there is no unrighteousness in 
him. 

LESSON LXXVIIL 

F&ST not thyself because of evil- 
doers, neither be thou envious 
against the workers of iniquity. 

2 For they shall soon be cut 
down like the grass, and wither 
as the green herb. 

3 Hiey shall be as an oak 
that fadeth, and as a garden 
that hath no water. 

. A. Trust in the Lord, and do 
good ; so shalt thou dwell in the 
land, ; and verily thou shalt be 
fed. 
.5 Delifi^t thyself also in the 



Lord : . and he shall give thee 
the desires of thine heart. 

6 Commit thy way unto the 
Lord; trust also in him; and 
he shall bring it to pass. 

7 And he shall bring forth 
thy righteousness as the light, 
and thy judgement as the noon* 
day. 

8 Rest in the Lord, and wait 
patiently for him : fret not thy- 
self because of him who pros- 
pereth in his way, because of 
the man who bringeth wicked 
devices to pass. 

9 For evil-doers shall be. cut 
off: but those that wait upon 
the Lord, they shall inherit the 
earth. 

10 For yet a little, while and 
the wicked shall not.be : yea, 
thou shalt diligently consider 
his place, and it shall not be. 

^ 11 Be not thou envious 
against evil men, neither desire 
to be with them : 

12 For their heart studieth 
destruction, and their lips talk 
of mischief. 

13 The wicked plottethagainst 
the just, and gnasheth upon him 
with his teeth. 

14 The Lord shall laugh at 
him : for he seeth that his day 
is coming. 

15 The wicked have drawn 
out the sword, and have bent 
their bow to cast down the poor 
and needy, and to slay such as 
be of upright conversation. 

16 Their sword shall enter 
into their own heart, and their 
bows shall be broken. 

17 The Lord knoweth the 
days of the upright : and their 
inheritance shall be for ever. 
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1 8 They shall not be ashamed 

in the evil time : in the days of 

. .£unine they shall be satisfied. 

^19 The steps of a good man 

are oidered by the Lord: and 

:he delighteth in his way. 

20 Tliotigh he ftJl, he shall 
not be utterly cast down : for 
.the Lord upholdeth him witii 

his hand. 

21 And the afflicted he will 
save: but his eyes are upon the 
haughty, that he may bring them 

-down. 

22 I have been young, and 
now am old: yet have I not 
seen the righteous forsaken, nor 
his seed begging bread. 

23 He is ever merciful and 
lendeth: and his seed is blessed. 

24 The righteous shaU in- 
herit the land, and dwell therein 
for ever. 

25 The mouth of the righte- 
ous speaketh wisdom ; and his 
tongue talketh ai judgement. 

26 The law of his Gk)d is in 
his heart, none of his steps shall 
slide. 

27 The wicked watcheth the 
xighteous, and seeketih to slay 
him. 

28 The Lord will not leave 
him in his hand, nor condemn 
him when he is judged. 

29 For the Lordloveth judge- 
ment, and forsaketh not his 
saints, they are preserved for 
ever : but the seed of the wick- 
ed shall be cut off. 

% 30 Depart from evil, and do 
good : and dwell for evermore. 

31 Be strong, and shew thy- 
self a man; and keep the charge 
of the Lord thy God, to walk 
in his ways, to keep his. statutes 



•and his commaiidmeiits and his 
judgements and his testimonies, 
that thou mayest prosper in all 
that thou doest, and whither- 
soever thou tumest th^rself. 

32 Wait on the Lord, and 
keep his way, and he shall exalt 
thee to inhmt the land : when 
the wicked. are cut oiF, tiiou 
shalt see it. 

^33 I have seen tiie wicked 
in great power ; and spreading 
himself like a green bay-tree: 

34 Yet he passed away, and 
lo, he was not : yea, I sought 
him, but he could not be found. 

35 Mark the perfect man, 
and behold the upright ; for the 
end of that man is peace. 

36 But the transgressors shall 
be destroyed togeti^er, the end 
of the wicked shall be cut off. ' 

37 But the salvation c^ the 
righteous is of the Lord, he is 
their strength in the time .of 
trouble. 

38 And the Lord shall help 
them, and deliver them: he shall 
deliver them from the wicked, 
and save them because they 
trust in him. 

LESSON LXXIX. 

TatTLT God is good to Israel, 
even to such as» are of a clean 
heart. 

2 But as for me, my feet were 
almost gone; my steps had well- 
nigh slipped. 

3 For I was envious at the 
foolish, when I saw the pros- 
perity of the wicked. 

4 For there are no bands in 
their death : but their strength 
is firm.

€ Therefore pride compass- 
eth .them about as a chain ; tIo-

7 Their eyes stand out with 
iitiiess : they have more than 
heart could wish. 

8 Hhey are conrupt, and speak 



they, speak loftily. 

9 . They set their mouth 
against tiie heavens, and their 
tongue -walketh throu^ the 
earth. 

10 Therefore his people re* 
turn hiliiert and waters of a 
fu]l«np are wrung out to them. 

1 1 And tiiey say, How doth 
God know ? and is there know- 
ledge in the Most High ? 

12 Behold, these are the un- 
godly, who prosper in the world, 
fiiey increase in riches. 

13 Verily, I have cleansed 
my heart in vain, and waited 
my hands in innocency. 

14 For aU the day long have 
I been plagued, and chastened 
every morning. 

16 When 1 thought to know 
this, it was too pamful for me ; 

16 Until I went into the 
si^ictuary of God : then under- 
stood I their end. 

17 Surely thou didst set them 
ini^{^ry places; thoucastedst 
them down into destruction, 

1 8 How are they brought into 
desolation, as in a moment! 
they are utterly consumed with 
terrors. 

19 As a dream when one 
awaketh; so, O Lord, when thou 



awakest, thou shaLt d^ise their 
image. 

^ Thus my heart was griev- 
ed, and I was pricked in my reins . 

21 Nevertheless I am con- 
tinually with thee: thou hast 
holden me by my right hand. 

^ 22 O Lord, how great are 
thy works! and thy thoughts 
are very deep. 

23 A brutish man knoweth 
not; neither doth A fool under- 
atand this. 

24 When the wicked spring 
as the grass, and when all the 
workers of iniquity do flourish ; 
it is that they i^all be destroyed 
for ever : 

25 But thou. Lord, art most 
high for evermore. 

26 Do good, O Lord, unto 
those liiat be good : and unto 
them that are upright in their 
hearts. 

27 As for such as turn aside 
unto their crooked ways, the 
Lord shall lead them forth with 
the workers of iniquity. 

28 For thou art not a God 
that hath pleasure in wicked- 
ness : neitlier shall evil dwell 
with thee. 

LESSON LXXX. 

Bbhold, all ye that kindle a fire, 
that compass yourselves about 
with sparks : walk in the light 
of your £re, and in the sparks 
that ye have kindled. This 
shall ye have of mine hand ; ye 
«haU lie down in sorrow. 

2 Why boastest thou thyself 
in mischief, O mighty man? the 
goodness of God endureth con- 
tinually. 
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3 Thoalovest evil more than 
good : and lying rather than to 
speak righteousness. 

4 Thou lovest all devouring 
words, O thou deceitful tongue. 

5 God shall likewise destroy 
thee for ever, he shall take thee 
away, and plu6k thee out of thy 
dwelling-place, and root thee 
out of the land of the living. 

6 The righteous also shall see, 
and fear, and shall laugh at him. 

7 Lo, this is the man that 
made not God his strength : hut 
trusted in the ahundance of his 
riches, and strengthened himself 
in his wickedness. 

8 But I am like a green olive* 
tree in the house of God : I trust 
in the mercy of God for ever 
and ever. 

9 I will {Nraise thee for ever, 
because thou hast done it : and 
I will wait on thy name, for it 
is good before thy saints. 

LESSON LXXXI. 

The fear of the Lord prolongeth 
days : but the years of the wicked 
shall be shortened. 

2 The hope of the righteous 
shall be gladness : but the expec- 
tation of the wicked shall perish. 

3 The way of the Lord is 
strength to the upright : but de- 
struction shall bfe to the work- 
ers of iniquity. 

4 The righteous shall never 
be removed : but the wicked 
shall not inhabit the earth. 

5 He that walketh uprightly 
walketh surely: but he tiiat per- 
verteth his wa3rs shall be known. 

6 The wicked worketh a de- 
ceitful work: but to him that 



sowetii xigfateousness rinll be li 

sure reward. .i.-, 

7 As righteousness tendeth 
to life: so he that pursneth evil, 
pursueth it to his own death. 

8 Though hand joui in hand, 
the wicked shall not be un* 
punished : but the seed of the 
righteous shall be delivered. 

9 The wicked are overthrown, 
and are not : but the house c^ 
the righteous shall stand. 

10 The fear of the wicked, 
it shall come upon him : but 
the desire of the righteous shall 
be granted. 

11 As the whirlwind passetb, 
so is the wicked no more : but 
the righteous is an everlasting 
foundation. 

12 The wicked desireth the 
net of evil men : but the root 
of the righteous yieldeth fruit. ^ 

13 The wicked is snared by 
the transgression of his lips: 
but the just shall come out of 
trouble. 

14 A good man obtaineth fa- 
vour of the Lord : but a man ci 
wicked devices will he condemn. 

15 A man shall not be esta<- 
blished by wickedness : but the 
root of the righteous shall not 
be moved. 

1 6 Evil pursueth sinnerst but 
to the righteous good shall be 
repaid. 

^ 17 A good man leaveth ah 
inheritance to his children'^ 
children : and the wealth of the 
sinner is laid up for the just. 

18 The evil bow before the 
good ; and the wicked at the 
gates of the righteous. 

19 The house of the widced 
shall be overthrown: but tbe 
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tabemade of the apright shall 
flouriflh. 

20 The light of the righteous 
lejoiceth : but the lamp of the 
wicked shall be put out. 

21 The righteous is more ex- 
cellent than his neighbour : but 
the way of the wicked seduceth 
them. 

22 Bi^teousness keepeth 
him that is upright in the way: 
but wickedness oyerthroweth 
the sinner. 

23 The wicked is driven 
«way in his wickedness : but 
the righteous hath hope in his 
death. 

24 In the way of righteous- 
ness is life, and in the path- way 
tiiereof there is no death. 

25 The Lord is far from the 
wicked: but he heareth the 
prayer of the righteous. 

26 The sacrifice of the wicked 
is an abomination to the Lord : 
but the prayer of the upright is 
his delight. 

27 'Die way of the wicked is 
an abomination unto the Lord : 
but he loveth him that follow- 
eth after righteousness. 

28 The Lord will destroy the 
house of the proud : but he will 
establish the border of the wi- 
dow. 

29 The thoughts of the wicked 
are an abomination to the Lord: 
but the words of the pure are 
pleasant words. 

30 The hand of our God is 
upon all them for good that 
seek him: but his power and 
his wrath is against all them 
that forsake him. 

31 The Lord will not suffer 
the^aoul.of the righteous to 



ftunish: but he casteth away 
the substance of the wicked. 

32 The desire of the righte- 
ous is only good: but the expec- 
tation of the wicked is wrath. 

33 He that diligently seeketh 
good procureth fietvour : but he 
that seeketh mischief, it shall 
come unto him. 

34 He that trusteth in his 
riches shall fall : but the righte- 
ous shall flourish as a branch. 

' 35 He that troubleth his own 
house shall inherit the wind : 
and the fool shall be servant to 
the wise of heart. 

36 The fruit of the righteous 
is a tree of life : and he that 
winneth souls is wise. 

37 Behold, the righteous shall 
be recompensed in the earth: 
much more the wicked and the 
sinner. 

38 The integrity of the up- 
right shall guide them : but the 
perverseness of transgressors 
shall destroy them. 

39 They that forsake the law 
praise the wicked : but such as 
keep the law contend with them. 

40 He that walketh in his 
uprightness feareth the Lord: 
but he that is perverse in his 
ways despiseth him. 

41 The righteousness of the 
perfect shall direct his way : 
but the wicked shall fall by his 
own wickedness. 

42 The righteousness of the 
upright shall deliver them : but 
transgressors shall be taken in 
their own naughtiness. 

43 When a wicked man dieth, 
his expectation shall perish : and 
the hope of unjust men perish- 
eth. 
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44 The righteous is delivered 
out of trouble, and the wicked 
4M)meth ia his stead. 

45 When it goeth well witii 
the righteous, the city rejoiceth : 
and when the wicked perish, 
there is shouting. 

46 By the blessing of the 



upright the city is exalted : but 
it is overthrown by the mouth 
of the wicked. 

47 By mercy and truth ini- 
quity is purged; and by the 
fear of ^e Lord men depart 
from evil. 



Section XVII. — Ecclesiastes, or the Preaclter. 



LESSON LXXXII. 

Thb words of the Preacher, So- 
lomon, the son of David, king of 
Jerusalem. 

2 Vanity of vanities, saith 
the Preacher, vanity of vanities; 
all is vanity. 

3 What profit hath a man of 
all his labour which he taketh 
under the sun ? 

4 One generation passeth 
away, and another generation 
cometh : but the earth abideth 
for ever. 

5 The sun also ariseth, and 
tihe Sim goeth down, and hasteth 
to his place where he arose. 

6 The wind goeth toward the 
south, and tumeth about unto 
the north ; it whirleth about 
continually, and the wind re- 
tumeth again according to his 
circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the 
sea; yet the sea is not full: 
unto the place from whence the 
rivers come, thither they return 
again. 

8 All things are fiill of la- 
bour; man cannot utter it : the 
eye is not satisfied with see- 
ing, nor the ear filled with hear- 



9 The thing that hath been, 
it is that which shall be; and 
that which is done, is that which 
shall be done : and there is no 
new thing under the sun. 

10 Is £ere any thing whereof 
it may be said. See, this is new ? 
it hath been already of old time 
which was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance 
of former things ; neither shall 
there be any remembrance of 
things that are to come, with 
those that shall come after. 

^12 I,thePreacher, was king 
over Israel in Jerusalem. 

13 And I gave my heart to 
seek and search out by wisdom 
concerning all things that are 
done under heaven: this sore 
travail hath God given to the 
sons of man to be exercised 
therewith. 

14 I have seen all the works 
that are done imder the sun; 
and behold, all is vanity and 
vexation of spirit. 

15 That which is crooked 
cannot be made straight : and 
that which is wanting cannot 
be numbered. 

16 I communed with mine 
own heart, saying, Lo, I am 
come to great estate, and have 
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gotten m<»<e wisdom than all 
tiiey that have been before Qie 
in Jerusalem : yea» my heart 
had great experience of wisdom 
and knowledj^e. 

17 And I gave my heart to 
know wisdom, and to know 
madness and folly : I perceived 
that this also is vexation of 
spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom is 
much grief: and he that in- 
creaseth knowledge, increaseth 
sorrow. 

LESSON LXXXIII. 

I SAID in mine heart, Go to now, 
I will prove thee with mirth, 
therefore enjoy pleasure : and 
behold, thk also is vanity. 

2 I said of laij^hter. It is mad : 
and of mirth, \^at doeth it ? 

3 I sought in mine heart to 
give myself unto wine (yet ac- 
quainting mine heart with wis- 
dom); and to lay hold on folly, 
till I might see what was that 
good for the sons of men which 
tttej should do under the heaven 
all the days of their life. 

4 I made me great works; I 
builded me houses; I planted 
me vineyards : 

5 I made me gardens and 
orchards, and I planted trees 
in them of all kiad of fruits : 

6 I made me pools of water, 
to water therewith the wood 
that bringeth forth trees : 

7 I got me servants and maid- 
ens, and had servants bom in 
my house ; also I had great 
possessions of great and small 
cattle, above all that were in 
Jerusalem before me i 



8 I gathered me also silver 
and gold, and the peculiar trea-* 
sure of kings and of the pro-* 
vinces: I gat me men-singers 
and women -singers, and the 
delights of the sons of men, as 
musical instruments, and that 
of all sorts. 

9 So I was great, and in- 
creased more than all that were 
before me in Jerusalem: also 
my wisdom remained with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes 
desired, I kept not from them; I 
withheld not my heart from any 
joy ; for my heart rejoiced in all 
my labour: and this was my 
portion of all my labour. 

11 TheiK I looked on all 
the works that my hands had 
wrought, and on the labour that 
I had laboured to do : and be- 
hold, all was vanity and vexation 
of spirit, and there was no pro- 
fit imder the sun. 

^12 And I turned myself to 
behold wisdom, and madness; 
and folly: for what can the man 
do that cometh after the king ? 
even that which hadi been al* 
ready done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom 
excelleth folly as far as light ex- 
celleth darkness. 

14 The wise man's eyes are 
in his head ; but the fool walk- 
eth in darkness : and I myself 
perceived also that one event 
happeneth to them all. 

15 Then said I in my hearty 
As it happeneth to the fool, so 
it happeneth even to me ; and 
why was I then more wise? 
Then I said in my heart, that 
this also is vanity. 

16 For there is no remem^ 
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brance of tlie wise more tiian of 
the fool for ever; seeing that 
which now is, in the days to 
come shall all • be forgotten. 
And how dieth the wise man ? 
as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; be- 
cause the work that is wrought 
under the sun is grievous unto 
me : for all is vanity and vex- 
ation of spirit. 

1 18 Yea, I hated all my la- 
bour which I had taken under 
the sun: because I should leave 
it unto the man that shall be 
after me. 

19 And who knoweth whe- 
ther he shall be a wise man, or 
a fool? yet shall he have rule 
over all my labour wherein I 
have .laboured, wi wherein I 
have shewed myself wise under 
the sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about 
to cause my heart to despair of 
all the labour which I took un- 
der the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose 
labour is in wisdom, and in 
knowledge, and in equity; yet 
to a man that hath not laboured 
therein shall he leave it for his 
portion. This also is vanity, 
and a great evil. 

22 For what hath man of all 
his labour, and of the vexation 
of his heart, wherein he hath 
laboured under the sun ? 

23 For all his days are sor- 
rows, and his travail grief : yea, 
his heart taketh not rest in the 
night. This is also vanity. 

^24 There is nothing better 
for a man than that he should 
eat and drink, and that he should 
make his soul enjoy good in his 



labour. This also I saw, that it 
was from the hand of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who 
else can hasten hereunto more 
than I? 

. 26 For Grod giveth to a man 
that is good in his sight, wis- 
dom, and knowledge, and joy : 
but to the sinner he giveth tra* 
vail, to gather and to heap up, 
that he may give to him that is 
good before God. This, also is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

LESSON LXXXIV. 

To every thing there is a sea* 
son ; and a time to every pur- 
pose under the heaven : 

2 A time to be bom, and a 
time to die; a time to plants 
and a time to pluck up that 
which is planted ; 

3 A time to kill, and a time 
to heal ; a time to break down, 
and a time to build up ; 

4 A time to weep, and a timo 
to laugh ; a time to mourn, and 
a time to dance ; . « ' 

5 A time to cast away stones,, 
and a time to gather stones to- 
gether; a time to embrace, and a 
time to refrain from embrading. 

6 A time to get, and a time 
to lose ; a time to keep, and a 
time to cast away> 

7 A time to re^d, and a tim< 
to sew ; a time to keep silence* 
and a time to speak; 

8 A time to love, and a time 
to hate ; a time of war, and a 
time of peace. 

f 9 What profit hath he that 
worketh, in that wherein ho 
laboureth } 

10 I have seen the travail 
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which God hath given to the 
sons, of men to be exercised in 
it. 

11 He hath made every thing 
beautiful in his time : also he 
hath set the world in their heart, 
■o that no man can find out the 
work that God maketh from the 
b^;inning to the end. 

12 I know that there is no 
good in them, but for a man to 
rejoice, and to do good in his 
life. 

13 And also that every man' 
should eat and drink, and enjoy 
the good of all his labour, it is 
the gift of God. 

14 I know that whatsoever 
God doeth, it shall be for ever : 
nothing can be put to it, nor 
any tlung taken from it : and 
God doetii it, that men should 
fear before him. 

15 That which hath been is 
now ; and that which is to be 
hath already been; and God 
requireth that which is past. 

^16 And moreover, I saw 
under the sun the place of 
judgODient, that wickedness 
was there; and the place of 
righteousness, that imquity 
was there. 

17 1 said in mine heart, God 
shall judge the righteous and 
the wicked : for there is a time 
there for every purpose, and for 
every work. 

18 I said in mine heart con. 
eeming the estate of the sons 
of men, that God might mani* 
fest them, and that they might 
see that they thonselves are 
beasta. 

19 For that which befalleth 
the sons of men, befalleth beasts; 



even one thing befaUeth them : 
as the one dieth, so dieth the 
other ; yea, they have all one 
breath ; so that a man hath no 
pre-eminence above a beast: 
for all is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place; all 
are of the dust, and all turn to 
dust again. 

21 Who knoweth the spirit 
of man that goeth upward, and 
the spirit of tibe beast that goeth 
downward to the earth ? 

22 Wherefore I perceive that 
there is nothing better than that 
a man should rejoice in his own 
works ; for that is his portion : 
for who shall bring him to see 
what shall be after him ? 

LESSON LXXXV. 

So I returned, and considered 
all the oppressions that are done 
under the sun : and behold, the 
tears of such as were oppressed, 
and they had no comforter ; and 
on the side of their oppressors 
there was power; but they had 
no comforter. 

2 Wherefore I praised the 
dead which are already dead, 
more than the living which are 
yet alive. 

3 Yea, better than both they 
is he which hath not yet been, 
who hath not seen the evil work 
that is done under the sun. 

^4 Again, I considered all 
travail, and every right work, 
that for this a man is envied of 
his neighbour. This is also va- 
nity and vexation of spirit. 

5 The fool foldeth his hands 
together, and eateth his own 
flesh. 
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6 Better is an handM with 
quietneBs, than both the hands 
^11 with travail and vexation of 
epirit. 

^7 Then I returned, and I 
saw vanity under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and 
there is not a second ; yea, he 
hath neither child nor brother : 
yet is there no end of all his 
labour; neither is his eye satis- 
fied with riches; neither saith 
Jhe, For whom do I labour, and 
bereave my soul of good ? This 
is also vanity, yea, it is a sore 
travail. 

^9 Two are better than one; 
because they have a good reward 
for their labour. 

10 For if they fall, the one 
will lift up his fdlow: but woe 
to him that is alone when he 
falleth : for he hath not another 
to help him up. 

11 Again, if two lie together, 
then they have heat : but how 
can Qne be warm alone f 

12 And if one prevail against 
him, two shall withstand him ; 
anda threefoldcord isnotquickly 
broken. 

% 13 Better, is a poor and a 
wise child, than an old and 
foolish king who will no more 
be admonished. 

14 For out of prisonhe Cometh 
to reign ; whereas also he that is 
bom in his kingdom becometh 
poor. 

15 I considered all the living 
which walk under the sim, with 
the second child that shall stand 
up in his stead. 

16 There is no end of all the 
peoplai even of all that have been 
.befojre them : they also that ceme 



after shall not rejoice in him. 
Surely this also is vanity and 
vexation of spirit. 

LESSON LXXXVI. 

Keep thy foot when thou goest to 
the house of God, and be more 
ready to hear, than to give the 
sacrifice of fools : for they con- 
sider not that they do evil. 

2 Be not rash with thy mouth, 
and let not thine heart be hasty 
to utter any thing before Grod : 
for God is in heaven, and thou 
upon earth: therefore let thy 
words be few. 

3 Foradreamcomeththrough 
the multitude of business: and a 
fooFs voice is known by multi^ 
tude of words. 

4 When thou vowest a vow 
unto God, defer not to pay it ; 
for he hath no pleasure in fools : 
pay that which thou hast vowed. 

5 Better isit thatthou should- 
est not vow, than that thou 
shouldest vow and not pay. 

6 Su£fer not thy mouth to 
cause thy flesh to sin ; neither 
say thou before the angel, that 
it was an error: wherefore should 
God be angry at thy voice, and 
destroy the work of thine hands? 

7 For in the multitude of 
dreams and many words there 
are also divers vanities ; but 
fear thou God. 

^ 8 If thou seest the oppres- 
sion of the poor, and violent 
perverting of judgement and 
justice in a province, marvel 
not at the matter : for he that 
is higher than the highest re- 
gardeth, and there be higher 
than they. 
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^ 9 Moreover, the profit of 
the earth is for all: tiie king 
himself is served by the field. 

10 He that loveth silver shall 
not be satisfied with silver ; nor 
he that loveth abundance, with 
increase. This is also vanity. 

11 When goods increase, 
they are increased that eat 
liiem : and what good is there 
to the owners thereof, saving 
the beholding of them witji 
tbeir eyes ? 

12 The sleep of a labouring 
man is sweet, whether he eat 
little or much : but the abun- 
dance of the rich will not suf- 
fer him to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which 
I have seen under the sun, 
namely, riches kept for the 
owners thereof to their hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by 
evil travail : and he begetteth a 
son, and there is nothing in his 
hand. 

15 As he came forth of his 
mother's womb, naked shall he 
return to go as he came, and 
shall take nothing of his labour 
which he may carry away in 
his hcuid. 

16 And this also is a sore evil, 
that in all points as he came, s6 
shall he go: and what profit 
hath he ^at hath laboured for 
the wind ? 

17 All his days also he eateth 
in darkness, and he hath much 
sorrow and wrath with his sick- 



18 Behold that which I have 
seen : it is good and comely for 
one to eat and to drink, and to 
enjoy the good of all his labour 
that he taketh under the mm. 



all the days of his life which 
God giveth him: for it is hid 
portion. 

19 Every man also to whom 
God hath given riches and 
wealth, and hath given him 
power to eat thereof, and to 
take his portion, and to re- 
joice in his labour ; this is the 
gift of God. 

20 For he shall not much 
remember the days of his life ; 
because God answereth him in 
the joy of his heart. 

LESSON LXXXVII. 

There is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men : 

2 A man to whom God hath 
given riches, wealth, and ho- 
nour, so that he wanteth nothing 
for his soul of all that he desireth, 
yet God giveth him not power 
to eat thereof, but a stranger 
eateth it : this is vanity, and 
it is an evil disease. 

^ 3 H a man beget an hun- 
dred children, and live many 
years, so that the days of his 
years be many, and his soul 
be not filled with good, and 
also t^at he have no burial; 
I say, that an untimely birth 
is better than he. 

4 For he cometh in with 
vanity, and departet*h in dark- 
ness, and his name shall b^ 
covered with darkness. 

5 Moreover, he hath not seen 
the sun, nor known any thing: 
this hath more rest than the 
other. 

^6 Yea, though he%live a 
thousand years twice told, yet 
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hath he seen no good : do not 
all go to one place ? 

7 All the labour of man is 
for his mouth, and yet the ap* 
petite is not filled. 

8 For what hath the wise 
more than ti&e fool ? what hath 
the poor, that jknoweth to walk 
^Ibre the living ? 

^9 Better is the sight of the 
eyes than the wandering of the 
desire. This i^ also vanity and 
vexation of spirit. 

10 That which hath been is 
named already, and it is known 
Chat it is man : neither may he 
contend with him that is migh* 
tier than he. 

^11 Seeing there be many 
things that increase vanity, 
what is man the better? 

12 For who knoweth what 
is good for man in this life, all 
the days of his vain life which 
he spendeth as a shadow } for 
who can tell a man what shall 
be after him under the sun ? 

LESSON LXXXVIII. 

A GOOD name is better than pre- 
cious oint^ient ; and the day of 
death than the day of one's 
birth. 

2 It is better to go to the 
house of mourning than to go 
to the house of feasting : for 
that is the end of all men ; and 
the living will lay it to his 
heart. 

3 Sorrowisbetterthanlaugh- 
ter ; for by the sadness of the 
countenance the heart is made 
better. 

4 T\^ heart of the wise is in 
the house of mourning : but the 



heart of fools is in the house of 
mirth. 

5 It is better to hear the re- 
buke of the wise, than for a 
man to hear the song of fools. 

6 For as the crackling of 
thorns under a pot, so is the 
laughter of the fool. This also 
is vanity. 

^ 7 Surelyoppressionmaketh 
a vnse man mad, and a gift de> 
stroyeth the heart. 

8 Better is the end of a thing 
than the beginning thereof: and 
the patient in spirit is better than 
the proud in spirit. 

9 Be not hasty in thy spirit 
to be angry : for anger resteth 
in the bosom of fools. 

10 Say not thou. What is 
the cause tbat the former days 
were better than these ? for 
thou dost not inquire wisely 
concerning this. 

^11 Wisdom is good with 
an inheritance : and by it 
there is profit to them that see 
the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a defence, 
and money is a defences Imt 
the excellency of knowledge is, 
that wisdom giveth life to them 
that have it. 

13 Consider the workof God; 
for who can make that straight 
which he hath made crooked ? 

14 In the day of prosperity 
be joyfol ; but in the day of ad- 
versity consider : God also hath 
set the one over against the 
other, to the end that man 
should find nothing aftet him. 

15 All things have I seen in 
the days of my vanity : there is 
a just man that perisheth in hia 
righteousness, and there is a 
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wicked man that prolongeth his 
life in his wickedGiess. 

16 Be not righteous over- 
niuch; neither make thyself 
over- wise : why shouldest thou 
destroy thyself ? 

1 7 Be not over-much wicked ; 
neither be thou foolish : why 
shouldest thou die before thy 
tiine? 

1 8 It is good that thou should- 
est take hold of this ; yea, also 
from this withdraw not thine 
hand : for he that feareth God 
shall come forth of them all. 

19 Wisdom strengtheneth the 
wise more than ten mighty men 
which are in the city. 

20 For there is not a just 
man upon earth that doeth good, 
and sinneth not. 

21 Also take no heed unto all 
Words that are spoken ; lest thou 
hear thy servant curse thee. 

22 For oftentimes also thine 
own heart knoweth that thou 
thyself likewise hast cursed 
others. 

1[ 23 All this have I proved 
by wisdom ; I said, I will be 
wise ; but it was far from me. 

24 That which is far off, and 
exceeding deep, who can find it 
out? 

25 I applied mine heart to 
know, and to search, and to 
seek out wisdom, and the reason 
of things, and to know the wick- 
edness of folly, even of foolish- 
ness and madness : 

26 And I find more bitter than 
death the woman whose heart is 
snares, and nets, and her hands 
as bands : whoso pleaseth Grod 
shall e8c^>e from her ; but the 
sinner shldl be taken by her^ - 



27 Behold, this have I found, 
(saith the Preacher,) counting 
one by one to find out the ac- 
count ; which yet my soul seek- 
eth, but I find not : one man 
among a thousand have I found ; 
but a woman among all those 
have I not found. 

28 Lo, this only have I found, 
that God hath made man up- 
right ; but they have sought out 
many inventions. 

LESSON LXXXIX. 

Who is as the wise man ? and 
who knoweth the interpretation 
of a thing? a man's wisdmn 
maketh his lace to shine; and 
the boldness of his £ftce shall be 
changed. 

2 I counsel thee to keep the 
king's commandment, and that 
in regard of the oath of God. 

3 Be not hasty to go out of 
his sight : stand not in an evil 
thing: for he doeth whatsoever 
pleaseth him. 

4 Where the word of a king 
is, there is power: and who may 
say unto him. What doest thou ? 

5 Whoso keepeth the com- 
mandment shall feel no evil 
thing : and a wise man's heart 
discemeth both time and judge- 
ment. 

^ 6 Because to ev«ry purpose 
there is time and judgement; 
therefore the misery of man is 
great upon him. 

7 For he knoweth not that 
which shall be : for who can tell 
him when it shall be ? 

8 There is no man that hatji 
power over the spirit t% retain 
the spirit ; neither hath he power 
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in the day of deat& : and there is 
no discharge in that war; neither 
shall wickedness deliver those 
that are given to it. 

9 All this have I seen, and ap- 
plied my heart unto every work 
that is done under the sun : there 
is a time wherein one man ruleth 
over another to his own hurt. 

10 And so I saw the wicked 
buried, who had come and gone 
from the place of the holy, and 
they were forgotten in the city 
where they had so done : This 
is also vanity. 

11 Because sentence against 
ail evil work is not executed 
!^)eedily, therefore the heart of 
t^e sons of men is fully set in 
them to do evil. 

12 Though a sinner do evil 
aid hundred times, and his days 
be prolonged, yet surely 1 know 
that it shall be well with them 
tiiat fear God, which fear be- 
fore him : 

13 But it shall not be well 
with the«wicked, neither shall 
he prolong his days, which are 
as a shadow ; because he fear- 
eth not before Gk>d. 

^14 There is a vanity which* 
is done upon the earth; that 
there be just men, unto whom 
it happeneth according to the 
work of the wicked: again, there 
be wicked men, to whom it hap- 
peneth according to the work of 
the righteous. I said, that this 
also is vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, 
because a man hath no better 
thing under the sun, than to 
eat, and to drink, and to be 
merry : for that shall abide with 
him of his labour the da3rs of 
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his life, which Grod giveth him 
under the sun. 

^16 When I applied nnne 
heart to know wisdom, and to 
see the business that is done 
upon the earth : (for also there 
is that neither day nor night 
seeth sleep with his eyes :) 

17 Then I beheld aU the 
work of God, that a man can-* 
not find out the work that is 
done under the sun ; because 
though a man labour to seek it 
out, yet he shall not find it; 
yeafiirther, though a wise man 
think to know it, yet shall he 
not be able to find it. 

LESSON XC. 

Fob all this I considered in my 
heart even to declare all this, 
that the righteous and the wise, 
and their works, are in the hand 
of Grod : no man knoweth either 
love or hatred by all that is be- 
fore them. 

2 All things come alike to aU : 
there is one event to the righte- 
ous, and to the wicked ; to the 
good and to the clean, and to the 
unclean; to him that sacrificeth, 
and to him that sacrificeth not : 
as is the good, so is the sinner ; 
and he that sweareth, as he that 
feareth an oadi. 

3 This is an evil among all 
things that are done under the 
sun, that there is one event un- 
to all: yea, also the heart of tiie 
sdns of men is full of evil, and 
madness is in their heart while 
they live, and after that they 
go to the dead. 

5r 4 For to him that is joined 
to all the living there is hope: 
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for a liviiig dog is better tiiaa 
a dead lion. 

. 5 For the living know that 
they shall die : but the dead 
know not any thing, neither 
have they any more a reward ; 
Ibr the memory of them is for- 
gotten. 

6 Also their love, and their 
hatred, and their envy is now 
perished; neither have they any 
more a portion for ever in any 
thing that is done under the 
sun. 

7 ^ Go thy way, eat thy 
bread with joy, and drink thy 
wine with, a merry heart; for 
God now accepteth thy works. 

8 Let thy garments be always 
white ; ftnd let thy head lack 
no ointment. 

9 Live joyfolly with the wife 
whom thou lovest all the days 
of the life of thy vanity, whidii 
He hath ^ven thee under the 
sun, all the days of thy vanity: 
lor that is thy portion in this 
life, and in thy labour which 
thou takest under the sun. 

lOWfafltsoeverthyhandfind- 
eth to do, do it with thy might : 
for there is no work, nor device, 
nor knowledge, nor wisdom in 
the grave, whither thou goest. 

^111 returned, and saw un- 
der the sun, that the race is not 
to the swift nor the battle to the 
strong; neither yet bread to thft 
wise, nor yet riches to men of 
understanding, nor yet fetvour to 
men of skill; but tune and 
ehance happeneth to them all. 

12 For man also knoweth 
not his time : as the fishes tha% 
are taken in an evil net, and as 
the birds that are caught in the 



snare t so are t^ sons of men 
snaxed in an evil time, when it 
fdlleth suddenly upon them. 

% 13 This wisdom have I 
seen also under -the san, and it 
seemed great unto me : 

14 There was a little city, 
and few men within it ; and 
there came a great king against 
it, and besic^ped it, and built 
great bulwarkiB ^against it : 

' 15 Now th^re was found in 
it a poor wise man, and he by 
his wisdom delivered the city : 
yet no man remembered that 
same pocNT man. 

16 Then said I, Wisdom is 
better than streug^ : nev^eethe- 
less the poor man's wisdom ia 
dei^ised, and lus words axe not 
heard. 

17 Thewordsofwisem^ilire 
heard in quiet more than tht ciy 
of him that ruleth among fools. 

15 Wisdom is better tiian 
weapons of war : but one sig- 
ner destroyeth atooh good, 

LESSON XCL 

Dbau flies cause the ointment 
of the apiothecary to sendteth 
a stinking savour i so do^ 4 
little folly him that is in repo^ 
tation for wisdom and honeur. 

2 A wise man's heart is at 
lus right hand; but a fool'a 
heart is at his left. 

3 Yea also, when he that is 
a fool walketh by the way, his 
wisdom fioileth him, andhesaitii 
to every one that he is a fooh 

4 Ifthe^iritofthenideriiae 
up agai&st thee, leave not thy 
pdace: for yielding pacifieth 
great offenoes* 
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5 There is an evil which I 
have seen under the sun, as an 
error v^hich proceedeth from the 
ruler: 

6 Folly is set in great /iig- 
nity, and the rich sit in low 
place. 

7 I have seen servants upon 
horses, and princes walking as 
servants upon the earth. 

8 He that diggeth a pit shall 
fall into it; and whoso breaketh 
an hedge, a serpent shall bite 
him. 

9 Whoso . removeth stones 
shall be hurt therewith ; and he 
that cleaveth wood shall be en- 
dangered thereby. 

10 If the iron be blunt, and 
he do not whet the edge, then 
must he put to more strength : 
but wisdom is profitable to di- 
rect. 

11 Surely the serpent will 
bite without enchantment, and a 
babbler is no better, 

1 2 The words of a wise man's 
mouth are gracious ; but the 
lips of a fool will swallow up 
himself: 

13 The beginningof the words 
of his mouth is foolishness; and 
the end of his talk is mischievous 
madness. 

14 A fool also is fuU of words : 
a man cannot tell what shall be ; 
and what shall be affcer him, who 
can tell him } 

15 The labour of the foolish 
wearieth every one of them, be- 
cause he kiioweth not how to 
gato the city. 

f 16 Woe to thee, O land, 
when thy king is a child, and 
thy princes eat in the morning. 

17 Blessed art thou, O land, 



when thy king is the son of 
nobles, and thy princes eat in 
due season, for strength, and 
not for drunkenness. 

^18 By much slothfulness the 
building decayeth, and through 
idleness of the hands the house 
droppeth through. 

^ 19 A feast is made for 
laughter, and wine maketh 
merry : but money answereth 
all things. 

% 20 Curse not the king, no 
not in thy thought ; and curse 
not the rich in thy bed-cham- 
ber ; for a bird of the air shall 
carry the voice, and that which 
hath wings shall tell the matter. 

LESSON XCII. 

Cast thy bread upon the waters : 
for thou shalt find it after many 
days. 

2 Give a portion to seven, 
and. also to eight: for thou 
knowest not what evil shall be 
upon the earth. 

3 Ifthe clouds be full of rain, 
they empty themselves upon the 
earth: and ifthe tree fall toward 
the south, or toward the north, 
in the place where the tree fell- 
eth, there it shall be. 

4 He that observeth the wind 
shall not sow ; and he that re- 
gardeth the clouds shall not 
reap. 

5 As thou knowest not what 
is the way of the spirit, nor how 
the bones do grow in the womb 
of her that is vnth child ; even 
so thou knowest not the works 
of God, who maketh all. 

6 In the morning sow thy 
seed, and in the evening with- 
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hold not tbine hand : lor thou 
knoweat not whether shall pros- 
per, either this or that, or whe- 
ther they both shall be alike 
good. 

% 7 Trnly the light is sweet, 
and a pleasant thing it is for the 
eyes to behold the sun : 
. 8 But if a man live many 
years, and rejoice in them all : 
yet let him remember the days 
of darkness ; for they shall be 
many^ All that c<Hneth is va- 
nity. 

^ 9 Rejoice, O yomig man, 
in thy youth, and kt thine heart 
cheer thee in the days of thy 
youth, and walk in. the ways of 
thine heart, and in the sight of 
thine eyes : but know thou, that 
for all these things God will 
bring thee into judgement. 

10 Therefore remove sorrow 
from thy heart, and put away 
evil from thy flesh : for child- 
hood and youth are vanity^ 

LESSON XCIII. 

Rbmxmbeb now thy Creator in 
the days of thy youth, while 
the evil days come not, nor the 
years draw ni^ wh^i thou 
shalt say, I have no pleasure in 
them ;- 

2 While the sun, en: the light, 
xst the moon, or the stars be not 
darkened, nor the clouds return 
.after the rain ; 

3 In the day when the keepers 
of the house shall tremble, and 
the strong meashall bow them- 
selves, and the grindem cease, 
because they are few^ and those 
that look out of the. windows be 

*^daikeaed i 



4 And the doors shaH be s^ut 
in the streets, when the sound 
of the grinding is low ; and he 
shall rise up at the voice of the 
bird, and all the daughters of 
music shall be brought low ; 

5 Also when they shall be 
afraid of that which is high ; and 
fears shall be in the way ; and 
the almond-tree shall flourish, 
and the grasshopper shall be a 
burden, and desire shall Mi; 
because man goeth to his long 
home, and the mourners go 
about the streets : 

6 Or ever the sihner cord be 
loosed, or the golden bowl be 
broken, or the pitcher be breken 
at the fimmtaia, or the wheel 
broken at the cistern. 

7 Then shall the dust return 
4x) the earth as it was ; and tbe 
spirit shall return unto God who 
gtfve it. 

% 8 Vanity of vanities^ saiti 
the Preacher : all is vanity. . 

9 And moreover, because the 
PreacherwaaB wise,he stilllauight 
the pec^le knowledge ^ yea» he 
gave good heed, and sou^t out, 
and set in order many proverbs.

11 Tbe words of the wise ave 
as goads> and as nails fastened 
by the masters of assemblies, 
which axe given frcoaone shep- 
herd. 

12 And further, by theae^ay 
son, be admonished : of making 
many books there is no end, and 
much study is a weariness, of the 
flesh. 

%li Letusheartheconcla- 
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sion of the whole matter : Fear 
God, and keep his command- 
ments : for this is the whole 
duty of man. 



*14 For God shall bring every 
work into judgement, with every 
secret thing, whether it be good» 
or whether it be evil.

6 Surely goodness and mercy 
ibaH foUow me all the days c^ 
my life : and I will dwell in the 
bouse <rf tiie Lord for ever. 

% 7 The Lord is the portion 
of mine inheritance, and of my 
cup : thou maintainest my lot. 

8 Hie Hues are fallen unto 
me in i^asant places ; yea, I 
have a goodly heritage. 

9 I will bless the Lord, who 
hasth given me counsel: theLord 
is my portion, therefore will I 
hope in hmi» 

10 I have set the Lord al- 
ways before me : because he is 
at my right hand, I diall not be 
moved. 

1 1 Therefore my beaztia gkd» 



and my ^ory rejoiceth : my fleah 
also shall rest in hope. 

1 2 For thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hell; neither wilt thou 
suffer thine holy one to see cor- 
ruption. 

13 Thou wilt show me the 
path of life : in thy presence is 
fulness of joy, at thy right hand 
there are pleasures for evermore. 

^14 1 will bless the Lord at 
all times : his praise shall con^ 
tinually be in my mouth. 

15 My soul shall make her 
boast in the Lord : the humble 
shall hear thereof, and be glad« 

16. O magnify the Lord widi 
me, and let us exalt his dame 
together. 

17 1 sought the Lord, and he 
heard me, and delivered me from 
all my fears. 

•18 O taste and see that the 
Lord is good : blessed is the man 
that trusteth in him. 

19 This poor man cried, and 
the Lord heard him, and saved 
him out of all his troubles. 

20 The angel of the Lord en- 
campeth round about them that 
fear him, and dehvereth them. 

21 They looked unto him, and 
were lightened; and their faces 
were not ashamed. 

f 22 Ofear theLord, ye his 
saints : for there ia no want to 
them that fear him. 

23 The young Uons do lack, 
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and suiTer hunger: but they that 
seek the Lord shall not want any 
good thing* 

24 As for God, his way is 
perfect : the word of the Lord 
is tried : he is a buckler to all 
those that trust in him. 

% 25 The name of the Lord 
is a strong tower: the righteous 
runneth into it, and is safe. 

26 Every word of God is 
pure : he is a shield unto them 
that put their trust in him. 

27 In the fear of the Lord is 
strong confidence : and his chil- 
dren shall have a place of refuge* 

28 The fear of the Lord is a 
fountain of life, to depart from 
the snares of death. 

29 The fear of man bringeth 
a snare : but whoso putteth his 
trust in the Lord shsdl be safe. 

30 Many seek the ruler's fa- 
vour ; but every man's judge- 
ment cometh from the Lord. 

31 Say not thou, I will re- 
compense evil ; but wait on the 
Lord, and he shall save thee. 

32 When a man's ways please 
the Lord, he maketh even his 
enemies to be at peace with him. 

LESSON XCV. 

He that dwelleth in the secret 
place of the Most High, shall 
abide under the shadow of the 
Almighty. 

2 I will say of the Lord, He 
18 my refuge and my fortress : 
my God ; in him will I trust. 

3 Surely he shall deliver thee 
from the snare of the fowler, 
and frt)m the noisome pesti- 
lence. 

4 He shall cover thee with 



his feathers, and under laA wings 
shalt thou trust : his trutii shall 
be thy shield and buckler. 

5 Thou shalt not be afrai4 
for the terror by night ; nor for 
the arrow that flieth by day ; 

6 Nor for the pestilence t^t 
walketh in darkness; nor for 
the destruction that wasteth ut 
noon-day. 

7 A thousand shall fall at tiiy 
side, and ten thousand at thy 
right hand; but it shall not 
come nigh thee. 

8 Only with thine eyes shah 
thou behold, and see the reward 
of the wicked. 

^ 9 Because thou hast made 
the Lord which ia my refuge, 
even the Most High, ihj habi* 
tation; 

10 There shall no evil be&U 
thee, neither shall any plague 
come nigh thy dwelling. 

1 1 For he shall give his an- 
gels charge over thee, to keep 
thee in all thy ways. 

12 They shall bear thee up 
in their hands, lest thou da^ 
thy foot against a stone. 

13 ThoU shalt tread upon the 
lion and the adder : the young 
lion and the dragon shalt tiiou 
trample under feet. 

^14 Commit thy works mito 
the Lord, and thy thoughts shall 
be established. 

15 Take heed, and be quiief : 
fear not, neitherbefsdnt-bearted^ 

16 Then shalt thou walk in 
thy way safely, and thy foot 
shall not stumble. 

1 7 When thouliestdown, thou 
shalt not be afraid : yea, thou 
shalt lie down, and thy sleep 
shall be. sweet* 
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IS^ Be not a£nud of sudden 
ftaXt neither of the desolation 
of the wicked, when it cometh. 

19 For the Lord shall be thy 
confidence, and shall keep thy 
foot from being tak^i. 

f 20 Trust in the Lord with 
all thine heart; and lean not 
unto thine own understand- 
ing. 

21 In all thy ways acknow-' 
ledge him, and he shall direct 
thy pa,€ba. 

22 Cast thy burden upon the 
Lord, and he shall sustain thee: 
he shall never suffer the righte- 
ous to be moved. 

23 Are the consolations of 
God small with thee? mourn 
not, nor we^ : neither be thou 
sorry, for the joy of the Lord is 
thy strength. 

24 If thou faint in the day of 
adversity, thy strength is small* 

25 Fear not, for thou shalt 
not be ashamed: neither be thou 
confounded, for thou shalt not 
be put to shame. 

26 Be of good courage, and 
he shdl strengthen your heart, 
all ye that hope in the Lord. 

27 I had fainted, unless I had 
bdieved to see the goodness of 
the Lord in the land of the 
living. 

28 Wait on the Lord: be 
of good courage, and he shall 
strengthen thine heart : wait, I 
8ay» on the Lord. 

29 The Lord hear thee in 
the day of trouble ; the name 
t>f the God of Jacob defend 
thee; 

30 Send thee help from the 
sanctuary, and strengthen thee 
out of Zion. 



LESSON XCVI. 



Thus saith the Lord, Woe unto 
the man that trusteth in man, 
and maketh flesh his arm, and 
whose heart departeth from the 
Lord: 

2 For he shall be like the 
heath in the desert, and shall 
not see when good cometh; but 
shall inhabit die parched places 
in the wilderness, in a salt land, 
and not inhabited. 

3 Blessed is the man that 
trusteth in the Lord, and whose 
hope the Lord is : 

4 For he shall be as a tree 
planted by the waters, and that 
spreadeth out her roots by the 
river, and shall not see when 
heat cometh : but her leaf shall 
be green, and shall not be 
earefiil in the year of drought, 
neither shall cease from yield« 
ing fruit. 

5 For I the Lord thy God 
will hold thy right hand, saying 
unto thee. Fear not, I will help 
thee. 

6 Call unto me, and I wDl 
answer thee, and shew thee 
great and mighty things, which 
thou knowest not. 

7 Fear not: I will help thee, 
saith the Lord and thy re- 
deemer, the Holy One of Israel. 

8 Because thou hast set thy 
love upon me, therefore will I 
deliver thee : I will set thee on 
high, because thou hast known 
my n^me. 

9 Thou shalt call upon me, 
and I will answer thee : I will 
be with thee in trouble ; I will 
deliver thee, and honour thee. 

10 With long life will I sa*. 
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tisfy thee, and shew thee my 
salvation. 

1 1 Thou art my servant ; I 
have chosen thee» and not cast 
thee away. 

12 I will deliver thee, and 
thou shalt not be given into 
the hand of the men of whom 
thou art afraid: I wiU surely 
dehver thee, because thou hast 
put thy trust in me, saith tha 
Lonl.. 

^13 Fear thou not; for I 
«m wMli thee : be not dismay- 
ed ; for I am thy God : I vnUl 
strengthen thee; yea, I will 
hdp thee; yea, I will uphold 
thee with the right hand of niy 
righteousness. 

- 14 Only be thou strong and 
very courageous, that thou may-* 
«(8t observe to do according to 
all the law which I have com-* 
manded thee : turn not from it 
to the right hand nor to the 
left, that thou mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest. 

15 And thou shalt rejoice in 
the Lord, and shalt glory in the 
fioly One of IsraeL 

^16 When the poor and 
needy seek water, and there is 
none, and their tcmgue faileth 
ior thirst, I the Lord will hear 
them, I the God of Israel will 
not fDrsake them. 

17 I will open rivers in high 
places, and fountains in ti^e 
midst of the valleys : I will 
make the wilderness a pool of 
water, and the dry land springs 
of water. 

18 I will plant in the wil- 
derness the cedar, the shittah* 
tree, and the myrtle, and the 
oil-tree ; I will set in the desert 



the fir-tree, and the pine, and 
the box-tree together : 

19 That they may see^ and 
know, and consider, and under- 
stand together, that the hand of 
the Lord hath done this, and 
the Holy One of Israel hath 
created it. 

% 20 Hearken unto me, ye 
that know righteousness, l^e 
people in wh^ heart is my 
law : fear ye not the reproach of 
men, neither be ye afraid of 
their revilings. 

21 For ti^e moth shall eat 
them up like a garment, and the 
worm shaU eat them like wocd i 
but my righteousness shall be 
for ever, and my salvation from 
generation to generation. 

22 Therefore the redeemed of 
the Lord shall return, and ever-* 
lasting joy shall be upon their 
head: tiliey shall obtain glad- 
ness and joy, and sormw and 
moumiog shall flee away. 

23 I, even I, am he that 
comforteth you : who art thou, 
that thou shouldest be afraid of 
a man tiiat shall die, andiof th0 
son of man which shall be mad^ 
as grass; 

24 And foigettest the liord 
thy Maker, th^ hath stretched 
forth the heavens, and laid the 
foundations of the earth ; and 
hast feared continually every 
day because of the fiuy of the 
oppressor, as if he were ready 
to destroy? and where is the 
fury of the oppressor ? 

25 The captive exile hast* 
eneth that he may be loosed, 
and that he should not die in 
the pit, nor that his bread 
should fail. 
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S6 But I am l^e Lord tiiy 
God, that diTided the sea, whose 
waves roared: Tl^Lord of hosts 
is my imme. 

27 And I hare put my words 
in thy mouth, aad I have covered 
thee in the shadow of mine hand, 
that I may plant the heavens* 
aad lay the foundations of the 
earth, aad say unto Zion» Thou 
|ttt my people. 

LESSON xcvn. 

O Loan God df our fathers, 
art thou not God in heaven ? 
and rulest thou not over all the 
kingdoms of the heathen ? and 
in thine hand is there not power 
and m%ht, so that none is able 
to wkhstand thee ? 

2 Woe to them that go dowi^ 
to Egypt for help, and stay on 
horses, and trust in chariots, 
because they axe many; and in 
horsemen, because they are very 
strong : but they look not unto 
the Holy One of Israel, neither 
seek the Lord. 

3 Yet he also is wise» and 
will bring evil, and will not call 
back his words : but will arise 
against the house of the evil- 
doers> and against the help of 
them that work iniquity. 

4 Now the Egyptians are 
meit and not God, and their 
korses flesh and not^irit: when 
the Lord shall stretch out his 
hand, both he that helpeth shall 
fall, and he that is holpen shall 
finll down« and they all shall feul 
together. 

5 For thus hath the Lord 
spoken unto me. Like as the 
lum and the young^ lioii roar- 



ing on his ptey* when a multi- 
tude of shepherds is called forth 
against him, he will not be afraid 
of their voice, nor abase himself 
for the noise of them : so ^mli 
the Lord of hosts come down te 
flght for mount Zion, aad for the 
hHl thereof. 

6 As birds flying, so will the 
Lord of hosts defend Jerusalem ; 
defending also he will deliver it, 
and passing over he will pre- 
serve it. 

7 There is none like unto the 
God of Jeshurim, who rideth 
ixpon the heaven in thy help, 
and in his excellency in the 
sky. 

8 Be not afraid nor dismayed 
by reason of a great multitude,, 
for the battle is not yours but 
God's. ; 

9 The Lord is the shield of 
thy help and the sword of thy 
excellency. 

10 The Lord saveth not with 
sword and spear, for the battle 
is the Lord's^ 

f 11 Thus saith the Lord^ 
Let not the wise man glory 
in his wisdom* neither let the 
mighty man glory in his mighty: 
let not the rich man glory in hifi 
riches : 

12 But let him that gk>rteth^> 
glory in this> that he under^: 
staadeth and knoweth me, that 
I am the Lord, which exercise: 
kmng-kindness, judgement, and 
righteousness in the earth ; for^ 
m these things I delight, saith 
the Lord. What <;onfldence it 
this wherein thou trustest } 

13 I say, sayest thou (but 
they are but vain words,) I have 
couQsel and strength £or war#« 
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now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebellest against me? 

14 Lo, thou trustest in the 
staiF of a broken reed ; whereon 
if a man lean, it will go into his 
hand, and pierce it. 

15 But if thou say to me. 
We trust in the Lord our God; 
I am with thee, to save thee, 
and to deliver thee, saith the 
Lord. 

16 And I will deliver thee 
out of the hand of the wicked, 
and I will redeem thee out of 
the hand of the terrible. 

. 17 And of whom hast thou 
been afraid or feared, that thou 
hast lied, and hast not remem- 
bered me, nor laid it to thine 
heart ? have not I held my peace 
even of old, and thou fearest me 
not.? 

'. 18 I will declare thy righte- 
ousness, and thy works ; for they 
shall not profit thee. 

^19 When thou criest, let 
thy companies deliver thee: but 
the wind shall carry them all 
away ; vanity shall take them : 
but he that putteth hiB trust 
in me shall possess the land, 
and shall inherit my holy moun- 
tain. 

20 Be strong and of a good 
courage, fear not, nor be afraid: 
for the Lord thy God, he it is 
that doth go with thee, he will 
not fail thee nor forsake thee. 

21 And the Lord, he it is 
that doth go before thee, he will 
be with thee, he will not fail 
thee, neither forsake thee : fear 
not, neither be dismayed. 

22 The Lord thy God bare 
thee as a man doth bear his son, 
ia all the way that ye went. 



23 The eternal God i» t^iy 
r^iige, and underneath thee^ are 
the everlasting arms. 

24 The God of thy father 
shall help thee, and the Al- 
mighty shall bless thee with 
blessings of heaven above, and 
of the deep that lieth under* : 

25 The beloved of the Lord 
shall dwell in safety byhinir; 
and the Lord shall^ coyer liiia 
all the day long, and h» shall 
dwell between his shoulders. 

26 Thus saith the Lord that 
created thee, O Jacob, and hei 
that formed thee> O Israel; 
Fear not : for I have redeemed 
thee, I have called thee by thy 
name; thou art mine. 

27 When thou passestthrough 
the waters, I will be with tiiee ; 
and when through the rivers, 
they shall not overflow thee : 
when thou walkest throu^ the 
fire, thou shalt not be burned ; 
neither shall the flame kindle 
upon thee. 

28 For I am the Lord thy 
God, the Holy One of Israel^ 
thy saviour. 

LESSON xcvin. 

God is our refuge and strength, 
a very present help in trouble. • 

2 Therefore will not we fear, 
though the earth be removed, 
and though the mountains be 
carried into the midst of the 
sea. 

3 Though the waters thereof 
roar, and be troubled, though 
the moimtains shake with tibie 
swelling thereof. 

4 There is a river, the streams 
whereof shall make glad the city 
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of Grod ; the holy place of the 
tabernacles of the Most High. 

5 God is in the midst of her; 
she shall not be moved : God 
shall help her, and that right 
early. 

6 The heathen raged, the 
kingdoms were moved : he 
uttered his voice, the earth 
melted. 

7 ITie Lord of hosts is with 
us, the God of Jacob is our re- 
fuge. 

% 8 The Lord redeemeth the 
soul of his servants : and none 
of them that trust in him shall 
be desolate. 

9 Many are the afflictions of 
the righteous : but the Lord de- 
livereth him out of them aU. 

10 The righteous cry, and 
the Lord heareth, and delivereth 
them out of all their troubles. 

11 The righteous shall be 
glad in the Lord, and shall trust 
in him : and all the upright in 
heart shall glory. 

12 Their redeemer is strong; 
the Lord of hosts is his name. 

13 The hiunble shall see this, 
and be glad: and their heart 
diall live that seek God. 

14 For the Lord heareth the 
poor, and despiseth not his pri- 
soners. 

15 Let the heaven and earth 
praise him, the seas and every 
thing that moveth therein. 

16 Blessed is the people that 
know the joyful sound : they 
shall walk, O Lord, in the light 
of thy countenance. 

17 In thy name shall they 
rejoice all the day : and in thy 
jighteousness shall they be ex- 
alted. 



18 For thou art the glory of 
their strength; and in thy fa- 
vour our horn shall be exalted. 

19 For the Lord is our de- 
fence ; and the Holy One of 
Israel is our king. 

20 This is the heritage of 
the servants of the Lord, and 
their righteousness is of me, 
saith the Lord. 

21 They that trust in the 
Lord shall be as mount Zion, 
which cannot be removed, but 
abideth for ever. 

22 As the mountains are 
round about Jerusalem, so the 
Lord is round about his people; 
from henceforth even for ever, 

^ 23 The Lord is exalted ; 
for he dwelleth on high: he 
hath filled Zion with judgement 
and righteousness. 

24 And wisdom and know- 
ledge shall be the stability of 
our times, and the strength of 
salvation : the fear of the Lord 
is our treasure. 

25 The Lord of hosts shall 
be for a crown of glory, and for 
a diadem of beauty unto the 
residue of his people. 

26 And for a spirit of judge- 
ment to him that sitteth in 
judgement, and for strength to 
them that turn the battle to the 
gate. 

27 And there shall be a ta- 
bernacle for a shadow in the 
day-time from the heat, and for 
a place of refuge, and for a co- 
vert from storm and from rain. 

28 At that day shall a man 
look to his Maker, and his eyes 
shall have respect to the Holy 
One of Israel. 

29 Surely, shall on&say, in 
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th? Lord liave I righteousness 
and strength : even to him shall 
men come, and ^lall stay them- 
selves upon the Grod of Israel ; 
the Lord of hosts is his name. 

30 So shall they fear the 
name of the Lord from the west, 
and his glory from the rising of 
the sun: when the enemy shall 
come in like a flood, the spirit 
of the Lord shall lift up a stand- 
ard against him. 

31 We will rejoice in thy 
salvation, and in the name of 
our Ood we will set up our 
banners. 

32 The Lord hath founded 
Zion, and the poor of his peo- 
ple shall trust in it. 

f 33 Now know I that the 
Lord saveth his serrant: he 
will hear him from his holy 
heaven,with the fiaring strength 
of his right hand. 

34 Be ye strong therefore, 
and let not y<Hir hands be weak, 
for your work shall be rewarded. 

35 Some trust in chariots, 
and some in horses: but we 
will remember the name of the 
Lord our God. 

36 They are brought down 
and hHea ; we are risen and 
stand upright. 

37 Except the Lord build 
the house, they labour in vain 
that build it : except the Lord 
keep 1^ city, the watchman 
waketh but in vain. 

38 It is vain for you to rise 
up early, to sit up late, to eat 
tte bread of sottows: for he 
gi¥eth his beloved sleep. 

39 The blessing of the Lord, 
it maketh rich, and he addeth 
no sorrow witib it : yea, happy 



is that people whose God is the 
Lord. 

f 40 Not unto us, O Lord, 
not imto us, but unto thy name 
give glory ; for thy mercy, and 
for thy truth's sake. 

41 Wherefore shoidd the 
heathen say. Where is now 
their God? 

42 But our God is in the 
heavens : he hath done what- 
soever he pleased. 

43 Their idols are silver and 
gold, the woric of men's hands. 

44 They have mouths, but 
they speak not ; eyes have they, 
but they see not : 

45 They have ears, but they 
hear not ; noses have they, but 
they smell not : 

46 They have hands, but 
they handle not; feet have they, 
but they walk not; neither speak 
they tlurough their throat. 

47 They that make them floe 
like unto them ; so is every one 
that trusteth in them. 

48 O Israel, trust thou in the 
Lord: he is their help and their 
shield. 

49 O house of Aaron, trast 
in the Lord: he is their help 
and their shield. 

50 Ye that fear the Lord, 
trust in the Lord: he is their 
help and their shield. 

51 The Lord hath been mind- 
ful of us : he will bless us : he 
will bless the house of Israel, he 
will bless the house of Aaron. 

52 He will bless them that 
fear the Lord, both small and 
great. 

53 The Lord shall increase 
you more and more, you and 
your children. 
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54 Ye are blessed of theLord, 
which made heaven and earths 

65 The heaven, even the 
heavens, are the Lord's: but 
the eardi hath he given to the 
children of men^ 

LESSON XCIX. 

I WAiTBD patienliy for the Lord ; 
aad he inclined unto me, and 
heard my cry. 

2 He brought me up also out 
of an honible pit, out of the 
fliiry clay, and set my feet upon 
a rock, and established my go- 
ings. 

3 And he hath put a new 
song in my mouth, even praise 
unto our God: many shall see 
it, and fear, and shall trust in 
^Lord. 

4 Blessed is that man that 
maketh the Lord his trust : and 
reapecteth not the proud, nor 
auch as turn aside to lies. 

5 Blessed is the man whose 
atrengtii b in thee. 

6 The archers have sorely 
grieved him, and shot at him, 
aad hated him. 

7 But his bow abode in 
strength, and the arms of his 
hands were made strong by the 
hands of the mighty God of 
Jacob; his arm brought sal- 
vation unto him; and his righte- 
ousness, it sustained him. 

%S Lord, by thy favour thou 
hast made mymountain to stand 
strong: thou didst hide thy face, 
and I was troubled. 

9 I cried to Ihee, O Lord; 
and unto the Lord I made my 
supplication. 

10 Let all those that seek 



thee re^ice and be glad in thee ; 
let such as love thy salvatiouy 
say continually, The Lord be 
magnified. 

11 But I am poor and needy; 
yet the Lord thmketh upon mer 
thou art my help and my de*: 
liverer; make no tarrying, O 
my God. 

12 The Lord is my light and 
my salvation; whom shall I 
fear? tbe Lord is the strength 
of my life; t)f whom shall I be 
afraid? 

f 13 For the Lord God will 
help me, therefore shall I ;not 
be confounded : therefore have 
I set my face like a fiint, and 
I know that I shall not be 
ashamed. 

14 He is near that justifieth 
me; who will contend with me? 
let us stand together: ^ho is 
mine adversary ? let him come 
near to me. 

15 Behold, the Lord God will 
help me ; who is he that shall 
condemn me? Lo, they all ^all 
wax old as a garment^; the moth 
^all eat them up. 

^16 Who is among you that 
feareth the Lord, that obeyeth 
the voice of his servaiit, that 
walketh in darkness, and hath 
no light ? let him trust in the 
name of the Lord, and stay 
upon his God. 

17 Thou wilt keep him in 
perfect peace, whose mind is 
stayed on thee 4 because he 
trusteth in thee. 

f 18 Trust ye in the Lord for 
ever : for in the Lord Jehovah 
is everlasting strength. 

19 For he bringeth down 
them that dwelL4>n high ; the 
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lofty city he layeth it low: 
he layeth it low, even to the 
ground; he bringeth it eren 
to the dust. 

20 The foot shall tread it 
down, even the feet of the poor> 
and the steps of the needy. 

21 Yea, in the way of thy 
judgements, O Lord, have we 
waited for thee : the desire of 
our soul is to thy name, and to 
the remembrance of thee.

13 Then will I teach trans-* 
gressors thy ways ; and sinners 
shall be converted imto thee. , 

14 Deliver me from blood- 
guiltiness, O God, thou God of 
my salvation: and my tongue 
shall sing aloud of tiiy righ- 
teousness. 

15 O Lord, open thou my 
lips ; and my mouth shall sheMT 
forth thy praise. 

16 For thou desirest not sa* 
crifice ; else would I give it 8 
thou delightest not in burnt 
offering. 

17 The sacrifices of God are 
a broken spirit: a broken and 
a contrite heart, O God, thov 
lyilt not despise^ ' 
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% 18 Tlie Lord is nigh unto 
them that are of a broken 
heart; and saveth such as be 
iopf a contrite spirit. 

19 I cried unto the Lord 
%ith my voice ; with my voice 
toto the Lord did I make my 
supplic&tion. 

' 20 I poured out my com- 
jplaint before him; I shewed 
before him my trouble. 

21 When my spirit was over- 
whelmed within me, then thou 
knewest my path. 

22 I said. Lord, be merciful 
unto me ; heal my soul ; for I 
have sinned against thee. 

23 O God, thou knowest 
my looMshness ; and my sins 
are not hid from thee. 

24 My eonfnsion is continu- 
ally before me, and the shame 
^ my face hath covered me : 

25 For thy name's sake, O 
Lord, pardon mine iniquity: for 
k is great. 

26 I acknowledged my sin 
tmto thee, and mine iniquity 
hsLve I not hid; I said, I will 
confess my transgressions unto 
the Lord; and thou forgavest 
ttie iniquity of my sin. 

^27 Unto thee, O Lord, do 
1 li^t up my soul. 

28 And I said, my strength 
knd my hope is perished ^m 
the Lord; 

29 Remembering mine afflic- 
tion and my misery, the worm- 
^Tood and ^e gall. 

' 30 My soul hath them still 
in remembrance, and is hum- 
bled in me. 

SI This I recall to my mind, 
therefore have I hope. 

f 32 Itis of die Lord's mer- 



cies that we are not consumed, 
because his compassions fail not. 

33 Theyare new everymom- 
ing : great is thy faithfulness. 

34 The Lord is good unto 
them that wait for him^ to the 
soul that seeketh him. 

35 It is good for a man that 
he bear the yoke in his youth. 

36 He sitteth alone and 
keepeth silence, because he hath 
borne it upon him. 

37 He putteth his mouth in 
the dust ; if so be there may be 
hope. 

38 He giveth his cheek to 
him that smiteth him ; he is 
filled full with reproach. 

39 For the Lord will riot 
cast off for ever : But though 
he cause grief, yet wiU he have 
compassion according to the 
multitude of his mercies. 

40 Fot he doth not affict 
willingly, nor grieve the chil- 
dren of men. 

41 Wherefore doth a living 
man complain, a man for tiie 
punishment of his sins ? 

42 Let us search and try our 
ways, andtumagain tothe Lord. 

43 Let us lift up our heart 
with our hands unto Ood in 
the heavens. 

44 We have transgressed and 
have rebelled : the crown is 
ftJlen from our head : woe unto 
us that we have sinned. 

45 For this our heart is faint; 
for these things our eyes are dim. 

46 Wher^ore, O Lord, dost 
thou forget us for ever, and 
£[»iBak£ us so long time ? 

47 Turn thou us unto tkee, 
O Lord, and we shall be turned^, 
renew our days as of old« 
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As the hart panteth after the 
water-brooks, sopantethmy soul 
after thee, O God. 

2 My soul thirsteth for God, 
for the living God : when shall 
I oome and appear before God ? 

3 My tears have been my 
meat day and night, while they 
continually say unto me. Where 
is thy God ? 

4 When I remember these 
things, I pour out my soul in 
me; for I had gone with the 
multitude, I went with them to 
the house of God; with the 
voice of joy and praise, with a 
multitude that kept holy day. 

5 Why art thou cast down, 
O my soul ? and why art thou 
disquieted in me? hope thou 
in God, for I shall yet praise 
liim for the help of his counte- 
nance.

13 Then will I go unto the 
altar of God, unto God my ex- 
ceeding joy : yea, upon the haxp 
will I praise thee, O God, my 
God. 

14 Why art thou cast down, 
O my soul ? and why art thoa 
disquieted within me ? hope thou 
in God, for I shall yet praaae 
him, who is the health of m/ 
countenaoce, and my God.

% 7 Lord, all my desire is be- 
fore thee ; and my groaning is 
hot hid from thee. 

8 My heart panteth, my 
strength faileth me : as for the 
light of mine eyes, it also is 
gone from me. 

9 My lovers and my friends 
stand sdoof from me ; and my 
kinsmen stand afar off. 

- 10 As a deaf man, I heard 
not ; and I -was as a dumb man 
that openeth not his mouth. 

1 1 Thus I was as a man that 
heareth not, and in whose mouth 
a^e no reproofs. 

12 For I am ready to halt, 
and my sorrow is continually 
before me. 

13 I will declare mine ini- 
quity; I will be sorry for my 

14 For in thee, O Lord, do 
I hope : thou wilt hear, O Lord 
my God. 

15 Withhold not thou thy 
tender mercies from me, O 
Lord: let thy loving -kindness 
and thy truth continually pre- 
serve me. 

16 For innumerable evils 
have compassed me about ;

hold upon me, so that I am 
not able to look up : they are 
more than the hairs of mine 
head ; therefore my heart fail- 
eth me. 

17 Be pleased, O Lord, to 
deliver me : O Lord, make 
haste to help me. 

18 Forsake me not, O Lord:

19 Make haste to help me, 
O Lord my salvation. 

^20 Hear myprayer,0 Lord, 
and let my cry come unto thee. 

21 Hide not thy face from 
me in the day when I am in 
trouble ; incline thine ear unto 
me : in the day when I call, 
answer me speedily. 

22 For my days are consu- 
med like smoke, and my bones 
are burnt as a hearth. 

23 My heart is smitten, and 
withered like grass ; so that I 
forget to eat my bread. 

24 By reason of the voice of 
my groaning, my bones cleave to 
my skin. 

25 I am like a pelican of the 
wilderness : I am like an owl of 
the desert. 

26 1 watch, and am as a spar- 
row alone upon the house-top. 

27 For I have eaten ashes 
like bread, and mingled my 
drink with weeping. 

28 When I would comfort 
myself against sorrow, my heart 
is faint in me. 

% 29 Give ear to my prayer, 
O God; and hide noc thyself 
from my supplication. 

30 Attend unto me, and hear 
me : I mourn in my complaint, 
and make a noise : 

31 My heart is sore pained 
within me : and the terrors of 
death are fallen upon me. 

32 Fearfulness and trembling 
are come upon me, and horror 
hath overwhelmed me. 

33 And I said, O that I 
had wings like a dove! for 
then would I fly away, and be 
at rest. 

34 Lo then would I wander 
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far ofp, and remain in the wil- 
derness: 

35 I wonld hasten my escape 
from the windy stonn and tem- 
pest. 

LESSON CIX. 

Lord (rod of my salvation, 

1 have cried day and night be- 
fi6re thee : 

2 Let my prayer come before 
thee : incline thme ear unto my 
cry; 

3 For my soul is fall of trou- 
ble, and my life draweth nigh 
tinto the grave. 

4 I am counted with them 
that go down into the pit ; I am 
as a man that hath no strength. 

5 Free among the dead, like 
the slain that lie in the grave, 
whom thou rememberest no 
more : and they are cut off 
from thy baud. 

6 Thou hast laid me in the 
lowest pit, in darkness, in the 
deeps. 

7 Thy wrath lieth hard upon 
me, and thou hast aflOdcted me 
witJi all thy waves. 

8 Thou hast put away mine 
acquaintance feur from me ; thou 
hast made me an abomination 
unto them : I am shut up, and 
I cannot come forth. 

9 Mine eye moumeth by 
reason of affliction: Lord, I 
have called daily upon thee, I 
have stretched out my hands 
unto thee. 

10 Help me, O Lord my 
God : O save me, according to 
thy mercy : 

11 That they may know 
that this is thy hand: that 
thou. Lord, hast done it. 



12 Qnicken me, O Lord, for 
thy name's sake : for thy righ- 
teousness' sake bring my <80ul 
out of trouble. 

f 13 Save me,0 God: for the 
waters are come in unto my 
soul. 

14 I sink in deep mire, where 
there is no -standing : I am come 
into deep waters, where the 
floods overflow me. 

15 Let not the water-flood 
overflow me, neither let the 
deep swallow me up, and let 
not the pit shut her mouth 
upon me. 

16 Hfear me, O Lord ; for 
thy loving-kindness is good: 
turn unto me, according to th^ 
multitude of ^y tender mercies : 

17 And hide not thyfacefrom 
thy servant; for I am in trouble: 
bear me speedUy. 

18 Draw nigh unto my soul, 
and redeem it. 

19 Thou hast known my re- 
proach, and my shame, and my 
dishonour. 

* 20 Reproach hath broken 
my heart; and I am full of 
heaviness : and I looked for 
some to take pity, but there 
was none ;' and for comforters, 
but I found none. 

5[21 Turn thee unto me, and 
have mercy upon me ; for I am 
desolate and afflicted. 

22 The troubles of my heart 
are enlarged : O bring thou me 
out of my distresses. 

23 Look upon mine affliction 
and my pain, and forgive all my 
sins. 

24 O keep my soul and de* 
liver me ; let me not be asha- 
med ; for I put my trust in the«. 
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25 I am poor and needy: 
make haste unto me, O (rod : 
thou art my help and my de* 
liverer ; O Lord, make no tarry- 
ing. 

26 I am poor and sorrowful: 
let thy salvation, O God, set 
me up on high. 

27 But I am a worm, and no 
man : a reproach of men, and 
despised of the people. 

28 Allthey that seeme, laugh 
me to scorn : they shoot out ti^e 
lip, they shake the head, say- 
ing. 

29 He trusted on the Lord, 
that he would deliver him : let 
him deliver him, seeing he de- 
lighted in him. 

30 Mine eye trickleth down, 
and ceaseth not, without any 
intermission ; 

31 Till the Lord look down, 
and hehold from heaven. 

32 My prayer is unto thee, 
O Lord, in an acceptable time : 
O God, in the multitude of thy 
mercy hear me, in the tnith of 
thy salvation. 

LESSON ex. 

My Grod, my CJod, why hast 
thou forsaken me ? why art 
thou so feur from helping me ? 

2 O my God, I cry in the 
day-time, but thou hearest not ; 
and in the night-season, and am 
not silent. 

3 How long wilt thou forget 
me, O Lord? for ever? how long 
wilt thou hide thy face from 
me? 

4 How long shall I take 
counsel in my soul, having sor^ 
row in my heart daily ?

6 I stretch forth my hands 
unto thee : my soul ^rsteth 
after thee as a thirsty land.

8 Lord, I cry unto thee: 
make haste unto me ; give ear 
unto my voice when I cry unto 
thee. 

9 Save me, O God, by thy 
name, and judge me by thy 
strength. 

10 Hear my prayer, O Qod ; 
give ear to the words of my 
mouth. 

11 But unto thee have I 
cried, O Lord; and in the morn- 
ing shall my prayer prevent 
thee. 

12 Lord, why castest thou 
off my soul ? why hidest thou 
thy face from me ? 

13 Have mercy upon me, O 
Lord; for I am weak: OLord, 
heal me; for my bones are 
vexed. 

14 My soul is also sore vex- 
ed : but thou, O Lord, how 
long ? 

15 Return, O Lord, deliver 
my soul : O save me for thy 
mercies' sake. 

16 Lover and friend hast 
thou put far from me, and mine 
acquaintance into darkness. 

17 But do thou for me, O 
God the Lord, for thy name's 
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sake: because thy mercy is 
good, deliver thou me. 

18 For I am poor and needy, 
and my heart is wounded with'* 
in me. 

*(f 19 Remember, O Lord, thy 
tender mercies, and thyloving-

20 Remember not the sins 
of my youth, nor my trans- 
gressions: according to thy 
mercy remember thou me, for 
thy goodness' sake, O Lord. 

21 I cried unto God with 
my voice ; even unto God '^th 
my voice: and he gave ear unto 
me. 

22 In the day of trouble I 
sought the Lord ; my soul re- 
fused to be comforted. 

23 I remembered God, and 
was troubled : I complained, and 
my spirit was overwhelmed. 

24 Thou boldest mine eyes 
waking : I am so troubled that 
I cannot speak. 

25 I have considered the 
days of old, the years of an- 
cient times. 

26 Depart from me, all ye 
workers of iniquity : for the 
Lord hath heard the voice of 
my weeping. 

27 The Lord hath heard my 
supplication ; the Lord will re- 
ceive my prayer. 

^28 I called upon thy name, 
O Lord, out of the low dun- 
geon. 

29 Thou hast heard my voice: 
hide not thine ear at my breath- 
ing, at my cry. 

30 Thou drewest near in the 
day that I called upon thee : 
thou saidst. Fear not. 



81 O Lord, thou hast plead* 
ed the causes of iny soul : thou 
hast redeemed my life. 

32 O Lord, the Hope of Is- 
rael, all that forsake thee shall 
be ashamed. 

33 Heal me, O Lord, and I 
shall be healed : save me, ind 
I shall be saved. 

LESSON CXI. 

O HT God, I am ashamed, and 
blush to lift up my face to thee, 
my God : for our iniquities are 
increased over our head, and 
our trespass is grown up unto 
the heavens. 

2 Since the days of our fa- 
thers have we been in a great 
trespass unto this day. 

3 And now, grace hath been 
shewed from the Lord our God ; 
for our God hath not forsaken 
us, but hath extended mercy 
unto us. 

4 And now, O our God, what 
shall we say after this ? for we 
have forsaken thy command- 
ments, which thou hast com- 
manded by thy servants the 
prophets. 

5 And after aU that is come 
upon us, for our evil deeds, and 
for our great trespass, seeing 
that thou our God hast punish- 
ed us less than our iniquities 
deserve, and hast given us de- 
liverance : 

6 Should we again break thy 
commandments, wouldest thou 
not be angry with us, till thou 
liadst consunied us, so that 
there should be no remnant, nor 
escaping ? 

7 O Lord God ofJsraeL thou 
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art righteous, for we remain yet 
escaped, as it is this day: be- 
hold we are before thee in our 
trespasses: for we cannot stand 
before thee. 

^81 beseech thee, O Lord 
God of heaven, the great and 
terrible God, that keepest co* 
venant and mercy for them that 
lov^ thee, and observe thy com- 
mandments : 

9 Let thine ear now be at- 
tentive, and thine eyes open; 
that thou mayest hear the pray- 
er of thy servant, which I pray 
before thee now, day and night. 

10 We have dealt very cor- 
ruptly against thee, and have 
not kept the. commandments, 
Hor the statutes, nor the judge- 
ments which thou command- 
edst. 

1 1 Remember, I beseech thee, 
the word that thou conmiand- 
edst thy servant Moses, saying, 
If ye transgress, I will scatter 
you abroad among the nations:

14 Hear my prayer, O Lord, 
give ear to my supplications: in 
thy faithfulness answer me, and 
in thy righteousness. 



15 And enter not into judge- 
ment with thy servant : for in 
thy sight shall no man living 
be justified. 

^16 Remember me, O my 
God, and spare me, according 
to the greatness of thy mercy. 

17 Thou Shalt call, and I 
will answer thee : thou wilt 
have a desire to the work of 
thine hands. 

18 Withdraw thine hand far 
from me : and let not thy 
dread make me afraid. 

19 I am not worthy of ilhe 
least of all the mercies, and of 
all the truth, which thou hast 
shewed unto thy servant. 

20 Whereforfe I abhor my- 
self, and repent in dust and 



21 The Lord is righteous, for 
I have rebelled against his com- 
mandments. 

22 How many are mine ini- 
quities and sins ! make me to 
know my transgression, and my 
siu. 

23 I have sinned greatly; but 
now, I beseech thee do away 
the iniquity of thy servant. 

^24 I cried by reason of mine 
affliction unto the Lord^ and he 
heard me: out of the depths 
cried I, and thou heardest my 
voice. 

25 For thou hadst cast me 
into the deep, in the midst of 
the seas ; and the floods com- 
passed me about : all thy bil- 
lows and thy waves passed over 
me. 

26 Then I said, I am cast 
out •f thy sight; yet will I 
look again towaid thy holy 
temple. 
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27 The "v^aters compassed 
me about even to the soul, the 
depth closed me round about, 
the weeds were wrapped about 
znyhead. 

28 I went down to the bot- 
toms of the mountains : the 
earth with her bars was about 
me for CiVer: yet hast thou 
brought up my life from cor* 
Tuption, O Lord my God. 

29 When my soul fainted 
withki me, I remembered the 
Lord : and my prayer came in 
unto thee, into thine holy tem« 
pie. 

30 Surely after that I tamed« 
I repented, and after that I was 
instructed: I was ashamed; yea, 
even confoiinded, because I did 
bear the reproach of my youth. 

31 But I will sacrifice unto 
thee with the voice of thanks- 
giving ; I will pay that that I 
have vowed: salvation is of the 
Lord. 

LESSON cxn. 

O Lord, the great and dread- 
ful God, keeping the covenant 
and mercy to them that love 
him, and to them that keep his 
commandments ; 

2 We have sinned, and have 
committed iniquity, and have 
done wickedly, and have re- 
belled, even by departing from 
thy precepts and from thy 
judgements ; 

3 Neither have we hearken- 
ed imto thy servants the pro- 
phets, which spake in thy name 
to our kings, our princes, and 
our fathers, and to all the peo* 
pie of the land.

7 The Lord our God is 
righteous in all his works that 
he doeth: but we have not 
obeyed his voice ; we have sin- 
ned, we have done wickedly. 

8 Now therefore, G our God; 
hear the prayer of thy servant 
and his supplications, and cause 
thy face to shine on thy sanc- 
tuary that is desolate, for the 
Lord's sake. 

9 O my God, incline thine 
ear and hear ; open thine eyes 
and behold our desolation ; for 
we do not present our 8uppli-» 
cations before thee for oui^ 
righteousness, but for thy great 
mercies. 

10 O Lord, hear ; O Lord, 
forgive ; O Lord, hearken and 
do. 

1 1 For since the beginning 
of the world, we have not heard^ 
nor perceived by the ear, nei- 
ther hath the eye seen, O Grod. 
beside thee, what thou hast pre- 
pared for him that waiteth foir 
thee. 

12 Thou meetest him that 
rejoiceth and worketh righte-* 
ousness, those that remember 
thee in thy ways : behold, thou 
art wroth, for we have sinned. 
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13 For we are all as an un- 
clean thing; and all our righte- 
ousnesses are as filthy rags ; and 
vre all do fade as a leaf, and 
our iniquities, like the wind, 
have taken us away; 

14 And there is none that 
calleth upon thy name, that 
stirreth up himseK to take hold 
of thee : for thou hast hid thy 
face from us, and hast con- 
sumed UB because of our ini- 
^ties. 

15 But now, O Lord, thou 
art our Father; we are the clay, 
and thou omr potter, and we cdl 
are the work of thy hand. 

16 Be not wroth very sore, 
O Lord, neither remember ini- 
quity for ever : behold, see, we 
beseech thee, we are all thy 
people. 

^17 Grod, thou hast cast us 
off, thou hast scattered us, thou 
hast been diispleased : O turn 
thyself to us again. 

18 Thou hast made the 
earth to tremble ; thou hast 
broken it: heal the breaches 
thereof, for it shaketh. 

19 Wherefore hidest thou 
thy face ? and forgettest our af- 
fliction and our oppression ? 

20 For our soul is bowed 
down to the dust: our belly 
deaveth unto the earth. 

21 Arise for our help, and 
redeem us for thy mercy's sake. 

22 For we are consumed by 
thine anger, and by thy wratb 
are we troubled. 

' 23 O remember not against 
us former iniquities : let thy ten- 
der mercies speedily prevent us : 
for we are brought very low. 

. f 24 Help us, O God of our 



salvation, for the gloiy of ' thy 
name: and deliver us, and purge 
away our sins, for thy name's 
sake* 

25 Hast thou utterly rejtect- 
ed Judah ? hath thy soul loath- 
ed Zion ? why hast thou sonit^ 
ten us, and there is no healing 
for us ? we looked for .peace, 
and there is no good ; and for 
the time of healing, and behold, 
trouble. 

26 We acknowledge, O Lord j 
our wickedness, and the iniqui- 
ty of our fathers : for we have 
sinned against thee. 

27 Do not abhor us, for thy 
name's sake, do not disgrace the 
throne of thy glory: remem- 
ber, break not thy covenant 
with us. 

28 Are there any among the 
vanities of the Gentiles that 
can cause rain ? or can the hea- 
vens give showers ? art thpu 
not he, O Lord oiu: God ? there-, 
fore we will wait upon thee : 
for thou hast made all these 
things.' 

29 O Lord, HioUgh our ini- 
quities testify against us, de- 
Hver us, for thy name's sake: for 
our backslidings are many, we 
have sinned against thee. 

30 O the Hq)e of Isarael, the 
Saviour thereof in tame of trou- 
ble ; why shouldest thou be as 
a stranger in the land, a^d as 
a wayfaring man, that tumetb 
aside to tarry for a night ? 

31 Why shouldest thou be 
as a man astonished, as &migihty 
man that cannot save? yet ti^ou^ 
O Lord, art in the midst of us, 
and we are called by thy name s 
leave us not. 
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82 Let the siglung of the pri- 
soner coQie be^re thee : ac- 
cording to the greatness of thy 
power preserve thou those that 
are appointed to die. 

LESSON CXIIL

he will heal us ; he hath smitten, 
and he will bind us up.

and former rain unto the earth. 

- 4 We lie down in our shame, 
and our confusion covereth us : 
for we have sinned against the 
Lord our God, we and our fa- 
thers, from our youth even unto 
this day, and have not obeyed 
the voice of the Lord our God. 

5 O Lord our God, other 
lords besides thee have had do- 
minion over us : but by thee 
only will we make mention of 
thy name. 

6 Pardon our iniquity and 
our sin, and take us for thine 
inheritance. 

' 7 We have sinned ; do thou 
unto MS whatever seemeth good 
unto thee. 

^8 A voice was heard upon 
the high places ; weeping, and 
supplications of the children of 
Israel : for they have perverted 
their way, and they have for- 
gotten the Lord their God. 



9 And thej hear thy words, 
but they will not do them ; for 
with their mouth they shew 
much love, but their heart go- 
eth after covetousness. 

10 And lo, thou art to them 
as a very lovely song of one 
that hath a pleasant voice ; for 
they hear thy words, but they 
do them not. 

^11 Return, ye backsliding 
children, and I will heal your 
backslidings. Behold, we come 
tmto thee ; for thou art the Lord 
our God. 

12 Truly in vain is salvation 
hoped for from the hills, and 
from the multitude of nxoun- 
tains: truly in the Lord our 
God is the salvation of Israel. 

13 For shame hath devoured 
the labour of our fathers from 
our youth; their flocks and 
their herds, their sons and their 
daughters. 

14 Return unto the Lord your 
God ; for ye have fallen by your 
iniquity. 

15 Turn to the Lord: say 
unto him. Take away all ini- 
quity, and receive us graciously, 
for in thee the fatherless flndeth 
mercy. 

16 Turn ye unto him from 
whom the children of Israel 
have deeply revolted. 

17 Shall not his excellency 
make you afraid ? and his dread 
fall upon you ? Are there not 
with you, even with you, sins 
against the Lord your God ? 

^18 God eicacteth of thee 
less than thine iniquity deserv- 
eth. 

19 Therefore turn thou to 
thy God: keep mercy and judge- 
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ment, and wait on thy GFod con- 
tinually. 

20 AcqtCaint now ttyself with 
him, and bfe at peace : thereby 
good shall come unto thee. 

21 Receive, I pray thee, the 
law from his mouth, and lay up 
his words in thine heart. 

22 If thou return to the Al- 
mighty, thou shalt be built up, 
thou'shalt put away iniquity far 
from thy tabernacles. 

23 For then shalt thou have 
thy delight in the Almighty, and 
shalt lift up thy face imto God. 

24 Thou shalt make thy pray- 
er unto him, and he shall hear 
thee, and iJiou shalt pay thy 
vows. 

25 Thou shalt also decree a 
thing, and it shall be established 
unto thee : and the light shall 
iStane upon thy ways. 

26 When men are cast down, 
then thou shalt say. There is 
lifting up : and he shall save 
the humble person. 

^27 Lord, in trouble have 
they visited liiee, they pourdd 
out a prayer when thy chasten- 
ing was upon them. 

28 They that .sow in tears 
shall reap in joy. 

29 He that gbeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious seed, 
shall doubtless come again with 
rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him. 

30 He that covereth his sins 
shall not prosper: but whoso 
confesseth and forsaketh them 
shall have mercy. 

31 Who can say, I have made 
my heart clean, I am pure from 
any sin ? 

.32 Surely it is meet to be 



said unto Grod, I have borne 
chastisement, I wiU not offend 
any more. 

33 That which I see not, 
teach thou me ; if I have done 
iniquity, I will do it no more. 

34 Blessed is he whose trans- 
gression is forgiven, whose sin 
is covered. 

35 Blessed is the man unto 
whom the Lord imputeth not 
iniquity, and in whose spirit 
there is no guile. 

36 Good and upright is the 
Lord: therefore will he teach 
sinners in the way. 

LESSON CXIV. 

Hbab ye, and give ear, he^ not 
proud : for theLord hath spoken. 

2 Give glory to the Lord your 
God, before he cause the dark- 
ness, and before your feet stum- 
ble upon the dark mountains, 
and while ye look for light, he 
turn it into the shadow of death, 
and make it gross darkness. 

3 Hath a nation changed their 
gods ? which are yet no gods ; 
but my people have changed 
their glory for that which doth 
not profits 

4 Be astonished, O ye hea* 
vens, at this, and be horribly 
afraid, be ye very desolate, saith 
the Lord. 

5 For my people have com- 
mitted two evils; they have for- 
saken me, the fountain of living 
waters, and hewed them. out 
cisterns, broken cisterns, that 
can hold no water. 

6 O Jerusalem,, wash thine 
heart ^m wickedness, that thou 
mayest be saved : how long shall 
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thy vain thoughts lodge within 
&ee? 

.7 In thee have they set light 
by father and mother; in the 
midst of thee have they dealt 
by oppression with the stranger : 
in thee have they vexed the &• 
theiiess and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine 
holy things, and hast pro&ned 
my sabbaths. 

9 In thee are men that carry 
tales to shed blood. 

10 Whom hast thou re- 
proached and blasphemed ? and 
against whom hast thou exalted 
thy voice, and lifted up thine 
eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

1 1 Thy way and thy doings 
have procured these things un- 
to thee; this is thy wickedness* 
because it is bitter, because it 
refiLcheth unto thine heart. 

12 Thine own wickedness 
shall correct thee, and thy back- 
slidings shaU reprove thee. 

13 Know therefore and see, 
that it is an evil thing and bit- 
ter that thou hast forsaken the 
Lord thy God, and that my fear 
is not in thee, saith the Lord 
God of hosts. 

14 I will correct thee in 
measure, and will not leave 
thee altogether unpunished. 

15 Can thine heart endure, 
or can thine hands be strong in 
the days that I shall deal with 
thee ? I the Lord have spoken 
it, and will do it. 

% 16 Why should ye be 
stricken any more ? ye will re- 
volt more and more : the whole 
head is sick, and the whole heart 
faint. 



17 Hear, O my people, and 
I will testify unto thee; CX 
Israel, if thou wilt hearken un- 
to me. 

18 If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall hum- 
ble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from 
their ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their 
land. 

19 And my eyes shall be: 
open, and my ears attent unto 
their prayer. 

20 But my people would not 
hearken to my voice: and Israel 
would none of me. 

21 So I gave them up unto 
their own hearts' lust : and they 
walked in their own counsels. 

22 O that my people had 
hearkened unto me, and Israel 
had walked in my ways. 

23 I will go and return to 
my place, till Qiey acknowledge 
their oflfence, and seek my face : 
in their affliction they wUl seek 
me early. 

24 And I will give them onet 
heart and one way, that they 
may fear me for ever, for the 
good of them and of their chil-,' 
dren after them : 

25 And I will make an ever*, 
lasting covenant with them, that 
I will not turn away from them, 
to do them good ; but I wiU put 
my fear in their hearts, that they 
shall not depart from me« 

26 Yea, I will rejoice over 
them to do them good, with my: 
whole heart and with my whole 
soul. 

f 27 The fool hath said in his 
hearty There is no God; cor* 
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nipt aie they, and have done 
abominable iniquity: there ia 
Bone that doeth good. 

28 God looked down from 
heaven upon the children of 
men, to see if there were any 
tiiat did understand; that did 
seek Grod. 

29 Their feet run to evil, and 
they make haste to shed inno- 
cent blood : their thoughts are 
thoughts of iniquity; wasting 
«nd destruction are ih their 
paths. 

30 The way of peace they 
know not; and there is no 
judgement in their goings: they 
have made them crooked paths; 
whosoever goeth therein shall 
not know peace. 

^31 Therefore is judgement 
hr from us, neither doth jus- 
tice overtake us; we wait for 
light, but behold obscurity: we. 
look for judgement, but there is 
none; for salvation, but it is £eu: 
off from us. 

32 For our transgressions are 
multiplied before t£ee» and our 
ma testify against us : for our 
transgressions are with us ; and 
aa for our iniquities, we know 
them: 

33 In transgressing and ly- 
iag against the Lord, and de- 
parting away frv>m our God, 
speaking oppression and revolt, 
conceiving and uttering from 
tiie heart words of falsehood. 

34 And judgement is turned 
away backward, and justice 
standeth afar off: for truth is 
fallen in the street, and equity 
cannot enter. 

35 Yea, truth fedleth ; and he 
that departeth from evil maketh 



himself a prey : and the Lord 
saw it, and it displeased Ima 
tibiat there was no judgement. 

LESSON CXV. 

BsnoLD, the Lord maketh the 
earth empty, and maketh it 
waste, and tumeth it updde 
down, and scattereth abroad 
the inhabitants thereof. 

2 And it shall be, as with 
the people, so with the priest ; 
as with the servant, so with his 
master; as with the maid, so 
with her mistress ; as with the 
buyer, so vsdth the seller; as 
with the lender, so with the 
borrower. 

3 The land shall be utterly 
emptied and utterly spoiled: 
for the Lord hath spoken this 
word. 

4 The earth moumeth and 
&deth away; the world lan- 
guisheth and fadeth away, the 
haughty people of the earth do 
languish. 

5 The earth also is defiled 
under the inhabitants thereof: 
because they have transgressed 
the laws, changed the ordi- 
nance, broken Qie everlasting 
covenant. 

6. Therefore hath the curse 
devoured the earth, and they 
that dwell therein are desolate ; 
therefore the iohabitants of the 
earth are burned, and few men 
left. 

7 The Lord hath opened his 
armoury,and hath brought forth 
the weapons of his indi^mtion. 

8 The new wine moumeth, 
tiie vine languisheth, all the 
merry-hearted do sigh. 
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9 Hie mirth of tahrets ceas- 
eth, the noise of them t^t re- 
joice endelik, the joy of the harp 
ceaseth. 

10 They shall not drink wine 
vkhasong; strong drink slmll 
be bitter to them that diink it. 

11 There is a crying for wine 
in the streets ; all joy is dark- 
ened, the mirth of the land is 
gone. 

12 In the city is left deso- 
lation, and the gate is smitten 
with destruction. 

13 The Lord our God hath 
put us to silence, and given us 
waters of gall to drink, because 
we have sinned against the 
Lord. 

14 We looked for peace, but 
no good came ; and for a time 
of health, and behold, trouble! 

% 15 Therefore also now, 
saith the Lord> turn ye eyen to 
me with all your heart, and 
with fasting, and with weep- 
ing, and with mourning : 

16 And rend your heart, and 
not your garments, and turn 
unto the Lord your Grod; for 
he is gracious and merciful, slow 
to anger, and of great kind- 
ness, and repenteth him of the 
evil. 

^17 If thou prepare thine 
heart, and stretch out thine 
hands towards him : 

18 If iniquity be in thine 
hand, put it far away, and let 
not wickedness dwell in thy ta- 
bernacles. 

19 For then shalt thou lift up 
thy fece without spot; yea, thou 
shalt be steadfiafit, and shalt not 
fear. 

20 Because thou shalt forget 



thy misery, and remember it as 
waters that pass away. 

21 And thine age shall be 
clearer than the noon-day; thou 
shalt shine forth, thou shalt be 
as the morning. 

22 And thou shalt be secure, 
because there is hope ; yea, tiion 
shalt take thy rest in' safety. 

25 Also thou shalt lie down, 
and none shall make thee afraid. 

24 But the eyes of the wicked 
shall faul, and they E^iall not 
escape ; and their hope shall be 
as the giving up of the ghost. 

f 25 p Ephraim, what shall 
I do unto thee? OJudah, what 
shall I do unto thee ? for your 
goodness is as a morning cloud, 
and as the early dew it goeth 
away. 

26 For I desired mercy, and 
not sacrifice; and the know- 
ledge of God, more than burnt- 
offerings. 

^27 Hear, O heavto^ ; and 
give ear, O earth : for the Lord 
hath spoken : I have noiurished 
and brought up children, and 
they have rebelled against me. 

28 The ox knoweth his own- 
er, and the ass his master's crib : 
but Israel doth not know, my 
people doth not consider. 

29 Why is this people slid- 
den back by a perpetual back- 
sliding? they hold fast deceit, 
they refuse to return. 

30 I hearkened and heard, 
but they spake not aright; no 
man repented him of his wicked- 
ness, saying. What have I done? 
every one turned to his course, 
as the horse rusheth into battle. 

31 Yea, the stork in the 
heaven knoweth Jier appointed 
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times; and the turtle and the 
crane and the swallow observe 
the time of their coming : but 
my people know not the judge- 
ment of the Lord. 

32 How do ye say. We are 
wise, and the law of the Lord is 
with us ? Lo, certainly in vain 
he made it. 

33 When I caHed, ye did not 
answer : when I spake, ye did 
not hear, but did evil before mine 
eyes, and did choose that where- 
in! delighted not. 

34 Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God: Behold, my servants 
shall eat, but ye shall be hungry : 
behold, my servants shall dnnk« 
but ye shall be thirsty: behold, 
my servants shall rejoice, but ye 
shall be ashamed : 



35 Behdld, my servants shall 
sing for joy of heart, but ye 
shidl cry ifor sorrow of heart, 
and shall howl for vexation o£ 
spirit. 

36 Behold, the Lord's hand 
is not shortened, that it cannot 
save, neither his ear heavy, that 
it cannot hear. 

37 But your iniquities have 
separated between you and your 
God: and your sins have hid 
Ids feice from you that he will 
not hear. 

38 Therefore ye shall be as 
the morning cloud, and as the 
early dew that passeth away, 
as the chaff that is driven with 
the whirlwind out of the floor, 
and as the smoke out of the 
chimney. 



Sbction XX. — Frailty of Man. 



LESSON CXVI. 

Lo^D, what is man, that thou 
takest knowledge of him? or 
the son of man, that thou ma- 
kest account of him ? 

2 Man is like to vanity : his 
days are as a shadow that pass- 
eth away. 

3 Wliat is man, that thou 
shouldest magnify him ? and 
that thou shouldest set thine 
heart upon him ? 

4 And that thou shouldest 
visit him every morning? and 
try him every moment ? 

%5 Nak^d came I out of my 
mother's womb, and naked shall 
I return thither : the Lord gave, 
and the Lord hath taken away ; 
blessed be the name of the Lord* 



6 Shall we receive good at 
the hand of God, and shall we 
not receive evil? In all it is 
the Lord: let him do what 
seemeth him good. 

7 I have sinned : what shall 
I do unto th^e» O thou preserver 
of men ? why hast thou set me 
as a mark against thee, so that 
I am a burden to mysdf ? • 

8 As a servant earnestly de- 
sireth the shadow, and as an 
hireling looketh for the reward 
of his work : 

9 So am I made to possess 
months of vanity, and weari- 
some nights are appointed to 
me. 

10 When I lie down, I say. 
When shall I arise, and the 
night be gone? and I am fall 
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of tbsaings to and fro unto the 
dawning of the day. 

11 Wilt thou break a leaf 
driven to and fro, and wilt thou 
pursue the dry stubble? 

12 If I say, I will forget my 
complaint, I will leave off my 
heaviness, and comfort myself : 

13 I am afraid of all my sor- 
rows, I know that thou wilt not 
hold me innocent. 

14 And why dost thou not 
pardon my transgression, and 
take away my iniquity? for 
pow shall I sleep in the dust, 
and thou shalt seek me in the 
morning, but I shall not be. 

15 Hast thou eyes of flesh ? 
or seest thou as man seeth ? 

16 Are thy da3rs as the days 
of man ? are thy years as man's 
days? 

17 Thine hands have made 
me and fashioned me together 
roimd about. 

18 Remember, 1 beseech 
thee, that thou hast made me 
as the clay; and wilt thou bring 
me into dust again ? 

19 There is none that can 
deliver out of thine hand. 

^20 Lord, make me to know 
mine end, and the measure of 
my days, what it is; that I 
may know how frail I am. 

21 Behold, thouhast made my 
days as an hand-breadth ; and 
mine age is as nothing before 
thee : verily every man at his 
best state is altogether vanity. 

22 Mydays are like a shadow 
that declinetili^ and I am wither- 
ed like grass. 

23 I am gone like the shadow 
that declineth, I am tossed up 
and down as a locust. 



24 Surely every man walketh 
in a vain show ; surely they are 
disquieted in vain : he heapeth 
up riches, and knoweth not who 
shall gather them. 

25 When thou with rebukes 
dost correct man for • iniquity, 
thou makest his beauty to con- 
sume away like a moth : surely 
every man is vanity. 

26 Deliver me from all my 
transgressions : make me not the 
reproach of the foolish. 

27 I was dumb, I opened 
not my mouth; because thou 
didst it. 

28 Remove thy stroke away 
frt)m me: I am consumed by 
the blow of thine hand. 

29 Hear my prayer, O Lord, 
and give ear unto my cry; hold 
not Siy peace at my tears : for 
I am a stranger witii thee, and 
a sojourner, as all my fathers 
were. 

30 O spare me, that I may 
recover strength, before I go 
hence, and be no more. 

31 O my Ood, take me not 
away in the midst of my days i 
thy years are throughout all 
generations. 

32 And now. Lord, what wait 
I for ? my hope is in thee. 

LESSON CXVII. ; 

Now a thing was secretly 
brought to me, and mine ear 
received a little thereof. 

2 In thoughts from the vi- 
sions of the night, when deep 
sleep fedleth on men, 

3 Fear came upon me, and 
trembling, which made all my 
bones to shake. ^ , 
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4 Then a spirit passed before 
my face ; the hair of my flesh 
stood up: 

$ It stood still, but I could 
not discern the form thereof: 
an image was before mine eyes, 
there was silence, and I heard 
a voice, saying ; 

6 Shall mortal man be more 
\ just than Grod ? sludl a man be 

more pure than his Maker? 

7 Behold, he put no trust in 
his servants ; and his angels he 
charged with folly : 

8 How much less in them 
that dweU in houses of clay, 
whose foundation is in the dust, 
which are crushed before the 
moth ! 

9 They are destroyed from 
moming to evening : they pe«( 
rish for ever without any re- 
garding it» 

10 Doth not their excellency 
which is in them go away?, they 
die, even without wisdom. 

11 How then can man be 
justified vnth God ? or how can 
he be clean that is bom of a 
woman? 

12 Behold, he putteth no 
trust in his saints t yea, the 
heavens are not clean ia his 
sight 

13 Behold, even to the moon, 
and it shineth not; ^ea, the 
stars are not pure in his sight : 

14 How much less man; that 
is a worm; and the son of man, 
which is a worm. 

15 What is man, that he 
should be dean ? and he which 
is bom of a woman, that he 
should be righteous ? 

^16 Can a man be profitable 
unto God> as he that is wise 



may be profitable unto him* 
self? 

17 Is it any pleasure to the 
Almighty, that thou art righte-* 
ous ? or is it gain to him, that 
thou makest thy ways perfect ? 

18 Will he reprove thee for 
fear of thee? will he enter with 
thee into judgement ? 

19 Is not thy wickedness 
great ? and thine iniquities in-^ 
finite ? 

20 If thou sinnest, what do- 
est thou against him ? or if thy 
transgressions be multiplied, 
what doest thou unto him ? 

2 1 If thou be righteous, what 
givest thou him ? or what re- 
ceiveth he of thine hand ? 

^2 Thy wickedness may hurt 
a man as thou art ; and thy 
righteousness may profit the 
son of man. ' \ 

23 Behold, he taketh away^ 
who can hinder him ? who wOl 
say unto him, What doest thou ? 

24 How much, less shall I 
answer him, and choose out my 
words to reason with' him ? 

25 Whom, though I were 
righteous, yet would I not an- 
swer, but I would make sup- 
plication to my Judge. 

26 If I had called, and he 
had answered me; yet would I 
not believe that be had heark- 
ened unto my voice. 

27 For he is not a man, as I 
iun, that I should answer; him, 
and we should come together 
in judgement. 

' ^ 28 How should man be just 
with God? 

29 If he will contend with 
him, he cannot answer him onei 
of a thousand* 
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3D He is mse in heart, and 
nughty in strength : who hath 
hardened himsebF against him, 
and hath prospered ? 

31 If I speak of strength, lo, 
he iar strong : and if of judge- 
ment; who shall set me a time 
to plead? 

32 If I justify myself, mine 
own mouth shall condemn me ; 
if I say, I am perfect, it shall 
also prove me perverse. 

33 Though I were perfect, 
yet would I not know my soul ; 
I would despise my life. 

LESSON CXVIII. 

WoB imto him that stiiveth with 
his Maker: let the potsherd 
strive with the potsherds of the 
earth: shall the clay say to him 
that fashioneth it. What mak- 
est thou? or thy work. He hath 
no hands ? 

2 Shall the axe hoast itself 
against him that heweth there** 
with? or shall the saw magnify 
itself against him that shaketh 
it ? as if the rod should shake 
itself against them that lifted it 
up, or as if the staff should lift 
up itself, as if it were no wood. 

3 Is it fit to say to a king. 
Thou art wicked? and to 
princes. Ye are ungodly ? 

4 How much less to him that 
accepteth not the persons of 
princes, nor regardetii the rich 
more than the poor! for they 
all are the work of his hands. 

5 InamcHnentshalltheydie, 
and the people shall he trouhled 
at midiught, and pass away: 
and the mighty shall he taken 
away without hand. 



% 6 Who hath given' him a 
charge over the et^, or who 
hath disposed the whole worlds 

7 If he set his heart upon 
man, if he gather unto himself 
his spirit and his hreath ; 

8 All flesh shall perish to- 
gether, and mani^iall turn again 
unto dust. 

9 Like as a father pitieth 
his children, so the Lord pitieth 
them that fear him : " i 

1 For he knoweth our firame ; 
he rememhereth that we are 
dust. 

11 As for man, his days are 
as grass: as a flower of the 
field, so he flourisheth. 

12 For the wind' pasaeth 
over it, and it is gone ; and the 
place thereof shdl know it no 
more. 

^13 Although affliction com* 
eth not forth of the dust, neither 
doth trouble spring out of the 
ground: 

14 Yet man is bom unto troii-' 
ble, as the sparks fly upward. ; 

15 And behold, at evening- 
tide trouble ; and before the 
morning he is not. 

16 AU flesh is grass, and aU 
the goodliness thereof is as the 
flower of the field. 

17 The grass withereth, the 
flower fadetih, because the spirit 
of the Lord bloweth upon it : 
surdiy the people is grass. ^ 

18 The grass withereth, tiie 
flower fEideth : but the word of 
our Grod shall stand for ever. * 

f 19 O Lord, I know that the 
way of man is not in himself; 
it is not in man that walketh to 
direct his steps. 

20 Man doth not live by bread 
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only; but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of 
the Lord doth man live. 

21 So teach us to number 
our days, that we may apply 
our hearts unto wisdom. 

22 For we are but of yester- 
day, and know nothing : 

23 Because our days upon 
earth are a shadow. 

24 For we spend our years 
as a tale that is told. 

25 The days of our years are 
threescore years and ten : and 
if by reason of strength they be 
fourscore years, yet is tiieir 
strength labour and sorrow; 
for it is soon cut off, and we 
fly away. 

LESSON CXIX. 

Thb- pride of thine heart hath 
deceived thee, thou that dweU- 
eet in the clefts of the rock, 
whose habitation is high; that 
saith in his heart. Who shall 
bring me down to the ground ? 

2 And thou sayest in thine 
heart. My power and the might 
of mine hand hath gotten me 
tbifi wealth. 

3 But thou shalt remember 
the Lord thy God : for it is he 
that giveth thee power to get 
wealth. 

4 Though thou exalt thyself 
as the eagle, and though thou 
set thy nest among the stars, 
thence will I bring thee down» 
saith the Lord. 

5 Behold, as the clay is in 
the potter's hand, so art thou 
in my hand. 

6 Wilt thou disannul my 
judgement? wilt thou condemn 



me, that thou mayest be righte- 
- ous? 

7 Hast thou an arm like (rod? 
or canst thou thunder with a 
voice like him ? 

8 Deck thyself now vdth ma- 
jesty and excellency, and array 
thyself with glory and beauty : 

9 Cast abroad the rage of thj 
wrath: and behold every one 
that is proud, and abase him : 

10 Look on every one that 
is proud, and bring him loW: 
and tread down, the wicked inr 
their place : . 

1 1 Hide them in the dust to- 
gether, and bind their faces in 
secret : 

12 Then will I also confess 
unto thee, that thine own right 
hand can save thee. 

^13 Israel, thou hast de- 
stroyed thyself, but in me is 
thine help. 

14 1 will be thy king : where 
is any other that may save thee 
in all thy cities ? 

15 My spirit shall not always 
strive with man, for that he is 
flesh. 

16 Boast not thyself of to- 
morrow : for thou knowest not 
what a day may bring forth. 

17 Put not your trust in 
princes, nor in the son of man» 
in whom there is zko help. 

18 His breath goeth forth, he 
retumeth to his earth: in that 
very day his thoughts perish. 

19 There is no king saved 
by the multitude of an host : a 
mighty 'man is not delivered by 
much strength. 

20 An horse is a vain thing 
for safety : neither shall he de- 
liver any by his great strength. 
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21 The horse is prepared 
against the day of battle : but 
safety is of the Lord.. 

22 Cease ye from man, whose 
breath is in his nostrils: iof 
wherein is he to be accounted 
of? 

23 Vain man would be wise» 
though man be bom like a wild 
ass's colt. 

24 Who is able to staoid be- 
fore this holy Lord 6od ? 

25 There is no wisdom, nor 
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counsel 



understanding, nor 
against the Lord. 

26 Put them in fear, O Lord: 
that the nations may knowthem- 
selves to be but men. 

27 Thou earnest them away 
as with a flood ; they are as a 
sleep : in the morning th^y are 
like grass which groweth up : 

28 In the morning it flourish^ 
eth, and groweth up; in the 
evening it is cut down> and 
withereth. 



Section XXl.^Of Death. 



LESSON CXX. 

Man that is bom of a woman, 
is of few days, and full of trou- 
ble. 

2 He Cometh forth like a 
flower, and is cut down: he 
fleeth also as a shadow, and 
continueth not. 

3 Seeing his days are de- 
termined, the number of his 
months are with thee; thou hast 
appointed his bounds that he 
cannot pass. 

4 Turn from him that he may 
rest, till he shall accomplish as 
an hireling his day. 

5 For diere is hope of a tree 
if it be cut down that it will 
sprout again, and that the ten- 
der branch thereof will not 
cease. 

6 Though the root there- 
of wax old in the earth, and 
the stock thereof die in the 
ground: 

7 Yet through the scent of 
water it will bud, and bring 
forth boughs like a plant. 



8 But man dieth and wast- 
eth away : yea, man giveth up 
the ghost, and where is he ? 

9 As the waters fail from 
the sea, and the flood decayeth, 
and drieth up : 

10 So man lieth down, and 
riseth not: till the heavens be no 
more they shall not awake, nor 
be raised out of their sleep. 

^11 O that thou wouldest 
hide me in the grave, that thoU 
wouldest keep me secret, until 
thy wrath be past, that thou 
wouldest appoint me asettimcj 
and remember me 1 

12 If a man die, shall he live 
again ? all the days of my ap- 
pointed time will I wait, till 
my change come. ^ 

13 Remember how short my 
time is : my days are swifter 
than a weaver's shuttle, and 
are spent without hope. 

14 O remember that my life 
is wind : mine eye shall no 
more see good. 

15 The eye of him that hath 
seen me shall see me no more; 
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ihine eyes are upon me, and I 
am not. 

16 My days are swifter than 
« post : they flee away ; ttiej 
see no good. 

17 They are passed away, 
as the swift ships ; as the eagle 
that basteth to the prey. 

18 My days are passed, my 
poiposes are broken off, even 
the thoughts of my heart. 

19 They change the night 
into day : the light is short be- 
cause of darkness. 

20 If I wait, the grave is my 
house : I have made my bed in 
the darkness. 

211 have said to corruption. 
Thou art my father: to the 
worm, Thou art my mother and 
my sister. 

22 And where is now my 
hope ? as for my hope who shall 
see it ? 

23 When a few years are 
come, then I shall go the way 
whence I shall not return. 

24 Are not my days few? Be- 
hold, I go whence I shall not re- 
turn, even unto the land of 
darlmess, and the shadow of 
death. 

25 A land of darkness, as 
darkness itself, and of the sha- 
dow of death without any ordef, 
and where the light is as dark- 



LESSON CXXI. 

Is there not an appointed time 
to man upon earth ? are not his 
days also like the days of an 
hireling? 

2 All flesh shall perish to- 
gether, and man shall turn 
again unto dust. 



S One dieth in his full 
strength, being wholly at ease 
and quiet.. 

4 And another dieth in the 
bitt^niess of his soul, and never 
eateth with pleasure. 

5 They shall lie down alike 
in the dust, and the worms 
shall cover them. 

6 There the wicked cease 
firom troubling; and there the 
weary be at rest. 

7 There the prisoners teat 
together ; they hear not the 
voice of the oppressor. 

8 The small and great are 
there ; and the servant is free 
from his master. 

9 They shall go down to the 
bars of tike pit, when our rest 
together is in the dust. 

10 All go^ unto one place, all 
are of the dust, and aU turn to 
dust again. 

1 1 Our bones are scattered 
at the grave's mouth, as when 
one cutteth and cleaveth wood 
upon the earth. 

12 And surely the mount- 
tain fEdling Cometh to naught: 
and the rock is removed oat of 
his place. 

13 The waters wear the 
stones : thou washest away the 
things which grow out of the 
dust of the eaith, and thou de- 
stroyest the hope of man. 

14 Thou prevailest for ever 
against him, and he passethz 
thou changest his countenance 
and sendest him away. 

15 His sons come to honour, 
and he knoweth it not; and 
they are brought low, but he 
perceiveth it not of them. 

16 For what pleasure hath 
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h^ in his house after him, when 
the number of his months is 
cut off in the midst ? 

1 7 As the doud is consumed, 
and vanisheth away; so he that 
goeth down to the grave shall 
come up no more. 

18 He shall return no more 
to his house, neither shall his 
place know him any more. 

19 He shall be brought to 
the grave, and shall remain in 
the tomb. 

20 The clods of the valley 
shall be sweet unto him, and 
every man shall draw after him, 
as there are innumerable before 
him. 

If 21 They that truiBt in their 
wealth, and boast themselves 
in tke multitude of their riches ; 

22 None of them can by any 
means redeem his brother, lior 
give to God a ransom for him : 

23 That he should still live for 
ever, and not see corruption. 

24 For he seeth that wise 
men die, likewise the fool and 
the brutish person perish, and 
leave their wealth to others. 

25 Their inward thought is, 
that their houses shall continue 
for ever, and their dwelling- 
places to all generations : they 
call their lands after their own 
names. 

26 Nevertheless, man being 
in honour, abideth not: he is 
like the beasts that perish. 

27 This their way is their 
ftdly: yet their posterity ap- 
prove their sayings. 

28 Liike sheep they are laid 
in the grave ; death shall feed 
on them ; and the upright shall 
have dominion over them in the 



morning; and their beauty shall 
consume in the grave, from their 
dwelling. 

^29 Be not thou a£raid when 
one is made rich, when the 
glory, of his house is in* 
creased. 

30 For when he dieth, he 
shall carry nothing away : his 
glory i^all not desceiid after 
him. 

31 Though whilst he livedo 
he blessed his soul ; and men 
will praise thee, when thou 
doest well to thyself. 

32 He shall go to the gene- 
ration of his fathers; they shaU* 
never see light. 

33 Man that is in honour^ 
and understandeth not, is like 
the beasts that pensh. 

34 But God wiU redeem my 
soul from the power of the 
grave : for he shall receive me. 

LESSON CXXIT. 

I SAID in the cutting off of my 
days, I shall go to this gates of 
the grave : I am deprived cl 
the residue of my years. 

2 I said, I shall not see the 
Lord, even the Lord in the land 
of the living: I shall behold 
man no more with the inhatuU 
tants of the world. 

3 Mine age is departed, and 
is removed from me as a ahep-; 
herd's tent : I have cut off, like 
a weaver, my life : he will cut 
me off with pining sickness^ 
from day even to night wilt thoD^ 
make an end of me. 

4 I reckoned till morning, 
that, as a lion, so will he break 
all my bones : frx>m day even 
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to night wilt thou make an end 
of me. ' 

5 Like a crane or a swallow, 
to did 1 chatter : I did mourn 
as a doye ; mine eyes fail with 
looking upward : O Lbrd, I am 
oppressed ; undertake for me. 

6 What shall I say? he hath 
both spoken unto me, and him- 
self hath done it : I shall go 
sofUy all my years in the bit- 
terness of my soul. 

7 O Lord, by these things 
men live, and in all these things 
is the life of my spirit : so wilt 
thou recover me, and make me 
to live. 

8 Behold, for peace I had 
great bitterness : but thou hast 
in love to my soul delivered it 
from the pit of corruption : for 
thou hast cast all my sins be- 
hind thy back* 

9 Por the grave cannot praise 
thee, death cannot celebrate 
thee : they that go down into 
the pit cannot hope for thy 
truth. 

.10 Wilt thou shew wonders 
to the dead? shall the dead 
arise and praise thee ? 

11 Shall thy loving-kind- 
ness be declared in the grave ? 
or thy fiuthfiilness in destruc* 
tion? 

12 Shall thy wonders be 
Known in the dark? and thy 
righteousness in the land of 
forgetfulness ? 

13 The living, the living, he 
shall praise thee, as I do this 
day : the father to the children 
shall make known thy truth. 

14 For the living know that 
they shall die: but the dead 
know not any thing; neither 



have they any more a reward ; 
for the memory of them is for- 
gotten. 

15 Also their love and their 
hatred and their envy is now- 
perished; neither have they any 
more a portion for ever in any 
thing that is under the sun. 

16 The dead praise not the 
Lord, neither any that go down 
into silence. 

17 For in death there is 
no remembrance of thee : m 
the grave who shall give thee 

IrhttTilfa ? 

LESSON CXXIII. 

The Lord saith. Son of man, 
behold 1 take away from thee* 
the desire of thine eyes with a 
stroke ; 

2 Yet neither shalt thou; 
mourn nor weep, neither shall 
Ihy tears run down. 

3 Forbear to cry ; make no 
mourning for the dead. 

4 The righteous perisheth, 
and no man layeth: it to heart ; 
and merciful men are taken 
away, none considering that 
the righteous is taken away 
from the evil to come. 

5 They shall enter into peace : 
they shall rest in their beds, 
each one walking in his upright- 
ness. 

6 I will ransom them from 
the power of the grave : I will 
redeem them from death. 

% 7 Precious in the ai^t of 
the Lord is the death of his 
saints. 

8 And many of them that 
sleep in the dust of the earth 
shall awake, some to everlast** 
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ing life, and some to shame 
«nd everlasting contempt. 

9 And they that be wise 
shall shine as Uie brightness of 
tiie firmament; and they that 
turn many to righteousness, as 
the stars for ever and ever. 

10 Let me die the death of 
the righteous, and let my last 
end be like his. 

If 1 1 For I know that my Re- 



deemer liveth, and that he shall 
stand at the latter day upon the 
earth: 

12 And though after my sldn 
worms destroy this body, yet 
in my flesh shall I see God ; 

13 Whom I shall see fot 
myself, and mine eyes shall be- 
hold, and not ano^er, though 
my reins be consumed withiQ 
me.

10 I will declare thy name 
unto my brethren : in the midst 
of the congregation will I praise 
thee. 

11 Ye that fear the Lord, 
praise him : all ye the seed of 
Jacob, glorify him; and fear 
him, all ye the seed of Israel. 

12 For he hath not despised 
nor abhorred the affliction of 
the afflicted; neither hath he 
hid his face from him : but 
when he cried unto him, he 
heard. 

13 My praise shall be of thee 
in the great congregations I 
will pay my vows before them 
that fear hun. 

14 The meek shall eat, and 
be satisfied: they shall praise 
the Lord that seek him : their 
heart shall live for ever. 
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15 All the ends of the world 
«hall remember and tarn \mto 
the Lord : and all the kindreds 
of the nations shall worship be- 
fore thee. 

1^ For the kingdom is the 
Ix>rd*s ; and he is the governor 
among the nations. 

^17 Let the people praise 
thee, O God : let all the people 
praise thee. 

1 8 Then shall the earth yield 
her increase; and God, even 
our own God» shall bless us. 

19 Gt)d shall bless us ; and 
all the ends of the earth shall 
fear him. 

20 For thou. Lord, art high 
above all the earth: thou art ex- 
alted £eu: above ail gods. 

^21 Rejoice in the Lord, ye 
righteous ; and give thanks at 
the remembrance of his holi- 
ness. 

22 Be glad in the Lord, and 
rejoice, ye righteous: and shout 
for joy, all ye that are upright 
in heart. 

23 Sing unto the Lord, O 
ye saints of his, and give thanks 
at the remembrance of his holi- 
ness. 

24 Praise ye the Lord. Praise 
the Lord, O my soul. 

25 While I five, will I praise 
the Lord : I will sing praises 
unto my God' while I have any 
being. 

26 My meditation of him 
shall be sweet : I will be glad 
in the Lord. 

27 The Lord was ready to 
save me: therefore we will «ing 
my songs to the stringed ini^tru- 
ments all the days of our life in 
the house of the Lord. 



28 We win bless the Lord 
from this time forth, and for 
evermore : praise the Lord. 

LESSON CXXV. 

I WILL praise thee, O Lord, 
with my whole heart; I will 
shew forth all thy marvellous 
works. 

2 I will be glad and rejoice 
in thee : I will sing praise to 
thy name, O thou Most High. 

3 I will praise the name of 
God with a song, and will mag- 
nify him with thanksgiving: I 
will greatly praise the Lord vrith 
my mouth ; yea, I will praise 
him among the multitude. 

4 I will sing unto the Lord, 
because he hath dealt bounti- 
fully with me.

12 For thy mercy is great 
unto the heavens, and thy truth 
unto the clnuds. 

13 Come and hear, all ye 
that fear Grod, and I will de« 
clare what he hath done for my 
soul. 

14 I cried unto him with my 
mouth, and he was extolled with 
my tongue. 

. 15 Blessed be God, which 
hath not turned away myprayer, 
nor his mercy from me. 

f 16 O God, my heart is 
fixed, I will sing and give praise, 
even with my glory. 
. 1 7 Awake, psalt^ and harp : 
I myself will awake early. 

18 1 will praise thee, O Lord, 
among the people : and I will 
sing praises unto thee among 
the nations. 

19 Give ear to my words, 
O Lord ; consider my medita- 
tion. 

20 Hearken unto the voice 
of my cry, my King and my 
God: for unto thee will I pray. 

21 My voice shalt thou hear 
in the morning, O Lord; in 
the morning will I direct my 
prayer unto thee, and will look 
up. 

22 I will sing of mercy and 
judgement : unto thee, O Lord, 
will I sing. 

23 I will come into thy house 
in the multitude of thy mercy : 
and in thy fear will I worship 
toward thy holy temple. 

24 Many, O Lord my God, 
are thy wonderful works which 
thou hastdone, and thy thoughts 



which are to us-ward: they 
cannot be reckoned up in order 
unto thee : if I would declare 
and speak of them, they are 
more than can be numbered. 

25 Sacrifice and oflPering thou 
didst not desire; mine ear» 
hast thou opened : bumt-ofier- 
ing and sin-offering hast thou 
not required. 

26 Then said I, Lo, I come : 
in the volume of the book it ia 
written of me ; 

27 I delight to do thy wDl, 
O my God: yea, thy law is 
within my heart. 

28 I have preached righte- 
ousness in the great congrega- 
tion : lo, I have not restrained 
my lips, O Lord, thou know- 
est. 

29 I have not hid thy righte- 
ousness within my heart; I 
have declared thy faithfulness 
and thy salvation : I have not 
concealed thy loving-kindness 
and thy truth from the great 
congregation. 

30 And my soul shall be 
joyful in the Lord : it shall re- 
joice in his salvation. 

^31 The heavens shall praise 
thy wonders, O Lord : thy faith- 
fulness also in the congregation 
of the saints. 

32 Let all those that seek 
thee rejoice, and be glad in thee : 
and let such as love thy salva- 
tion say continually, Let God 
be magnified. 

33 So we thy people and 
sheep of thy pasture will give 
thee thanks for ever ; we will 
shew forth thy praise to all 
generations. 

84 Blessed be the Lord, who 
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daily loadeth us -mtk benefits, 
even the God of our salva- 
tion. 

35 He that is our God, is the 
God of salvation; and unto 
God the Lord belong the issues 
from death. 

. ^36 Gt)d be merciful unto us, 
and bless us, and cause his face 
to shine upon us. 
: 37 That thy way may be 
known upon earth, thy saving 
health among all nations. 

38 Let the people praise 
tbee, O God : let all the people 
praise thee. 

39 Blessed be the Lord God, 
the God of Israel, who only 
doeth wondrous tilings. 

. 40 And blessed be his glo- 
rious name for ever: and let 
the whcle earth be filled with 
his glory. Amen, and Amen. 

LESSON CXXVI. 

How amiable are thy taberna- 
cles, O Lord of hosts ! 

2 My soul longeth, yea, even 
fainteth for the courts of the 
Lord : my heart and my flesh 
crieth out for the living God.

% 10 One thing have I de«- 
sired of the Lord ; that will I 
seek affcer, that I may dwell in 
the house of the Lord all the 
days of my life, to behold the 
beauty of the Lord, and to in- 
quire in his temple. 

11 I was glad when they 
said unto me. Let us go into 
the house of the Lord. 

12 Our feet shall stand with- 
in thy gates, O Jerusalem. 

13 We took sweet counsd 
together, and walked into the 
house of God in company. 

14 We will go into his taber- 
nacles : we wHl worship at his 
footstool. 

15 Let us go speedily to pray 
before the Lord, and to seek 
the Lord of hosts. 

^16 Great is the Lord,, and 
greatly to be praised in the 
city of our God, in the moun- 
tain of his holiness. 

17 Beautiful for situation, 
the joy of the whole earth, is 
mount Zion, on the sides of the 
north, the city of the great 
king. 

18 God is known in her 
palaces for a refuge. 

1 9 Sanctify the Lord of hosts 
hiinself ; and let him be your 
fear, and let him be your dread. 
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, 20 Lift up your hands in the 
sanctuary ; and bless the Lord. 

21 We have thought of thy 
loving-kindness, O God, in the 
midst of thy temple. 

22 The Lord our God will 
we serve, and his voice will we 
obey. 

23 O bless our God, ye peo* 
pie, and make the voice of his 
praise to be heard ; 

24 Which holdeth our soul 
in life, and suiFereth not our 
feet to be moved. 

25 Sing praises to the Lord, 
which dwelleth in Zion: declare 
among the people his doings. 

26 And in that day shall ye 
say, iPraise the Lord, call upon 
his name, declare his doings 
among the people, make men- 
tion tibat his name is exalted. 

27 Sing imto the Lord ; for 
he hath done excellent things: 
this is known in all the earth. 

28 Cry out and shout, thou 
inhabitant of Zion : for great is 
the Holy One of Israel in the 
midst of thee. 

29 He sent redemption imto 
his people : he hath conmianded 
his covenant for ever : holy and 
reverend is his name. 

30 Blessed be the Lord God 
of Israel, from everlasting and to 
everlasting. Amen, and amen. 

LESSON CXXVII. 

Praise ye the Lord. I will praise 
the Lord with my whole heart, 
in the assembly of the upright, 
and in the congregation. 

2 The works of the Lord are 
great, sought out of all them

^10 come let us sing unto 
the Lord : let us make a joyful 
noise to the rock of our salva- 
tion. 

11 Let us come before his 
presence with thanksgiving, and 
make a joyful noise unto him 
with psalms, 

12 Make a. joyful noise unto 
the Lord, all ye lands. 

13 Serve the Lord with glad- 
ness : come before his presence 
with singing. 

14 Know ye that the Lord 
he is God : it is he that hath 
made us, and not we ourselves: 
we are his people, and the sheep 
of his pasture. 

15 Enter into his gates with 
thanksgiving, and into his courts 
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-with praise ; be tkankfiil unto 
him, and bless his name. 

16 For the Lord is good : his 
mercy is everlasting; and his 
truth endureth to all genera- 
tions. 

^17 praise the Lord, all ye 
nations: praise him, all ye peo- 
ple. 

18 For his merciful kindness 
is great towards us: and the 
truth of the! Lord endureth for 
ever. Praise ye the Lord. 

19 Rejoice in the Lord, O ye 
righteous : for praise is comeLj 
for the upright. 

20 Seek ye the Lord, all ye 
meek of the earth, which have 
wrought his judgen^nt, seek 
righteousness, seek meekness. 

21 Let the righteous be 
glad : let l^em rejoice before 
God ; yea, let them exceedingly 
rejoice. 

22 O siog unto the Lord a 
new song: for he hath done 
marvellous things : 

23 Sing unto the Loid,prai«e 
ye the Lord : for he hath de- 
livered the soul of the poor firom 
the hand of evil-doers. 

24 Praise ye the Lord r for 
it is good to aii^ praises unto 
our God ; for it is pleasant, and 
praise is comely. 

% 25 PMdse ye the Lord. 
•Pnuse yetheLordfrom tlie heav- 
&M : praise him in the heights. 

26 Praise ye him, all his aA- 
gels: praise ye him, aUhffi hosts. 

27 Praise ye him, sun aad 
moon : praiae lumy dl ye stars 
Qf light. 

28 Praise himi ye heavens of 
heavens, and ye waters that be 
above the heavens^ 



29 Let them praise the name 
of the Lord : for he commanded, 
and they were created. 

30 He hath also stablished 
them for ever and ever: he hath 
made a decree which shall not 
pass. 

31 Praise the Lord from the 
earth, ye dragons, and aH deeps ; 

32 Fire, andlmil; snow, and 
vapour ; stormy wind fulfilling 
his word : mountains, and all 
hills ; fruitful trees, and all ce« 
dars; 

33 Beasts, and all cattle; 
creeping things, and flying 
fowl; 

34 Kings of the earth, and 
all people; jninces, and all 
judges of the earth ;

that seek the Lord. 

4 Seek the Lord, and his 
strength: seek his face ever<- 
more. 

5 Remember his marvellous 
•works that he hath done ; his 
wonders, and the judgements 
of his mouth. 

6 O ye seed of Abraham his 
servant, ye children of Jacob 
ids chosen. 

7 He is theLord our God: his 
judgements are in all the earth. 

8 He hath remembered his 
covenant for ever, the word 
which he commanded to a thou- 
sand generations : 



9 Which covenant he made 
with Abraham, and his oaiii 
unto Isaac; 

10 And confirmed the same 
unto Jacob for a law, and to 
Israel for an everlasting cove- 
nant; 

1 1 Saying, Unto thee wiU I 
give the land of Canaan, the lot 
of your inheritance ; 

12 When they were but a 
few men in number ; yea, very 
few, and strangers in it. 

13 . When they went from 
one nation to another, from one 
kingdom to another people : . 

14 He suffered no man to do 
them wrong: yea> he reproved 
kings for their sakes ; 

15 Saying, Touch not mine 
anointed^ and do mypropketo 
no harm. 

16 Moreover, he called for a 
famine upon the land : he brake 
the whole staff of bread. 

17 He sent a man before 
them, even Joseph, who was 
sold for a seirvant : 
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18 Whose feet they hurt with 
fetters : be was laid in iron. 

19 Until the time that his 
"word came : the word of the 
Lord tried him. 

20 The king sent and loosed 
him ; . even the ruler of the peo- 
ple, aad let him go free. 

.21 He made him lord of his 
house, and ruler of all his sub« 
4»nee: 

22 To bind his princes at his 
pleasure ; and teach his sena* 
tors wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into 
Egypt; and Jacob sojourned 
in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his peo- 
ple greatly; and made them 
fltzonger than tiieir enemies. 

25 He turned their heart to 
hftte his pec^le, to deal sub- 
tilely with bis servants. 

26 He sent Moses his ser* 
rant ; and Aaron whom he had 
chosen: 

. 27 They shewed his signs 
among them, and wonders in 
t^e kmd of Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and 
made it dark; and they rebelled 
not against bis word. 

29 He turned their waters 
into blood, and slew their fish. 

30 Their land brought forth 
frogs in abundance,in the cham* 
bers of their kings, 

. . 31 He vpake, andtliere came 

(fivers sorts of flies, and lice in 

all their coasts. 

t 32 He gave them hail for 

rain, and flaming Are in their 

land. 

33 Hesmote their vines also, 
and their fig-trees ; and brake 
the trees of their coasts. 



34 He spake, and the locusts 
came, and caterpillars, and that 
without number, 

35 And did eat up all the 
herbs in their land, and devour- 
ed the fruit of their ground. 

36 He smote also fdl the first- 
ham in their land, the chief of 
all their strength. 

37 He brought them forth 
also with silver and gold : and 
tiiere was not one feeble person 
among their tribes. 

38 Egypt was glad when 
they departed : for the fear of 
them fell upon them. 

39 He spread a doud for a. 
covering: and fire, to give light 
in the night. 

- 40 The people asked, and he 
brought quails; and satisfied 
them with the bread of heaven* 
. 41 He opened the rock, and 
the waters gushed out; they 
ran in the dry places like a 
nver. 

42 For he remembered his 
holy promise, and Abraham his 
servant. 

43 And he brought forth his 
people with joy, and his chosen 
with gladness : 

44 And gave them the lands 
of the heathen : and they inhe^ 
rited the labour of the people; . 

45 That they might observe 
his statutes, and keep his laws* 
Praise ye the Lord. 

LESSON CXXXI. 

Praise ye the Lord. O give 
thanks unto the Lord ; for he 
is good: for his mercy endureth 
for ever. 

2 Who can utter the mighty 
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acts of tbe Lord? whoeaaaliew 
forth all his praise ? 

3 Blessed are they that keep 
judgement, and he that doetJi 
righteousness at all times, 

4 Remember me, O Lord, 
with the favour that thou bear- 
est unto thy people : O visit 
me with thy salratton : 

5 That I may see l^e good 
of thy chosen ; tiiat I may re- 
joice in die gladness of thy na- 
tion; that I may glory with 
tibine inheritance. 

6 We have smned with our 
fathers : we have committed 
iniquity, we have done wide- 
edly. 

7 Our fathers understood not 
thy wonders in Egypt, they re- 
meflabered not the multitude df 
thy xatatdes ; but proTokedhisBr 
at the sea, even at the Red sea. 

8 Nevertheless, he saved them 
for his imme's sake, that he 
might make his mighty power 
to be known. 

9 He rebuked the Red sea 
also, and it was dried up : so 
lusled t&em tlnrocigh the depths 
aa through the wUdemoss. 

10 And he sav«d them firom 
the hand of him that hated tibiem, 
and redeemed them £rom the 
hand of the enemy. 

11 And die waters covered 
their enemies: tiiere vras not 
one of them.Ieft« 

12 Then believed they his 
words } they sang his praise. 

%ii They soon forgat his 
woxks ; they waited not for his 
counsel: 

. 14 Bat lusted exceedingly in 
the vnldemess, and tempted 
Ood in the desert* 



15 And he gave tiieai ^ir 
request ; but sent leannesa into 
tibeir soul. 

16 They eatied Moses, also 
in the camp, and Aanm the 
saint of ist» LonL 

17 The earth opened, and 
swallowed up Dathan, and co* 
vered the company of Abiram. 

18 And a ire was kindled 
in their company ; the iame 
burnt up liie wicked. 

19 They made a calf m Ho* 
reb, and worshiped tiM molten 
image. 

20 Thus they changed their 
Glory into the similitude of an 
ox that eateth grass* 

21 They forgat: God their 
Saviour, which had done great 
tilings in Egypt; 

22 Woncbous vporks in the 
land of Ham, and terrible things 
by the Red sea. 

23 Therefore he said that he 
would destroy them, had not 
Moses, his chos^i, stood before 
him in the breach, to turn away 
his wrath lest he should destroy 
them. 

24 Yea, they despised the 
pleasant land: ^ey believed 
not his word: 

25 But misimared in their 
tents, and heaikened not unto 
the voice of ^le Lord. 

26 Therelbre he lifted up 
hia haoid against them, to over- 
throw tbem in the wilderness ; 

27 To overthrow tiiar se^ 
ako among the nations, and to 
scatter them in the landa. 

28 They joined themselvea 
also unto fiaal-peor, and ate the 
sacrifices of the dead. 

29 Thua they provoked him 
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to ttBg^ vnih their iiiveiiti^iis : 
and the pla^e brake in upon 
them. 

30 Then stood up Phinehajs» 
and executed judgement : an<l 
«o the plague was stayed. 

31 And that was counted un- 
to him for righteousness untos 
all generations for evermore. 

32 They angered him also at 
tlK waters of strife, so that it 
went ill with Moses for their 
sakes: 

33 Because they provoked 
bis spirit, so that he spake un* 
advisedly with his lips. 

34 They did not destroy the 
nations, concerning whom the 
JirfOrd eommanded them : 

35 But were mingled among 
the heathen, and learned th^ 
iworks. 

36 And they served their 
idols : which w^re a snare unto 



37 Yea, they sacrificed their 
Bons and their daughters unto 
devils, 

38 And shed innocent blood, 
even the blood of their sons and 
of their daughters, whom they 
sacrificed unto the idols of Ca- 
naan : and the land was pol- 
luted vnth blood. 

39 Therefore was the wrath 
of the Lord kindled against his 
people, insomuch that he ab- 
horred his own inheritance. 

40 And he gave them into 
the hand of the heathen ; and 
they that hated them ruled over 
them. 

41 Their enemies also op- 
pressed them, and they were 
brou^t into subjection under 
t^eir hand^ 



42 Many times did he de- 
liver them ; but they provoked 
him with their counsel; and 
were brought low for their ini- 
quity. 

43 Nevertheless, he regard- 
ed their affliction when he heard 
their cry. 

44 And he remembered for 
them his covenant, and repent- 
ed according to the multitude 
of his mercies. 

45 He made them also to be 
-pitied of all those that carried 
them captives. 

46 Save us, O Lord our God* 
and gather us from among the 
heathen, to give thanks unto 
thy holy name, and to triumph 
in thy praise. 

47 Blessed be the Lord God 
of Israel from everlastuig to 
everlasting: and let all the 
people say. Amen. Praise ye 
the Lord. 

LESSON CXXXII. 

GiVB ear, O my people, to my 
law; incline your ears to the 
words of my mouth. 

2 I will open my mouth in 
a parable: I will utter dark 
sayings of old : 

3 Which we have heard and 
known, and our fathers have 
told us. 

4 We will not hide them 
from their children, shewing 
to the generation to come the 
praises of the Lord, and his 
strength, and his wonderful 
works that he hath done. 

5 For he established a testi- 
mony in Jacob, and appointed 
a law in Israel* which he cam-> 
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manded our fathers that they 
should make them known to 
their children : 

6 Thatthegenerationtocome 
might know them, even the chil- 
dren which should be bom : who 
should arise and declare them to 
their children : 

7 That they might set their 
hope in God, and not forget 
the works of God, but keep his 
commandments : 

8 And might not be as their 
fathers, a stubborn and rebel- 
lious generation; a generation 
that set not their heart aright, 
and whose spirit was not stead- 
fast with God. 

9 The children of Ephraim, 
being armed and carrying 
bows, turned back in the day 
of battle. 

10 They kept not the cove- 
nant of God, and refused to 
walk in his law ; 

1 1 And forgat his works, and 
his wonders that he had shewed 
them. 

12 Marvellous things did he 
in the sight of their fathers, in 
the land of Egypt, in the field 
of Zban. 

13 He divided the sea, and 
caused them to pass through, 
and he made the waters stand 
as an heap. 

14 In the day-time also he 
led them with a cloud, and all 
the night with a light of fire. 

15 He clave the rocks in the 
wilderness, and gave them drink 
as out of the great depths. 

16 He brought streams also 
out of the rock, and caused 
waters to run down like rivers. 
' 17 And they sinned yet more 



against faim, by {HX>vokmg th^ 
Most High in tJie wilderness. ^ 

18 And they tempted God 
in their heart, by asking meat 
for their lust. 

19 Yea, they spake against 
God ; they said. Can God fur- 
nish a table in the wildemeiss ? 

20 Behold, he smotetheiocki 
that the waters gushed out, and 
the streams overflowed ; can he 
give bread also ? can he provide 
flesh for his people ? 

21 Therefore the Lord heard 
this, and was wroth : so a fire 
was kiudled against Jacob, a^ 
anger also came up against Is- 
rael; 

22 Because they believed net 
in God, and trusted not in iu^ 
salvation : 

23 Though he had coimnand- 
ed the clouds from above, and 
opened the doors of heaven, 

24 And had rained down 
manna upon them to eat, and 
had given them of the com of 
heaven. > 

25 Man did eat angels' food: 
he sent them meat to the full. - 

26 He caused an east- wind 
to blow in the heaven : and by 
his power he brought in the 
south-wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon 
them as dust, and feathered fowls 
like as the sand of the sea. 

28 And he let it fall in the 
midst of their camp, round about 
their habitations. 

29 So they did eat, and were 
well filled : for he gave th^n 
their own desire ; 

30 They were not estranged 
from their lust : but while their 
meat was yet in their mouths^ 
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'31 The wradiof God came 
upon them, and slew the fiattest 
of them, and smote down the 
choaen men of Israel. 
. 32 For all this they sinned 
still, and believed not for his 
"wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did 
he consume in vanity, and their 
years in trouble. 

34 When he slew th^m, then 
they sought him : and they re- 
turned and inquired early after 
God. 

35 Andtheyrememberedtiiat 
God was tiieir rock, and the high 
Gkkl their redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless, they did 
ilatter him witii their mouth, 
and they lied unto him with 
their tongues. 

37 For their heart was not 
right with him, neither were 
they steadiiBLSt in his covenant. 

38 Buthe, being fiill of com- 
passion, forgave their iniquity, 
and destroyed tihem not: yea, 
many a time turned he his 
anger away, and did not stir 
up all his wrath. 

39 For he remembered that 
they were but flesh; a wind 
thftt passeth away, and cometh 
not again. 

40 How oft did they provoke 
himin the wilderness, and grieve 
him in the desert ! 

41 Yea, they turned back and 
tempted God, and limited the 
Holy One of Israel. 

42 They remembered not his 
hand, nor the day when he de- 
livered them from the enemy. 

43 How he had wrought his 
. ftigns in Egypt, and his wonders 

in the field of Zoan : 



44 And had turned their ri- 
vers into blood; and their floods, 
that they could not drink. 

45 He sent divers sorts of 
flies among them, which de- 
voured them ; and frogs, which 
destroyed them. 

46 He gave also their increase 
unto the caterpillar, and their la«> 
hour unto the locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines 
with hail, and their sycamore- 
trees with frost. 

48 He gave up their cattle 
also to the hail, and their flocks 
to hot thunder-bolts, 

49 He cast upon them the 
fierceness of his anger, wrath, 
and indignation, and trouble, 
by sending evil angels among 
them. 

50 He made a way to his 
anger ; he spared not their 
soul from dealjx, but gave their 
life over to the pestilence ; 

51 And smote all the first- 
bom in Egypt; the chief of 
their strength in the tabernacles 
of Ham: 

52 But made his own people 
to go forth like sheep, and guided 
them in the wildemess like a 
flock. 

53 And he led them on safely, 
so that they feared not : but the 
sea overwhelmed their enemies. 

54 And he brought them to 
tiie border of his sanctuary, even 
to this mountain, which hLs right 
hand had purchased. 

55 He cast out the heathen 
also before them, and divided 
them an inheritance by line, 
and made the tribes of Israel 
to dwell in their tents. j 

56 Yet they tempted .and 
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provoked the most high God, 
and kept not his testuaonieB : 

57 Buttumedbads:,aiuldealt 
imMthfiiliy like their fathers: 
they were turned aside like a 
deceitful bow. 

58 For they provoked him to 
anger with tibeir high places, 
and moved him to jeidousy with 
their graven images. 

59 When God heard this, he 
was wroth, and greatly abhorred 
Israel: 

60 So that he forsook the 
tabemade of Shiloh, the tent 
which he placed among men ; 

61 And deliveredhis strength 
into captivity, and his glory into 
the enemy's hand. 

62 He gave his people over 
also unto the sword ; and was 
wroth with his inheritance. 

63 The fre consumed their 
young men ; and their maidens 
were not given to marriage. 

64 T^eir priests fell by the 
sword ; and their widows made 
no lamentation. 

65 Then the Lord awaked as 
oneoutof sleep, andlike amighty 
man that shouted by reason of 
wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies 
in the hinder parts : he put them 
to a perpetual reproach. 

67 Moreover, he refused the 
tabemade of Joseph, and chose 
not the tribe of Ephraim ; 

68 But chose the tribe of Ju- 
dah, the mount Zion which he 
loved. 

69 Andhe built his sanctuary 
like high palaces, like the eardi 
which he hadi established for 
ever. 

70 He chose David alao his 



servant, and took faim from the 
aheep^folds : 

71 FromfoUowing the ewes 
great with young, he brought 
him to feed Jacob his people, 
and Israel his inheritance. 

72 So he fed them according 
to the integrity of his heart ; and 
guided them by the skilfulness of 
his heuids. 

LESSON CXXXIIL 

We have heard with our eara» 
O God, our Others have told us, 
what work thou didst in their 
days, in the times of old : 

2 How thou didst drive out 
the heathen with thine hand, 
and plantedst them ; how tiiou 
didst afflict the pet^kp and cast 
tiiem out. 

3 For they got not the land 
in possessioa by their ownsword, 
neither did their own arm save 
them : but tJiy right hand, and 
thine arm, and the light of thy 
countenance; because thouhadst 
a favour unto tfaenu 

^4 When Israel went out of 
Egypt, the house of Jacob from 
a people of strai^ language ; 

5 Judah was his sanctuary, 
and Israel his dominion. 

6 The sea saw it, and fled ; 
Jordan was driven back. 

7 The mountains skipped like 
rams, and the little hUla like 
lambs. 

8 What ailed thee, O thou 
sea, that thou fleddest? tfaou 
Jordan, that thou wast driven 
back? 

9 Yemountains, that ye skip* 
ped like rams; and ye little hills» 
like lambs? 
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10 TremUe, thou eturth, at 
the presence of the Lord, at the 
presence of the God of Jacob, 

21 Which turned the rock 
into a standing water, the flint 
into a fountain of waters. 

LESSON CXXXIV. 

Give ear, O Shepherd of Israel, 
thou that leadest Joseph like a 
flock; thou that dwellest be* 
tween the cherubim, shine forth. 

2 Before Ephraim, and Ben- 
jamin, and Manasseh, stir up 
thy strength^ and come and 
save us. 

3 Turn us again, O God, and 
oause thy face to shine ; and we 
shall be saved. 

4 O Lotd Gt>d of hosts, how 
l<»ig wilt thou be angry against 
^e prayer of thy people ? 

5 Thou feedest them with the 
bread of tears ; and givest them 
tears to drink in great measure. 

6 Thou makest us a strife 
unto our neighboitfs: and our 
enemies laugh among them- 
selves. 

7 Turn us again, O God of 
hosts, and cause thy face to 
Miiae ; and we shall be saved. 

8 Thou hast brought a vine 
out of £g3rpt: thou hast cast 
out the b^dien, and planted it. 

9 Thou preparedst room be- 
iM-e it, and didst cause it to take 
deep root,' and it filled the laiid. 

10 The hills were covered 
urith the shadow of it, and the 
boughs thereof were like the 
goodly cedars. 

. 11 ^e setit out her boughs 
iinto tbe sea, and her branches 
unto the riyer» 



12 Why hast thou then bro* 
ken down her hedges^ so that all 
they ^diidi pass by the way do 
pluok her ? 

13 The boar out of the wood 
doth waste it, and the wild beast 
of the field doth devour it. 

14 Return, we beseech thee, 
O God of hosts : look down from 
heaven, andbehold, and visit this 
vine; 

15 And the vineyard which 
thy right hand hath planted, 
and the branch that thou ma* 
dest strong for thyself. 

16 It is burnt with fire, it is 
cut down : they perish at the 
rebuke of thy countenance. 

1 7 Let thy hand be upon the 
man of thy right hand, upon the 
son of man whom thou madest 
strong for thyself*, 

18 So win not we go back 
from thee : quicken us, and we 
will call upon thy name. 

19 Turn us again, O Lord 
God of hosia, cause thy face to 
shine ; and we shall be saved. 

LESSON CXXXV. 

Proclamation of a Fast, 

Now the children of Israel w^ere 
assembled with fasting, and 
withsackclothes, and eardiupon 
thenu 

2 And they slanted themr 
selves from all strangem, and 
stood and confessed their sins 
and the iniquities of their £a* 
thers. 

3 And they stood up in their 
piace, and read in the book of 
the law of the Lord their. God 
one foiulh part of the day ; and 
ancfther fourth part Ihpy con« 
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fessed and wonhiped the Lord 
their God. 

4 Then theLerites said. Stand 
up» and bless the Lord your God 
for ever and ever; and blessed be 
thy gloriousname, whichisexalt-« 
ed above all blesdng and praise. 

5 Thou, even thou, art Lord 
alone ; tiiou hast made heaven; 
the heaven of heavens with all 
their host, the earth, and all 
things that are therein, the 
seas, and all that is therein, and 
thou, preservest them all, and 
the host of heaven worshipeth 



6 Thou art tiie Lord, the God 
who didst choose Abram, and 
broughtest him forth out of Ur 
of the Chaldees, and gavest him 
the name of Abraham : 

7 And foundest his heart 
fiaithful before thee, and madest 
a covenant with him, to give 
the land of the Canaazutes, the 
Hittites, the Amorites, and the 
Ferizzites, and the Jebusites, 
and the Girga«hites, to give it, 
I say, to his seed, and hast per- 
formed thy words : for thou art 
righteous: 

8 And didst see the affliction 
of our fathers in Egypt, and 
heardest their cry by the Red 
6ea: 

9 And shewedst signs and 
wonders upon Pharaoh, and on 
all his tservants, and on all ihe 
people of his land: for thou 
knewest that they dealt proudly 
against t^em: so didst thou get 
thee a name, as it is this day. 

10 And thou didst divide the 
sea before them, jbo that they 
w^it through the midst oi the 
sea on tlie dry land; and their 



persecutors thou threwest into 
the deeps, as a stone into the 
mighty waters. 

11 Moreover thou leddest 
tliem in the day by a cloudy 
pillar, and in the night by a 
pillar of fire, to give them light 
in th^ way wherein they should 

go- 

• 12 Thou earnest down also 

upon mount Sinai, and spakest 

with them from heaven,' and 

gavest them right judgements 

and true laws, good statutes and 

commandments : 

13 And madest knovm unto 
them thy holy sabbath, and com- 
mandedst them precepts, sta- 
tutes, and laws, by the hand of 
Moses thy servant ; 

14 And gavest them bread 
from heaven for their hunger, 
and broughtest forth water for 
them out of the rock for their 
thirst, and promisedst them that 
they should go in to possess 
the land wMch thou hadst 
sworn to give them. 

15 But they and our fathers 
dealt proudly, and hardened 
their necks, and hearkened not 
to tiiy commandments : 

16 And refused to obey; nei- 
ther were mindful of the won- 
ders that thou didst among 
Ihem: but hardened th^ necks; 
and in their rebellion appointed 
a captain to return to therr 
bondage : but thou art a God 
ready to pardon, gracious and 
merciful, slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and forsookest 
3iem not. 

1 7 Yea, when tJiey had made 
them a molten calf, and said, 
This is thy God tiiat brought 
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tih^e up put of Egypt, and had 
-wrought great provocations : 

18 Yet thou in thy manifold 
mercies forsookest them not in 
the wilderness: the pillar of the 
doud departed not from them 
by day, to lead them in the way, 
neither the pillar of fire by night, 
to shew them light, and the way 
'wherein they should go. 

19 Thou gavest also thy good 
«pirit to instruct them, and with- 
heldest not thy manna from 
their mouth, and gayest them 
water for their thirst. 

20 Yea, forty years didst 
thou sustain them in the wil- 
•demess, so that they lacked 
nothing; their clothes waxed not 
old, and their feet swelled not. 

^21 Moreover, thou gavest 
them kingdoms, and nations, 
and didst divide them into cor- 
ners ; so they possessed the 
land of Sihon, and the land of 
the king of Heshbon, and the 
land of Og king of Bashan. 

22 Their children also mul- 
tipliedst thou as the stars of 
heaven, and broughtest them 
into the land concerning which 
thou hadst promised to thdr 
fiathers that they should go in 
to possess it.. 

23 So tiiB children went in, 
and possessed the land, and 
thou subduedst before them 
the inhabitants of the land, the 
Canaanites, and gavest them 
into their hands, with their 
Icings, and the people of the 
land, that tibey might do with 
them as they would. 

24 And they took strong 
cities, and a fiat land, and pos* 
jBessed houses full of all goods ; 



wells digged, rineyards, and 
olive -yards, and fruit-trees iik 
abundance : so they did eat, and 
were filled, and became fet, and 
delighted themselves in thy 
great goodness. 

^25 Neverdieless, they wer^ 
disobedient, and rebelledagainst 
thee, and cast thy law behind 
their backs, and slew thy pro^ 
phets, which testified against 
them, to turn them to thee, and 
they wrought great provoca- 
tions. 

26 Therefore thou deUveredst 
them into the hand of their ene- 
mies, who vexed them, and in 
tiie time of their trouble, when 
they cried unto thee, thou heard<^ 
est them from heaven : and ac- 
cording to thy manifold mercies 
thou gavest tiiem saviours, who 
saved them out of the hand of 
their enemies. 

27 But after they had rest, 
they did evil again before thee : 
therefore leftest thou them in 
the hands of their enemies, se 
that they had the dominion over 
them : yet when tiiey returned, 
and cried unto thee, tiiou heard- 
est them from heaven, and 
many times didst thou deliver 
them, according to thy mer- 
cies : 

28 ' And testifiedst against 
them, that thou mightest bring 
tiiem again unto thy law : yet 
they deedt proudly, and heark- 
ened not unto thy command- 
ments, but sinned against thj 
judgements, which if a man do, 
he shall live in them ; and with- 
drew tiie shoulder, and harden- 
ed their neck, and would not 
hear. 
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29 Yet many yean didst thou 
fcrbetr them, and teadfiedat 
ftgainat them by thy apixit in 
thy profits: yet would they 
not give ear : tiierefore gaveat 
thou them into the hand of the 
peopk of the landa. 

dO Neverthelesa, for thy great 
mercies' sake thou di^t not 
utteriy consume them, nor for- 
mke tiiiem ; for thou art a gra- 
«»ous and merciful God. 
. Ijf 3 1 Now, therefore, our God, 
the great, the mighty, and the 
.terrible God, who keepest co- 
venant and mercy ; let not all 
the trouble seem Httle before 
thee that hath come upon us, 
4m our kings, on our princes, 
and on our priests, and on our 
prophets, and on our fathers, 
and on all thy people, since 
the time of the kmga of Assy- 
ria unto this day. 
. 32 Howbeit, thou art just in 
all that is brought upon us: 
for thou hast done right, but we 
liave done wickedly. 

33 Neither haye our kings, 
our{Nrince8, our priests, nor our 
fathers kept thy law, nor heark* 
ened unto thy commandments 
and thy testimonies, where- 
with thou didst testify against 
them. 

34 For they have not served 
thee in their kingdom, and in 
thy great goodness that thou 
gavest them, and in the large 
and £Bit land which thou gavest 
•before them, neither turned 
they from their wicked works. 

35 Behold, we are servants 
this day, and for the land that 
thou gavest unto our fathers, to 
eat the fruit thereof and the 



good there(rf, bdioid, we are 
servants in it. 

36 And it 3deldeth mudi in- 
crease unto the kings whom 
thou hast set over us because of 
our sins : also they have domi*- 
nion over our bodies and over 
our cattle at their pleasure, and 
we are in great distress. 

37 And because of all this 
we make a sure covenant, and 
write it ; and our princes, Le* 
vites, and priests seal unto it« 

LESSON CXXXVl. 

Song of Moses. 

Then sang Moses and the diil* 
dren oi Israel this song unto the 
Lord, and spake, saying, I will 
sing unto the Lord, for he hatli 
triumphed gloriously: the horse 
and his rider hath he thrown in^ 
to the sea. 

2 The Lord is my strength 
and song, and he is become my 
salvation : he is my God, and I 
will prepare him an habitation ; 
my father's God, and I will ex- 
alt him. 

3 The Lord is a man of war: 
the Lord is his name. 

4 Pharaoh's chariots and his 
host hath he cast into the sea : 
his chosen captains also are 
drowned in the Red sea. 

5 The depths have covered 
them : they sank into the bot- 
tom as a stone. 

6 Thy right hand, O Lord, 
is become glorious in power: 
thy right hand, O Lord, hath 
dashed in pieces the enemy. 

7 And in the greatness of thine 
excellency thou hast overthrown 
them that rose up against thee & 
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thou selitett forth thy -wrath, 
which consumed them aa stub** 
ble. 

6 And with the blast of thy 
noBtrik the waters were gath^* 
ed together, the floods stood up- 
light as an heap, and the depths 
were congealed in the heart of 
the sea. 

9 The enemy 8aid» I will pur- 
sue, I wOl overtake, I will di- 
vide the spoil ; my lust shall 
be satisfied upon them; I will 
draw my sword, my hand shall 
destroy them. 

10 Thou didst blow with thy 
wind, the sea covered them: 
they sank as lead in the mighty 
waters. 

11 Who is like unto thee, O 
Lord, among the gods ? who is 
like thee, ^orious in holiness, 
fearful in praises, doing won- 
ders ? 

12 Thou stretchedst out thy 
right hand, the earth swallowed 
them. 

13 Thou in thy mercy hast 
led forth the people which thou 
hast redeemed : thou hast guided 
them in thy strength unto thy 
holy habitation. 

14 The people shall hear, 
and be afraid : sorrow shall 
take hold on the inhabitants 
of Palestina. 

15 Then the dukes of Edom 
ahall be amased; the mighty 
.men of Moab, trembling shall 
take hold upon them; all the 
inhabitants of Canaan shall melt 
away. 

16 Fear and dread shall fall 
upon them; by the greatness 
of thine arm they shall be as 
still as a stone ; till thy people 



pass over, O Lord, till the peo* 
pie pass over, which thou hast 
purchased. 

17 Thou ahalt bring th^n 
in, and plant them in the moun- 
tain of thine inheritance^ in th« 
place, O Lord, which thou hast 
made for thee to dwell in, in the 
sanctuary, O Lord, which thy 
hands have established. 

18 The Lord shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

19 For the horse of Phanoh 
went in with his chariots and 
with his horsemen into the sea* 
and the Lord brought again the 
waters of the sea upon them ; 
but the children of Israel went 
on dry land in the midst of the 
sea. 

^20 And Miriam the pro- 
phetess, the sister of Aaron, 
took a timbrel in her hand; 
and all the women went out 
after her with timbrels and with 
dances. 

21 And Minam answered 
them. Sing ye to the Lord, for 
he hath triumphed gloriously; 
the horse and his rider hath he 
thrown into the sea. 

^ 22 So Moses brought Israel 
from the Red sea, and ^ey went 
t)ut into the wilderness. 

LESSON CXXXVII. 

Second Song of Moses. 

And Moses spake in the ears 
of all the congr^^tion of Israel 
the words of this song, until 
they were ended. . 

% 2 Give ear, O ye heavens ; 
and I will speak : and hear, O 
earth, the words of my mouth. 

3 My dpctrine shall drop a# 
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the rain : my speech shall distil 
as the dew, as the small rain 
upon the tender herbs, and as 
the showers upon the grass. 

4 Because I will publish the 
name of the Lord; ascribe ye 
greatness unto our God. 

5 He is the rock, his work 
is perfect : for all his ways are 
judgement : a God of truth, 
mnd without iniquity, just and 
right is he. 

6 Hiey have corrupted them- 
selves, their spot is not the spot 
of his children : they are a per- 
Terse and crooked generation. 

7 Do ye thus requite theLord, 
O foolish people, and unwise ? 
is not he thy father that hath 
bought thee? hath he not made 
thee, and established thee ? 

^8 Remember the days of 
old, consider the years of many 
generations : ask thy father, and 
he will shew thee ; thy elders, 
and they will tell thee. 

9 When the Most High di- 
vided to the nations their in- 
heritance, when he separated 
the sons of Adorn, he set the 
bounds of the people, according 
to the number of the children 
of Israel. 

10 For the Lord's portion is 
his people : Jacob is the lot of 
his inheritance. 

1 1 He found him in a desert 
land, and in the waste howling 
'wilderness: he led him about, 
he instructed him, he kept him 
as the apple of his eye. 

12 As an eagle stirreth up 
her nest, fluttereth over her 
young, spreadeth abroad her 
wings, taketh them, beareth 
them on her wings ; 



13 So the Lord alone did 
lead him, and there was no 
strange god with him. 

14 He made him ride on the 
l^gh places of the earth, that 
he might eat the increase of 
the fields ; and he made him to 
suck honey out of the rock, and 
oil out of the flinty rock ; 

15 Butter of lane, and milk 
of sheep, with fat of lambs, and 
rams of the breed of Bashan, and 
goats, with the fat of kidneys 
didst thou eat, and thou didst 
drink the pure blood of the 
grape. 

5f 1 6 But Jesurun waxed fat, 
and kicked : thou art waxen 
fat, thou art grown thick, thou 
art covered with fatness : then 
he forsook God which made 
him, and lightly esteemed the 
Rock 9f his salvation. 

17 They provoked him to 
jealousy with strange gods, with 
abominations provoked they him 
to anger. 

18 They sacrificed unto de- 
vils, not to God : to gods whom 
they knew not, to new gods 
that came newly up, whom your 
fathers feared not. 

19 Of the Rock that begat 
thee thou art unmindful, and 
hast forgotten God that formed 
thee. 

20 And when the Lord saw 
it, he abhorred them, because 
of the provoking of his sons, 
and of his daughters. 

21 And he said, I wiU hide 
my fwce from them, I will see 
what their end shall be : for 
they are a very froward gene- 
ration, children in whom is no 
faith. . 
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. 22 They have moved me to 
jealousy with that which is not 
god, they have provoked me to 
anger with their vanities : and 
I will move them to jealousy 
^ith those which are not a peo* 
pie, I will provoke them to an- 
ger with a fooUsh nation. 

23 For a fire is kindled in 
mine anger, and shall bum unto 
the lowest hell, and shall con* 
fiume the earth with her in- 
crease, and set on fire the foun- 
dations of the mountains. 

24 I will heap mischiefs up- 
on them, I will spend mine ar- 
rows upon them. 

25 They shall be burnt with 
hunger and devoured with burn- 
ing beat and with bitter destruc- 
tion : I will also send the teeth 
of beasts upon them, with the 
poison of serpents of the dust. 

26 The sword without, and 
terror within^ shall destroy both 
the young man and the virgin^ 
the suckling also with the man 
of gray haus. 

.27. I said, I would scatter 
them into comers, I would make 
the remembrance of them to 
cease from among men ; 

28 Were it not that I feared 
the wrath of the enemy, lest 
their adversaries should behave 
themselves strangely, and lest 
they should say. Our hand is 
high, and the Lord hath not 
done all this. 

29 For they are a nation void 
of counsel, neither is there any 
understanding in them. 

1|[30 O that they were wise, 
that they imderstood this, that 
they would consider their latter 
ipndj 



31 How should one chase a 
thousand, and two put ten thorn 
sand to flight, except their Rock 
had sold them, and the Lord had 
shut them up ? 

32 For their rock is not as 
oiu* Rock, even our enemies 
themselves being judges. * 

33 For their vine is of the 
vine of Sodom, and of the fields 
of Gomorrah : their grapes are 
grapes of gall, their clusters are 
bitter ; 

34 Their wine is the poison 
of dragons, and the cruel venom 
of asps. 

35 Is not this laid up in store 
with me, and sealed up among 
my treasures ? 

36 To me belongeth veur 
geance, and recompence ; their 
foot shall slide in due time : for 
the day of their calamity is at 
hand, and the things that shall 
come upon them make haste. 

37 For the Lord shall judge 
his people, and repent hunself 
for his servants; when he seeth 
that their power is gone, and 
there is none shut up, or left. 

38 And he shall say. Where 
are their gods, their rock in 
whom they trusted, 

39 Which did eat the fat of 
their sacrifices, and drank tht 
wine of their drink-offerings? 
let them rise up and help you« 
and be your protection. 

40 See now that I, even I, 
am he, and there is no God with 
me : I kill, and I make alive i 
I wound, and I heal : neither is 
there any that can deliver out 
of my hand. 

41 For I lift up my hand to 
heaven, and say, I live fdr ever* 
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42 If I whet my gHttering 
cw<»tl, and mine hand take 
hold on judgement, I will ren* 
der vengeance to mine enemies* 
and will reward them that hate 
me. 

43 I will make mine arrowa 
drunk with hlood, and my sword 
shall devour flesh; and that 
with the blood of the slain and 
4>f the captives, from the begin* 
sung of revenges upon the ene* 
my. 

44 Rejoice, O ye nations, 
with his people: for he will 
avenge the blood of his servants, 
and will render vengeance to 
his adversaries, and will be 
merciful unto his land and to 
his people. 

^45 And Moses came and 
spake all the words of this song 
in the ears of the people. 

LESSON CXXXVIIL 

Balaam's Prophecy, 

And Balaam lifted up his eyeai, 
and he saw Israel abiding in his 
tents according to their tribes ; 
and the spirit cHf God came upon 
iiim. 

2 And he took up his para^ 
tile, and said ; Ballulm the son 
of Beor hath said, and the man 
whose eyes are open hath said : 
. 3 He hath said which heard 
the words of Gkxi, which saw 
the vision of the Almighty : 

^4 How goodly axe thy 
tents, O Jacob! and thy taber«> 
nacles, O Israel ! 

5 As die valleys are they 
spread forth, as gardens by the 
river^s side, as the trees of 
lign aloes which the Lord hath 



fdanted, and as cedar-trees be- i 
side the waten. 

6 He shall pour the water 
out of his buckets, and his seed 
shall be in many waters, and 
his kingdom shall be exalted. 

7 God brought him forth oat 
of Egypt; he hath as it were tte 
strength of an unicorn : he shall 
eat up the nations his enemies, 
and shall break their bones, and 
pierce them through with hia 
arrows. 

8 He coudwd, he lay down 
as a Hon, and as a great lion ; 
who shall stir him up ? Blessed 
is he that blesseth thee, and 
cumed is he that curseth tiiee. 

9 I shall see him, but not 
now: 1 shall behold him, but 
not nigh : there shall eome a 
star out of Jacob, and a sceptre 
shall rise out of Israel, andshal} 
smite the comers of Moab, 
and destroy all the children of 
Seth. 

10 AndEdomshallbeapos*- 
session, Seir also shall be a 
possession for his enemies; and 
Israel shall do valiantly. 

11 Out of Jacob shall come 
he that shall have dominion^ 
and shall destroy him that re- 
mainet^i of the city. 

^12 And when he looked 
on Amalek, he took up his para'> 
ble, and said ; Amalek was the 
first of the nations ; but his lat- 
ter end shall be tl»tt he perish 
for ever. 

13 And he looked on the 
Kenites, and took up his para« 
ble, and said; Strong is thy 
dwelling-place, and thou put- 
test thy nest in a rock : 

14 Nevertheless the Kenits 
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shall be wasted, iintii Asfehtir 
shall carry thee zMvy capthre. 

15 And he look up his pan- 
l>k, and said; Alas, who shall 
live when God doe^ this? 

16 And ships diail oomefpom 
the coast of Chittiin, aad shall 
afflict Aflshur, and ahafl afflid: 
Eber, and he also ahaU peiisfa 
for ever. 

^17 AM Balaam rose up, 
and went aoui retained to hv 
place, 

LESSON CXXXIX. 

JothanCs Fable, 

Axn Jotbam went and stood in 
the top of mount Gkrizim, and 
lifted up hsfl voice, and cried : 
: %2 Hearken unto me, ye men 
of Shechem, that God may 
hearken unta 3rou. 

3 The trees went forth on a 
time to anoint a king over them; 
and they said unto the olive- 
tree. Reign thou over. us. 

4 But the olive-tree said 
wptto then. Should I leave my 
fatness, wherewith by me they 
honour God and man, and go to 
be promoted over the trees? 

5 And the trees said to the 
lig-tree. Come thou; and reign 
over us. 

6 But the fig-tree said unto 
them, Should I forsake my 
sweetness, and my good fruit, 
and go to be promoted over the 
trees? 

7 Then said the trees unto 
the vine. Come thou, and reign 
over us. 

8 And the vine said unto 
them, Should 1 leave my wine, 
which cheereth God and man. 



and go to be {unoomoted over the 
trees? 

9 Thm said all the trees nn- 
to the bramlde, Come thou, and 
zeign over us. 

10 And the bramble said 
unto the trees. If in truth ye 
anoint me king xsvex you, then 
oosne and put your trust in my 
shadow: and if not, let in^ 
come out of liie bcamhle, and 
devour the cedars of Ldbanon.

Song of Deborah and BaraJc, 

Thin sang Deborah, and Barak 
the son of Abinoam, on that 
day, saying, 

^2 Prwse ye the Lord fbt 
the avenging of Israel, when the 
people willingly offered them* 
selves.

4 Lord, when thon wentest 
out of Seir, when thou man^ 
edst out of the field of £dom;

5 The mountains melted frcffis 
before the Lord, even that Sinas 
from before the Lord God of 
Israd. 

6 In the days ef Shamgar 
the son of Anath, in the days 
of Jael, the high-ways were 
unoccupied, and the travelkiB 
walked through by-ways. 

7 The inhabitants of the 
villages ceased ; they ceaaed in 
Israel, until that I, Deborah. 
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arose, tiiat I azose a mother la 
Israel. 

8 They chose new gods; 
then was war in the gates : was 
there a shield or spear seen 
among forty thousand in Israel? 
. 9 My heart is toward the 
goyemors of Israel, that offered 
themselves willingly among the 
people. Bless ye the Lord. 
. 10 Speak, ye that ride on 
white aases, ye that sit in judge* 
ment, and -walk by the way. 

11 They that are delivered 
from the noise of archers in the 
places of drawing water ; there 
shall they rehearse the righte- 
ous aets of the Lord, even the 
righteous acts toward the in-* 
habitants of his villages in 
I^ael : then shall the people of 
the Lord go down to the gates, 

^12 Awake, awake, Debo« 
rah ; awake, awake, utter a song : 
arise, Barak, and lead thy cap* 
tivity captive, thou son of Abi- 
noam. 

13 Then he made him that 
temaineth have dominion over 
the nobles among the people t 
the Lord made me have do« 
minion over the mighty. 

14 Out of Ephraim was tliere 
a root of them agai^t Amalek ; 
after thee, Benjamin, among thy 
people : out of Machir came 
down governors, and out of Ze- 
bulun they that handle the pea 
of the writer. 

•15 And the princes of Issa- 
ctmi were with Deborah ; even 
Issachar, and also Barak: he 
was sent on foot into the valley : 
for the divisions of Reuben 
there were great thoughts of 
jieart. 



16 Why abodest thou among 
the sheepfolds, to hear the bleat* 
ings of die flocks ? for the divi- 
sions of Reuben there were great 
searchings of heart. 

17 Gilead abode beyond Jor- 
dan : and why did Dan remain 
in ships ? Asher continued on 
the sea-shore, and abode in hia 
breaches. 

18 Zebttlun and Naphtali 
were a people that jeoparded 
their lives imto the death in the 
high places of the field. 

19. The kings came and 
fought, then fought the kings 
of Canaan in Taanach by the 
wuters of Megiddo : they took 
no gain of money. 

. 20 They fought from heaven ; 
the stars in their courses fought 
against Sisera. 

21 The river of Kishoii 
swept them away, that ancient 
river, the river Kishon : O my 
soul, thou hast trodden down 
strength ! 

22 Then were the h(»«e-hoofB 
broken by the means of the 
prancings, the prancings of 
their mighty ones. 

% 2d Blessed above wom^i 
shall Jael the wife of Heberthe 
Kenlte be ; blessed shall she be 
above women in the tent. ' 

24 He asked water, and she 
gave him milk; she brought 
fi>rth butter in a lordly dish. 

25 She put her hand to tiie 
nail, and her right hand to iht 
workman's hammer : and wi^ 
the hammer she smote Sisera, 
she smote off his head, when 
she had pierced and stridden 
through his temples. 

26 At her feet he bowed» he 
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fell, be lay down : at her feet 
he bowed, he fell: where he 
bowed, there he feU down dead* 

27 Themotherof Siseralook* 
ed out at a window, and cried 
through the lattice. Why is 
his chariot so long in coming ? 
why tarry the wheels of his 
chfiiiots? 

28 Her wise ladies answered 
her, yea, she returned answer 
to hersdf , 

29 Have they not sped? have 
they not divided the prey, to 
every man a damsel or two ? 
to Sisera a prey of divers co- 
lours, a prey of divers colours 
of needle -work^ of divers co* 
lours of needle -work on both 
aides, meet for the necks of 
them that take the spoil ? 

30 So let all thine enemies 
perish, O Lord : but let them 
that love him be as the sun 
when he goeth frarth in his 
might. 

LESSON CXLI. 

Davids 8 Lament over Saul and 
Jonathan, 

Akd David lamented with this 
lam^itation over Saul and over 
Jonathan his son : 

f 2 The beauty of Israel is 
fibin upon thy high places: 
how are the mighty fallen ! 

3 Tell it not in Gath, publish 
it not in the streets of Adcelon : 
kst the daughters of the PhiH- 
etines rej<»ce, lest the daughters 
of the undrcumcised triumph. 

4 Ye mountains of Gilboa, 
let there be no dew, neither let 
there be rain upon you, nor 
fidldi of offerings: for there the 



shield of the mighty is vilely 
cast away, the shield of Saul, 
as thou^ he had not been 
anointed with oil. 

5 From the blood of the slain, 
from the fat of the mighty, the 
bow of Jonathan turned not 
back, and the sword of Saul re* 
turned not empty. 

6 Saul and Jonathan wer^ 
lovely and pleasant in their 
lives, and in their death they 
were not divided: they were 
swifter than eagles, they were 
stronger than lions. 

7 Ye daughters of Israel* 
weep over Saul, who clothed 
you in scarlet, with other de* 
lights, who put on ornaments of 
gold upon your apparel. 

8 How are the mighty fjallen 
in the midst of the battle 1 O 
Jonathan, thou wast slain in 
thine high places ! 

9 I am distressed for thee, 
my brother Jonadian: very 
pleasant hast thoubeenuntome: 
thy love to me was wonder* 
ftil, passing the love of womem 

10 How are the mighty Mi- 
en, and the weapons of wat 
perished! 

LESSON CXLII. 

David* 8 Prayer for the building 
of the Temple. 

David blessed the Lord before 
all the congregation, and said ; 

^2 Blessed be thou. Lord 
God of Israel, our father, for 
ever and ever. 

3 Thine, O Lord, is the great* 
ness, and the power, and the 
glory, and the victory, and the 
majesty; for all that is in thft 
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iieaven and in tiie eajHk k 
J^MK ; thine is the kingdom, O 
Lend, and thou art exalted aa 
head above all. 

, 4 Both riches and honour 
eome of thee, and thou reignest 
«Ter all, and in thine hand is 
power and might : and in thine 
hand it is to make great, and t» 
fire strength unto all. 

5 Now therefore, our God, 
tre thank thee» and praise thy 
glmotts name. 

6 But who am I, and what 18 
my people, . liiat we should be 
abk to offer so willingly after 
Ihis sort ? for all things come 
of thee, and of thine own have 
!ire given tkee. 

7 For we are strangers bc- 
iote thee, and sejouraers, as 
^rere all our ftitfaera ; our days 
oh Hbe eartii are as a shadow, 
and there is none abiding. 

8 O Lord onr God, all this 
atene that we have prepared, to 
hniidtiiee anhouseforthineholy 
iHume, Cometh of thine hand, 
acnd is all thine own. 

- 9 I know also, my God, that 
thou triest tiie heart, and hast 
pleasure in uprightness. As 
for me, in the uprightness of 
mine heart I have willingly 
offered all these things: and 
now have I seen with joy thy 
people which are present here, 
to iaffer willingly unto thee. 

10 GLoid God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and of Israel ourfatiiers, 
keep tkos for ever in the imagi- 
nation of the thoughts of the 
heart of thy people, and pre- 
pare their kaait unto tikee.: 

11 And give unto Solomon 
my son a p^ect heart to ke^ 



iiiy commandments, thy testi- 
monies and thy statutes, and to 
do all these things, and to build 
the palace, for the whidi I have 
made pzovision. 

f 12 And David said to all 
the congregation. Now bless the 
Lord your God. 

13 And all the congregstion 
blessed the Lord Gk>d of their 
fatiiers, and bowed down their 
heads and worshiped the Lond. 

LESSON CXLIIL 

Solomon's Dedication of the 
Temple, 

And Solomon assembled the el- 
ders of Israel, and all the beads 
of the tribes, die chief of the 
fathers of the children of Is- 
raiel, tiiat tiiey might bring up 
die ark of the oovenant of liie 
Lm-d €Mit of tibe city of Diind, 
widch is ZioBi. 

2 So was ended all the woik 
that king Solomon made for 
the house of the Lord. And 
Solomon brought in the things 
which David his father had de- 
dicated; even the silver, and 
the gold, and tiie vessels, did 
he put among the treasures of 
the house of the Lord. 

S And all tb» men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto king 
Solomon at tSie feast in tiie 
month Bthanim, which \& the 
seventh month. 

4 And all t^ elders of Israel 
eame, and the priests took up 
the ark. 

5 And king Solcnnon, and 
all the congregation of Israel, 
that were assembled unto him, 
were with him before ^le azk. 
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BacrtficxBg sheep and oxen, that 
ooiild not be txM nor numbered 
for siultitude. 

6 And the prieets brought in 
the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord unto his place into the 
oracle of the house^ to the moat 
holy plaee, even under the 
wings of the cherubim. 

7 There was nothing in the 
ark save ^te two tables of stone 
which Moses put there at Ho« 
reb, when the Lord made a 
covenant with the children of 
Israd» when they came out of 
tiie land of Egypt. 

8 And it came to pass as the 
trumpeters and singens were as 
one, to make one sound to be 
beard in praising and thanking 
the Lord* and when they hfted 
up their voice with the trum- 
pets and cymbals and instru* 
ments of music, and praised the 
Lord, saying. For he is good; 
for his mercy endureth for ever ; 
that then tiie house was filled 
with a doiid* evooi tilie house of 
the Lord; 

9 So that the priests oould 
not stand to minister because of 
the cloud : for the ^ry of the 
Lord had fiUed the house of the 
Lord. 

f 10 Then spake Solomon: 
The Lofd said tint he would 
dwell in the thick darkness. 

11 I have surely built thee an 
houae to dweU in, a settled place 
for thee to abide in for ever. 

12 And the king turned hb 
face about, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel : (and aUl 
tiiecongregation of Isradstood;) 

fid And he said. Blessed be 
t^e Liifd God of Israel, which 



spake with his moutii unto Da« 
vid my father, and hath witik 
his hand fulfilled it, saying, 

14 Since the day that I 
brought forth my people Israel 
out of Egypt, I chose no city out 
of all the tribes of Israel to build 
an house, that my name might 
be therein; but I chose David 
to be over my people Israd. 

15 And it was in the heart 
of David my father to build an 
house for the name of the Lord 
God of Israel. 

16 And the Lord said unto 
David my fietther. Whereas it 
was in thine heart to build aa 
house unto my name, thou didst 
well that it was in thine heart. 

17 Nevertheless thou shalt 
not build the house; but thy 
son that shall come forth out 
of thy loins, he shall build the 
house unto my name. 

18 And the Lord hath per« 
formed his word that he spake, 
and I am risen up in the toom 
of David my &tlMer, and sit on' 
the throne of Israel, as the Lord 
promised, and have built an 
house for the name of the Lovd 
God of Israel. 

19 And I have set there a 
place for the ark, wherein ia 
the covenant of the Lord, whidi 
he made with our fathers, when 
he brought them out of the land 
of Egypt. 

f 20 And Solomon stood be- 
fore the altar of the Lord in the 
presence of all the congregatioa 
of Israd, aikl spread foi& his 
hands toward heaven : 

21 And he said. Lord God 
of Israel, there is no God like 
thee, in heaven above, or on 
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eartli beneath, who keepest 
eovenant and mercy with thy 
servants that walk before thee 
with all their heart : 

22 Who hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that 
thou promisedst him : thou 
spakest also with t^y mouth, 
and hast fulfilled it with thine 
hand, as it is this day. 
f 23 Therefore now. Lord God 
of Israel, keep with thy servant 
David my fat^r that thou pro-» 
misedst him, saying, There shall 
not fail thee a man in my sight 
to sit on the. throne of Israel ; 
so that thy children take heed 
to their way, that they walk 
before me as thou hast walked 
before me. 

24 And now, O God of Is* 
rael, let thy word, I pray thee, 
be verified, which thou spakest 
unto thy servant David, my 
father. 

, f 25 But will God indeed 
dwell on the earth ? behold, the 
heaven and heaven of heavens 
cannot contain thee; how much 
less this house that I have 
builded? 

26 Yet have thou respect 
unto the prayer of thy servant, 
and to his supplication, O Lord 
my God, to hearken unto the 
cry and to the pyayer, which 
thy servant prayeth before thee 
to-day : 

27 That thine eyes may be 
open toward this house night 
and day, even toward the place 
of which thou hast said; My 
name shall be there : that thou 
mayest hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant shall make 
toward this place. 



28 And hearken thou to Ihe 
supplication of thy servant, and 
of ijiy people Israel, when t^ey 
shall pray toward this place : 
and hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling-place; and when thou 
hearest, forgive. 

% 29 If any man trespass 
against his neighbour, and aa 
oath be laid upon him to cause 
him to swear, and the oath come 
before thine altar in this house : 

30 Then hear thou in heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servants^ 
condemning the wicked, tobiing 
his way upon his head; and 
justifying the righteous, to give 
him according to his nghteoufr^ 
ness. 

% 31 When thy people Israel 
be smitten down before the ene* 
my, because they have sinned a* 
gainst thee, and shall turn again 
to thee, and confess thy name, 
and pray and make supplicatioQ 
unto thee in this house : 

32 Then hear thou in heav^, 
and forgive l^e sin of thy peo* 
pie Israel, and bring them again 
unto the land which thou gavest 
unto their fathers. 

f 33 When heaven is shut 
iip, and there is no rain, because 
they have sinned against thee ; 
if they pray toward this place, 
and confess thy name, and turn 
from their sin, when thou affliet- 
est them : 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, 
and foi^e the sin of thy ser« 
rants, and of thy people Israel, 
that thou teach them the good 
way wherein they should wa]k» 
and give rain upon thy land* 
which thou hast given to thy 
people for an inheritance. 
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^ 35 If there be in the land 
famine, if there he pestilence, 
blasting, mildew, locust, or if 
there be caterpillar; if their ene- 
my besiege them in the land of 
their cities; whatsoever plague, 
whatsoever sickness there be ; 

36 What prayer and suppli- 
csation soever be made by any 
man, or by all thy people Israel, 
which shall know every man 
the plague of his own heart, 
toad spread forth his hands 
toward this house : 

37 Then hear thou in heaven 
thy dwelling-place, and forgive, 
and do, and give to every man 
according to his ways, whose 
hearf thou knowest ; (for thou, 
even thou only, knowest the 
hearts of all the children of 
m^i;) 

38 That they may fear thee 
all the days that they live in 
the land which thou gavest imto 
our fathers. 

^39 Moreover concerning a 
stranger that is not of thy peo- 
ple Israel, but cometh out of a 
far country for thy name's sake; 

40 (For they shall hear of 
thy great name, and of thy 
Strong hand, and of thy stretch- 
ed-out arm ;) when he shall 
come and pray toward this 
house; 

41 Hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling-place, and do accord- 
ing to all that the stranger call- 
eth to thee for : that all people 
of the earth may know thy 
name, to fear thee, as do thy 
people Israel; and that they 
may know that this house, 
which I have builded, is called 
by thy name. 



^ 42 If thy people go out 
to battle against their enemy, 
whithersoever thou shalt send 
them, and shall pray unto the 
Lord toward the city which 
thou hast chosen, and toward 
the house that I have built for 
thy name ; 

43 Then hear thou in heaven 
their prayer and their supplica- 
tion, and maintain their cause. 

44 If they sin against thee, 
(for there is no man that sin- 
neth not,) and thou be angry 
with them, and deliver them to 
the enemy, so that they carry 
them away captives unto the 
land of the enemy, far or near ; 

45 Yet if they shall bethink 
themselves in the land whither 
they were carried captives, and 
repent, and make supplication 
unto thee in the land of them 
that carried them captives, say- 
ing. We have sinned, and have 
done perversely, we have com- 
mitted wickedness ; 

46 And so return unto thee 
with all their heart, and with 
all their soul, in the land of 
their enemies which led them 
away captive, and pray unto 
thee toward their land which 
thou gavest unto their fathers, 
the city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have 
built for thy name ; 

47 Then hear thou their 
prayer and their supplication 
in heaven thy dwelling-place, 
and maintain their cause ; 

48 And forgive thy people 
that have sinned against thee, 
and all their transgressions 
wherein they have transgressed 
against thee, and give them 
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oompaflsicai before tiiem who 
carried them captiye, that tliey 
may have compassion on them : 

49 For they be thy people, 
and thine inheritance, which 
thou broughtest forth out of 
Egypt, from the midst of the 
furnace of iron : 

60 That thine eyes may be 
open unto the supplication of 
thy servant, and unto the sup- 
plication of thy people Israel, 
to hearken unto them in all that 
they call fw unto thee. 

51 For thou didst separate 
tbem from among all the people 
of the earth, to be thine inheri- 
tance, as thou spakest by the 
hand of Moses thy servant, 
when thou broughtest our fa^ 
thers out of Egypt, O Lord 
God. 

52 Now, my God, let, I be- 
seech thee, thine eyes be open, 
and let thine ears be attent unto 
the prayer that is made in this 
place. 

53 Now therefore arise, O 
Lord God, into thy resting- 
place, Ihou and the ark of thy 
strength: let thy priests, O 
Lord God, be closed with sal-^ 
vation, and let thy saints rejoice 
in goodness. 

54 O Lord God, turn not 
away the face of thine anointed : 
remember the mercies of David 
thy servant. 

% 55 And it was so, that ^hen 
Solomon had made an end of 
praying all this prayer and sup- 
^cation unto the Lord, he arose 
from before the altar of the 
Lord,firomkneeling on his knees 
with his hands spread up to 
leaven* 



56 And he stood, and bleAed 
all the congregation of Israel^ 
with a loud voice, saying, 

f 57 Blessed be theLord,that 
hath given rest unto his people 
Israel, according to all that he 
promised : there hath not failed 
one word of all his good pro* 
mise, which he promised by the 
hand of Moses his servant. 

58 The Lord our God be with 
us, as he was with our feitherB ! 
let him not leave us nor forsake 
us: 

59 That he may indine our 
hearts unto him, to walk in all 
his ways, and to keep his com- 
mandments, and his statutes, 
and his judgements, whi<Sh he 
commanded our frtthers. 

60 And let these my words, 
wherewith I have made suppli- 
cation before the Lord, be nigh 
unto the Lord our Qod day and 
night, that he maintain the 
cause of his servant, and the 
cause of his people Israel at all 
times, as the matter shall re^ 
quire: 

61 Thatallthepeoideof the 
earth may know that the Lord is 
God, and that there is none eke. 

62 Let your heart therefore 
be perfect with the Lord our 
God, to walk in his statutes, 
and to keep his commandments; 
as at this day. 

^63 Now when Solomon 
had made an end of praying, the 
fire came down frx>m heaven,, 
and consumed the burnt-offer- 
ing and the sacrifices ; end tiie 
glory of the Lord filled the 
house. 

64 And the priests could not 
enter into the house at the 
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Loord, because the glory of the 
Lord had filled the Lord's 
house. 

65 And when all the children 
of Israel saw how the fire came 
down, and the glory of the Lord 
Upon the house, they bowed 
themselves with their fieuses to 
the ground upon the pavement, 
aad worshiped, and praised 
tiie Lord, saying. For he is 
good; for his mercy endureth 
forever, 

LESSON CXLIV. 

Destruction of Babylon, 

Thb word that the Lord spake 
against Babylon and against 
the land of the Chaldeans by 
Jeremiah the prophet. 

^2 Declare ye among the 
nations, and publish, and set up 
a standard ; publish, and con-* 
eeal not: say, Babylon is taken, 
S^l is confounded, Merodach 
is broken in pieces ; her idols 
are confounded, her images are 
broken in pieces. 

3 Fori lo, I will raise and 
cause to come up against Baby * 
Ion an assembly of great na-> 
tions from the north country : 
and tkey shall set themselves 
in array against her; from 
thence she shall be taken : their 
arrows shall be as of a mighty 
expert man; none Bhall return 
in vain, 

4 And Chaldea shall be a 
spoil; all that spoil her shall be 
satisfied, saith tiie Lord, 

5 A sword is upon their 
horses, and upon their chariots, 
and upon all the mingled peo* 
pie that are in the midst of her; 



and they shall become as wo- 
men : a sword is upon her trea-t 
sures, and they shall be robbed« 

6 A drought is. upon her 
waters, and they shall be dried 
up : for it is the land of graven 
images, and they are mad upon 
their idols. 

7 Therefore the wild beasts of 
the desert, with the wild beasts 
of the islands, shall dwell there« 
and the owls shall dwell therein: 
and it shall be no more inhabi- 
ted for ever ; neither shall it be 
dwelt in from generation to 
generation. 

% 8 Behold, a people shall 
come from the north, and a 
great natiop, and many kings 
shall be raised up from the 
coasts of the earth. 

9 They shall hold the bow 
and the lance : they are cruel 
and will not shew mercy : their 
voice shall roar like the sea, 
and they shall ride upon horses, 
every one put in array, like a 
man to the battle, against thee, 
O daughter of Babylon ! 

10 For, lo, I will make thee 
small among the heathen, and 
despised among men. 

11 Thy terribleness hath de* 
ceived thee, and the pride of 
thine heart, O thou that dwell- 
est in the clefts of the rock» 
that boldest the height of the 
hill: though thou shouldest 
make thy nest as high as the 
eagle, I will bring thee down 
from thence, saith the Lord. 

12 How is the hammer of 
the whole earth cut asunder 
and broken! how is Babylon 
become a desolation among the 
nations ! . . 
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13 At the noise of the taking 
of Babylon the earth is moved, 
and the cry is heard among 
the nations. 

LESSON CXLV. 

Flee out of the midst of Baby- 
lon, and deliver every man his 
soul : be not cut off in her ini- 
quity; for this is the time of 
ttie Lord's vengeance ; he will 
render unto her a recompence. 

2 Babylon hath been a gold- 
en cup in the Lord's hand that 
made all the earth drunken: 
the nations have drunken of her 
wine, therefore the nations are 
mad. 

3 Babylon is suddenly fallen 
and destroyed: howl for her; 
take balm for her pain, if so 
be she may be healed. 

4 We would have healed 
Babylon, but she is not healed : 
forsake her, and let us go every 
one ' into his own country : for 
her judgement reacheth unto 
heaven, and is lifted up even 
to the skies. 

5 The Lord hath brought 
forth our righteousness : come, 
and let us declare in Zion the 
work of the Lord our God. 

6 Make bright the arrows ; 
gather the shields: the Lord 
hath raised up the spirit of the 
kings of the Medes : for- his 
device is against Babylon to 
destroy it, 

7 A sound of battle is in the 
land, and of great destruction. 

8 Set up ^e standard upon 
the walls of Babylon, make the 
watch strong, set up the watch- 
men, prepare the ambushes ; 



for the Lord hath both de- 
vised and done that which he 
spake against the inhabitants 
of Babylon. 

9 O thou that dweUest upon 
many waters, abundant in trea- 
sures, thine end is come, and 
the measure of thy covetous- 
ness. 

10 The Lord of hosts hath 
sworn by himself, saying. Sure- 
ly I will fill thee with men, as 
with caterpillars; and they shall 
lift up a shout against thee. 

11 .Behold, I am against 
tiiee, O destroying mountain, 
saith the Lord, which destroy- 
est all the earth : and I will' 
stretch out mine hand upon 
thee, and roll thee down from 
the rocks, and will make thee 
a burnt mountain. 

12 And they shall not take 
of thee a stone for a comer, nor 
a stone for foundations; but 
thou shalt be desolate for ever, 
saith the Lord. 

^13 Set ye up a standard 
in the land, blow the trumpet 
among the nations, prepare the 
nations against her, call toge- 
ther against her the kingdoms 
of Ararat, Minni, and Ashche* 
naz ; appoint a captain against 
her; cause the horses to come 
up as the rough cateipillais. 

14 Prepare against her the 
nations with the kings of the 
Medes, the captains thereof, and 
all the rulers thereof, and all 
the land of his dominion. 

15 And tiie land shall trem- 
ble and sorrow : for every pur- 
pose of the Lord shall be per- 
formed against Babylon, to 
make the land of Babylon a 
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desolation without ah inhabi* 
tant. 

16 The mighty men of Baby- 
lon have forborne to fight, they 
liave remained in their holds : 
their might hath failed ; they 
became as women : they have 
burned her dwelling-places; her 
bars are broken. . 

17 One post shall run to 
meet another, and one messen- 
ger to meet another, to shew 
the king of Babylon that his 
city is taken at one end, 

1 8 And that the passages are 
stopped, and the reeds they 
have burned with fire, and the 
men of war are affrighted. 

19 Therefore thus saith the 
Lord ; Behold, I will plead thy 
cause, and take vengeance for 
thee ; and I will dry up her 
sea, and make her springs 
dry. 

20 And Babylon shall be- 
come heaps, a dwelling-place 
for dragons, an astonishment 
and an hissing, without an in- 
habitant* 

LESSON CXLVL 

How is Sheshach taken ! and 
how is the praise of the whole 
earth surprised ! how is Baby- 
lon become an astonishment 
among the nations ! 

2 llie sea is come up upon 
Babylon : she is covered with 
the multitude of the waves 
thereof. 

. 3 Her cities are a desolation, 
a dry land, and a virildemess, a 
land wherein no man dwelleth, 
neitJier doth any son of man 
pass thereby. 



4 Therefore, behold, the days 
come that I will do judge- 
ment upon the graven images 
of Babylon : and her whole land 
shall be confounded, and all 
her slain shall fell in the midst 
of her. 

5 Then the heaven and the 
earth, and all that is therein^ 
shall sing for Babylon : for the 
spoilers shall come unto her 
from the north, saith the Lord. 

6 As Babylon hath caused 
the slain of Israel to fall, so at 
Babylon shall fall the slain of 
all tiie earth. 

7 Ye that have escaped the 
sword, go away, stand not still « 
remember the Lord afar off, and 
let Jerusalem come into your 
mind. 

8 Though Babylon should 
mount up to heaven, and though 
she should fortify the height of 
her strength, yet from me shall 
spoilers come unto her, saith 
tlie Lord. 

9 A sound of a cry cometh 
from Babylon, and great de- 
struction from the land of the 
Chaldeans : 

10 Because the Lord hath 
spoiled Babylon, and destroyed 
out of her the great voice; 
when her waves do roar like 
great waters, a noise of their 
voice is uttered : 

11 Because the spoiler is 
come "Upon her, even upon Ba- 
bylon, and her mighty men are 
taken, every one of their bows 
is broken : for the Lord God of 
recompences shall surely re- 
quite. 

12 And I w^ill make drunk 
her princes and her^wise men. 
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her captains and her rolers, and 
her mighty men : and they shall 
sleep a perpetual sleep, and not 
wake, saith the King, whose 
name is the Lord of hosts. 

% 13 Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts ; The broad walls Of Ba- 
bylon shall be utterly broken, 
and her high gates shall be 
burned with fire ; and the peo- 
ple shall labour in vain, and the 
folk in the fire, and they shall 
be weary. 

14 And Babylon, the glory 
of kingdoms, the beauty of the 
Chaldees' excellency, shall be 
ajs when God overtlurew Sodom 
and Gomorrah. 

1 5 It shall never be inhabited, 
neither shall it be dwelt in from 
generation to generation : nei- 
uier shall the Arabian pitch tent 
there ^ neither shall the shep- 
herds make their fold there. 

16 But wild beasts of the 
desert shall lie there ; and their 
houses shall be fiill of doleful 
creatures; and owls shall dwell 
there, and satyrs shall dance 
there. 

17 And the wild beasts of 
the island shall cry in their 
desolate houses, and dragons in 
their pleasant palaces : and her 
time is near to come, and her 
day shall not be prolonged. 

LESSON CXLVIL 

How hath the oppressor ceas- 
ed! the golden city ceased! 

2 The Lord hath broken the 
staff of the wicked, and the 
sceptre of the rulers. 

8 Babylon is ^dlen, is fallen, 
and all ^e graven images of 



her gods hath the Lord broken 

to the ground ! 

• 4 He who smote the people 

in wrath with a continual stroke, 

he that ruled the nations in 

anger, is persecuted^ and none 

hindereth. 

5 The whole earth is at rest, 
and is quiet : they break forth 
into singing. 

6 Yea, fiie fir-trees rej6ice 
at thee, and the cedars of Leba- 
non, saying. Since Ihon art 
laid down, no feller is come up 
against us. 

7 Hell from beneath is movefd 
for thee, to meet thee at thy 
coming : it stirreth tip the dead 
for thee, even all the chief ones 
of the earth ; it hath raised np 
from their thrones all tilxe kings 
of the nations. 

8 All tiiey shall specdc and 
say unto thee. Art thou also be- 
eome weak as we ? art thou be- 
come like unto us ? 

9 Thy pomp is brought down 
to the grave, and the noise of 
thy viols : the worm is spread 
under thee, and the worms 
cover thee. 

^10 How art thou fallen 
from heaven, O Lucifer, son of 
the morning ! how art thou cat 
down to the ground, which 
didst weaken the nations ! 

11 For thou hast said in 
thine heart, I will ascend into 
heaven, I will exalt my throne 
above the stars of God : I will 
sit also upon the mount of the 
congregation in the sides of the 
north. 

12 I will ascend above the 
heights of the clouds ; I will be 
hke the MostJIigh. 
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13 Yet thou shalt be brought 
down to hell, to the sides of the 
pit. 

14 They that see thee shall 
narrowly look upon thee, and 
consider thee, sa3dng. Is this 
the man that made the earth to 
tremble, that did shake king- 
doms? 

15 That made t^e world as 
a wilderness, and destroyed the 
cities thereof, that opened not 
the house of his prisoners ? 

16 AH the kings of the na- 
tions, even all of them lie in 
glory, every one in his own 
house. 

17 But thou art cast out of 
thy grave £ke an abominable 
branch ; and as the raiment of 
those that are slain, tiuiist 
through with a sword, that go 
down to the stones of the pit ; 
as a carcase trodden under feet. ' 

18 Thou shalt not be joined 
with them in burial, because 
thou hast destroyed thy land, 
and slain thy people : the seed 
of evil*doers shall never be 
renowned. 

19 Prepare slaughter for his 
children for the iniquity of their 
fathers ; that they do not rise, 
nor possess the land, nor £11 
the face of the world with 
cities. 

20 For I will rise up against 
them, saith the Lord of hosts, 
and cut off from Babylon, the 
name and remnant, and son 
and nephew, saiHi the Lord. 

21 1 will also make it a pos- 
session for the bittern, and pools 
of water : and 1 will sweep it 
with the besom of destruction, 
eaith tlie Lord of hosts. 



LESSON CXLVIIl. 

Destruction of I)^, 

The burden of Tyre. 

% 2 Howl, ye ships of Tar- 
shisji; for it is laid waste, so 
that there is no house, no enter- 
ing in : from the land of Chit- 
tim it is revealed to them. 

3 Be still, ye inhabitants of 
the isle ; thou whom the mer- 
chants of Zidon, that pass over 
the sea, have replenished. 

4 And by great waters the 
seed of Sihor, the harvest of 
the river, is her revenue; and 
she is a mart of nations. 

5 Be thou ashamed, O Zidon : 
for the sea hath spoken, even 
the strength of the sea, saying, 
I travjdl not, nor bring forth 
children, neither do 1 nourish 
up young men, nor bring up 
virgins. 

6 As at Hie report concern- 
ing Egypt, so shall they be 
sorely pained at the report of 
Tyre. 

7 Pass ye over to Tarshish ; 
howl, ye inhabitants of the 
isle. 

8 Is Hiis yoiu* joyous city, 
whose antiquity is of ancient 
days ? her own feet shall carry 
her afar off to sojourn. 

9 Who hath taken this couiw 
sel against Tyre, the crown- 
ing city, whose merchants are 
princes, whose traffickers are 
the honoiurable of the earth ? 

10 The Lord of hosts hath 
purposed it, to stain the pride 
of all glory, and to bring into 
contempt all the honourable of 
the earth. 

11 Pass through thy land as 
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a river, O daughter of Tarshish: 
there is no more strength. 

12 He stretched out his hand 
over the sea, he shook the king- 
doms: the Lord hath given a 
commandment against the mer- 
chant city, to destroy the strong 
holds thereof. 

LESSON CXLIX. 

The word of the Lord came 
irnto me, saying, 

^2 Son of man, because that 
Tyrus hath said against Jeru- 
salem, Aha, she is broken that 
was the gates of the people : 
^e is turned unto me : I shall 
be replenished, now she is laid 
waste: 

3 Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God, Behold I am against 
thee, O Tyrus, and will cause 
many nations to come up against 
thee, as the sea causeth his waves 
to come up. 

4 And they shall destroy the 
walls of Tyrus, and break down 
her towers : I will also scrape 
her dust from her, and make 
her like the top of a rock. 

5 It shall be a place for the 
spreading of nets in the midst 
of the sea : for I have spoken 
it, saith the Lord God : and it 
shall become a spoil to the na- 
tions. 

6 And her daughters which 
are in the field shall be slain by 
the sword; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

5[ 7 For thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I will bring up- 
on Tyrus Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon, a king of kings, 
from the north, with horses 



and with chariots and with 
horsemen and companies and 
much people. 

8 He shall slay with the 
sword thy daughters in tie 
field ; and he shall make a fort 
against thee, and cast a mount 
against thee, and lift up the 
buckler against thee. 

9 And he shall set engines 
of war against thy walk, and 
with his axes he shall break 
down thy towers. 

10 By reason of the abun- 
dance of his horses their dust 
shall cover thee : thy walls shall 
shake at the noise of the horse- • 
men, and of the wheels, and of 
the chariots, when he shall en- 
ter into thy gates, as men enter 
into a city wherein is .made a 
breach. 

11 With the hoofe of bis 
horses shall he tread down all 
thy streets: he shall slay thy 
people by the sword, and thy^ 
strong garrisons shall go down 
to the ground. 

12 And they shall make a 
spoil of thy riches, and make a 
prey of thy merchandise : and 
tiiey shall break down thy wa]ls« 
and destroy thypleasant houses : 
and they shall lay thy stones and 
thy timber and thy dust in ihb 
midst of the water. 

13 And I wiQ cause the noise 
of thy songs to cease ; and the 
sound of thy harps shall be no 
more heard. 

14 And I will make thee like 
the top of a rock : thoushaltbe. 
a place to spread nets upon; 
thou shalt be built no more : 
for I the Lord have spoken it; 
saith the Lord God. 
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f 15 Thus saith the Lord 
God to Tyrus : Shall not the 
ides shake at; the sound of thy 
fall, when the wounded cryt 
when the slaughter is made in 
the midst of thee ? 

16 Thmi all the princes of 
the sea shall come down from 
their thrones, and lay away 
their rpbes, and put off their 
broidered garments : they shall 
dothe themselves with trem- 
bling ; they shall sit upon the 
ground, and shall tremble at 
every moment, and be asto- 
nished at thee. 

17 And they shall take up a 
lamentation for thee, and say to 
ijhee. How art thou destroyed, 
^t wast inhabited of seafaring 
men, the renowned city, which 
wast strong in the sea ; she and 
her inhabitants, which cause 
their terror to be on all that 
haunt it ! 

18 Now shall the isles trem- 
ble in the day of thy fall ; yea, 
the isles tiiat are in the sea shall 
be troubled at thy departure. 

.19 For thus saith the Lord 
Ood; When I shall make thee 
a desolate city, like the cities 
that are not inhabited ; when 1 
shall bring up the deep upon 
thee, and great waters shall 
cover thee ; 

20 When I shall bring thee 
down with them that descend 
into the pit, with the people of 
old time, and shall set thee in 
fhe low parts of the earth, in 
places desolate of old, with them 
that go down to the pit, that 
thou be not inhabited; and I 
shall set glory in the land of 
the living ; 



21 I wiU make thee a ter-« 
ror, and thou shalt be no more : 
th,ough thou be sought for, yet 
shalt thou never be found again,- 
saith the Lord God. 

LESSON CL. 

The word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 

^2 Now, thou son of man, 
take up a lamentation for Ty- 
rus; 

3 And say unto Tyrus, O 
thou that art situate at the en- 
try of the sea, which, art a mer- 
chant of the people for many 
isles. Thus saith the Lord God; 
lYrus, thou hast said, I am 
of perfect beauty. . 

4 Thy borders .are in the 
midst of the seas, th^ builders 
have perfected thy beauty. 

5 They have made sdl thy 
ship-boards of fir-trees of Senir: 
they have taken cedars from Le- 
banon to make masts for thee. 

6 Of the oaks of fiashan have 
they made thine oaxs; the com- 
pany of the Ashurites have made 
thy benches of ivory, brought 
out of the isles of Chittim. 

7 Fine linen with broidered 
work from Egypt was that which 
thou spreadest forth to be thy 
sail ; blue and purple from the 
isles of Elishah was that which 
covered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zidon 
and Arvad were thy mariners ; 
thy wise men, O Tyrus, that 
were in thee, were thy pilots. 

9 TTie ancients of Gebal and 
the wise men thereof were in 
thee thy calkers : aU the ships 
of the sea mth their mariners 
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were in thee to occupy thy mer- 
ehandise. 

10 They of Persia and of Lud 
and of Phut were in thine army, 
thy men of war : they hanged 
the shield and hehnet in thee ; 
they set forth l^y comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with 
tibine army were upon thy wbILb 
round about, and the Gramma- 
dima were in thy towers : they 
hanged their sluelds upon thy 
walls round about; they have 
made thy beauty perfect. 

12 Tarshish was thy mer* 
chant by reason of the multi- 
tude of all kind of riches ; witii 
silver, iron, tin, and lead, they 
traded in thy ^edrs. 

13 Javan, Tubal, and Me- 
•hech, they were thy merchants : 
they traded with the persons of 
men and vessels of brass in thy 
market. 

14 They of the house of To- 
garmah traded in thy fairs with 
horses and horsemen and mules. 

16 The men of Dedan were 
thy merchants; many isles were 
the merchandise of thine hand : 
they brought thee for a present 
horns of ivory and ebony. 

16 Syria was tkj merchant 
by reason of the multitude of 
the wares of thy iTiaking : they 
occupied in thy fairs with eme- 
ralds, purjde^ and broidered 
work, and fine linen, and coral* 
and agate. 

17 Judah, and the land of Is- 
rael, they were thy merchants : 
they traded in thy market wheat 
of Minnith, and Pannag, and 
honey, and oil, and balm. 

18 Damascus was thy mer- 
chsuat in the multitude of the 



wares of thy making, for Uie 
multitude of all riches ; in the 
wine of Helbon, and white 
wool. 

19 Dan also and Javan go-' 
ing to and fro occupied in thy 
fairs: bright iron, cassia, and 
calamus, were in thy market. 

20 Dedan was thy meickaat 
in predous ck)tlxft for cimriots. 

21 Arabia, and all the princes 
of Kedar, they occupied wilii 
thee in lambs, and rams, and 
goats : in. these were they thy 
merchants. 

22 The merchants oi Sheba 
and Raamah, they were thy 
merchants: they occupied in 
thy ^urs wil^ chief of all sj^ces, 
and with all precious stones, 
and gold. 

23 Haran, and Cann^, and 
Eden, the merchants of Sheba, 
Asshur, and Chilmad, were liiy 
merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants 
in all sorts of things, in blue 
cloths, and broidered work, and 
in chests of rich apparel, bound 
with cords, and made of ce^ir, 
among thy merchandise. 

25 The ships of Taishidi did 
sing of thee in thy market: and 
thou wast replenished, and made 
very glorious in tiie midst of the 
seas. 

^26 Thyrowers have brought 
thee into great waters: Hie east 
wind hath broken thee in the 
midst of the seas. 

27 Thy riches, and thy fairs, 
thy merchandise, thy maxinexs, 
and thy pilots, thy calkers, and 
the oecupiers of thy merchan- 
dise, and all thy men of war, 
that are in theor&oA J9^ftU thy 
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oompmy idxieh is in the midst 
of thee, shall fall into the midst 
of the seas in the day of thy ttdn. 

28 The suburbs shall shake at 
isbe soond of the cry of thy pilots. 

29 And all that handle the 
Mur, the mariners, and all the 
pilots oi the sea, shall come 
<lown from their ships, they 
siiall stand upon the land ; 

90 And shall cause their 
'voice to be heard against thee, 
mad absUl cry bitterly, and shall 
cast up dust upon ^eir heads, 
they shall w^ow themselves 
in tibie ashes : 

8 1 And they shall make them- 
selves utterly bald for thee, and 
gird them with saokoloth, and 
lliey shall weep for thee with 
bitterness of heart and bitter 
wadling. 

32 And in their wailing they 
shall take up a lamentation for 
thee, and lament over thee, say- 
ing. What city is like Tyrus,like 
thedestroyed in the midst of the 
•ea? 

SS When thy wares went 
fiordi out of the seas, liiou £]!- 
edst many people; thou didst 
enrich, the kings of the earth 
with the multitude of thy riches 
and of thy merchandise. 

d4 In the time when thou 
shalt be broken by the seas in 
the depths of the waters, thy 
merchandise and all thy com- 
pany la the midst of thee shall 
fall. 

35 All the inhabitants of the 
kles shall be astonished at thee, 
aatkd their kings shall be sore 
afraid, they shall be trouMed in 
their countenance. 

36.The merchants amongihe 



people shall hiss at thee ; thou 
shalt be a terror, and never shalt 
be any more. 

LESSON CLI. 

Thb word of the Lord came 
again unto me, saying, 

^2 Sonofman, say unto the 
prince of Tyrus, Tlius saith the 
Lord God; Because thine heart 
is lifted up, and thou hast said, 
I am a god, I sit in the seat of 
God, in tlie midst of the seas ; 
^et thou art a man, and not 
God, though thou set thine 
heart as the heart of God :) 

3 Behold, thou art wiser than 
Daniel ; there is no secret that 
they can hide from thee : 

4 With thy wisdom and with 
thine understanding tliou hast 
gotten thee riches, and hast 
gotten gold and silver into thy 
treasures : 

5 By thy great wisdom and 
by thy traffic hast thou in- 
creased thy riches, and thine 
heart is lifted up because of thy 
riches : 

6 Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God; Because thou hast 
set thine heart as the heart of 
God; 

7 Behold, therefore I will 
bring strangers upon thee, the 
terrible of the nations : and they 
shall draw their swords against 
the beauty of thy wisdom, and 
they shall defile &iy brightness. 

8 They shall bring thee down 
to tiie pit, and thou shalt die the 
deaths of them that are slain in 
the midst of the seas. 

9 Wilt thou yet say before 
him that slayeth the^, I am God ? 
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but tibou shalt be a man, and no 
god, in the hand of him that 
slayeth thee. 

10 Thou shalt die the deaths 
of the imcircumcised by the 
hand of strangers : for I have 
i^ken it, saith the Lord Grod. 

•|[11 Moreover the word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 

1*2 Son of man, take up a 
lamentation upon the king of" 
lYrus, and say unto him, TTius 
saith tlie Lord God ; Thouseal- 
est up the sum ; fiill of wisdom, 
and perfect in beauty. 

13 Thou hast been in Eden 
the garden of God ; every pre- 
cious stone was thy covering, 
the sardius, topaz, and the dia- 
mond ; the beryl, the onyx, and 
the jasper, the sapphire; the 
emerald, and the carbuncle, and 
gold : the workmanship of thy 
tabrets and of thy pipes was 
prepared in thee in the day 
that thou wast created. 

14 Thou wast perfect in thy 
ways from the day that thou 
wast created, tiU iniquity was 
found in thee. 

15 By the multitude of thy 
merchandise they have filled 
the midst of thee with violence, 
and thou hast sinned : therefore 
I will cast thee as profane out 
of the mountain of God : and I 
will destroy thee, O covering 
cherub, from the midst of the 
stones of fire. 

1 6 Thine heart was lifted up 
because of thy beauty, thou hast 
corrupted thy wisdom by reason 
of thy brightness : I will cast 
thee to the ground, I will lay 
thee before kings, that they may 
behold thee. 



17 Hiou hast defiled thy 
sanctuaries by the multitude of 
thine iniquities, by tiie iniquity 
of thy trafiic ; therefore wiU I 
bring forth a fire £rom the midst 
of thee, it shall devour thee, and 
I will bring thee to ashes upon, 
the earth in the dlght of all them 
that behold thee. 

18 AU they that know ihee 
atnong the people shall be asto- 
nished at thee : thou shalt be a 
terror, and never shalt thou be 
any more. 

LESSON CLIL 

Destruction of Egypt ^ 

The burden of Egypt. 

f 2 Behold, the Lord rideth 
upon a swift cloud, and shall 
come into Egypt : and the idols 
of Egypt shall be moved at his 
presence, and the heartof Egypt 
shall melt in the midst of it. 

3 And I will set the Egyp^ 
tians against the Egyptians: 
and they shall %ht every one 
against his brother, and every 
one against his neighbour; city 
against city, and kingdom a- 
gainst kingdom. 

4 And the spirit of Egypt 
shall fail in the midst thereof t 
and I will destroy the coim- 
sel thereof : and they shall 
seek. to the idols, and to the 
charmers, and to them that 
have familiar spirits, and to 
the wizards. 

5 And the Egyptians will I 
give over into the hand of a 
cruel lord; and a fierce kiag 
shall rule over them, saith the 
Lord, the Lord of hosts. 

6 And the wateis shall ful 
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fiftAn the 8eft, and the river shall 
be wasted and dried up. 

7 And they shall torn the 
rivers far away; and liie brooks 
of ddence shedl be emptied and 
dried np : tbt reeds and flagd 
shall wither. 

8 The paper reeds by the 
brooks, by tiie mouth of the 
brooks, and every thing sown 
by the brooks, shall wither, be 
driven away, and be no more. 

9 Thefishersalsoshallmoum, 
and all they tiiat cast angle into 
thebrooks shall lament, and they 
that spread nets upon the water 
^^11 languish. 

10 Moreover they that work 
in fine flax, and they that weave 
net-works, shall be confounded. 

11 And they shall be broken 
in the purposes thereof, all that 
make duices and ponds for fish. 

^12 Surely the princes of 
Zoan are fools, the counsel of 
the wise eounsellers of Pharaoh 
is become brutish : how say ye 
unto Pharaoh, I am the son of 
the wise, the son of ancient 
kings? 

1 3 Where are they ? where are 
thy wise men? and let them tell 
thee now, and let them know, 
what t^e hotd of hosts hath pur- 
posed upon Egypt. 

14 And the land of Egypt 
ahaill be desolate and waste; 
and they shall know that I am 
the Lord: because he hath said. 
The river is mine, and I have 
made it. 

15 Behold, liierefore I am 
against thee, and against thy 
rivers ; and I will make the land 
of Egypt utterly waste and de- 
solate, from the tower of Syene 



even unto the border of £thi« 
opia. 

16 No foot of man shall pass 
through it, nor foot of beast shall 
pass through it, neither shall it 
be inhabited forty years. 

17 And I will make the land 
of Egypt desolate in the midst of 
the countries that are desolate* 
and her cities among the citiee 
that are laid waste shall be de- 
solate forty years : and I will 
scatter the £g3rptians among 
the nations, and will disperse 
them through the countries. > 

LESSON CLIII. 

The former Glory of Assyria. 

Bbhold, the Assyrian was a 
cedar in Lebanon with fair 
branches, and with a shadow- 
ing shroud, and of an high sta- 
ture; and his top was among thQ 
thick boughs. 

2 The waters made him great, 
the deep set him up on high with 
her rivers running round about 
his plants, and sent out her little 
rivers unto all the trees of the 
fidd. 

3 Therefore his height was 
exalted above all the trees of 
the field, and his boughs were 
multiplied, and his branches be- 
pame long because of the mul- 
titude of waters, when he shot 
forth. 

4 All the fowb of heaven 
made their nests in his boughs ;[ 
and under his branches did all' 
the beasts of the field bring 
forth their young; and under 
his shadow dwelt all great na- 
tions. 

. 5 Thus was he fiGur in his 
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greataeSB, in the length of his 
branches : for his root was by 
great waters. 

6 The cedars in the garden 
6f God could not hide him: the 
fir-treeswere notlike hisboughs, 
tad the chestnut-trees were not 
like his branches ; nor any tree 
in the garden of Gk>d was like 
ttito him in his beauty. 

7 I have made him fear by 
the multitude of his branches : 
so that all the trees of Eden, 
that were in the garden of God, 
envied him. 

% 8 Therefore liius saith the 
Lord God ; Because tkoM hast 
lifted up thyself in height, and 
he hath shot up his top among 
tbe thick boughs, and his heart 
k lifted up in his height ; 

d I have therefore delivered 
him into the hand of the mighty 
tine of the heathen; he shall 
surely deal with him : I have 
driven him out for his wicked- 

10 And strangers, the ter- 
Hble of the nations, have cut 
him off, and have left him: 
upon the mountains and in all 
the valleys his branches are 
fallen, and his boughs are bro- 
ken by all the rivers of the landj 
and all the people of the earth 
are gone down from his shadow, 
and have left him. 

11 Upon his ruin shall all 
the fowls of the heaven re- 
main, and all the beasts of the 
$eld shall be upon his branches; 

12 To the end that none of 
dl the trees by the waters exalt 
themselves for their height, nei- 
ther shoot up their top among 
the thick boughs, neitiier their 



trees stand up in their height, 
all that drink water : for tikiey 
are all delivered nnto death, to 
the neliier parts of tibe earlih. 

13 Thus saith the Lord God; 
In the day ^en he went down 
to the gravel caused amouming. 
I covered the deep for him, and 
I restrained the floods thereof, 
and the great waters were 
stayed : and I caused Lebanon 
to mourn for him, and all the 
trees of the field fainted for him. 

14 I made the nations to 
shake at the sound of his foil, 
when I oast him down to hdl 
with them that descend into the 
pit : and all the trees of Eden, 
the choice and best of Lebanon, 
all that drink water, ciiall be 
comforted in the netter parts 
of ttie earth. 

15 They also went down in- 
to hell with him, unto tibem that 
be slain with the sword: and 
they that were his arm, that 
dwelt under his shadow in the 
midst of the heathen. 

LESSON CLIV. 

Lament of the Babylonish Coptic 
vity, 

Bt the rivers of Babylon, there 
we sat down ; yea, we wept when 
we remembered Zion. 

2 We hanged our harps upon 
the willows in the midst thereof. 

S For there they that earned 
us away captive required of ns 
a song ; and they thsX wasted 
ns required of us mirth, saying. 
Sing us one of the songs of Zkni. 

4 How shaU we sing the 
Lord's song in a strange land ? 

5 If I forget thee, O Jeru- 
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salem, let my right haad f oiget 
her ciuming. 

6 If I do not remember thee, 
let my toi:^e ckaye to the roof 
of my mouth ; if I prefer not 
Jerusalem above my chief joy. 

LESSON CLV. 

Uetumfrom the Babylonish Cap- 
tivity, 

Trb word that came to Jere- 
miah from the Lord, saying, 

f 2 Thus speaketh the Lord 
€h)d of Israel, saying, Write 
thee all the words that I have 
spoken mito tiiee in a book. 

3 For, lo, the days come, 
aaith the Lord, tiiat I will bring 
again the eaptivity of my people 
Israel and Judah, sailii theLord : 
and I will cause them to return 
to the land that I gave to their 
fathers, and they shall possess 
it. 

% 4 And these are the words 
that the Lord spake concerning 
Israel and concerning Judah. 

5 For thus saith the Lord; 
We have heard a voice of trem- 
bling, of fear, and not of peace. 

6 Alas ! for that day is great, 
so that none is like it : it is even 
^ time of Jacob's trouble ; but 
he shall be saved out of it. 

7 For it shall come to pass in 
tiiat day, saith the Lord of hosts, 
Hiat I will break his yoke from 
off thy neck, and will burst l^y 
bonds, and strangers shall no 
more serve themselves of him : 

6 But they shall serve the 
Lord their God, and David their 
king, whom I will raise up unto 
them. 

% 9 Therefore fear thou not. 



my servant Jacob, saith the 
Lord ; neither be dismayed, O 
Israel : for, lo, I will save tiiee 
from afar, and thy seed from the 
landof their captivity ; and Jacob 
shall return, and shall be in rest* 
andbe quiet, andnone shallmake 
him afruid. 

10 For I am with thee, saith 
the Lord, to save thee : though 

1 make a full end of all nations 
whither I have scattered thee, 
yet will I not make a fall end 
of thee : but I will correct thee 
in measmre, and will not leave 
thee altogether unpunished. 

1 1 For thus saith the Lord» 
Thy bnuse is incurable, and 
thy wound is grievous. 

12 There is none to plead 
thy cause, that thou mayest be 
bound up : thou hast no healing 
medicines. 

13 All thy lovers have for* 
gotten thee: they seek thee 
not; for I have wounded thee 
with the wound of an enemy, 
with' the chastisement of a 
eruel one, for the multitude of 
thine imquity ; because thy sins 
were increased. 

14 Why criest thou for thine 
afBliction ? thy sorrow is incu- 
rable for the multitude of thine 
iniquity : because thy sins were 
increased, I have done these 
things unto thee. 

15 Therefore all they that 
devour thee shall be devoured ; 
and all thine adversaries, every 
one of them, shall go into cap- 
tivity; and they that spoil thee 
shall be a spoil, and all thatpiey 
upon thee will I give for a prey. 

16 For I will restore health 
unto thee, and I will heal thee 
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of thy wouhcLb, saith tiie Lord t 
because they called thee an Out- 
cast, saying, This is Zion, vhom 
no man seeketh after. 

f 17 Thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, I will bring again the 
captivity of Jacob's tents, and 
have mercy on his dwelling- 
places; and the city shall be 
builded upon her own heap, and 
the palace shall remain after tiie 
manner thereof. 

18 And out of them shall pro- 
ceed thanksgiving and the voice 
of them that make merry : and 
I will multiply them, and they 
shall not be few; I will also 
glorify them, and they shall not 
be small. 

19 Their children also shall 
be as afore-time, and their con- 
gregation shall be established 
before me, and I will punish all 
that oppress them. 

20 And their nobles shall be 
of themselves, andtheirgovemor 
shall proceed from the midst of 
them ; and I will cause him to 
draw near, and he shall approach 
unto me : for who is this that 
engaged his heart to approach 
unto me ? saith the Lord. 

21 And ye shall be my peo- 
ple, and I will be your God. 

f 22 Behold, the whirlwind of 
the Lord goeth forth with fury« 
a continuing whirlwind: it shall 
fall with pain upon the head of 
the wicked. 

23 The fierce anger of the 
Lord shall not return, until he 
have done it, and until he have 
performed the intents of his 
heart: in the latter days ye 
shall consider it. 



LESSON CLVI. 

At the same time, saith theLord, 
will I be the God of all the fami- 
lies of Israel, and they shall be 
my people. 

2 Thus saith the Lord; The 
people which were left of the 
sword found grace in the wil- 
derness; even Israel, when I 
w^nt to cause him to rest. 

3 The Lord hath appeared of 
old unto me« saying, Yea, I have 
loved thee with an everlasting 
love: therefore with loving- 
kindness have I drawn thee. 

4 Again I will build thee, and 
thou shalt be built* O virgin of 
Israel: thou shalt again be a- 
domed with thy tabrets, and 
shalt go forth in the dances of 
them ^at make merry* 

5 Thou shalt yet plant vines 
upon the mountams of Samaria : 
the planters shallplant, and shall 
eat them as common things. 

6 For there shall be a day^ 
that the watchmen upon the 
mount Ephraim shall cry, Arise 
ye, and let us go up to Zion unto 
the Lord our God. 

7 For thus saith the Lord; 
Sing with gladness for Jacobs 
and shout among the chief of 
the nations : publish ye» praise 
ye, and say« O Lord, save thy 
people, the remnant of Israel. 

8 Behold, I vnll bring them 
from the north country, and 
gather them from the coasts of 
tiie earth, and with them th^ 
blind and the lame, the womfui 
with child and her that tra- 
vaileth with child together: a 
great company shall return thi- 
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9 Theyshallcome with weep- 
ing, and with suppiicaticms wiU 
I lead them : I wUl cause them 
to walk by the rivers of waters 
in a straight way, wherein they 
shall not stomble : for I am a 
father to Israel, and Ephraim is 
my first-bom. 

% 10 Hear the word of the 
Lord, O ye nations, and declare 
it in the isles a^ off; and say. 
He that scattered Israel will 
gather him, and keep him, as a 
shepherd doth his flock. 

1 1 For the Lord hath re- 
deemed Jacob, and ransomed 
him from the hand of him that 
was stronger than he. 

12 Therefore they shall come 
and sing in the height of Zion, 
and shall flow together to the 
goodness of the Lord, for wheat,- 
and for wine, and for oil, and 
for the young of the flock and 
of the herd : and their soul shall 
be as a watered garden; and 
tiiey shall not sorrow any more 
at all. 

13 Then shall the virgin re- 
joice in the dance, both young 
men and old together : fon I 
will turn their mourning into 
joy, and will comfort them, and 
make them rejoice from their 
sorrow. 

14 And I will satiate the soul 
of the priests with fatness, and 
my people shall be satisfied with 
my goodness, saith the Lord. - 

' f 15 Thus saith the Lord; 
A voice was heard in Ramah, 
lamentation, and bitter weep- 
ing; Rachel weeping for her 
children refused to be comforted 
for her children, because they 
were not. 



16 Thus saith the Lord ; Re* 
frvn thy voice from weeping, 
and thine eyes from tears : for 
thy work shall be rewarded, 
saith the Lord ; and they shall 
come again from the land of the 
enemy. 

17 And there is hc^ in thine 
end, saith the Lord, that thy chil-; 
dren shall come again to their 
own border* 

^18 1 have surely heard E- 
phraim bemoaning himself thus; 
Thou hast chastised me, and I 
was chastised, as a bulloqk un- 
accustomed to the yoke : turn 
thou me, and I shall be turned ; 
for thou art the Lord my God* 

19 Is Ephraim my dear son? 
is he a pleasant child ? for since 
I spake against him, I do eam-^ 
esdy remember him still: there^ 
fore my bowels are troubled for 
him ; I will surely have mercy 
upon him, saith the Lqrd. t 

20 Set thee Up way-rgaiks, 
make thee high heaps: set thin^ 
heart toward the hi^- way, even 
the way which thou wentest : turQ 
again, O virgin of Israel, turn a- 
gain to these thy cities. i 

LESSON CLVIL 

Sat unto the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord Qod; I 
do not tibis for your sakes, O 
house of Israel* but for miuQ 
holy name's sake, which yQ 
have profaned among the hea- 
then, whither ye went. 

2 And I will sanctify my 
great name, which was pro-r 
fiBLUed among the heathen, which 
ye have profaned in the midst 
of them ; and the heathen shall 
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know that I am the Lord, saith 
tlie Lord God, when I shall be 
sanctified in you before their 
eyes. 

3 For I will take you from 
among the heathen, and galiier 
you out of all countries, and 
will bring you into your own 
land. 

^4 Then will I sprinkle dean 
water upon you, and ye shall 
be clean : from all your filthi- 
ness, and from all your idols, 
will I cleanse you. 

5 A new heart also will I 
give you, and a new spirit will 
I put within you: and I will 
take away the stony heart out 
of your flesh, and I will give 
you an heart of flesh. 

6 And I will put my spirit 
within you, and cause you to 
walk in my statutes, and ye 
ihall keep my judgements, and 
do them. 

7 And ye shall dwell in the 
land that I gave to your fathers; 
and ye shall be my people, and 
I will be your God. 

8 I will also save you from 
all your undeannesses ; and I 
will call for the com, and will 
increase it, and lay no famine 
upon you- 

9 And I will multiply the 
fruit of the tree, and the in- 
crease of the field, that ye shall 
receive no more reproach of fiEi- 
mine among the heathen. 

10 Then shall ye remember 
your own evil ways, and your 
doings that were not good, and 
shall loathe yourselves in your 
own sight for your iniquities 
and for your abominations. 

11 Not for your sakes do I 



this, saith the Lord God, be it 
known unto you : be ashamed 
and confounded for your own 
ways, O house of Israel. 

f 12 Thus saith the Lord 
God; In the day that I shall have 
cleansed you from aU your ini- 
quities I will also cause you to 
dwell in the cities, and the 
wastes shall be builded. 

13 And the desolate land 
shall be tilled, whereas it lay 
desolate in the sight of all that 
passed by. 

14 And they shall say. This 
land that was desolate is be- 
come like the garden of Eden ; 
and the waste and desolate and 
ruined cities are become fenced, 
and are inhabited. 

15 Then the heathen that 
are left round about you shall 
know that I tibe Lord build the 
ruined places, and plant that 
that was desolate: I the Lord 
have spoken it, and I will do it« 

f 16 Thus saith the Lord 
God, When I shall have ga- 
thered the house of Israel from 
the people among whom they 
are scattered, and shall be 
sanctified in the sight of the 
heathen, then shall they dwell 
in their land that I have given 
to my servant Jacob. 

17 And they shall dwell in 
safety therein, and shall build 
houses and plant vineyards; 
yea, they shall dwell witibi con- 
fidence when I have executed 
judgements upon all them that 
despise them round about them ; 
and they shall know that I am 
the Lord their God. 
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LESSON CLVin. 

Lord, thou hast been favour- 
able unto thy land : thou hast 
brought back ihie captivity of 
Jacob. 

2 When the Lord turned 
again the captivity of Zion, we 
were like them that dream. 

3 Then was our mouth filled 
with laughter, and our tongue 
with dinging : then said they 
among tiie heathen. The Lord 
hath done great things for them. 

4 The Lord hath done great 
things for us ; whereof we are 
glad. 

6 Turn again our captivity, O 
Lord, as the streams in the south. 

^6 1 was glad when they 
Said unto me. Let us go into 
the house of the Lord, 
r 7 Our feet shall stand within 
thy gates, O Jerusalem. 

8 Jerusalem is builded as a 
city that is compact together : 

9 Whither the tribes go up, 
Ae tribes of the Lord, unto the 
testimony of Israel, to give 
thanks unto the name of the 
Lord. 

10 For there are set thrones 
of judgement, the thrones of 
the house of David. 

11 Pray for the peace of Je- 
rusalem: they shall prosper that 
love thee. 

12 Peace be within thy walls, 
and prosperity within thy pa- 
laces. 

13 For my brethren and com- 
panions' sakes, I will now say« 
Peace be within thee. 

14 Because of the house of 
the Lord our God I will seek 
thy good. . 



LESSON CLIX. 

Destruction of Jerusalem. 

Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, 
and sound an alarm in my holy 
mountain : let all the inhabitants 
of the land tremble : for the day 
of the Lord cometh, for it is ni^ 
at hand ; 

2 A day of daikness and of 
gloominess, a day of clouds and 
of thick darkness, as the mom* 
ing spread upon lie mountains: 
a great people and a strong; 
there hath not been ever the 
like, neither shall be any more 
after it, even to the years of 
many generations. 

3 A fire devoureth before 
them; and behind them a flam^ 
bumeth : the land is as the gar- 
den of Eden before them, and 
behind them a desolate wilder- 
ness; yea, and nothing shall 
escape them. » 

4 Tlie appearance of them is 
as the appearance of horses; 
and as horsemen, so shall they 
run. 

5 Like the noise of chariots 
on the tops of mountains shall 
they leap ; like the noise of a 
flame of fire that devoureth the 
stubble, as a strong people set 
in battle array, 

6 Before their fece the peo- 
ple shall be much pained: all* 
faces shall gather blackness^ 

7 Tliey shall run like mighty 
men ; they shall climb the wall 
like men of war; and they shall 
march every one on his ways, 
and they shall not Ipreak their 
ranks: 

8 Neither shall one thrust 
another; they shall walk every 
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one in his path : and when they 
faXL upon the sword, they shaU 
not be wounded. 

9 They shall run to and fro 
in the city ; they shall run upon 
the wall, they shall climb up up- 
on the houses ; they shall enter 
in at the windows like a thief. 

10 The earth shall quake be- 
fore them; the heavens shall 
tremble : the sun and the moon 
shall be dark, and the stars shall 
withdraw their shining : 

11 And the Lord shall utter 
his voice before his army: for 
his camp is very great : for he 
is strong that executeth his 
word : for thfi day of the Lord 
is great and very terrible ; and 
who can abide it ? 

LESSON CLX. 

SoK of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink thy water 
with trembling and with care- 
fulness ; 

2 And say unto the people 
of the land. Thus saith the Lord 
God of the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and of the land of Israel; 
They shall eat their bread with 
carefulness, and drink their wa- 
ter with astonishment, that her 
land may be desolate from all 
that is therein, because of the 
violence of all them that dwell 
therein. 

3 And the cities that are in- 
habited shall be laid waste, and 
the land shall be desolate ; and 
ye shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

4 And I will make void the 
counsel of Judah and Jerusalem 
in this place ; and I will cause 



them to fall by the sword be- 
fore their enemies, and by the 
hands of them that seek their 
lives : and their carcases will I 
give to be meat for the fowls of 
the heaven, and for the beasts 
of the earth. 

5 And I will make this city 
desolate, and an hissing ; every 
one that passeth thereby shall 
be astoniidied and hiss because 
of all the plagues thereof. 

6 And I will cause them to 
eat the flesh of their sons and 
the flesh of their daughters*; and 
they shall eat every one the flesh 
of his friend in the siege and 
straitness, wherewith their ene- 
mies, and they that seek their 
lives, shall straiten them. 

7 The high places also of 
Aven, the sin of Israel, shall be 
destroyed: the thorn and the 
thistle shall come up on their 
altars; and they shall say to 
the mountains. Cover us; and 
to the hills. Fall on us. 

8 I will scatter them also 
among the heathen, whom nei* 
ther they nor their fathers have 
known: and I will send a sword 
after them, till I have consumed 
them. 

9 And they shall know that 
I am the Lord, when I shall 
scatter them among the nations, 
and disperse them in the coiin- 
tries. 

^ 10 But I will leave a few 
men of them from the sword, 
from the famine, and from the 
pestilence; that they may de- 
clare all their abominations 
among the heathen whither 
they come; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 
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1 1 And I will make Jerusa- 
lem heaps, and a den of dragons; 
and I will make the cities of Ju- 
dah desolate, without an inha- 
bitant. 

12 But the cormorant and 
the bittern shall possess it ; the 
owl also and the raven shall 
dwell in it : and he shall stretch 
out upon it the line of confusion, 
and the stones of emptiness. 

13 They shall call the no- 
bles thereof to the kingdom, 
but none shall be there, and all 
her princes shall be nothing. 

14 And thorns shall come up 
in her palaces, nettles and bram- 
bles in the fortresses thereof: 
and it shall be an habitation of 
dragons, and a court for owls. 

15 The wild beasts of the 
desert shall also meet with the 
wild beasts of the island, and 
the satjnr shall cry to his fellow ; 
the screedi owl also shall rest 
there, and find for herself a place 
of rest. 

16 There shall the great owl 
make her nest, and lay, and 
hatch, and gather under her 
shadow: there shall the vul- 
tures also be gathered, every 
one with her mate. 

LESSON CLXI. 

Thus saith the Lord God ; This 
is Jerusalem : I have set it in 
the midst of the nations and 
countries that are round about 
her. 

2 And she hath changed my 
judgements into wickedness 
more than the nations, and my 
statutes more than the coun- 
tries that are round about her ; 



for they have refused my judge* 
ments and my statutes, l£ey 
have not walked in them. 

3 Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God; Because ye havB 
not walked in my statutes, nei- 
ther have kept my judgements, 
neither have done according to 
the judgements of the nations 
that are round about you ; 

4 Therefore thus saith the 
Lord God; Behold, I, even I, 
am against thee, and will exe< 
cute judgements in the midst 
of thee in the sight of the na- 
tions. 

5 And I will do in thee that 
which I have not done, and 
whereunto I will not do any 
more the like, because of aU 
thine abominations. 

6 Therefore the fiithers shall 
eat the sons in the midst of thee, 
and the sons shall eat their fa- 
thers ; and I will execute judge- 
ments in thee, and the whole 
remnant of thee will I scatter 
into all the winds. 

7 Wherefore, As I live, saith 
the Lord God, surely, because 
thou hast defiled my sanctuary 
with all thy detestable things, 
and with all thine abominations^ 
therefore will I also diminish 
thee; neither shall mine eye 
spare, neither will I have any 
pity. 

^8 A third part of thee shall 
die with the pestilence, and with 
famine shall they be consumed 
in the midst of thee : and a third 
part shall fall by the sword round 
about thee ; and I will scatter a 
third part into all the winds, and 
I will draw out a sword after 
them. 
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9 Moreover I will make thee 
waste, and a reproach among 
the natLons that are round about 
thee, in the sight of all that 
pass by. 

10 So it shall be a reproach 
and a taunt, an instruction and 
an astonishment unto the na- 
tions that are round about thee» 
wheni shall execute judgements 
in thee. I the Lord have spoken 
it. 

^11 What wleth thee now, 
that thou art wholly gone up 
to the house-tops ? 

i2 Thou that art full of stirs, 
a tumultuous city, a joyous dty : 
thy slain men are not slain with 
the sword, nor dead in battle. 

. 13 All thy rulers are fled to- 
gether, they are bound by the 
archers; all that are found in 
thee are bound together, which 
have fled from far. 

14 Therefore said I, Look 
away from me; I will weep 
bitterly, labour not to comfort 
me, because of the spoiling of 
the daughter of my people. 

15 Oh that my hesd were 
waters, and mine eyes a foun* 
tain of tears, that I might weep 
day and night for the slain of 
the daughter of my people ! 

16 Oh that I had in the 
wilderness a lodging-place of 
wayfaring men; that I might 
leave my people, and go from 
them! 

17 For death is come up in- 
to our windows, and is entered 
into our palaces, to cut o£f the 
children from without, and the 
yoimg men from the streets. 



LESSON CLXIL 

And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

% 2 Son of man, set thy face 
toward the mountains of Israel, 
and prophesy against them, 

3 And say, Ye mountains of 
Israel, hear the word of the 
Lord God; Thus saith the Lord 
God to the mountains, and to 
the hills, to the rivers, and to 
the valleys ; Behold, I, even I, 
will bring a sword upon you, 
and I wOl destroy your high 
places. 

4 And your altars shall he 
desolate, and your images shall 
be broken: and I will cast do^ni 
your slain men before your 
idols. 

5 And I will lay the dead 
carcases of the children of Is- 
rael before their idols; and I 
will scatter your bones round 
about your altars. 

6 In all your dwelling-places 
the cities shall be laid waste, 
and the high places shall be 
desolate ; that your altars may 
be laid waste and made deso<« 
late, and your idols may be 
broken and cease, and your 
images may be cut down, and 
your works may be abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in 
the midst of you, and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

% 8 Yet will I leave a rem- 
nant, that ye may have some 
that shall escape the sword 
among the nations, when ye 
shall be scattered through ^e 
countries. 

9 And they that escape of 
you shall remember me among 
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the nations wbither they shall 
be carried captives: and they 
shall loathe themselyes for the 
evils which they have committed 
in all their abominations. 

10 And they shall know that 
I am the Lord, and that I have 
not said in vain that I would do 
this evil unto them. 

f 11 -Thus saith the Lord 
Grod; Smite with thine hand, 
and stamp with thy foot, and 
say, Alas for all the evil abo- 
minations of the house of Is- 
rael ! for they shall fiedl by the 
sword, by the fEunine^ and by 
the pestilence. 

12 Then shall ye know that 
I am the Lord, when their slain 
men shall be among their idols 
round about their altars, upon 
every high hill, in all the tops 
oi tiie mountains, and under 
every green tree, and under 
every thick oak, the place where 
they did offer sweet savour to 
all their idols. 

13 So will I stretch out my 
hand upon them, and make the 
land desolate, yea, more deso- 
late than the wOdemess to- 
ward Diblath, in all their habi^ 
tations: and they shall know 
that I am the Loni. 

LESSON CLXIIL 

Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

% 2 Also, tiiou son of man, 
tiius saith the Lord God unto 
the land of Israel ; An end, the 
end is come upon the four cor- 
ners of the land. 

3 Now is the end come upon 
thee« and I will send mine anger 



upon thee, and will judge thee 
according to thy ways, and will 
recompense upon thee all thine 
abominations. 

4 Thus saith the Lord God; 
An evil, an only evil, behold, is 
come. 

5 An end is come, the end is 
come : it watcheth fDr thee ; be- 
hold> it ia come. 

6 The morning is come unto 
thee, O thou that dweUest in 
the land : the time is come, the 
day of trouble is near. 

7 And mine eye shall not 
spare, neither will I have pity: 
I will recompense thee accords 
ing to thy ways and thine abo» 
minations that are in the midst 
of thee; and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord that smiteth. 

8 Behold the day, behold, it 
is come : the morning is gone 
forth ; the rod hath blossomed, 
pride hath budded. 

9 Violence is risen up into a 
rod of wickedness : none of them 
shall remain, nor of their multi- 
tude, nor of any of theirs : nei- 
ther shall there be wailing for 
them. 

10 The time is come, the day 
draweth near : let not the buyer 
rejoice, nor the seller mourn : for 
wrath is upon all the multitude 
thereof. 

11 For the seller shall not 
return to that whidi is sold, 
although they were yet alive : 
for the vision is touching the 
whole multitude thereof, which 
shall not return ; neither shall 
any strengthen himself in the 
iniquity of his life. 

1 2 Iliey have blown the trum<» 
pet, even to make all ready; 
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bat none goetii to the battle: 
for my wratii is upon all the 
multitude thereof. 

13 The sword is without, 
and the pestilence and the fa- 
mine within : he that- is in the 
field shall die with the sword ; 
and he that is in the city, fa- 
mine and pestilence shall de- 
vour him. 

^ 14 But they that escape of 
them shall escape, and shall be 
on the mountains like doves of 
the valleys, all of them mourn- 
ing, every one for his iniquity. 

15 All hands shall be feeble, 
and all knees shall be weak as 
water. 

16 They shall also gird them- 
sdves with sackcloth, and hor- 
ror shall cover them; and shame 
shall be upou all faces, and bald- 
ness upon all their heads. 

17 They shall cast their sil- 
ver in the streets, and their gold 
shall be removed: their sUver 
and their gold shall not be able 
to deliver them in the day of 
the wrath of the Lord: they 
shall not satisfy tiieir souls, 
neither fill their bowels: be- 
cause it is the stumbling-block 
xjf their iniquity. 

^ 18 As for the beauty of 
his ornament, he set it in 
majesty: but they made tiie 
images of their abominations 
and of their detestable things 
therein : therefore have I set it 
far from them. 

19 And I will give it into 
the hands of the strangers for 
a prey, and to the wicked of 
the eaith. for a spoil ; and they 
shall pollute it. 
.20 The landisAill of bloody 



crimes, and the city is fall of 
violence. 

21 There is a conspiiBcy of 
her prophets in the midst there- 
of, like a roaring lion ravening 
the prey ; they have devoured 
souls ; they have takeii the 
treasure and predous things ; 
they have nude her many 
widows in the midst thereof. 

22 Her priests have violated 
my law and have profened mine 
holy things. 

23 Her princes in the midst 
thereof are like wolves ravening 
the prey, to shed blood and to 
destroy souls, to get dishonest 
gain. 

24 And her prophets have 
daubed them widi untempered 
mortar, seeing vanity and divi- 
ning lies unto them, saying. 
Thus saitii the Lord God^ when 
the Lord hath not spoken. 

25 The people of the land 
have used oppression, and ex* 
ercised robbery, and have vexed 
the poor and needy : yea, they 
have oppressed tke stranger 
wrongfiilly. 

26 And I sought for a man 
among them, that should make 
up the hedge, and stand in the 
gap before me for the land, that 
1 should not destroy it : but I 
found none. 

27 Wherefore I will bring 
the worst of the heathen, and 
they shall possess their houses : 
1 will also make the pomp of 
the strong to cease ; and tiieir 
holy plac^ shall be defiled. 

28 Destruction cometh ; and 
they shall seek peace and there 
shall be none. 

29 Mischiefshall come upon 
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mTHctaef, and nimoar shall be 
upon rumour ; then shall they 
seek atfTiflkm of the prophet ; 
but the law shall perish from 
the priest, and counsel from 
the ancients. 

30 The king shall mourn* 
and the prince shall be clothed 
-with desolation, and the hands 
of the people of the land shall 
be troubled: I will do unto 
them after their way, and ac- 
cording to their deserts will I 
judge them; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

LESSON CLXIV. 

And it shall come to pass, if 
thou wilt not hearken unto the 
Toice of the Lord thy God, to 
observe to do all his command- 
ments and his statutes ; 

2 That the Lord shall send 
upon thee cursing, vexation, and 
rebuke, in all tiiat thou settest 
thine hand unto for to do, until 

^ thou be destroyed, and until 
thou perish quickly; because 
of the wickedness of thy doings, 
whereby thou hast forsaken 
me. 

3 The Lord shall make the 
pestilence cleave unto thee, un- 
til he have consumed thee from 
off the land, whither thou goest 
to possess it. 

4 And thy heaven that is over 
thy head shall be brass, and the 
earth that is under thee shall 
be iron. 

5 The Lord shall make the 
rain of thy land powder and 
duat : from heaven shall it come 
down upon thee until t^u be 
destroyed. 



6 The Lord slmll cause th^e^ 
to be smitten before thine ene- 
mies : thou shalt go out one 
way against them, and flee seven; 
ways before them : and shalt 
be removed into all the king-, 
doms of the earth. 

7 And thy carcase shall be 
meat unto aU fowls of the air, 
and unto the beasts of the earth, 
and no man shall fray them 
away. 

8 The Lord shall smite thee 
with madness, and blindness, 
and astonishment of heart : 

9 And thou shalt grope at 
noon-day, as the blind gropeth 
in darkness, and thou shalt not 
prosper in thy ways : and thou 
shalt be only oppressed and 
spoiled evermore, and no man 
shall save thee. 

10 Thy sons and thy daugh- 
ters shall be given unto anotiker 
people, and thine eyes shall 
look, and fail with longing for 
them all the day long : and 
there shall be no might in thine 
hand. 

11 The fruit of thy land, and 
all thy labours, shall a nation 
which thou knowest not eat 
up : and thou shalt be only op-: 
pressed and crushed alway : 

1 2 So that thou shalt be mad 
for the sight of thine eyes which 
thou shalt see. 

f 13 The Lord shall bring 
thee, and thy king which thou 
shalt set over thee, unto a na- 
tion which neither thou nor thy 
fathers have known ; and there 
shalt thou serve other gods, 
wood and stone^ 

14 And thou shalt become* 
an aatoniahment, a proverb, and 
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a by- word among all nations, 
nrhitiier the Lord uiall lead thee. 

15 Thou shalt cany much 
seed out into the field, and shalt 
gather- but little in ; for the 
locoat shall consume it. 

16 Thou shalt plant Tine- 
yards, and diess them, but shalt 
n^th^ drink of the -wine, nor 
gather the grapes; for the 'worm 
&fill eat tiiem. 

17 Thou shalt have olire- 
trees throughout all thy coasts, 
but thou shalt not anoint thy*- 
self with the oil; for thine 
c^ve shall cast his fruit. 

1 8 Thou shalt beget sons and 
daughters, but thou shalt not 
ettjoy them : for they shall go 
into captiTity. 

19 All thy trees and fruit of 
thy land shall the locust con- 
sume. 

20 The stranger that is with- 
in thee shall get up above thee 
very lugh ; and thou shalt come 

. down very low. 

21 He shall lend to thee» and 
thou shalt not lend to him : he 
shalLbe the head,and thou shalt 
bethetaiL 

22 Moreover all these corses 
shall come upon thee, and shall 
pursue thee, and ov^take thee, 
tm thou be destroyed; because 
thou hearicenedst not unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to 
keep his commandments aiid 
his atatutes which he com- 
manded thee : 

23 And tfaey shall be upon 
thee for « sig^ and for a won- 
der, and upon tiiy Beed for ever. 

24 Because thou seriredst net 
the Lord thy God wilih joy- 
folaesst and with gladness of 



heart, for the abundance of aH 
things; 

25 Hierefore shalt thou serve 
thine enemies which ihe Lord 
shall send against thee, in hun- 
ger, and in tibirst, and in naked- 
nesp, and in want of all things : 
and he shall put a yoke of iron 
upon thy neck, until he have 
destroyed tbee. 

f 26 The Lord shall iHing a 
na^on against thee from for, 
from the end of the earth, as 
swift as the eagle flietli ; a na- 
tion whose tongue thou shalt 
not understand ; 

27 A nation of fierce coun- 
tenance, which shall not reg^ard 
the person of the old, nor shew 
fovour to the young : 

28 And he shall eat the fruit 
of thy cattle, and the fruit of 
thy land, until thou be de- 
stroyed: which also i^iaU not 
leave thee either com, wine, or 
oil, or the increase of tby kine, 
or flocks of thy sheep, imtil he 
have destroyed.thee. 

29 And he shall besiege 
thee in all thy gates, until thy 
high and fesiced walls come 
down, wherein thou trustedst» 
throughout all thy land: and 
he sludl besiege thee in all thy 
gates tluoughout all thy land* 
which the Lord thy God hath 
given thee. 

80 And thou shalt eat the 
fruit of thine own body, the 
flesh oi thy sobs and of thy 
daughters, which the Lord thy 
God halh given thee, in the 
siege, and in the straitness, 
wherewith thine enemies shall 
distresa thee : 

31 So that the man Oat is 
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tender MXKmg you, and veiy 
delicate, his eye shall be evil 
toward his brodier, and toward 
the wife of his bosom, and to- 
ward the remnant of his chil- 
dran which he shall leave : 

32 So that he will not give 
to any of them of the flesh of 
fai^ children whom he shall eat: 
because he hath nafMag left him 
in the siege, and in the atrait- 
ness, wherewith thine enemies 
riiall distress tiiee in all thy 



33 The tender and delicate 
woman among you, whidi 
would not adventure to set the 
sole of her foot upcm the ground 
for delidatenesB and tenderness, 
her eye shaU be evil toward 
the husband of her bosom, and 
toward her son, and toward her 
daughter, 

34 And toward her young 
one that cometh out from be- 
tw^n her feet, and toward her 
eiqldren whidi she diall bear : 
for she shall eat them for want 
of all things secretly in the 
siege andstraitness, wherewith 
thine enemy shall distress thee 
in thy gates. 

^35 If t^u wilt not observe 
to do all the words of this law 
that are written in this book, 
that thou mayest £ear this glo- 
rious and fear&d name, Tax 
LoBD THT Goo ; 

36 Thentiie Lord will make 
thy plagues wtmderfial, and the 
plagues of thy seed, even great 
leagues, and of loog continu- 
anoe, and sore sicknesses, and 
0f long contiBUattce. 

37 Moreover he will bmig 
upon ttee all 1^ diseases of 



Egypt, which tiiou wast afraid 
of ; and they shall cleave unto 
thee. 

38 Also every sickness, and 
every plague which is not writ- 
ten in the book of this law, them 
will the Lord bring upon thee, 
until thou be destroyed. 

39 And ye shall be left few 
Ui number, whereas ye were 
as the stars of heaven for mul« 
titude; because thou wouldest 
not obey the voice of the Lord 
thy God, 

40 And the Lord shall scatter 
tiiiee among aU people, from the 
one end of the earth even unto 
the other; and there thou shalt 
serve other gods, which neither 
thou nor thy fathers have 
known, even wood and stone. 

41 And among these nations 
ahalt thou find no ease, neither 
shall the sole of thy foot have 
rest : but the Lord shall give 
tiiee there a trembling heart, 
and fiedling of eyes, and sorrow 
of mind : 

42 And thy life shall hang 
in doubt before thee ; and tbov. 
shalt fear day and night, and 
dialt have none assurance of 
thylifo: 

43 In the morning thou shalt 
say. Would Gtod it were even ! 
and at ev6n thou shalt say. 
Would God it were morning ! 
for the fear of thine heart where- 
w^ thou shalt feiff, and for 
the sight of thine eyes which 
thou c&alt see. 

44 And the Lord shafi bring 
thee into Egypt again with 
Mpfk, by the way whereof I 
apake unto thee, lliou shalt see 
it no mord again : and <3iere ye 
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shall be sold imto your enemies 
for bond-men and bond -women, 
and no man ehall buy you. 

LESSON CLXV. 

Lament over Jerusalem, 

How doth the city sit solitary^ 
that was full of people I how is 
she become as a widow ! she 
that was great among the na- 
tions, and princess among the 
]»ovinces, how is she become 
tributary I 

2 She weepeth sore in the 
night, and her tears are on her 
cheeks : among all her lovers 
she hath none to comfort her : 
all her friends have dealt trea- 
cherously with her, they are 
become her enemies. 
< 3 Judah is gone into capti- 
vity, because of afliction, and 
because of great servitude : she 
dweUeth among the heathen, 
she findeth no rest : all her per* 
secutors overtook her between 
the straits. 

4 The ways of Zion do 
mourn, because none come to 
the solemn f ^«ts : all her gates 
are desolate : her priests sigh, 
her virgins are afflicted, tuod 
she is in bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries are the 
chief, her enemies {prosper ; for 
the Lord hath afflicted her for 
the multitude of her transgres- 
sions : h^ children are gioae 
into captivity before the enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of 
Zion all her beauty is departed : 
her princes are become like 
harts that find no pasture, and 
they are gone without strength 
before the pursuer. * 



7 Jerusalem remen^>ered iit 
the days of her affliction and 
of her miseries all her pleasant 
things that i^e had in the days 
of (Ad, when her people fell into 
ihe hand of the enemy, and 
none did help her s the adver- 
saries saw her, and did mock at 
her sabbaths. 

• 8 Jerusalem hath grievously 
sinned ; therefore she is r^no-. 
ved : all that honoured her de- 
i^ise her, she remembereth not 
her last end; therefore she came 
down wonderfully : she had no 
comforter. O Lord, behcdd my 
affliction ; for the enemy hath 
magnified himself ! 

9 The adversary hat^ spread 
out his hand upon all her plea<» 
sant things : for she hath seen 
that the heathen entered into 
her sanctuary, whom thou didst 
command that they should not 
enter into thy congregation. 

10 All her people sigh, they 
seek bread ; tiiey have given 
their pleasant things for meat 
to relieve the soul: see, O 
Lord, and consider ^ for I am 
become vile I 

% 11 Is it nothing to you, 
all ye that pass by? behold, 
and see if there be any sorrow 
like unto my sorrow, which is 
done unto me^ wherewith the 
Lord hath afflicted me in the 
day of his fierce anger. 

12 From above hath he sent 
fire into my hemes, and it pre- 
vaileth against them : he hath 
spread a net for my feet, he 
luith turned me back : he hath 
made me desolate and fiont all 
the day. 

13 The yoke of my tians- 
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gremons is bomid by his hand : 
they are wreathed, and come 
up upon my neck : he hath 
made my strength to £aU, the 
Lord hath deUvered me into 
&ekr hands, fit>m whom I am 
not able to rise up. 

14 The Lord hath trodden 
under foot all my mighty men 
in the midst of me : he hath 
called an assembly against me 
to crush my yoimg men : the 
Lord hath trodden the virgin, 
t^e dat^hter of Judah, as in a 
wine^press. 

15 For these things I weep ; 
mine eye runneth down with 
water, because the Comforter 
that ^otdd relieve my soul is 
far from me : nyy-^dldren are 
desolate, because the enemy 
prevailed. 

16 Zion spreadeth forth her 
hands, and there is none to 
comfort her: the Lord hath 
commanded concerning Jacob, 
diat his adversaries should be 
round about him. 

^17 The Lord is righteous; 
for 1 have rebelled against his 
commandment: hear, I pray 
you, all people, and behold my 
sorrow: my virgins and my 
young men are gone into cap- 
tivity. 

18 I called for my lovers, 
but they deceived me : my 
priests and mine elders gave up 
the ghost in the city, while 
they sought their meat to re- 
lieve their souls. 

19 Behold, O Lord; for I 
am in distress : my bowels are 
troubled ; mine heart is turned 
within me ; for I have grievous- 
ly rebelled : abroad the sword 



bereaveth ; at home there is as 
death. 

' 20 They have heard that I 
sigh : there is none to comfort 
me: all mine enemies have, 
heard of my trouble ; they are 
glad that thou hast done it : 
tiiou wilt bring the day that 
thou hast called, and they shall 
be like imto me. 

21 Let all their wickedness 
come before thee ; and do unto 
them, as thou hast done unto 
me for all my transgressions : 
for my sighs are many, and my 
heart is faint. 

LESSON CLXVI. 

How hath the Lord covered the 
daughter of Zion with a cloud 
in his anger, and cast down 
from heaven unto the earth the 
beauty of Israel, and remem- 
bered not his footstool in the 
day of his anger ! 

2 The Lord hath swallowed 
up all the habitations of Jacob, 
and halh not pitied: he hath 
l^irown ddwn in his wrath the 
strong holds of the daughter of 
Judah ; he hath brought th^n 
down to the ground : he hal;h 
polluted the kingdom and the 
princes thereof. 

3 He hath cut off in his 
fierce anger all the horn of 
Israel : he hath drawn back his 
right hand from before the ene- 
my ; and he burned against Ja- 
cob like a flaming fire, which 
devoureth round about. 

4 He hath bent his bow like 
an enemy : he stood with his 
right hand as an adversary, and 
slew all that were pleasant to 
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the eye in the tcdbemack of the 
daughter of Zion. 

5 The Loard vna as an ene- 
my : he hatli swallowed up Is- 
rael, he hath swallowed up all 
her palaces: he hath destroyed 
his strong holds, and hath in« 
exeased, in tire daughter of Ju-* 
dah, mourning and lamentation. 

6 And he hatk violently 
taken away his tahe?nacle, as 
if it were of a garden : he halii 
destroyed his places of ike as« 
sembly : the Lord hatih caused 
the solemn feasts and sabhatha 
to be forgotten in Zion, and 
hath despised, in the indigna^ 
tion of his anger, the king and 
the priest. 

7 The Loid hath cast off his 
altar, he hath abhorred his 
sanctuary/ he hath given up 
into the hand of the enemy the 
walls of her palaces; they have 
made a noise in die house of 
the Lord, as in the day of a 
solemn f^ist. 

8 Her gates are sunk into 
the ground ; he hath destroyed 
and broken her bars : her king 
and her princes are among the 
Gkntiles ; the law is no more ; 
her {oophets also find no viskm 
from the Lord. 

9 The elders of the daughter 
of Zion nt upon the ground, 
and keep silence: they have 
cast up dust upon their heads ; 
they have guded' themselves 
with sackcloth : the virgins of 
Jerusalem hang down their 
heads to the ground. 

10 Mine eyes do fail with 
tears, for the destruction of 
the daughter of my people ; 
because the children and the 



sucklings swoon in the streets 
of the city. • 

1 1 They say tothdr mothers. 
Where is com and wine? when 
they swooned as the wounded 
In the streets of the city, when 
their soul was poured out into 
their motiier^s boeom. 

12 What thing shall I take 
to vdtness lor tiiee ? what thing 
riiiall I Mken to thee, O dangh* 
ter of Jerusalem ? what shall i 
equal to t^ee, that I may com- 
fort thee, O virgin daufl^ter d 
Zion ? for thy breach is great 
like &e sea: who can heal 
thee? 

13 All that pass-by ckp their 
hands at thee; they hiss and 
wag their head at the daughter 
of Jerusalem, saying. Is this tiie 
city that men call, The perfec- 
tion of beauty. The joy of the 
whole eardi ? 

14 AH thine enemiev hacvie 
openedtheirmouthi^gainst thee: 
^ey hiss and gnash the teeth: 
they say. We have s^hdlowed 
her up : certainly this is the 
day that we looked for ; we 
have found, we have seen it. 

15 The Lord hath done tiiat 
which he had devised ,* hehatii 
fiil^led his word iMt he had 
commanded in tiie days of old : 
he hatii thrown down, and hatii 
not pitied : and he hath caused 
thine enemy to rejoice over thee, 
he hath set up the horn of tMne 
adversaries* 

16 Their heart cried unto 
the Lord, O wall of the daugh- 
ter of Zion, let tears ran down 
like a river day and night: give 
thyself no rest; let not the 
apple ai t^ine ejre cease. 
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17 Atae, cry out in the 
night : in the beginning of the 
-watches pour out thine heart 
like water before tiie face of the 
Lord: lift up thy hands toward 
liim for the life of thy young 
children, that faint for hunger 
in the top of every street. 

18 The young and the 
old lie on the ground in the 
streets: my virgins and my 
young men are fiedlen by the 
sword ; thou hast slain them in 
the day of thine anger ; thou 
hast killed, and not pitied. 

19 Thou hast called as in a 
solemn day my terrors round 
about, so that in the day of the 
Lord's anger none escaped nor 
remained: those that I have 
swaddled and brought up hath 
mine enemy. consumed. 

^ 20 Judah mourneth, and the 
gates thereof languish; they ajce 
Uack unto dbe ground; and the 
cry of Jerusalem is gone up. 

21 And their nobles have sent 
their little ones to the waters : 
they came to the pits, and found 
DO water; they returned witii 
their vessels empty ; they weace 
ashamed and confounded, and 
covered tiieir heads ; 

22 Because the ground is 
ehapt; for there was no rain in 
the earth; the ploughmen were 
ashamed, they covered their 
heads: 

23 Yea, the hind also calved 
in the field, and forsook it, be« 
cause there was no grass. 

24 And the wild asses did 
stand in the high pldces, they 
snuffed up the wind like dra- 
gons; their eyes did ML, be- 
cause there was no grass. 



LESSON CLXVM. 



How is the gold become dim ! 
how is the most fine gold 
changed! the stones of the 
sanctuary are poured out in the 
top ci every street. 

2 The precious sons of Zion, 
comparable to fine gold, how 
are they esteemed as earthen 
pitchers, the work of the hands 
of the potter ! 

3 Even the sea monsters 
draw out the breast, they give 
suck to their young ones : the 
daughter of my people is be- 
come cruel, like the ostriches in 
the wilderness, 

4 The tongue of the sucking 
child cleaveth to the roof of his 
mouth for thirst: the young 
children ask bread, and no man 
breaketh it unto them. 

5 They that did feed deli- 
cately are descdate in the sixeets: 
they that were brought up in 
scarlet embrace dunghills^ 

6 For the punishment of the 
iniquity of the daughter of my 
people is greater than the 
puiushment of the sin of Sodom, 
that was overthrown as in a 
moment, and no hands stayed 
on her. 

7 Her Nazarites were purer 
than snow; they were whiter 
than milk; they were more 
ruddy in body ibsjx rubies ; their 
polishing was of sapphire : 

8 Their visage is blacker than 
a eoal; they are not known in 
the streets : their skin cleavetii 
to their bones ; it is withered, 
it is become like a stick. 

9 They that be slain with the 
sword are better than they that 
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be slain mth hunger : for these 
pine away, stricken through 
for want of the fruits of the 
field. 

10 The hands of the pitiful 
women have sodden their own 
children : they were their meat 
in the destruction of the daugh- 
ter of my people. 

11 The Lord hath accom- 
plished his fury ; he hath poured 
out his fierce anger, and hath 
kindled a fire in Zion, and it 
hath devoured the foundations 
thereof. 

12 The kings of the earth, 
and all the inhabitants of the 
world, would not have believed 
that the adversary and the ene- 
my should have entered into 
the gates of Jerusalem. 

^13 For the sins of her pror 
phets, and the iniquities of her 
priests, that have shed the 
blood of the just in the midst 
of her, 

14 They have wandered as 
blind men in the streets, they 
have polluted themselves wiu 
blood. 

15 The anger of the Lord 
hath divided tiiem; he will no 
more regard them : they respect- 
ed not l£e persons of the priests, 
they favoured not the elders. 

16 As for us, our eyes as 
yet failed for our vain help : in 
our watching we have watched 
for a nation that could not save 
us. 

1 7 They himt our steps, that 
we cannot go in our streets: 
our end is near, our days are 
f dlfilled ; for our end is come. 

18 Ourpersecutors are swifter 
than the eagles of the heaven : 



they pursued us upon the moun- 
tains, they l£ud wait for us in. 
the wilderness. 

19 The breath of our nos- 
trils, the anointed of the Lord, 
was taken in their pits ; of 
whom we said. Under his sha- 
dow we shall live among the 
heathen. 

LESSON CLXVIIL 

Remembeb, O Lord, what is 
come upon us: consider, and 
behold our reproach. 

2 Our inheritance is turn- 
ed to strangers, our houses to 
aliens. 

3 We are orphans and father- 
less, our mqtiiers are as wi- 
dows. 

4 We have drupk^i our 
water for money ; our wood is 
sold unto us. 

. 5 Our necks are under per- 
secution : we labour, and have 
no rest. 

6 We have given the hand 
to the Egyptians, and to the 
Assyrians, to be satisfied with 
bread. 

7 Our fathers have sinned, 
and are not ; and we have borne 
their iniquities. 

8 Servants have ruled over 
us: there is none that doth 
deliver us out of their hand. 

9 We gat our bread with the 
peril of our lives, because of the 
sword of the wilderness. 

10 Our skin was black Vke 
an oven, because of the terrible 
famine. 

1 1 Princes are hanged up by 
their hand : the faces of elders 
were not honoured. 
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12 They took the young men 
to grind, and the children fell 
under the wood. 

13 The elders have ceased 
from the gate, the yoimg men 
from their music. 

14 The joy of our heart is 
ceased ; our dance is turned 
into moiuning. 

15 The crown is fallen from 
our head : woe unto us, that 
we have sinned ! 

16 For this our heart is faint; 
for these things our eyes are 
dim. 

17 Because of the mountain 
of Zion, which is desolate ; the 
foxes walk upon it. 

18 Wherefore dost thou for- 
get us for ever, and forsake us 
so long time ? 

19 Turn thou us unto thee, 
O Lord, and we shall be turned; 
renew our days as of old. 

20 But thou hast utterly re- 



jected us ; thou art very wroth 
against us. 

LESSON CLXIX. 

O God, the heathen are come 
into 'thine inheritance : thy 
holy temple have they defiled : 
they have laid Jerusalem on 
heaps. 

2 The dead bodies of thy 
servants have they given to be 
meat unto the fowls of the hea- 
ven; the flesh of thy saints unto 
the beasts of the earth. 

3 Their blood have they shed 
like water round about Jerusa- 
lem; and there was none to 
bury them. 

4 We are become a reproach 
to our neighbours; a scorn and 
derision to them that are round 
about us. 

5 Wherefore should the hea- 
then say. Where is their God?

LESSON CLXX. 

MosBS said unto the people of 
Israel, 

2 Thou shalt be perfect with 
4lie Lord thy God. For these 
nations, which thou shalt pos- 
sess, hearkened unto observers 
of times and unto diviners ; but 
as for thee, the Lord hath not 
suffered thee so to do. 

3 The Lord thy God shall 
raise up unto thee a Prophet 
from the midst of thee, of thy 
brethren, like unto me ; unto 
him shall ye hearken ; 

4 According to all that thou 



desiredst of tiie Lord thy God 
in Horeb in the day of the as- 
sembly, saying. Let me not hear 
again the voice of the Lord my 
God, neither let me see thig 
great fire any moi*e, that I die 
not. 

5 And the Lord said unto 
me. They have well spoken that 
which they have spoken. 

6 I will raise them up a 
Prophet from among their bre- 
thren, like unto thee, and will 
put my words in his mouth, and 
he shall speak unto them all that 
I shall command him. 

7 . And it shall corneal 
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tfaflt vhofloerer will not hetrken 
unto my words which he shall 
speak in my name, I will require 
it of him. 

LESSON CLXXL 

Thibx shall come fovth a rod 
out of the stem of Jesse, and 
a branch shall grow out of his 
roots, 

2 And Ihe spirit of the Lord 
shall rest upon him ; the spirit 
of wisdom and understanding, 
the spirit of counsel and might, 
the spirit of knowledge and of 
the fear of the Lord : 

3 And shaH make him of 
quick understandings in the fear 
oi ttiB Lord, and he shall not 
judge alter tiie sight of his eyes, 
neitiier reprove after the hear- 
ing of his ears. 

4 But with righteousness 
shall he judge the poor, and 
reprove with equity for the 
meek of the earth ; and he shall 
smite the earth with the rod of 
his mouth, and with the breath 
of his Hps shall he alay the 
wicked. 

5 And righteousness shall be 
the girdle of his loins, and ^sdth- 
fiilness the girdle of his reins. 

6 The wolf also shall dwell 
with the lamb, and ^ leopard 
i^aU lie down with the kid ; 
and the calf and the youi^ lion, 
and the fiatting together; and 
a little child sfaoU lead them : 

7 And the «ow and the bear 
«hall feed, their young ones 
shall lie down together, and 
the lion shall eat straw like the 
ox: 

8 And die auddng child 



shall |day on the hole of the asp, 
and the weaned chiki shall pat 
his hand on the cockatrioe 
den. 

9 They shall not hurt n»r 
destroy in all my holy moun- 
tain : for the earth slujl be ia^ 
of the knowledge of the Losd, 
as the waters cover thesea^ * 

10 And in that day there 
shall, be a root of Jesse^ whaoh 
shall stand for an ensign jof the 
people; to it shall the Gentiles 
seekt and his rest shall be gk>- 
rious. 

f 1 1 The wilderness and the 
solitary place shall be glad; 
and the desert shall vfjoice, and 
blossom as the rose. 

12 It shall Uossom abm^- 
.dantly, and rejoice even with 
joy end singing: the glory of 
Lebanon shall be given, unto st, 
the excellency of Caimel and 
Shaoron : tiiey shall see • the 
glory of the Lord, and the ex- 
celleney of our God. 

% 13 Strengthen ye the weak 
hands, and confirm the ^Beble 
knees. 

14 Say to them that are of 
a Hearful heart,.Be stzong, fear 
not : behold your Qod will 
oomewil^ vengeance, eten^God 
with a secompaQige ; he will 
coBue, and save you. 

15 Then the eyes of the blind 
shall be opened, and the ears 
of the deaf MH be unstop- 
ped. 

16 Then shall the lame man 
leap as an hart, andthe tcmgue 
of the dsmb sing : for in the 
mldemess shall waters break 
out, and streams in tiie desert. 

17 Andi 
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ilall beccMae a pool» and the 
thkaty land springfl of water ; 
in. the hahitation of diagvms, 
where each lay, shall be gnus 
^th reeds and rushes. 

IS And an highway shall be 
tiiere, and a way, and it shall 
W ealled the way of hdiness : 
the unclean shall not pass oyer 
it; bat it shall be for those : 
the 'wvyianog men, though 
fcols, skdl not err therein. 

19 No lion shall be there^ 
nor any ravenous beast shall go 
up thereon ; it shall not be found 
there ; bnt the redeemed shall 
W8& there. 

20 And the ransomed of the 
Lord shall return, and come to 
ffion wilii songs, and eveiiast* 
ing joy upon th,eir heads : they 
shall obtain joy and gladness ; 
and sorrow and siglung shall 
flee away. 

%2l Comfort ye, c(»nfiirt ye, 
jny people, saitlL ynur God. 

22 Speak ye comfortably to 
Jerusalem, and cry unto her, 
that her waxfiure is aooompli&h- 
ed, that her iniquity is par- 
doned : ibr she hatih reoeived of 
the Lord's kand double fmr all 
Jber sins. 

< ^ :28 Tke voiee of him that 
crieth. in the wilderness, Fse- 
pare ye the way of the Lcrd, 
make, straight in the desert a 
idgh^-way for nvr Gbd. 

24 E^ryTaHey shall be ex- 
alted, and every mountain and 
hfll shaH be made low ; and the 
«8ooked shall be made straight, 
and the Tough places plain. 
. -j-^ And ^e glory of tiie Lord 
dmEbereveakd, and all flesh 
shaU; seejiit together^ for the 



month of the Lord hath spoken 
it. 

f 26 O Zion, that bringest 
good tidings, get thee up into 
the high mountain : O Jerusa- 
lem, that bringest good tidings^ 
lift: up thy voice with streng^, 
iiffc it up, be not afraid : say 
unto the cities of Judah, Behold 
your God. 

27 Behold, the Lord God 
win oome with strong hand, 
and his arm riiall rule for him : 
behold Ins reward is with him, 
and his work heiom him. 

28 He shall feed his Hock 
like a shepherd : he shall ga&er 
the lambs. with- his arm, and 
carry them in his bosom, and 
shall gently lead tlioae that are 
with young. 

LESSON GLXXII. 

Who hath believed our report ? 
and to whom is the arm of the 
Lord revealed f 

2 For he shall grow up be- 
fore him as a tender plant, and 
as a root out of a dry groimd : 
he hath no form nor comeli- 
ness : and when we shall see 
him* there is no beauty tiliat we 
^Quld desire him. 

3 He is dei^ised and rejected 
ofnii^; a man of sonrows, and 
acquainted with grief: and we 
hid as it were our faces from 
him : he was do^ed, and we 
esteemed him not* 

^4 Suxsly he hath borne our 
griefs, and carried onr sorrows : 
yet we did esteem him stridcen, 
smitten of God, aasid aifiicted; 

5 But he was wounded for our 
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lor our iniquities : the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon 
him; and with his stripes we 
are healed. 

6 All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned 
every one his own way: and 
the Lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all. 

7 He was oppressed, and he 
was afflicted, yet he opened not 
lus mouth : he is brought as a 
lamb to the slaughter, and as 
a sheep before her shearers is 
dumb, so he openeth not his 
soaouth. 

8 He was taken from prison 
and £rom judg^nent : and who 
shall declare his generation? for 
he was cut off out of the land of 
the living: for the transgression 
of my people was he stricken. 

9 And he made his grave 
with the wicked, and with the 
rich in his death; because he 
had done no violence, neidier 
was any deceit in his mouth. 

f 10 Yet it pleased the Lord 
to bruise him ; he hath put him 
to grief: When thou shalt make 
his soul an offering for sin, he 
shall see his seed, he shall pro- 
laog his days, and the pleasure 
of tiie Lord shall prosper in his 
hand. 

11 He shall see of the travail 
of his soul, and shall be satis- 
fied: by his knowledge shall 
my righteous servant justify 
many; for he shall bear their 
iniquities. 

. 12 Therefore will I divide 
him a portion with the great> 
aiid he shall divide the spoil 
with the strong : because he 
hath poured tout his sotd onto 



death : and he was numbered 
with the trans^essors ; and he 
bare the sin of many, and made 
intercession for the transgress- 
ors. 

13 Behold, my servant shall 
deal prudently, he shall be e:t<- 
alted and extolled, and be very 



14 As many were astonished 
at thee ; his visage was ao 
marred more than any mea^ 
and his form more than the 
sons of men : 

15 So shall he sprinkle many 
nations : the kings shaU fAixA 
their mouths at him : ior that 
which had not been told them 
«hall they see, and that which 
they had not heard idball they 
consider. 

LESSON CLXXIIL 

Abisb, shine ; for thy light is 
come, and the glory of the Lord 
is risen upon thee. 

2 For behold, darkness shall 
cover the »trth, and gross dark- 
ness the people : but the Lcxd 
shall arise upon thee, and -has 
glory shall be seen upon thee. 

3 And the Genriles shall 
come to thy light, and kings to 
the brightness of thy rising. 

4 Lift up thine eyes round 
about, and see ? all they gather 
themselvto together^ tiuaycome 
to thee : thy sons shall come 
from fsjc, and t^y dai^ters 
shall be nuitsed at thy side. 

5 Then thou shalt see, and 
flow together ; and thine heart 
shall fear, and be enlarged; 
because the abundance of the 
sea shall be^^onvested unto 
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Jfchee, the forces of the Gentiles 
shall come unto ^ee. 

6- And the sons of strangers 
shall build up thy ^emails, ^d 
their kings shall minister unto 
thee : for in my ^snrath I smote 
thee, but in my favour have I 
iiad mercy on thee. 

7 Therefore thy gates shall 
be open continually ; they shall 
not be shut day nor night ; that 
men may bring unto thee the 
forces of the Gentxles, and that 
their kings may be brought. 

8 For the nation and king- 
dom that yaiil .not serve thee 
sdsftll perish ; ; yea, those nations 
shall be utterly wasted. 

9 Theglory of Lebanon shall 
•come unto thee, the fir->tree, the 
pine-tree, and the box together, 
to beautify the place of my sanc- 
tuary: and I ixrill make the 
place of my feet glorious. 

10 The sons also of di^n 
.that afflicted thee shall come 
bending unto thee ; and all they 
that despised thee shall bow 
themselves down at the soles 
of thy feet; and they shall call 
thee. The city of the Lord, The 
Zion of the Holy One of Israel. 

^11 Whereas thou hast been 
forsaken and hated, so that no 
man went through thee, I will 
make thee an eternal excellency, 
a joy of many genemtions, and 
thou shalt know that I the Lord 
am thy saviour and thy redeem- 
er, the Mighty One of Jacob. 

12 For brass I will brmg 
-gold, and for iron I will bring 
silver, and for wood brass, and 
for stones iron : I wiU also make 
thy officers peace, and thine ex- 
actors xighteousness. 



13 Violence shall no more 
be heard in thy land, wasting 
nor destruction within thy bor- 
ders ; but thou shalt call thy 
walls Salvation^ and thy gates 
Praise. 

14 Tlie sun shall be no more 
thy light by day; neither for 
brightness shall the moon give 
light unto thee ; but the Ix>rd 
shall be unto thee an everlast- 
ing light, and thy God thy 
glory. 

15 Thy sun shall no more 
go down; neither shall thy moon 
withdraw itself: for the Lofd 
shall be tMne everlasting light, 
and the days of thy mourning 
shall be ended. 

16 Thy people also shall be 
allri^teous: they shall inh^t 
the land for ever, ^e branch of 
my planting, the work of "my 
hands, that I may be glorified. 

17 A little one shall become 
a thousand, and a small one a 
stifong nation. I the Lord will 
hasten it in his time. 

LESSON CLXXIV. 

Behold my Servant, whom I 
uphold; mine elect in whom 
my soul delighteth ; I have pot 
my spirit upon him; he shall 
bring forth judgement to the 
Gen^tiles. 

2 He shall not cry, nor lift 
up, nor cause his voice to be 
heard in the street. 

3 A bruised reed shall he 
not break, and the smoking 
flax shall he not qu^ich : he 
shall bring forth judgemcmt 
unto truth. 



4 He shall 
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disoounged, till he have set 
judgement in the earth: and 
the isles shall irait for his law, 

5 He shall come down like 
rain upon the mown grass; as 
showers thai water the exttli. 

6 In his days shall the righte- 
ous flourish; and ahundance of 
peace so long as the moon en- 
dureth. 

7 He shall have dominion 
also from sea to sea, and from 
the river unto the eiids of the 
earth. 

8 They that dwell in the 
wildeniess shall how before 
him; and his enemies shall 
lick the dust. 

9 The kings of Tanhish and 
of the isles sliall bring presents : 
and the kings of Sheba and Se« 
ba shall off(^ gifts. 

10 Yea, aH kings shall fall 
down belcyre him, all nations 
shall serve him. 

11 For he shall deliver the 
needy when he crieth; the 
poor also, and him that hath 
no helper. 

1^ He shaH spare the poor 
and needy, and shall sav^ the 
souls of the needy. 

la He sMl redeem their 
soul from deceit and violosce: 
^nd precious i^all tlieir ^ood 
be in hi& sight. 

14 His^ name shall endure 
for ever: his name shall be 
contii!^li^ as long as. tixe sun : 
aiid men shaH be blessed in 
him : all notions shall cell Mm 
blessed. 

16 And in mercy tAmU the 
thfbne be estahli9lied : and he 
shaH sit npcm it in tttdji, in the 
tabetattcle '(^' Disind, judging 



and seeking judgement, and 
hasting righteousness. 

^16 And he shall stand and 
feed in the strength c^ the Lord, 
in the majesty of the name of 
the Lord his God ; and they 
shall abide : . for now shall he 
be great unto the ends of the 
ear&. 

LESSON CLXXV. 

Rbjoicb gready, O daughter of 
Zion; shout, O daughter of Je- 
rusalem, behold, thy King oom- 
eth unto thee : he is just, and 
having salvation; lowiy, and 
riding upon an ass, and upon a 
colt me foal of an ass. 

.2 And I will cut off the dm- 
tkft fr<mi E^uraim, and .liie 
hxape from Jerusalem, and the 
battle-bow shall be cut off : and 
he shall speak peace unto the 
heathen : and his domimon 
shall be from sea even to sea, 
and from the river evmi to tiie 
ends of the earth. 

^3 Sing and rejoiee, O 
dau^ixter of Zion: for lo, I 
come, and I will dwell in the 
midst of ^ee, saith the Lord. 

4 And sumy natsons lAiall 
be j<Mned to the L(»d in that 
^y, and riall be my people : 
and Iwiti dwell in the nddst^tf 
thee, and tiion thslt know that 
the Lord ci hosts hath sent me 
•unto l^ee. ' 

5 And the Lord«hall inherit 
Jttdah his po)?tion.in the holy 
land, and shidl choose Jerusa- 
l^n a&n&i. 

f 6 Be sitettt, O all flesh, be- 
fore the Loxd r for he is raised 
up out <^ his holy haliitation. 
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7 Come near ye nations to 
hear, and hearken ye people ; 
let l^e earth hear and all that 
i» therein: the world, and all 
things that come forth of it. 

8 Behold, a king shall reign 
in righteousness, and princes 
shaU rule in judgement. 

9 And a man shall he as an 
hiding place from the wind, and 
a covert from the tempest : as 
rivers of water in a dry place, 
as the duidow of a great rock 
in a weary land. 

10 And the eyes of them 
ih»t see, shall not he dim ; and 
the ears of them that hear, shall 
hearken. 

11 The heart also of the raah 
dwll understand knowledge, 
and the tongue of the stain* 
merers shall be ready to i^eak 
plainly. 

12 And I will bring the blind 
byawaiyth^theyknewnot; I 
will lead them in paths that they 
have not known : I will make 
darkness light b^re them, and 
crooked things straight : these 
things will 1 do unto them, and 
not forsake them. 

13 For the Lord shall com- 
fort Zion : he wiU comfort all 
her irja&te places, and he will 
make her wUdemess like Eden, 
and her desert like the garden 
o{ the Lord: joy and gladness 
shall be found therein: thanks* 
giving and the voice of melody. 

% 14 Hearken unto, me, my 
people, and give ear unto me, 
O my nation: for a law shaU 
proceed from me, and I will 
make my judgement to rest for 
a light of the people. 

15^ Upon the land of my 



people shall come up thorns 
and briars, yea, upon all the 
houses of joy in the joyous city: 

16 Because the palaces shall 
be forsaken, the multitude of 
the city shall be left, the forts 
and towers shaU be for dens 
for ever, a joy of wild asses, a 
pasture of floeks : 

17 Until the spirit be poured 
upon us from on high, and the 
vnldemess be a fruitful field, 
and the fruitful field be counted 
for a forest. 

18 Then judgement shall 
dwell in the wildemess^ and 
righteousness remain in the 
fruitful field. 

19 And the work ol righte* 
ousness shall be peace, and the 
effect of righteousness, quiet* 
ness and assurance for ever. . 

20 And my people shall dwell 
in a peaceable habitation, and in 
sure d wellings,and in quiet lett- 
ing places. 

LESSON CLXXVI. 

The spirit of tile Lord God is 
upon me, because the Lord halii 
anointed me to preadi good ti* 
dungs unto the meek ; he hath 
sent me to hind up the brok^ei- 
hearted, to proclaim liberty to 
the captives, and the opening 
of the prison to them that are 
bound: 

2 To proclaim the aeceplable 
year of the Lord, and the dvy 
of vengeance of our God; to 
comfort all that mourns 

3 To app<Hnt unto them that 
mourn in Zion, to give unio 
them beauty for ashes* the oil 
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ment of praise for the spirit of 
heaviness; that they might be 
called trees of righteousness, 
the planting of the Lord, that 
he might be glorified. 

f 4 And they shall build the 
old wastes, they shall raise up 
the former desolations, and they 
shall repair the waste cities, 
the desolations of many gene- 
rations. 

. 5 And strangers shall stand 
and feed your flocks, and the 
sons of the alien shall be your 
ploughmen and your vine- 
dressers. 

< 6 But ye shall be named the 
priests of the Lord : men shall 
call you the ministers of our 
God : ye shall eat the riches of 
the Gentiles, and in their glory 
shall you boast yourselves. 

^7 For your shame you shall 
have double ; and for confusion 
they shall rejoice in their por- 
tion : therefore in .their land 
they shall possess the double : 
everlasting joy shall be unto 
them. 

8 For I the Lord love judge- 
ment, I hate robbery for biimt- 
offering, and I will direct their 
work in truth, and I will make 
an everlasting covenant with 
them. 

9 And their seed shall be 
known among the Gentiles, 
and their offspring among the 
people : all that see them shall 
acknowledge them, that they 
are the seed whidi the Lord 
hath blessed. 

^ 10 I will greatly rejoice in 
the Lord, my soul shall be joy- 
ful in my God: for he hath 
clothed me with the garments 



of salvation, he hath covered 
me with the robe of righteous- 
ness, as a bridegroom decketh 
himself with ornaments, and as 
a bride adometh herself with 
her jewels. 

1 1 For as the earth bringeth 
forth her bud : and as the gar- 
den causeth the things that are 
sown in it to spring forth : so 
the Lord God will cause righte- 
ousness and praise to spring 
forth before all the nations. 

12 For ye shall go out with 
joy, and be led forth vrith peace; 
the mountains and the hills shall 
break forth before you into sing- 
ing, and all the trees of the field 
shall clap their hands. 

13 Instead of the thorn shall 
come up the fir-tree, and instead 
of the briar shall come up the 
myrtle-tree : and it shall be to 
the Lord for a name, for an 
everlasting sign that shall not 
be cut off^. 

LESSON CLXXVIL 

Ho, every one that thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters, and he 
that hath no money, come ye, 
buy, and eat ; yea, come, buy 
wine and milk without money, 
and without price. 

2 Wherefore do ye spend 
money for that which is not 
bread ? and your labour for that 
which satisfieth not ? hearken 
diligently unto me, and. eat ye 
that which is good, and let 
your soul delight itself in fat- 
ness. 

3 Incline your ear, and come 
unto me : hear, and your soul 
shall live, and I-^^^j|ke an 
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everlasting covenant with you, 
even the sure mercies of David. 

4 Behold, I have given him 
for a witness to the people, a 
leader and commander to the 
people. 

5 Behold, thou shalt call a 
nation that thou knowest not, 
and nations thsA knew not thee, 
shall run imto thee, because of 
the Lord thy God, and for the 
Holy One of Israel : for he hath 
glorified thee. 

^ 6 For behold, I create new 
heavens, and a new earth : and 
the former shall not be remem- 
bered, nor come into mind. 

7 But be you glad, and re- 
joice for ever in that which I 
create : for behold, I create 
Jerusalem a rejoicing, and her 
people a joy. 

8 And I will rejoice in Jeru- 
salem, and joy in my people, 
and the voice of weeping shall 
be no more heard in her, nor 
the voice of crying. 

9 They shall not labour in 
vain, nor brin^ forth for trou- 
ble; for they are the seed of 
the blessed of the Lord, and 
thiir offspring with them. 

10 And it shall come to pass, 
that before they call, I will an- 
swer: and while they are yet 
speaking, I will hear. 

11 TTie wolf and the lamb 
shall feed together, and the lion 
shall eat straw like the bullock: 
and dust shall be the serpent's 
meat. They shall not hurt nor 
destroy in all my holy moun- 
tain, saith the Lord. 

12 None shall be weary nor 
stumble amongst them; none 
shall slumber nor sleep : neither 



shall the girdle of their loins be 
loosed, nor the latchet of their 
shoes be broken. 

13 For thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will extend peace to 
her like a river, and the glory 
of the Gentiles like a flowing 
stream. 

14 As one whom his mother 
comforteth, so will I comfort 
you ; and ye shall be comforted 
in Jerusalem. 

5f 15 And the Redeemer shall 
come to Zion, and unto them 
that turn from transgression in 
Jacob. 

16 He will swallow up death 
in victory; and the Lord God 
will wipe away tears from off 
all iaces ; and the rebuke of his 
people shall he take away from 
off all the earth : for the Lord 
hath spoken it. 

5f 17 And it shall be said in 
that day, Lo, this is our God; 
we have waited for him, and he 
will save us : this is the Lord ; 
we have waited for him, we will 
be glad and rejoice in his sal- 
vation. 

LESSON CLXXVIIL 

How beautiful upon the moun- 
tains are the feet of him that 
bringeth good tidings, that pub- 
lisheth peace, that bringeth 
tidings of good, that pilblisheth 
salvation, that saith unto Zion, 
Thy God reigneth ! 

2 Thy watchmen shall lift 
up the voice, with the voice to- 
gether shall they sing : for they 
shall see eye to eye when the 
Lord shall bring again Zion. 

^3 Break forth hitojov, sing 
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together, ye waste places of Je- 
risalem: fortheLOTdhadiooncL* 
forted his people, he hath re- 
deemed Jenisalem. 

4 The Lord hath made here 
his holy arm in the eyes of all 
the nations, and all the ends of 
the earth shall see the salvation 
of oar God. 

5 The Lord gave the word, 
great was the company of those 
that published it. 

6 The peo^e that walked 
in dflCrkness have- seen a great 
light: they that dvell in the 
land of the shadow of death, up- 
on them hath the light shined. 

7 Behold, I will send my 
messenger, and he shall pre- 
pare the way before me : and 
the Lord whom ye seek shall 
suddenly come to his temple, 
even the Messei^r of the Co- 
venant, whom ye delight in ; 
behold, he shall eome, saith 
the Lord of hosts. 

8 But who may abide the 
day of his coming? and who 
shall stand when he appear- 
etfa? for he is like a re&ater^s 
fire, and like fallers' soap. 

9 And he shall sit as a re- 
finer and purifier of silver : and 
he shall purify the sons of Levi, 
and purge them as gold and sil- 
ver, that they may oflfer unto 
the Lord an ofifering in righte- 
ousness. 

10 Then shall the offering of 
JudahandJerusalembepleasant 
unto the Lord, as in the days of 
old* and as in former years. 

1 1 And I will come near to 
you to judgement; and I will 
be a swift witness s^ainst the 
sorcerers, and against the adul- 



terers, and against hiae rW^wp- 
era, and against those that op- 
press the hireling in his wages, 
the widow, and the fatherless, 
and that turn aside ihe stranger 
from his right, and fear not me, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

12 For I am the Lord, I 
change not : therefore the sons 
of Jacob axe not consumed. 

^13 Awake, O sword, against 
my shepherd, and against the 
man that is my fellow, saith the 
Lord of hosts : smite the shep- 
herd, and the sheep shall be 
scattered: and I will turn nrntt 
hand upon the little ones. 

14 And it shaU come to pass 
that in aH the land, saith the 
Lord, two parts therein shall 
be cut off, and die; but the 
third shall be left therdn. 

15 And I will bring the third 
part through the fire, and WiU 
refine them as silver is refined, 
and will try them as gold is 
tried: they shall call on my 
name, and I will hear them: I 
will say. It is my people ; and 
they shall say. The Lord is my 
God. 

16 For thus saith the Lord 
of hosts ; Yet once, it is a litde 
while, and I will shake the hea- 
vens, and the earth, and the sea, 
and the dry land ; 

17 And I wiU shake all na- 
tions, and the desire of all na- 
tions shall come : and I will fill 
this house with glory, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

18 Thus saith the Lord, the 
redeemer of Israel, and his Holy 
One, to him whom man despis- 
eth, to him whom the nation ab- 
horreth, to a servant of rulers; 
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Kings shall see, and arise; 

princes also shall woorship ; be^ 
cause of the Lord, that is feith- 
lul, and the Holy One of Israel, 
and he shall choose thee. 

19 Thus saith the Lord, In 
an acceptable time have I heard 
thee, and in a day of salvation 
have I helped thee : and I will 
preserve thee, and give thee for 
a covenant of the people, to 
establish the earth, to cause to 
inherit the desolate heritages ; 

20 That thou mayest say to 
the prisoners, Go forth ; to them 
thatare in darkness. Shew your- 
selves: they shall feed in the 
ways, and their pastures shall 
be in all high {daces. 

21 They shall not hunger, nor 
thirst; neither shall the heat 
nor sun smite them; for he 
that hath mercy on them shall 
lead them^ even by the springs 
of water shall he guide them. 

22 I theLord have called thee 
to righteousness, and will hold 
thy hand, and will keep thee, 
and give thee for a covenant of 
the people, for a light of the 
Gentiles : 

23 To open the blind eyes, to 
bring out the prisoners from the 
prison, and them that sit in dark- 
ness out of the prison house. 

24 And kings shall be thy 
nursing fathers, and queens thy 
nursing mothers : they shall 
bow down to thee with their 
face toward the earth, and lick 
up the dust of thy feet, and thou 
shalt know that I am theLord: 
for they shall not be ashamed 
that wait for me. 

25 And the Gentiles shall ^e 
thy righteousness, and all kings 



thy glory: a&d thou shalt be 
called by a new name, which til* 
mouth of the Lord shall name. 

26 Thou shalt also be a crown 
of glory in the hand of the Lord, 
and a royal diadem in the hand 
of thy God. 

% 27 Thou hast ascended on 
high, thou hast led captivity 
captive : thou hast received gilts 
for men ; yea, for the rebellious 
also, that the Lord God might 
dwell among them. 

28 It is a light thing that 
thou shoiddest be my servant 
to raise up the tribes of Jacob, 
and to restore the preserved of 
Israel : I will also give thee for 
a light to the Gentiles, that 
thou mayest be my salvation 
unto the end of the earth. 

29 And I will make all my 
mountains a way, and my high- 
ways shall be exalted. 

30 Behold, these shall come 
horn fax; and lo, these from 
the north, and frcnn the west, 
and these &om the land of Si- 
nim. 

31 I am sought of them that 
asked not for me ; I am found 
of .them that sought me not : I 
said. Behold me, behold me, 
unto a nation l^at was not 
called by my name. I will 
say to than which were not 
my people. Thou art my peo- 
ple ; and they shall say. Thou 
art my God. 

5f32 For as the new heavens, 
and the new earth which I will 
make, shall remain before me, 
saith the Lord, so shall yoiur 
seed and your name remain. 

33 And it shall come to pass, 
that from one new moon to an- 
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other» and ftom one safobath to 
another, shall all flesh come to 
worship before me, saith the 
Lord. 

34 And all flesh shall know 
that I tiie Lord am thy Saviour 
and thy Redeemer, the mighty 
One of Jacob : for mine house 
shall be called an house of prayer 
for all people. 

> 35 For the earth shall be 
lilled with the knowledge of 
the glory of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea. 

36 For I know their worics 
and their thoughts: it shall 
come, that I will gatlier all na- 
tions and tongues; and they 
shall come, and see my glory. 
. 37 And I will set a sign 
among them, and Z wiU send 
those that escape of them unto 
the nations, to Tarshish, Pal« 
and Lud, that draw the bow, 
to Tubal and Javan, to the isles 
afar off, that have not heard my 
fame, neither have seen my glo- 
ry ; and they shall declare my 
glory among the Gentiles. 

^38 Fear not; for I am 
wiUi thee : I will bring thy seed 
from the east, and gather thee 
from the west : 

39 I will say to the north, 
Grive up; and to the south. 
Keep not back : bring my sons 
from far, and my daughters from 
the ends of the earth ; 

40 Even every one that is 
called by my name : for I have 
created him for my glory, I iwive 
formed him ; yea, I have made 
him. 

^41 But unto you that fear 
my name shall the Sun of righte- 
ousness arise with healing in his 



wingB; and ye shall go forth and 
grow up as calves of the stall. 

42 And ye shall tread down 
the wicked: for they shall be 
ashes under the soles of your 
feet, in the day that I shall do 
this, saith the Lord of hosts. 

43 They also that erred in 
spirit shall come to understand- 
ing, and they that murmured 
shall learn doctrine. 

LESSON CLXXIX. 

Thus saith the Lord that made 
thee, and formed thee from the 
womb, which will help thee : 
Fear not, O Jacob my servant, 
and thou Jesurun whom I have 
chosen. 

2 For I will pour water 
upon him that is thirsty, and 
floods upon the dry ground : I 
will pour my spirit upon thy 
seed, and my blessing upon 
thine oflspring : 

3 And they shall spring up 
as among the grass, as willows 
by the water-courses. 

4 I will instruct thee, and 
teach thee in the way which 
thoushaltgo: I will guide thee 
with mine eye. 

^5 Zion shall be redeemed 
with judgement, and her con- 
verts with righteousness. 

6 The mighty Gh)d, even the 
Lord hath spoken, and called the 
earth from the rising of the sun, 
unto the going down thereof. 

7 Out of Zion, the perfection 
of beauty, God hath shined. 

8 Behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that I will raise 
unto David a righteous Branch, 
and a King shall reign and 
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prosper, and shall execute 
' judgement and justice in the 
eardi. 

9 In his days Judah shall 
he savi^d, and Israel shall dwell 
safely: and this is his name 
wherehy he shall he called, The 
Lord our Righteousness. 

% 10 And in the last days it 
shall come to pass, that the 
mountain of the house of the 
Lord shall he established in the 
top of the mountains, and it 
shall be exalted above the hills; 
and people shall flow unto it. 

11 And many nations shall 
come, and say, Come, and let 
us go up to the mountain of 
. the Lord, and to the house of 
the Grod of Jacob, and he will 
teach us c^ his ways, and we 
will walk in his patiks : for the 
law shall go forth of Zion, and 
the word of the Lord from Je- 
rusalem. 

^12 And he shall judge 
among many people, and re- 
buke strong nations afar off; 
and they shall beat their swords 
into ploughshares, and their 
spears into pruning-hooks : na- 
tion shall not lift up a sword 
against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more. 

13 But they shall sit every 
man -under his vine and under 
his fig-tree; and none shall 
make them afraid : for the 
mouth of the Lord of hosts 
hath spoken it. 

14 For all people wiU walk 



every one in the name of his 
god, and we will walk in the 
name of the Lord our Grod for 
ever and ever. 

^15 In tiiat day, saith the 
Lord, will I assemble her that 
halteth, and I will gather her 
that is driven out, and her that 
I have afflicted : 

16 And I will make her that 
halted a remnant, and her that 
was cast far off a strong nation : 
and the Lord shall reign over 
them in mount Zion from hence- 
forth even for ever. 

^fl7 Sing, O heavens, and be 
joyful, O earth, and break forth 
into singing, O mountains : for 
the Lord hath comforted his 
people, and will have mercy 
upon his afflicted. 

18 But Zion said. The Lord 
hath forsaken me, and my Lord 
hath forgotten me. 

19 Can a woman forget her 
sucking child, that she should 
not have compassion on the son 
of her womb? yea, they may for- 
get, yet will I not forget thee. 

20 Behold, I have graven 
thee upon the palms of my 
hands, thy wails are contanu^ 
ally before me. 

21 Sing, O ye heavens; for 
tiie Lord hath done it : shout, 
ye lower parts of the earth: 
break fortii into singing, ye 
mountains, O forest, suod every 
tree therein : for the Lord hath 
redeemed Jacob, and glorified 
himsdf in Israel.

LB8S0N I. 

O Lo&D, thou spakest from the 
beginniDg of the creation, even 
the first day» and saidst thus ;

2 And then was the spirit ; 
wsoji d^kness and silence were 
on every side; the sound of 
man's voice was not yet formed. 

3 Then commandedst thou a 
fair light to come forth .of thy 
treasures, that thy work migl^ 
appear. 

4 Upon the second day thou 
madest the spirit of the firma- 
ment, and commandedst it to 
part asunder, and make ja di- 
vision betwixt the waters, that 
the one part might go up, and 
the other remain beneath. 

5 Upon the third day thou 
didst command that &e waters 
i^ould be gathered in the 
seventh part of the earth : six 
parts hast thou dried up, and 
kept them to the intent that of 
these some being planted of 
GkkL and tilled might serve 
thee. 

6 For as soon as thy word 
went forthj the work was made. 



7 For immediately there was 
great and inniunerable fruit, 
and many and divers pleasures 
toe the taste, and fiowers of un- 
changeable colour, and odours 
of wonderful smell: imd this 
was done the third day. 

8 Upon the fourth day thou 
oonunandedst that the sun 
should shine, and the moon 
give her light, and the stars 
^ould be in order : 

9 And gavest them a charge 
to do service onto man, that 
was to be made. 

10 Upon the fifth day t^ou 
said^ unto the seventh part, 
wbere the waters were gather* 
ed, that it should bring fordi 
living creatures^ fowls and fish- 
es ; and so it came to pass. 

11 For the dumb water, and 
without life» brought forth liv- 
ing things at the comraipid- 
ment of God, that all pec^le 
might praise thy wondrous 
woffks. 

12 He that liveth for ever, 
created all things : 

13 Which spake but the 
word. Let the earth be made ; 
and it was made: Let the 
heaven be made; and it was 
created. 
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14 In his word were die 
stars made» and he knoweth the 
number of them. 

15 He searcheth the deep, 
and the treasures thereof; he 
hath measured the sea and 

-what it containeth. 

16 He hath shut the sea in 
the midst of the waters, and 
with his word hath he hanged 
the earth upon the waters. 

17 He spreadeth out the 
heavens like a Taxdt; upon the 
WGKters hath he founded it. 

18 In the desert hath he 
made spnngs of water, and 
pools upon the tops of the 
mountains, that the floods might 
pour down from the high roda 
to water the earth. 

19 He made man, and pat 
his heart in the midst of the 
body, and gave him breath, life, 
and understanding. 

^20 In the be^nniag, when 
the earth was made, before the 
borders of the world stood, or 
ever the winds blew, 

21 Before, it thundered and 
lightened, or ever the founda- 
tions of paradise were laid, 

22 Before the £Edr flowers 
were seen, or ever the moveable 
powers were established, before 
the innumerable multitwle of 
angeb were gathered together, 
, 23 Or ever the heights of 
ike air were lifted up, betoa 
the measures of the Armament 
ware named, 

24 And ere tiie present yean 
were sought ovt, and or ever the 
in^entiaas «f them tb£at now 
«a were tamed, before tiiey 
were aeikd that hsregithered 
foith for a treanine ; 



25 Then did the Lord con- 
sider these things, and they all 
were made through him alone, 
and through none other: by 
him also tiiey shall be ended, 
and by none other. 

LESSON II. 

Thb Lord created man of the 
earth, and turned him into it 
again. 

2 He gave them few days, 
and a short time, and power 
also over the things therein. 

3 He endued them with 
strength by themselves, and 
made them according to' hb 
image. 

4 And put the feax of man 
upon all fieflh, and gave him 
dominion over beasts and 
fowls. 

5 Counsel, and a tongue, 
and eyes, ears, and a heart, 
gtfve he them to understand. 

6 Withal he filled them 
with the knowledge of under- 
standing, and sbdwed them 
good and evil. 

7 He set his eye upon their 
hearts, that he might show them 
the greatness of his works. 

8 He gave them to ^ory in 
his mairv>^ous acts for ever, that 
they might declare his works 
wil^ understanding. 

9 And the elect shall jnaisc^ 
his holy name. 

10 Beside this he gave thenf 
knowledge, and the Law of life 
for an heritage. 

11 He made an everlasting 
covenant with them, and showed 
them his judgements. 

12 Their ayes sawthe mi^esty 
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of his glory, and their ears heard 
Mb glorious voice. 

13 And he said unto them, 
Beware of all unrighteous- 
ness; and he gave every man 
commandment concerning his 
neighbour. 

% 14 The works of the Lord 
are done in judgement from the 
beginning: and from the time 
he made them he disposed the 
parts thereof. 

15 For sun, moon, and stars, 
being bright, and sent to do 
their offices, are obedient. 

16 In like manner the light* 
ning when it breaketh forSi is 
easy to be seen ; and after the 
same manner the wind bloweth 
in every country. 

17 And when (rod command- 
eth the clouds to go over the 
whole world, they do as they 
are bidden. 

18 He garnished his works 
for ever, and in his hand are the 
chief of them unto all genera- 
tions : they neither labour, nor 
are weary, nor cease from their 
works. 

19 None of them hindereth 
another, and they shall never 
disobey his word. 

20 After this the Lord looked 
upon the earth, and filled it with 
his blessings. 

21 With all manner of living 
things hath he covered the face 
thereof; and they shaU return 
into it again. 

LESSON III. 

I WILL remember the works 
of the Lord, and declare the 
things that I have seen: In 



the words of the Lord are his 
works. 

2 The sun that giveth light 
looketh upon all things, and the 
work thereof is full cl tiie glory 
of the Lord. 

3 The Lord hath not given 
power to the saints to declare 
all his marvellous works, which 
the Almighty Lord firmly set- 
tled, that. whatsoever is, might 
be established for his glory. 

4 He hath garnished the ex- 
cellent works of his wisdom, 
and he is horn everlasting to 
everlasting : unto him may 
nothing be added, neither can 
he be diminished, and he hath 
no need of any counsellor. 

5 Oh how desirable are all 
his works V and that a man may 
see even to a spark. 

6 All these things live and 
remain for ever for all uses, and 
they are^All obedient. 

7 All things are double one 
against another: and he hath 
made nothing imperfect. 

8 One thing establisheth the 
good of another: and who shall 
be filled with beholding his 
glory? 

9 The pride of the height, the 
dear firmament, the beauty of 
heaven, with his glorious show ; 

10 The sun when it appear- 
eth, declaring at his rising a 
marvellous instrument, the work 
of the most High : 

11 At noon it parcheth the 
country, and who can abide the 
burning heat thereof? 

12 A man blowing a fur- 
nace is in works of heat, but 
the sun bumeth the mountains 
three times more; breathing 
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out fiery vapourB, and senditig 
forth bright beams, it dimmet£ 
the eyes. 

13 Great is the Lord that 
made it ; and at his command- 
ment it runneth hastily. 

14 He made the moon also 
to serve in het season for a de- 
claration of times, and a sign of 
the world. 

15 From the moon is the 
sign of feasts, a light that de- 
creaseth in her perfection. 

16 ITie month is called after 
her name, increasing wonder- 
fully in her changing, being an 
instrument of the armies above, 
shining in the firmament of 
heaven ; 

17 The beauty of heaven, 
the glory of the stars, an orna- 
ment giving light in the high- 
est places of the Lord. 

18 At the commandment of 
the Holy One they will stand 
in their order, and never faint 
in their watches. 

19 Look upon the radnbow, 
and praise him that made it; 
very beautiful it is in the bright- 
ness thereof. 

20 It compasseth the heaven 
about with a glorious circle, 
and the hands of the Most High 
have bended it. 

21 By his commandment he 
maketh the snow to fall apace, 
and sendeth swiftly the light- 
nings of his judgement. 

22 Through this the treasures 
are opened : and clouds fly forth 
OS fowls. 

23 By his great power he 
maketh the clouds Arm, and the 
hailstones are broken small. 

24 At his sight the moun- 



tains are shaken, and at his wiU 
the south wind bloweth. 

25 The noise of the thunder 
maketh the earth to tremble: 
so doth the northern storm and 
the whirlwind ; as birds flying 
he scattereth the snow, and the 
falling down thereof is. as the 
lighting of grasshoppers : 

26 The eye marvelleth at the 
beauty of the whiteness thereof, 
and tiie heart is astonished at 
the raining of it. 

27 The hoar frost also as 
salt he poureth on the earth, 
and being congealed, it lieth ou 
the top of sharp stakes. 

28 When the cold north wind 
bloweth, and the water is con- 
gealed into ice, it abideth upon 
every gathering together of wa- 
ter, and clotheth the water as 
with a breastplate. 

29 It devoureth the moun- 
tains, and bumeth the wilder- 
ness, and consumeth the grass 
as fire. 

30 A present remedy of all 
is a mist coming speedDy: a 
dew coming after heat refresh- 
eth. 

^31 By his coimsel he ap- 
peaseth the deep, and planteth 
islands therein. 

32 They that sail on the sea 
tell of the danger thereof; and 
when we hear it with our ears, 
we marvel thereat. 

33 For therein be strange 
and wondrous works, variety of 
all kinds of beasts and whales 
created. 

. :^4 By him the end of them 
hath prosperous success, and by 
his word aU things cdnsist. 
35 We may speak much, ^d 
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yet come short: wherefore in 
sum. He is all. 

36 How shall we be able to 
magnify him? for he is great 
above all his works. 

37 The Lord is terrible and 
very great, and marvellous is 
his power. 

38 When ye glorify the Lord, 
exalt him as much as ye can ; 
for even yet will he far exceed : 
and when ye exalt him, put 
forth all your strength, and be 
not weary ; for ye can never go 
far enough. 

39 Who hath seen him, that 
he might tell us ? and who can 
magnify him as he is ? 

40 There are yet hid greater 
things than these be, for we 
have seen but a few of his works. 

41 For the Lord hath made 
all things ; and to the godly 
hath he given wisdom.

1 3 O ye stars of heaven, bless 
ye the Lord : praise and exalt 
him above all for ever. 

14 O every shower and dew, 
bless ye the Lord : praise and 
exalt him above all for ever.

18 O ye dews and storms of 
snow, bless ye the Lord : praise 
and exalt him above all for 
ever. 
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19 O ye nights and days, 
bless ye the Lord : praise and 
exalt him above all for ever. 

20 O ye light and darkness, 
bless ye the Lord : praise and 
exalt him above all for ever. 

21 O ye ice and cold, bless 
ye the Lord: praise and exalt 
him above all for ever. 

22 O ye frost and snow, 
bless ye tiie Lord : praise and 
exalt him above all for ever. 

23 O ye lightnings and 
clouds, bless ye the Lord : praise 
and exalt lum above all for 
ever. 

24 O let the earth bless the 
Lord : praise and exalt him 
above all for ever. 

25 O ye mountains and little 
hills, hless ye the Lord : praise 
and exalt him above all for 
ever.

. 33 O Israel, bless ye the 
Lord : praise and exalt him 
above all for ever. 

34 O ye priests of the Lord, 
bless ye the Lord : praise and 
exalt him above all for ever. 

35 O ye servants of the Lord, 
bless ye the Lord : praise and 
exalt him above all for ever. 

36 O ye spirits and souls of 
the righteous, bless ye the Lord : 
praise and exalt him above all 
for ever. 

37 O ye holy and humble 
men of heart, bless ye the Lord: 
praise and exalt hun above all 
for ever. 

38 O give thanks unto tlie 
Lord, because he is gracious : 
for his mercy endureth for ever. 

39 O all ye that worship the 
Lord, bless the God of gods, 
praise him, and give him thanks :

tliou hast power of life and 
death : thou leadest to the gates 
of hell, and hringest up again. 

5 A man indeed killeth 
through his malice; and the 
spirit, when it is gone forth, 
retumeth not ; neither the soul 
received up cometh again. 

6 But it is not possible to 
escape thine hand. 

7 For great are thy judge- 
ments, and cannot be expressed. 

8 For who shall say. What 
hast thou done ? or who shall 
withstand thy judgement ? or 
who shall accuse thee- for the 
nations that perish, whom thou 
hast made ? or who shall come 
to stand against thee, to be 
revenged for the unrighteous 
men ? 

9 Thine almighty word leap- 
ed down from heaven out of thy 
royal tlirone, as a fierce man of 
war into the midst of a land of 
destruction ; 

10 And brought thine un- 
feigned commandment as a 
sharp sword, and standing up 
filled all things with death ; 
and it touched the heaven, but 
it stood upon the earth. 

11 For neither is there any 
God but thou that carest for 
all, to whom thou mightest shew 
that thy judgement is not un- 
right. 

12 Neither shall king or ty- 
rant be able to set liis face 
against thee for any whom thou 
hast punished. 

^13 Forsomuch then as thou 
art righteous thyself, thou or- 
derest all things righteously: 
thinking it not agreeable with 
thy power to condemn him 



that hadi not deserved to be 
punished. 

14 For thy power is the be- 
ginning of righteousness, and 
because thou art the Lord of 
all, it maketh thee to be gra- 
cious unto aU. 

15 For when men will not be- 
lieve that thou art of a full pow- 
er, thou shewest thy strength, 
and among them that know it 
thou makest their boldness 
manifest. 

16 But thou, mastering thy 
power, judgest with equity, and 
orderest us with great favour : 
for thou mayest use power when 
thou wilt. 

17 By such works hast thou 
taught thy people that the just 
man should be merciful, and 
hast made thy children to be 
of a good hope that thou givest 
repentance for sins. 

18 Thou, O God, art gra- 
cious and true, longsuffering, 
and in mercy ordering all things. 

19 For if we sin, we are thine, 
knowing thy power: but we will 
not sin, knowing that we are 
counted thine. 

20 For to know thee is per- 
fect righteousness : yea, to know 
thy power is the root of inunor- 
taiity. 

21 For thine incorruptible 
Spirit is in all things. 

22 Therefore chastenest thou 
them by little and little that 
offend, and wamest them by 
putting them in remembrance 
wherein they have offended, 
that leaving their wickedness 
they may believe on thee, O 
Lord. 

23 For thou canst shew tliy 
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great strength at all times 
when thou "wilt ; and who may 
withstand the power of thine 
arm? 

24 For the whole world be- 
fore thee is as a little grain of 
the balance, yea, as a drop of 
the morning dew that faUeth 
down upon the earth. 

25 But thou hast mercy upon 
all ; for thou canst do all things, 
and winkest at the sins of men, 
because they should amend. 

26 And executing thy judge- 
ments upon them by little and 
little, thou gavest them place of 
repentance. 

27 For thou lovest all the 
things that are, and abhor- 
rest nothing which thou hast 
made : for never wouldest thou 
bave made any thing, if thou 
hadst hated it. 

28 And how could any thing 
have endured, if it had not been 
thy will ? or been preserved, if 
not called by thee .'* 

29 But thou sparest all : for 
they are thine, O Lord, thou 
lover of souls. 

LESSON VI. 

O Lord, Lord God, Creator of 
all things, who art fearful and 
strong, and righteous, and mer- 
ciful, and the only and gracious 
king, 

2 The only giver of all things, 
the onlyjust, almighty, and ever- 
lasting, thou that deliveredst Is- 
rael from all trouble, and didst 
choose the fathers, and sanctify 
them: 

3 Receive the sacrifice for 
thy whole people Israel, and 



preserve thine own portion, and 
sanctify it. 

4 Gather those together that 
are scattered from us, deliver 
them that serve «mong the hea- 
then, look upon them that are 
despised and abhorred, and let 
the heathen know that thou art 
our God. 

5 Thou, O Lord of all things, 
who hast need of nothing, wast 
pleased that the temple of thine 
habitation should be among us : 

6 Therefore now, O holy 
Lord of all holiness, keep thine 
house ever undefiled, and stop 
every unrighteous mouth. 

7 O Israel, how great is the 
house of God ! and how large 
is the place of his possession ! 

8 Great, and hath none end ; 
high, and unmeasurable. 

^9 Be of good comfort, O 
Israel ; and be not heavy, thou 
house of Jacob ; 

10 For the Highest hath you 
in remembrance, and the Mighty 
hath not forgotten you in temp- 
tation. 

11 Now therefore bless ye 
the God of all, which only 
doeth wondrous things every 
where, which exalteth our days 
from the womb, and dealeth 
with us according to his mercy. 

12 He grant us joyfulness of 
heart, and that*peace may be in 
our days in Israel for ever : 

13 That he would confirm 
his mercy with us, and deliver 
us at his time ! 

^14 God be gracious unto 
you, and remember his covenant 
that he made with Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob, his faithful 
servants ; ^ , 
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15 And give you all an heart 
to serve him, and to do his will, 
with a good courage and a will- 
ing mind; 

16 And open your hearts to 
his law and commandments, 
and send you peace, 

1 7 And hear your prayers, and 
be at one with you, and never 
forsake you in time of trouble. 

LESSON VII. 

O God, tibou art worthy to be 
praised with all pure and holy 
praise ; therefore let thy saints 
praise thee with all thy crea- 
tures ; and let all thine angels 
and thine elect praise thee for 
ever. 

2 Blessed be God that liveth 
for ever, and blessed be his 
kingdom: 

3 For he doth scourge, and 
hath mercy : he leadeth down 
to hell, and bringeth up again : 
neither is there any &at can 
avoid his hand. 

4 Confess him before the 
Gentiles, ye children of Israel : 
for he hath scattered us among 
them. 

5 There declare his great- 
ness, and extol him before all 
the living : for he is our Lord, 
end he is the God our Father 
for ever. 

6 And he will scourge us for 
our iniquities, and will have 
mercy again, and will gather 
us out of all nations, among 
whom he hath scattered us. 

7 He never withdraweth his 
mercy from us : and though he 
punish with adversity, yet doth 
he never forsake his people. 



8 If ye turn to him with 
your whole heart, and with 
your whole mind, and deal up- 
rightly before him, then will he 
turn unto you, and will not 
hide his face from you. 

9 Therefore see what he will 
do with you, and confess him 
with your whole mouth, and 
praise the Lord of might, and 
extol the everlasting King. 

10 In the land of my cap- 
tivity do I praise him, and de- 
clare his might and majesty to 
a sinful nation. 

1 1 O ye sinners, turn and do 
justice before him : who can tell 
if he will accept you, and have 
mercy on you ? 

^12 1 will extol my God, and 
my soul shall praise the King 
of heaven, and shall rejoice in 
his greatness. 

13 Let all men speak, and let 
all praise him for his righteous- 
ness. 

14 O Jerusalem, the holy 
tity, he vnll scourge thee for thy 
children's works, and will have 
mercy again on the sons of the 
righteous. 

15 Give praise to the Lord, 
for he is good : and praise the 
everlasting King, that his taber- 
nacle may be builded in thee 
again with joy, and let him 
make joyful there in thee those 
that are captives, and lov^ in 
thee for ever those that are mi- 
serable. 

16 Many nations shall come 
from far to the name of the 
Lord God, with gifts in their 
hands, even gifts to the King 
of heaven; all generations shall 
praise thee wi& great joy. 
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17 Rejoice and be glad for 
the children of the just: for 
they shall be gathered together, 
and shall bless the Lord of the 
just. 

18 O blessed are they which 
love thee, for they shall rejoice 
in thy peace : blessed are they 
which have been sorrowful for 
all thy scourges ; for they shall 
rejoice for thee, when they have 
seen all thy glory, and shall 
be glad for ever. 

19 Let my soul bless God 
the great King. 

20 Blessed art thou, O God 
of our fathers, and blessed is 
thy holy and glorious name for 
ever ; let the heavens bless thee, 
and all thy creatures. 

^21 Sing a song of praise, 
bless the Lord in all his works. 

22 Magnify his name, and 
shew forth his praise with the 
songs of your lips, and with 
harps, and in praising him ye 
shaU say after this manner : 

23 Bless God, praise him, 
and magnify him, and praise 
him for the things which he 
hath done unto you in the sight 
of all that live. It is good to 
praise God, and exalt his name, 
and honourably to shew forth 
the works of God ; therefore be 
not slack to praise him. 

24 All the works of the Lord 
are exceeding good, and what- 
soever he commandeth shall be 
accomplished in due season. 

25 And none may say. What 
IS this ? wherefore is that ? for 
at tinae convenient they shall 
all be sought out. 



26 At his commandment the 
waters stood as an heap, and 
at the words of his mouth the 
receptacles of waters. 

27 At his commandment is 
done whatsoever pleaseth him ; 
and none can hinder when he 
will save. 

^28 A man need not to say. 
What is this? wherefore is that? 
for he hath made all things for 
their uses. 

29 All the works of the Lord 
are good: and he will give every 
needful thing in due season. 

30 So that a man cannot say. 
This is worse than that : for in 
time they shall all be well ap- 
proved. 

31 And therefore praise ye 
the Lord with the whole heart 
and mouth, and bless the name 
of the Lord. 

32 Bless the Lord thy God 
alway, and desire of him that 
thy ways may be directed, and 
that all thy paths and counsels 
may prosper: for every nation 
hatii not counsel ; but the Lord 
himself giveth all good things, 
and he humbleth whom he will, 
as he win. 

33 As his mercy is great, so 
is his correction also : he judg- 
eth a man according to his 
works. 

34 Faint not to be strong in 
the Lord ; that he may confirm 
you, cleave unto him: for the 
Lord Almighty is God alone, 
and beside him there is no other 
saviour. 

35 He filleth all things with 
his wisdom. 
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Section III. — Ood Allseeing. 



LESSON VIII. 

Behold, the Lord knoweth all 
the works of men, their imagina- 
tions, their thoughts, and their 
hearts : 

2 He seeketh out the deep, 
and the heart, and considereth 
their crafty devices : for the 
Lord knoweth aU that may be 
known, and he beholdeth the 
feigns of the world. 

3 He declareth the things 
that are past, and for to come,' 
and revealeth the steps of hid- 
den things. 

4 No thought escapeth him, 
neither any word is hidden from 
him. 

6 The ways of men are ever 
before him, and shall not be hid 
from his eyes. 

6 All their works are as tlie 
sun before him, and his eyes are 
continually upon their ways. 

7 None of their unrighteous 
deeds are hid from him, but all 
their sins are before the Lord. 

8 ButtheLordbeinggracious, 
and knowing his workmanship, 
neither left nor forsook them, 
but spared them. 

9 The Spiritof Almighty God, 
which made all things, and 
searcheth out all hidden things 
in the secrets of the earth, 

10 Surely he knoweth yoiu* 
inventions, and what ye think 
in your hearts, even them that 
»in, and would hide their sin. 

^11 The ungodjy saith in 
his heart. Who seeth me ? I am 



compassed about with dark- 
ness, the walls cover me, and 
nobody seeth me ; what need I 
to fear? the Most High will 
not remember my sins. 

12 Such a man only feareth 
the eyes of men, and knoweth 
not that the eyes of the Lord 
are ten thousand times brighter 
than the sun, beholding all the 
ways of men, and considering 
the most secret parts. 

13 He knew all things ere 
ever they were created ; so also 
after they were perfected he 
looked upon them all. 

14 The works of all flesh are 
before him, and nothing can be 
hid from his eyes. 

15 He seeth from everlasting 
to everlasting ; and there is 
nothing wonderful before him, 

16 The Lord hath exactly 
searched out all your works, 
and he will put you all to 
shame. 

17 And when your sins are 
brought forth, ye shall be 
ashamed before men, and your 
own sins shall be yoiur accusers 
in that day. 

18 What will ye do? or 
how will ye hide your sins 
before God and his angels ? 

19 Behold, God himself is the 
judge, fear him : leave off from 
your sins, and forget your ini* 
quities, to meddle no more with 
them for ever : so shall God 
lead you forth, and deliver you 
from all trouble. 
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Section IV. — God Inscrutable. 



LESSON IX. 

The Lord only is righteous, and 
there is none other but he ; 

2 Who govemeth the world 
with the palm of his hand, and 
all things obey his will : for he 
is the King of all, by his power 
dividing holy things from pro- 

3 To whom hath he given 
power to declare his works.? 
and who shall find out his no- 
ble acts ? 

4 Who shall number the 
strength of his majesty? and 
who shall also tell out his 
mercies? 

6 As for the wondrous works 
of the Lord, there may nothing 
be taken from them, neither 
may anything be put unto them, 
neither can the ground of them 
be found out. 

6 Behold the heaven of hea- 
vens, the deep, and the earth, 
and all that therein is, shall be 
moved when he shall visit. 

7 The mountains also and 
foundations of the earth shall 
be shaken with trembling, when 
the Lord looketh upon them. 

8 No heart can think upon 
these things worthily : and who 
is able to conceive his ways ? 

9 It is a tempest which no 
man can see : for the most part 
of hia works are hid. 

10 Who can declare the 
works of his justice ? or who 
can endure them ? for his cove- 
nant is afar off, and the trial of 
all things is in the end. 



11 Number me the things 
that are not yet come, gathei 
me together the drops that are 
scattered abroad, make me the 
flowers green again that are 
withered, 

12 Open me the places that 
are closed, and bring me forth 
the winds that in them are shut 
up, shew me the image of a 
voice; and then I will declare 
to thee the thing that thou la- 
bourest to know. 

f 13 And I said, O Lord that 
bearest rule, who may know 
these things, but he that hath 
not his dwelling with men? 

14 As for me, I am un- 
wise : how may I then speak of 
these things whereof thou ask- 
est me ? 

15 Then said he unto me, 
Like as thou canst do none of 
these things that I have spoken 
of, even so canst thou not find 
out my judgement, or, in the 
end, the love that I have pro- 
mised unto my people. 

16 Then answered I andsaid, 
I beseech thee, O Lord, let me 
have understanding : 

1 7 For it was not my mind 
to be curious of the high things?, 
but of such as pass by us daily : 
wherefore are our years few and 
evil? 

18' For what profit is it for 
men now in this present time 
to live in heaviness, and after 
death to look for punishment ? 

1 9 And he answered me, say 7 
ing, Do not thou hasten above 
the Most Highest : for thy haste 
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is in vain to be above him, for 
thou hast much exceeded. 

20 The more thou searchest, 
the more thou shalt marvel ; for 
the world hasteth fast to paM 
away, 

21 And cannot comprehend 
the things that are promised to 
the righteous in time to come : 
for this world is full of un- 
righteousness and infirmities. 

22 This present life is not 
the end where much glory doth 
abide ; 

23 But the day of doom 
shall be the end of this time, 
and the beginning of the im- 
mortality for to come, wherein 
corruption is past, 

24 Intemperance is at anend, 
infidelity is cut oflF, righteous- 
ness is grown, and truth is 
sprung up. 

25 For evil shall be put out, 
and deceit shall be quenched. 

26 As for faith, it shall flou- 
rish; corruption shall be over- 
come; and the truth, which hath 
been so long without firuit, shall 
be declared. 

^27 And now renounce cor- 
ruption, let go from thee mortal 
thoughts, cast away the bur- 
dens of man, put off the weak 
nature, 

28 And set aside the thoughts 
that are most heavy unto thee; 

29 And seek not to bind the 
counsels of the Lord : for God 
is not as man, that he may be 
threatened; neither is he as 
the son of man, that he should 
be wavering. 

30 As the will of jGod is in 
heaven, so jlet him do. 



LESSON X- 

And the angel that was sent 
unto me, whose name was Uriel, 
said, 

2 Thy heart hath gone too 
far in this world, and thinkest 
thou to comprehend the .way of 
the Most High ? 

3 Then said I, Yea, my lord* 
And he answered me, and said, 
I am sent to shew thee three 
ways, and to set forth three 
similitudes before thee; 

4 Wherefore if thou canst 
declare me one, I will shew 
thee also the way that thou 
desirest to see, and I shall shew 
thee from whence the wicked 
heart cometh. 

5 And I said. Tell on, my 
lord. Then said he unto me. 
Go thy way, weigh me the 
weight of the fire, or measure 
me the blast of the wind, or call 
me again the day that is past. 

6 Then answered I and said. 
What man is able to do that ; 
that thou shouldest ask such 
things of me? 

7 And he said unto me. If I 
should ask thee how great 
dwellings are in the midst of 
the sea, or how many springs 
are in the beginning of the deep, 
or how many springs are above 
the firmament, or which are 
the outgoings of paradise : 

8 Perad venture thou wouldest 
say unto me, I never went down 
into the deep, nor as yet into 
hell, neither did I ever climb 
up into heaven. 

9 Nevertheless now have I 
asked thee but only of the fire 
and wind, and of the day where- 
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through thou hast passed, and 
of things from which thou canst 
not be separated ; and yet canst 
thou give me no answer of them* 
^10 He said moreover unto 
me. Thine own things, and such 
as are grown up with thee, 
canst thou not know ; 

11 How should thy vessel 
then be able to comprehend 
the way of the Highest, and, 
the world being now outwardly 
corrupted; to understand the 
corruption that is evident in 
my sight ? 

12 Then said I unto him. It 
were better that we were not at 
all, than that we should live 
still in wickedness, and to suffer, 
and not to know wherefore. 

13 He answered me, and 
said, I went into a forest in a 
plain, and the trees took coun- 
sel,. 

14 And said, Come, let us 
go and make war against the 
sea, that it may depart away 
before us, and that we may 
make us more woods. 

15 The floods of the sea 
also inlike manner took counsel, 
and said. Come, let us go up 
and subdue the woods of the 



plain, that there also we may 
make us another country. 

16 The thought of the wood 
was in vain, for the fire came 
and consumed it. 

17 The thought of the floods 
of the sea came likewise to 
nought, for the sand stood up 
and stopped them. 

18 If thou wert judge now 
betwixt these two, whom would- 
est thou begin to justify? or 
whom wouldest thou condemn.'^ 

19 I answered euad said, 
Verily it is a foolish thought 
that they both have devised, for 
the ground is given unto the 
wood, and the sea also hath his 
place to bear his floods. 

20 Then answered he me, 
and said. Thou hast given a 
rightjudgement,butwhyjudgest 
thou not thyself also ? 

21 For lie as the ground is 
given unto the wood, and the 
sea to his floods, even so they 
that dwell upon the earth may 
understand nothing but that 
which is upon the earth : and 
he that dwelleth upon the hea- 
vens may only imderstand the 
things that are above the height 
of the heavens.

LESSON XI. 

Great travail is created for every 
'man, and an heavy yoke is upon 
the sons of Adam, frcMU the day 
that they go out of their mother's 
womb, tin the day that they re- 
turn to the mother of all things. 
2 Their imagination of things 



to come, and the day of death, 
trouble their thoughts, and cause 
fear of heart ; 

3 From him that sitteth on a 
throne of glory, unto him that 
is humbled in earth and ashes ; 

4 From him that weareth pur- 
ple and a crown, unto hiih that 
is clothed with a linen frock. 
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5 Wrath, and envy, trouble, 
and unquietnesB, fear of deaths 
and anger, and strife, and, in 
the time of rest upon his bed, 
his night-sleep, do change his 
knowledge. 

6 A little or nothing is his 
rest, and afterward he is in his 
sleep, as in a day of keeping 
watch, troubled in the vision of 
his heart, as if he were escaped 
out of a battle. 

7 Whenallissafe,heawaketh, 
and marvelleth that the fear 
waB nothing. 

8 Such things happen unto 
all flesh, both man and beast ; 
and that is sevenfold more upon 
sinners. 

% 9 When a man hath done, 
then he beginneth ; and when 
he leaveth off, then he shall be 
doubtful. 

10 What is man, and where- 



to serveth he ? what is his good; 
and what is his evil ? 

11 The number of a man's 
days at the most are an hundred 
years. 

• 1 2 As a drop of water unto the 
sea, and a gravelstone in compa' 
risonof thesand; so are a thou- 
sand y ears to the days of eternity . 

13 Therefore is God patient 
with them, and poureth forth 
his mercy upon them. 

14 He vieweth the power of 
the height of heaven ; and all 
men are but earth and ashes. . 

15 He saw and perceived 
their end to be evil ; therefore 
he multiplied his compassion. 

16 The mercy of man is to- 
ward his neighbour; but the 
mercy of the Lord is upon all 
flesh : he reproveth, andnurtur- 
eth, and teacheth, and bringeth 
again, as a shepherd his flock. 



Section VI. — Death. 



LESSON XII. 

O Death, how bitter is the re- 
membrance of thee to a man 
that liveth at rest in his posses- 
sions, unto the man that hath 
nothing to vex him, and that 
hath prosperity in all things : 
yea, unto him that is yet able 
to receive meat ! 

2 O Death, acceptable is thy 
sentence unto the needy, and 
unto him whose strength failetb, 
that is now in the last 9ge, and 
is vexed with all things, and to 
]iim that despaireth, and hath 
lost patience ! 
.3 Fear not the sentence of 



death, remember them that have 
been before thee, and that come 
after; for this is the sentence of 
the Lord over all flesh. 

4 And why art thou against 
the pleasure of the Most High ? 
there is no inquisition in the 
grave, whether thou have lived 
ten, or an hundred, or a thou- 
sand years. 

5 When the dead is at rest, 
let his remembrance rest ; and 
be comforted for him, when his 
spirit is departed from him. 

6 The mourning of men is 
about their bodies : but an ill 
name of sinners shall be blotted 



out. 
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7 Have regard to thy name ; 
for that shall continue with thee 
above a thousand great treasures 
of gold. 

8 A good life hath but few 
days : but a good name en- 
dureth for ever. 

^9 My son, according to thy 
ability do good to thyself, and 
give the Lord his due offering. 

10 Remember that death will 
not be long in coming, and that 
the covenant of the grave is not 
ishewed unto thee. 

1 1 Do good mito thy friend 
before thou die, and according 
to thy ability stretch out thy 
hand and give to him. 

1 2 Defraiud not thyself of the 
good day, and let not the part 
of a good desire overpass thee. 

13 Shalt thou not leave thy 
travails unto another ? and thy 
labours to be divided by lot ? 

14 Give, and take, and sanc- 
tify thy soul; for there is no 
seeking of dainties in the grave. 

15 Who shallpraise the Most 
High in the grave, instead of them 
which live and give thanks ? 

16 Thanksgiving perisheth 
from the dead, as from one that 
is not : the living and sound in 
heart shall praise the Lord. 

17 O Lord, look down from 
thine holy house, and consider 
us : bow down thine ear, OLord, 
to hear us. 

18 Open thine eyes and be- 
hold ; for the dead that are in 
the graves, whose souls are 
taken from their bodies, will 
give unto the Lord neither 
praise nor righteousness : 

19 But the soul that is great- 



ly vexed, which goeth stooping 
and feeble, and the eyes that 
fail, and the hungry soul, will 
give thee praise and righteous- 
ness, O Lord. 

^20 All flesh waxeth old as a 
garment : for the covenant from 
the beginning is, Thou shalt die 
the death. 

21 As of the green leaves on 
a thick tree, some fall, and some 
grow ; so is the generation of 
flesh and blood, one cometh to 
an end, and another is bom. 

22 Every work rotteth and 
consumeth away, and the worker 
thereof shall go withal. 

23 All that are of the earth 
shall turn to earth again : and 
he that is today a king tomorrow 
shall die. 

24 For all men have one en- 
trance into life, and the like 
going out. 

25 And the entrances of this 
world were made narrow, fiill 
of sorrow and travail : they are 
but few and evil, frQl of perils, 
and very painful. 

26 And we pass away out of 
the world as grasshoppers, and 
our life is astonishment and fear, 
and we are not worthy to obtain 
mercy. 

27 But if so be that we will 
subdue our own understanding, 
and reform our hearts, we shsdl 
be kept alive, and after deatli we 
shall obtain mercy. 

28 For after death shall the 
judgement come, when we shall 
live again : and then shall the 
names of the righteous be ma- 
nifest, and the works of the un- 
godly shall be declared. 
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Section VII. — Penitence. 



LESSON XIIL 

I PBAT thee, O God of my father, 
and God of the inheritance of 
Israel, Lord of the heavens and 
earth, Creator of the waters. 
King of every creature, hear 
thou my prayer. 

2 Hear my prayer, and be 
merciful unto thine inheritance: 
turn omr sorrow into joy, that 
we may live, O Lord, and praise 
thy name : and destroy not the 
mouths of them that praise thee, 
OLord. 

3 O Lord, I am confounded 
and ashamed before thy face ; 

4 For our sins are multiplied 
above our heads, and our igno- 
rances have reached up unto 
heaven. 

5 For ever since the time of 
our fathers we have been, and 
are, in great sin, even unto this 
day. 

6 Behold, now are we before 
thee in our iniquities, for we 
cannot stand any longer by rea- 
son of these things before thee. 

7 And all that is befallen is 
done unto us for our wicked 
works- and great sins : for thou, 
O Lord, didst make our sins 
light. 

^8 Iknow,Lord,4:hattheMo8t 
High is called merciful, in that 
he hath mercy upon them which 
are not yet come into the world, 

9 And upon those also that 
•turn to his law ; 

10 And that he is patient, 
and long suffereth those that 
have sinned, as his creatures ; 



1 1 And that he is bountiful, 
for he is ready to give where it 
needeth ; 

12 And that he is of great 
mercy, for he multiplieth more 
and more mercies to them that 
are present, and that are past, 
and also to them which are to 
come. 

13 For if he shall not mul- 
tiply his mercies, the world 
would not continue with them 
that inherit therein. 

14 And he pardoneth ; for if 
he did not so of his goodness, 
that they which have committed 
iniquities might be eased of them, 
the ten thousandth part of men 
should not remain living. 

15 And being judge, if he 
should not forgive them that are 
cured with his word, and put 
out the multitude of contentions, 

16 There should be very few 
left peradventure in an innu- 
merable multitude. 

17 But unto them that re- 
pent, he granteth them return, 
and comf orteth those that fail in 
patience. 

^18 Return unto tlie Lord, 
and forsake thy sins, make thy 
prayer before his fece, and of- 
fend less. 

19 Turn again to the Most 
High, and turn away from ini- 
quity: for 'he will lead thee out 
oi darkness into the light of 
health. 

20 How great is the loving- 
kindness of the Lord our God, 
and his compassion unto such 
as turn unto him in holiness ! 
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21 He hath mercy on them 
that receive discipline, and that 
diligently seek after his judge- 
ments. 

LESSON XIV. 

O LoBD, thou that dwellest In 
Qyerlastingness, which heholdest 
from ahove things in the heaven 
and in the air ; 

2 Whose throne is inesti- 
mable; whose glory may not 
be comprehended; before whom 
the hosts of angels stand with 
trembling ; 

3 Whose service is conver- 
sant in wind and fire; whose 
word is true, and sayings 
constant ; whose comhiand- 
ment is strong, and . ordinance 
fearM; 

4 Whose look drieth up the 
depths, and indignation maketh 
the mountains to melt away ; 

5 O hear the prayer of thy 
servant, and give ear to the pe- 
tition of thy creature. 

6 Forwhilellivelwillspeak, 
and so long as I have under- 
standing I will answer. 

7 O look not upon the sins 
of thy people; but on them 
which serve thee in truth. 

8 Regard not the wicked in* 
ventions of the heathen, but the 
desire of those that keep thy 
testimonies in afflictions. 

9 Think not upon those that 
have walked feignedly before 
thee : but remember them, which 
according to thy will have known 
thy fear. 

10 Let it not be thy will to 
destroy them which have lived 
like beasts; but to look upon 



them that have clearly taught 
thy law. 

11 Take thou no indignation 
at them which are deemed worse 
than beasts ; but love them that 
alway put their trust in thy 
righteousness and glory. 

12 For we and our fathers 
do languish of such diseases: 
but because of us sinners thou 
shalt be called merciful. 

13 For if thou hast a desire 
to have mercy upon us, thou 
shalt be called merciful, to us 
namely, that have no works of 
righteousness. 

14 For the just, which have 
many good works laid up with 
thee, shall out of their own 
deeds receive reward. 

15 For what is man, that 
thou shouldest take displeasure 
at him ? or what is a corruptible 
generation, that thou shouldest 
be so bitter toward it ? 

16 For in truth there is so 
man among them that be bom, 
but he hath dealt wickedly ; and 
among the faithful there is none 
which hath not done amiss. 

17 For in this, O Lord, thy 
righteousness and thy good- 
ness shall be declared* if thou 
be merciful unto them which 
have not the confidence of good 
works. 

LESSON XV. 

O Lord Almighty, God of Israel, 
the soul in anguish, the troubled 
spirit, crieth unto thee, 

2 Hear, O Lord, and have 
mercy ; for thou art merciful : 
and have pity upon us, because 
we have sinnediefore thee. 
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3 For thou endurest for ever, 
and we perish utterly. 

4 O Lord Abnighty, thou 
God of Israel, hear sow the 
prayers of the dead Israelites, 
and of their children, which 
have sinned before thee, and not 
hearkened unto the voice of thee 
their God. 

5 Remember not the iniqui- 
ties of our forefathers : but tlunk 
upon thy power and thy name 
now at this time. 

6 For thou art the Lord our 
God, and thee, O Lord, will we 
praise. 

7 And for this cause thou 
hast put thy fear in oiur hearts, 
to the intent that we should call 
upon thy name, and praise thee 
in our captivity : for we have 
called to mind all the iniquity 
of our forefathers, that sinned 
before thee. 

8 Behold, we are yet this day 
in our captivity, where thou 
hast scattered us, for a reproach 
and a curse, and to be subject 
to payments, according to all 
the iniquities of our fathers, 
which departed from the Lord 
our God. 

If 9. Hear, Israel, the com- 
mandments of life : give ear to 
understand wisdom. 

1 How happeneth it,- Israel, 
that thou art in thine enemies' 
land, that thou art waxen old 
in a strange country, that thou 
art defiled with the dead, 

11 That thou art counted 
with them that go down into 
the grave ? 

12 Thou hast forsaken the 
foimtain of wisdom. 

13 For if thou hadst walked 



in the way of God, thou should- 
est have dwelled in peace for* 
ever. 

14 But thou hast afflicted the . 
meek, thou hast hurt the peace- 
able, thou hast loved liars, and 
destroyed the dwellings of them 
that brought forth fruit, and 
hast cast down the walls of such 
as did thee no harm. 

15 Therefore is thy wrongful 
dealing come up unto the High- 
est, and thy pride unto the 
Mighty. 

^16 O Lord, thou art just, 
and all thy works and all thy 
ways are mercy and truth, and 
thou judgest truly and justly for 
ever. 

17 Kemember me, and look 
on me, punish me not for my 
sins and ignorances, and the 
sins of my fathers, who have 
sinned before thee : 

18 For they obeyed not thy 
commandments: wherefore thou 
hast delivered us for a spoil, and 
unto captivity, and unto death, 
and for a proverb of reproach 
to all the nations among whom 
we are dispersed. 

19 And now thy judgements 
are many and true : deal with 
me according to my sins and 
my fathers': because we have 
not kept thy conmiandments, 
neither have walked in truth 
before thee. 

20 Now therefore deal with 
me as seemeth best unto thee, 
and command my spirit to be 
taken from me, that I may be 
dissolved, and become earth: 
for it is profitable for me to die 
rather than to live, because I 
have heard false reproaches^ and 
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have much sorrow : command go into the everlasting place : 
therefore that I may now be de- turn not thy face away from 
livered out of this distress, and me. 



Section VIII. — JVust in God. 



LESSON XVI. 

My son, if thou come to serve 
the Lord, prepare thy soul for 
temptation. 

2 Set thy heart aright, and 
constantly endure, and make 
not haste in time of trouble. 

3 Cleave unto him, and de- 
part not away, that thou may- 
est be increased at thy last end. 

4 There shall no evil happen 
unto him that feareth the Lord; 
but in temptation even he will 
deliver him. 

- 5 Whatsoever is brought up- 
on thee take cheerfully, and be 
patient when thou art changed 
to a low estate. 

6 For gold is tried in the 
fire, and acceptable men in the 
fomace of adversity. 

7 Beheve in him, and he will 
kelp thee; order thy way aright, 
and trust in him. 

8 Ye that fear the Lord, wait 
for his mercy; and go not aside, 
lest ye fall. Do that which is 
good, and no evil shall touch 
you. 

9 Ye that fear the Lord, be- 
heve him ; and your reward 
shall not fail. 

10 Ye that fear theLord,hope 
for good, and for everlasting joy 
and mercy. 

11 Look at the generations 
of old, and see ; did ever any 
trust in the Lord, and was con- 



foimded? or did any abide in 
his fear, and was forsaken ? or 
whom did he ever despise, that 
called upon him ? 

12 For the Lord is full of 
compassion and mercy, long- 
suffering, and very pitiful, and 
forgiveth sins, and saveth in 
time of affliction. 

^13 Woe be to fearful hearts, ^ 
and faint hands, and the sinner 
that goeth two ways ! 

1 4 For wickedness, condemn- 
ed by her own witness, is very 
timorous, and being pressed with 
conscience, always forecasteth 
grievous things. 

15 For fear is nothing else 
but a betraying of the succours 
which reason offereth. 

16 Woe unto him that is 
fainthearted ! for he beheveth 
not; therefore shaU he not be 
defended. 

17 Woe unto you that have 
lost patience ! and what will ye 
do when the Lord shall visit you ? 

18 They that fear the Lord 
will not disobey his word ; and 
they that love him will keep 
his ways. 

19 They that fear the Lord 
will seek that which is well- 
pleasing unto him; and they 
that love him shall be filled with 
the law. 

20 They that fear the Lord 
will prepare their hearts, and 
humble tiieir souls in his sight. 
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21 Saying, We will fell into 
the bands of the Lord, and not 
into the hands of men : for as 
his majesty is, so is his mercy. 

^22 Ajid thus consider ye 
throughout all ages, that none 
that put their trust in him shall 
be overcome. 

23 Fear not then the words 
of a sinful man : for his glory 
shall be dimg and worms. 

24 Today he shall be lifted 
up, and tomorrow he shall not 
be found, because he is returned 
into his dust, and his thought is 
come to nothing. 

25 Wherefore be valiant, and 
show yourselves men in the be- 
half of the law; for by it shall 
ye obtain glory. 

26 The fear of the Lord is 
honour, and glory, and glad- 
ness, and a crown of rejoicing. 

27 The fear of the Lord ma- 
keth a merry heart, and giveth 
joy, and gladness, and a long 
life. 

28 Whoso feareth the Lord, 
it shall go weU with him at the 
last, and he shall find favour in 
the day of his death. 

29 To fear the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom : and it 
was created with the faithful in 
the womb. 

30 The fear of the Lord dri- 
veth away ^ns : and where it is 
present, it tumeth away wrath. 

31 Riches and strength lift 
up the heart: but the fear of 
the Lord is above them both : 
there is no want in the fear of 
the Ijord, and it needeth not to 
seek help. 

32 Therefore let us wait for 
salvation of him, and call upon 



him to help us, and he will hear 
our voice, if it please him. 

^33 Love him that made 
thee with all thy strength, and 
forsake not his ministers. 

34 The spirit of those that 
fear the Lord shall live ; for 
their hope is in him that saveth 
them. 

35 Whoso feareth the Lord 
shall not fear nor be afraid ; for 
He is his hope. 

36 Blessed is the soul of him 
that feareth the Lord : to whom 
doth he look ? and who is his 
strength ? 

37 For the eyes of the Lord 
are ijpon them that love him, 
he is their mighty protection 
and strong stay, a defence from 
heat, and a cover from the sun 
at noon, a preservation from 
stumbling, and an help from 
falling. 

38 He raiseth up the soul, 
and lighteneth the eyes: he 
giveth health, life, and bless- 
ing. 

39 With the God of heaven 
it is all one, to deliver with a 
great multitude, or a small com- 
pany : 

40 For the victory of battle 
standeth not in the multitude 
of an host; but strength com- 
eth from heaven. 

LESSON XVII. 

Hear, O ye my beloved, saith 
th^ Lord : behold, the days of 
trouble are at hand, but I will 
deliver you from the same. 

2 Be ye not afraid, neither 
doubt ; for God is your guide, 

3 And the guide of them who 
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keep my commandments and 
precepts, saith the Lord God : 
let not your sins weigh you 
down, and let not your ini- 
quities lift up themselves. 

4 Abide still, O my people, 
and take thy rest, for tiiy quiet- 
ness shall come. 

5 Nourish thy children, O 
thou good nurse ; stablish their 
feet. 

6 As for the servants whom 
I have given thee, there shall 
not one of them perish ; for I 
will require them from among 
thy number. 

7 Be not weary; for when 
the day of trouble and heavi- 
ness cometh, others shall weep 
and be sorrowful, but thou shalt 
be merry and have abundance. 



8 The heathen shall envy 
thee, but they shall be able to 
do nothing against thee, saith 
the Lord. 

9 My hands shall cover thee, 
so that thy children shall not 
see hell. 

10 Be joyful, O thou mother, 
with thy children ; for I will de- 
liver thee, saith the Lord. 

11 Remember thy children 
that sleep, for I shall bring them 
out of the sides of the earth, 
and shew mercy unto them : 
for I am merciful, saith the 
Lord Almighty. 

12 Embrace thy children un- 
til I come and shew mercy un- 
to them: for my weUs run over, 
and my grace shall not fail. 



Section IX. — Fate of the Righteous and of the Wicked 
contrasted. 



LESSON XVIII. 

Blessed is the man that hath 
not slipped with his mouth, and 
is not pricked with the multi- 
tude of sins. 

2 Blessed is he whose con- 
science hath not condemned 
him, and who is not fallen irom 
his hope in tiie Lord. 

3 Be steadfast in thy cove- 
nant, and be conversant therein, 
and wax old in thy work. 

4 Marvel not at the works 
of sinners; but trust in the 
Lord, and abide in thy labour : 
for it is an easy thing in the 
sight of the Lord on the sudden 
to make a poor man rich. 

5 Envy not the glory of a 



sinner : for thou knowest not 
what shall be his end. 

6 Delight not in the thing 
that the ungodly have pleasure 
in; but remember they shall 
not go tuipunished unto their 
grave. 

7 The blessing of the Lord 
is in the reward of the godly, 
and suddenly he maketh bos 
blessing to flourish. 

8 Say not. What profit is 
there of toy service } and what 
good things shall I have here- 
after.? 

9 Again, say not, I have 
enough, and possess many 
things, and what evil can come 
to me hereafter ? 

10 In the day of prosperity 
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there is aforgetfiilness of afflic- 
tion : and in the day of affliction 
there is no more remembrance 
of prosperity. 

11 The affliction of an hour 
maketh a man forget pleasure : 
and in his end his deeds shall be 
discovered. 

12 For it is an easy thing 
unto the Lord in the day of death 
to reward a man according to 
his ways. 

13 Judge none blessed be- 
fore his death : for a man shall 
be known in his children. 

14 Better it is to have no 
children, and to have virtue : 
for the memorial thereof is im- 
mortal ; because it is known 
with God and with men. 

15 When it is present, men 
take example at it ; and when 
it is gone, they desire it: it 
weareth a crown, and triumph- 
eth for ever, having gotten the 
victory, striving for undefiled 
rewards. 

^16 There is one that la- 
boureth and taketh pains, and 
maketh haste, and is so much 
the more behind. 

17 Again, there is another 
that is slow, and hath need of 
help, wanting ability, and full 
of poverty ; yet the eye of the 
Lord looked upon him for good, 
and set him up from his low 
estate, 

18 And lifted up his head 
from misery ; so that msmy that 
saw it marvelled at him. 

19 Prosperity and adversity, 
life and death, poverty and 
riches, come of the Lord. 

20 Wisdom, knowledge, and 
understanding of the law, are 



of the Lord : love, and the way 
of good works, are from him. 

21 Error and darkness had 
their beginning together with 
sinners ; and evil shall wax old 
with them that glory therein. 

22 The gift of the Lord re- 
maineth with the godly, and 
his favour bringeth prosperity 
for ever. 

23 For glorious is the finit 
of good labours : and the root 
of wisdom shall never fall 
away. 

LESSON XIX. 

Say not thou. It is through the 
Lord that I feU away : for thou 
Gughtest not to do the things 
that he hateth. 

2 Say not thou. He hath 
caused me to err : for he hath 
no need of the sinful man. 

3 The Lord hateth all abomi- 
nation ; and they that fear God 
love it pot. 

4 Hehimselfmademanfrom 
the beginning, and left him in 
the hand of his counsel : 

5 If he will, to keep the com- 
mandments, and to perform ac- 
ceptable faithfulness. 

6 He hath set fire and water 
before thee : stretch forth thy 
hand unto whether thou wilt. 

7 Before man is life and 
death ; and whether him liketb 
shall be given him. 

8 For the wisdom of the 
Lord is great, and he is mighty 
in power, and beholdeth all 
things : 

9 And his eyes are upon them 
that fear him, and he knowetk 
every work of man. 
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10 He hath commanded no 
man to do wickedly, neither 
hath he given any man license 
to sin. 

1 1 Where a man sinneth, hy 
the same also shall he be pu- 
nished: for the empty are empty 
things, and for the full are the 
full things. 

12 Now therefore why dis- 
quietest thou thyself, seeing 
thou art but a corruptible man? 
and why art thou moved, where- 
as thou art but mortal ? 

13 Why hast thou not con- 
sidered in thy mind this thing 
that is to come, rather than that 
which is present } 

^14 llien answered I and 
said, O Lord, that bearest rule, 
thou hast ordained in thy law, 
that the righteous should in- 
herit these things, but that the 
ungodly should perish. 

15 Nevertheless the righte- 
ous shall suffer strait things, 
and hope for wide : for they 
that have done wickedly have 
suffered the strait things and 
yet shall not see the wide. 

16 And he said unto me. 
There is no judge above God, 
and none that hath *understand- 
'ng above the Highest. 

17 For there be many that 
perish in this life, because they 
despise the law of God that is 
set before them. 

. 18 For God hath given strait 
commandment to such as came, 
what they should do to live, 
even as they came, and what 
they should observe to avoid 
punishment. 

19 Nevertheless they were 
not obedient unto him; but 



spake against him and imagined 
vain things ; 

20 And deceived themselves 
by their wicked deeds; and 
said of the Most High, that he 
is not ; and knew not hia 
ways : 

21 But his law have they 
despised, and denied his cove- 
nant ; in his statutes have they 
not been faithful, and have not 
performed his works. 

LESSON XX. 

Seek not death in the error of 
your life : and pull not upon 
yourselves destruction with the 
works of your hands. 

2 For God made not death : 
neither hath he pleasure in the 
destruction of the living. 

3 For he created all thin^, 
that they might have their be- 
ing : and the generations of 
the world were healthful ; and 
there is no poison of destruction 
in them, nor the kingdom of 
death upon the earth : 

4 (For righteousness is im- 
mortal :) 

5 But ungodly men with 
their works and words called it 
to them : for when they thought 
to have it their friend, they con- 
sumed to naught, and made a 
covenant with it, because they 
are worthy to take part with 
it. 

6 Forthe ungodly said, reason- 
ing with themselves, but not 
aright. Our life is short and te- 
dious, and in the death of a man 
there is no remedy : neither 
was there any man known to 
have returned from the grave. 
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7 For we are bom at aU ad* 
venture : and we shall be here- 
after as though we had never 
been : for the breath in our 
nostrilfi is as smoke, and a 
little spark in the moving of our 
heart; 

8 Which being extinguished, 
our body shall be turned into 
ashes, and our spirit shall 
vanish as the soft air : 

9 And .our name shall be 
forgotten in time, and no man 
shall haye our works in remem- 
brance, and our life shall pass 
away as the trace of a cloud, 
and shall be dispersed as a mist 
that is driven away with the 
beams of the sun, and overcome 
with the heat thereof. 

10 For our time is a very 
shadow that passeth away; and 
after our end there is no return- 
ing : for it is fast sealed, so that 
no man cometii again. 

1 1 Come on therefore, let us 
enjoy the good things that are 
present : and let us speedily use 
the creatures like as in youth. 

12 Let us fill ourselves with 
costly wine and ointments: and 
let no fiower of the spring pass 
by us: 

13 Let us crown ourselves 
with rosebuds, before they be 
withered : 

14 Let none of us go without 
his part of our voluptuousness: 
let us leave tokens of our joy- 
falness in every place: for this 
is our portion, and our lot is 
this. 

15 Let us oppress the poor 
righteous man, let us not spare 
the widow, nor reverence the 
ancient gray hairs of the aged. 



16 Let our strength be the 
law of justice ; for tiiat which 
is feeble is found to be nothing 
worth. 

17 Therefore let us lie in 
wait for the righteous ; because 
he is not for our turn, and he is 
clean contrary to our doings : 
he upbraideth us with our 
offending the law, and object- 
eth to our infamy the trans*- 
gressings of our education. 

18 He professeth to have 
the knowledge of God : and he 
calleth himself the child of the 
Lord. 

19 He was made to reprove 
our thoughts. 

20 He is grievous unto us 
even to behold; for his life is 
not like other men's, his ways 
are of another fashion. 

21 We are esteemed of him 
as counterfeits : he abstaineth 
firomour ways as fromfilthiness : 
he pronounceth the end of the 
just to be blessed, and maketh 
his boast that God is his fa- 
ther. 

22 Let us see if his words 
be true: and let us prove what 
shall happen in the end of him. 

23 For if the just man be 
the son of God, he will help 
him, and deliver him from the 
hand of his enemies. 

24 Let us examine him with 
despitefiilness and torture, that 
we may know his meekness, 
and prove his patience. 

25 Let us condemn him with 
a shameful death: for by his 
own saying he shall be respect- 
ed. 

^26 Such things they did 
imagine, and were deceived: 
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for their own -wickedness hath 
blinded them. 

27 As for the mysteries of 
God, they knew them not: 
neither hoped they for the wages 
of righteousness, nor discerned 
a reward for blameless souls. 

28 For God created man to 
be immortal, and made him to 
be an imageof his own eternity. 

LESSON XXL 

The souls of the righteous are 
in the hand of God, and there 
shall no torment touch them. 

2 In the sight of the unwise 
they seemed to die: and their 
departure is taken for misery, 

3 And their going from us 
to be utter destruction: but 
they are in peace. 

4 For though they be pu- 
nished in the sight of men, jet 
is their hope fall of immortality. 

5 And having been a little 
chastised, they shall be greatly 
rewarded : for God proved them, 
and found them worthy for 
himself. 

6 As gold in the furnace hath 
he tried them, and received 
them as a bmmt offering. 

7 And in the time of their 
visitation they shall shine, and 
run to and fro like sparks among 
the stubble. 

8 They shall judge the na- 
tions, and have dominion over 
the people, and their Lord shall 
reign for ever. 

9 lliey that put their trust 
in him shall understand the 
truth: and such as be faithful 
in love shall abide with him : 
for grace and mercy is to his 



saints, and he hath care for hi^ 
elect. 

10 But the imgodly shall be 
pimished according to their own 
imaginations, which have neg- 
lected the righteous, and for- 
saken the Lord. 

1 1 For whoso despiseth wis- 
dom and nurture, he is miser- 
able ; and their hope is vain, 
their labours unfruitful, and 
their works unprofitable ; 

12 For the hope of the un- 
thankful shall melt away as 
the winter's hoar frost, and 
shall run away as unprofitable 
water. 

13 But though the righteous 
be prevented with death, yet 
shall he be in rest. 

14 For honourable age is not 
that which standeth in length 
of time, nor that is measured by 
number of years. 

15 But wisdom is gray hair 
unto men, and an unspotted 
life is old age. 

^16 The righteous was speed- 
ily taken away, lest that wick- 
edness should alter his under- 
standing, or deceit beguile his 
soul. 

17 He, being made perfect 
in a short time, fulfilled a long 
time : 

18 For his soul pleased the 
Lord: therefore hasted he to 
take him away from among the 
wicked. 

19 This the people saw, and 
understood it not, neither laid 
they up this in their minds. 
That his grace and mercy is 
with his saints, and that he hath 
respect unto his chosen. 

20 Thus the righteous that 
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is dead ithall condemn the un- 
godly which are living; and 
youth that is soon perfected, the 
many years and old age of the 
unrighteous. 

21 For they shall see the end 
of the wise, and shall not un- 
derstand what God in his coun- 
sel hath decreed of him, and to 
what end the Lord hath set him 
in safety. 

22 They shall see him, and 
despise him; but God shall 
laugh them to scorn : and they 
shaU hereafter be a vile carcase, 
and a reproach among the dead 
for evermore. 

23 For he shall rend them, 
and cast them down headlong, 
that they shall be speechless; 
and he shall shake them from 
the foundation ; and they shall 
be utterly laid waste, and be in 
sorrow; and their memorial 
shall perish. 

24 And when they cast up 
the accounts of their sins, they 
shall come with fear: and their 
own iniquities shall convince 
them to their face. 

LESSON xxn. 

Then shall the righteous man 
stand in great boldness before 
the face of such as have afflict- 
ed him; and made no account 
of his labours. 

2 When they see it, they 
shall be troubled with terrible 
fear, and shall be amazed at the 
strangeness of his salvation, so 
far beyond all that they looked 
for. 

3 And they, repenting and 
groaning for anguish of spirit. 



shall say within themselves, 
This was he, whom we had 
sometimes in derision, and a 
proverb of reproach. 

4 We fools accounted his life 
madness, and his end to be 
without honour. 

5 Howis he numbered among 
the children of God, and his lot 
is among the saints ! 

6 Therefore have we erred 
from the way of truth, -and the 
light of righteousness hath not 
shaned unto us, and the sun of 
righteousness rose not upon us, 

7 We wearied ourselves in 
the way of wickedness and de- 
struction : yea, we have gone 
through deserts, where there lay 
no i^ay: but as for the way of 
the Lord, we have not known 
it. 

8 What hath pride profited 
us? or what good hath riches 
with our vaunting brought us ? 

9 All those things are passed 
away like a shadow, and as a 
post that hasted by ; 

10 And as a ship that passeth 
over the waves of the water, 
which when it is gone by, the 
trace thereof cannot be found, 
neither the pathway of the keel 
in the waves ; 

11 Or as when a bird hath 
flown through the air, there is 
no token of her way to be found, 
but the light air being beaten 
with the stroke of her wings, 
and parted with the violent 
noise and motion of them, is 
passed through, and therein 
afterwards no sign where she 
went is to be found : 

1 2 Or like as when an arrow 
is shot at a mark, it parteth the 
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air, which immediately cometh 
together again, so that a man 
cannot know where it went 
through : 

13 Even so we, in like man- 
ner, as soon as we were bom, 
began to draw to our end, and 
had no sign of virtue to shew ; 
but were consumed in our own 
wickedness. 

14 For the hope of the un- 
godly is like dust that is blown 
^way with the wind; like a thin 
froth that is driven away with 
the storm; like as the smoke 
which is dispersed here and 
there with a tempest, and pass- 
«th away as the remembrance of 
a guest that tarrieth but a day. 

15 But the righteous live for 
evermore; their reward also is 
with tiie Lord, and the care of 
them is with tlie Most High. 

16 Therefore shall they re- 
ceive a glorious kingdom, and a 
beautiful crown from the Lord's 
hmid : for with his right hand 
shall he cover them, and with 
his arm shall he protect them. 



17 He shall put on righte- 
ousness as a breastplate, and 
true judgement instead of an 
helmet. 

18 He shall take holiness for 
an invincible shield. 

19 His severe wrath shall he 
sharpen for a sword, and the 
world shall fight with him 
against the unwise. 

20 Then shall the right-aim- 
ing thimderbolts go abroad; 
and from the clouds, as from a 
well drawn bow, shall they fly 
to the mark. 

21 And hailstones full of 
wrath shall be cast as out of a 
stone bow, and the water of the 
sea shall rage against them, and 
the floods shall cruelly drown 
them. 

22 Yea, a mighty wind shall 
stand up against them, and hke 
a storm shall blow them away: 
thus iniquity shall lay waste the 
whole earth, and ill dealing 
shall overthrow the thrones of 
the mighty.

LESSON XXIII. 

Hear me your ^Either, O chil- 
dren, and do thereafter, that ye 
may be safe. 

2 For the Lord hath given 
the father honour over the chil- 
dren, and hath confirmed the 
authority of the mother over 
the sons. 

3 Whoso honoureth his fa- 
ther maketh an atonement for 
his sins: 



4 And he that honoureth his 
mother is as one that layeth up 
treasure. 

5 Whoso honoureth his fa- 
ther shall have joy of his own 
children ; and when he maketh 
his prayer, he shall be heard. 

6 He that honoureth his fa- 
ther shall have a long life ; and 
he that is obedient unto the 
Lord shall be a comfort to his 
mother. 

7 He that feareth the Lord 
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will honour his father, and will 
do sendee unto his parents, as 
to his majsters. 

8 Honour thy father and mo- 
ther both in word and deed, that 
a blessing qiay come upon thee 
from them. 

9 For the blessing of the fa- 
fiiex ejstablisheth the houses of 
children ; b]it the curse of the 
mother rooteth out foundations. 

10 Glorynot in the dishonour 
of thy fatiier ; for thy father's 
dishonour is no glory unto thee. 

1 1 For the glory of a man is 
from the honour of his father ; 
and a mother in dishonour is a 
rej)roach to the children. 

^12 My son, help thy father 
jji his a^, and grieve him not 
as long as he liveth. 

13 And if his understanding 
fail, have patience with him ; 
and despise him not when thou 
art in thy full strength. 

14 For the relieving of thy 
father shall not be forgotten: 



and instead of sins it shall be 
jadded to build thee up; 

15 In the day of thine afflic- 
tion it shall be remembered; 
thy sins also shall melt away, as 
.the ice in the fair warm wepither . 

16 He that forsaketh his fa- 
ther is as a blasphemer; and he 
that angereth his mother is 
cursed of God. 

17 An evil-nurtured son is 
the dishonour of his father that 
begat him : and a foolish daugh- 
ter is bom to his loss. 

18 Honour thy father with 
thy whole heart, and forget not 
the sorrows of thy mother. 

19 For how canst thou re- 
cpmpense them the things that 
they have done for thee ? 

20 Despise not thy mother, 
but honour her all the days of 
thy life, and do that which shall 
please her, and grieve her not. 

21 Remember, tsyy son, that 
she saw many dange.rs for thee, 
when thou wast in her womb.

LESSON XXIV. 

Changs not a friend for any 
good, by no means ; neither a 
Sdthful brother for the gold of 
Ophir. 

2 Forgo not a wise and good 
woman : for her grace is above 
gold. 

. 3 A silent and loving woman 
is a gift of the Lord ; and there 
is notliing so much worth as a 
mind well instructed. 

4 Forsake not an old friend; 
for the new is not compa- 



rable omto him : a new friend 
is as new wine ; when it is 
old, thou shalt drink it with 
pleasure. 

5 Sweet language will mul- 
tiply friends: and a fair-speak- 
ing tongue will increase kind 
greetings. 

6 Be in peace with many : 
nevertheless have but one coun- 
sellor, of a thousand* 

7 If thou wouldest get a 
friend, prove him first, and be 
not hasty to credit him. 

8 For some man is. a friend 
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for Ills pwn occasion, and will 
not abide, in the day of thy 
trouble, 

' r 9 And there is a friend, who, 
being turned to enmity and 
strife, will discover thyreproach, 

10 Again, some Mend is a 
eompanion at the table, and 
will not continue in the day of 
thy affliction. 

11 But in thy prosperity he 
will be ai thyself, and will be 
bold over thy servants. 

■ 12 If thou be brought low, 
he will be against thee, and will 
hide himself from thy face. 

• l^lieparate thy self from thine 
enemies, and take heed of thy 
friends. 

^ 14 A faithful friend is a 
strong defence: and he that 
hatii found such an one hath 
found a treasure. 

15 Nothing doth countervail 
a faitiiful friend, and his excel- 
lency is invaluable. 

16 A faithful friend is the 
medicine of life ; and they that 
fear the Lord shall £nd him. 

17 Whoso feareth the Lord 
shall direct his friendship aright: 
for as he is, so shaU his neigh- 
bour be also. 

18 Admonish a friend, it may 
be he hath not done it ; and if 
he have done it, that he do it 
no more. 

19 Admonish thy friend, it 
may be he hath not said it ; and 
if he have, that he speak it not 
again. 

20 Admonish a friend, for 



many times it is a slander ; and 
believe not every tale. 

21 There is one that slippeth 
in his speech, but not from his 
heart ; and who is he that hath 
not offended with his tongue ? 

22 Admonish thy neighbour 
before thou threaten him ; and 
not being angry, give place to 
the law of the Most High* 

5[ 23 Love thy friend, and be 
faithful unto him : but if thou 
bewrayest his secrets, follow no 
more after him. 

' 24 For as a man hath de- 
stroyed his enemy, so hast thou 
lost the love of thy neighbour. 

25 As one thatletteth a bird 
go out of his hand, so hast thou 
let thy neighbour go, and shalt 
not get him again. 

26 Follow after him no more, 
for he is too far off ; he is as a 
roe escaped out of the snare. 

27 As for a wound, it may 
be bound up; and after reviling 
there may be reconcilement: 
but he that bewrayeth secrets 
is without hope. 

28 Is it not a grief unto 
death, when a comipanion and 
friend is turned to an enemy ? 

29 Instead of a friend become 
not an enemy ; for thereby thou 
shalt inherit an ill name, shame, 
and reproach. . 

30 Forget not thy friend in 
thy mind, and be not unmindful 
of him in thy riches. 

31 A friend cannot be known 
in prosperity; and an enemy 
cannot be hidden in adversity.

LESSON XXV. 

Love righteousness, ye that h^ 
judges of the earth : think of 
the Lord with a good heart, 
and in simplicity of heart seek 
him. . 

2 For he will be found of 
them that tempt him not ; and 
sheweth himself unto such as 
do not distrust him. 

3 Froward thoughts sepa- 
rate from God : and his power^ 
when it is tried, reproveth th^ 
unwise. 

4 For into a malicious soi^d 
wisdom shall not enter, nor 
dwell in the body that is sub- 
ject imto sin. 

5 For the holy spirit of disci- 
pline wiU flee deceit, and re- 
move from thoughts that are 
without understanding; and wiU 
not abide when unrighteousness 
Cometh in. 

6 For wisdom is a loving 
spirit, and wiU not acquit a 
blasphemer of his words : for 
God is witness of his reins, and 
a true beholder of his heart, and 
a hearer of his tongue. 

7 For the Spirit of the Lord 
fiUeth the world: and that whic^ 
containeth all things hath know- 
ledge of the voice. 

8 Therefore he that speaketh 
unrighteous things cannot be 
hid: neither shfiJl vengeance, 
when it punisheth, pass by him. 

'9 For inquisition shall be 
made into the counsels of the 
imgodly : and the sound of his 
words shall come unto the Lord 



for the manifestation of his 

wicked deeds. 

. 10 For the ear of jealousy 

heareth all things : and the 

noise of murmurings is not 

hid. 

11 Therefore beware of mur-j 
muring, which is unprofitable ; 
and reirain your tohgu^ from 
backbiting ; ^ for there is no 
word so secret, that shall go 
for naught ; and the mouth 
that.belieth slayeth the soul, . 

^ 12 Distrust not the fear of 
the Lord when thou art poor : 
and come not unto him with a 
double heart. 

13 Be not an hypocrite in 
tiie sight of men, and take good 
heed what thou speakest. 

14 Exalt not thyself, lest 
thou fall, and bring dishonour 
upon thy soul ; and so God dis- 
cover thy secrets, and cast thee 
down in the midst of the con- 
gregation, because thou earnest 
not in truth to the fear of the 
Lord, but thy heart is full of 
deceit. 

^15 Devise not a lie against 
thy brother ; neither do the like 
to thy friend. 

16 Use not to make any 
manner of lie ; for the custom 
thereof is not good. 

17 A lie is a foul blot in a 
man, yet it is continually in the 
mouth of the untaught. 

18 A thief is better than a 
man that is accustomed to lie : 
but they both shall have de- 
struction to heritage. 

19 The disposition of a liar 
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is dishonourable, and his shame 
is ever with him. 

^ 20 Be not called a whisper- 
er, and lie not in wait with thy 
tongue : for a foul shame is up- 
on the thief, and an evil con- 
demnation upon the double 
tongue. 

21 In no wise speak against 
the truth; but be abashed of 
the error of thine ignorance. 

22 Be not ashamed to con- 
fess thy sins ; and force not the 
course of the river. 

23 Observe the opportunity, 
and beware of evil ; and be not 
ashamed when it concemeth thy 
soul. 

24 For there is a shame 
that bringeth sin; and there 



is a shame which is glory and 
grace. 

25 Accept no person against 
thy soul, and let not the reve- 
rence of any man cause thee to 
fall. 

26 And refrain not to speak, 
when there is occasion to do 
good, and hide not thy wisdom 
in her beauty. 

27 Winnow not with ev^ry 
wind, and go not into every 
way: for so doth the sinner 
that hath a double tongue. 

28 Be steadfast in thy Under- 
standing ; and let thy word be 
the same. 

29 Strive for the truth unto 
death, and the Lord shall fight 
for thee.

LESSON XXVI. 

It is meet to be subject unto 
God, and that a man that is 
mortal should not proudly think 
of himself, as if he were God. 

2 The beginning of pride is 
when one departetji from God, 
and his heart is turned away 
from his Maker. 

3 For pride is the beginning 
of sin, and he that hath it shaU 
pour out abomination. 

4 The Lord hath cast down 
the thrones of proud princes, 
and set up the meek in their 
stead. 

5 The Lord hath plucked up 
the roots of the proud nations, 
and planted the lowly in their 
place. 

6 He took some of them 



away, and destroyed them, and 
hath made their tnemorial to 
cease from the earth. 

7 Pride was not made for 
men, nor furious anger for them 
that are bom of a woman : why 
is earth and ashes proud ? 

8 Pride is hateful before God 
and man : and by both doth one 
commit iniquity. 

^ 9 My son, go on with thy 
business in meekness ; so shalt 
thou be beloved of him that is 
approved. 

10 The greater thou art, the 
more humble thyself, and thou 
shalt find favour before the Lord. 

11 Follow not thine own 
mind and thy strength, to walk 
in the ways of thy heart : 

12 And say not, Who shall 
control me for my^orks? for 
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tibe Lord mU storely chastise 
thy pride. 

13 For the power of tiie Lord 
is great, and he is honoured of 
the lowly. 

% 14 Extol not thyself in the 
counsel of thine own hei&rt, hut 
humhle thy soul greatly. 

15 Seek not out the things 
that are too hard for thee ; nei- 
ther search the things that are 
ahove thy strength. 

16 But what is consnanded 
thee, think thereon witii reve- 
rence ; for it is not needful for 
thee to see with thine eyes tho 
things that are secret. 

17 Ask counsel of all that 
are wise, and despise not any 
counsel that is profitahle. 

18 For many are deceived 
by their own vain opinion ; and 
an evil suspicion hath over- 
tiirown their judgement. 

19 Without eyes thou shalt 
want light: profess not the 
knowledge therefore that thoi; 
hast not. 

20 A stubborn heart shall fare 
evilatthelast; andhethatloveth 
danger shall perish therein. 

21 An obstinate heart shall 
be laden with sorrows ; and the 
wicked man shall heap sin up- 
on sin. 



22 In the punishment of the 
proud there is no remedy ; fof 
the plant of wickedness hath 
taken root in him. 

23 Mockery and reproach 
are from the proud; but ven- 
geance, as a Hon, shall lie in 
wait for them. 

24 Seek not of the Lord pre- 
eminence ; neither of tibe king 
the seat of honour. 

. 25 Justify not thyself before 
the Lord; and boast not of tky 
wisdom before the king. 

26 Seek not to l^ J°dge, 
being not able to take away 
iniquity ; lest at any time thoi| 
fear the person of the mighty^ 
and lay a stumbling blodc in 
the way of thy uprightness.. 

27 Offend not against the 
multitude of a city, and then 
thou shalt not ;cast thyself down 
among the people. 

28 Bind not one sin upon 
another ; for in one thoU shall 
not be unpunished. * * 

29 Say not, God will look 
upon the multitude of my ob- 
lations, and when I offer to the 
most high God, he will accept it. 

30 O Lord, Father and God 
of my life, give me not a proud 
look, but turn away from thy 
servants idways a haughty mind.

6 Let not the wages of any 
man, which hath wrought for 
thee, tarry with thee, but give 
him it out of hand : for if &ou 
serVe God, he will also repay 
thee : be circumspect, my son, 
in all things thou doest, and be 
wise in all thy conversation. 

7 Do that to no man which 
thou hate^t : drink not wine to 
make thee drunken ; neither let 
drunkenness go with thee in thy 
journey. 

8 Give of thy bread to the 
hungry, and of thy garments to 
them that are naked.^ 

9 Do right to the widow, 
judge for the fatherless, give to 
the poor, defend the orphan, 
clothe the naked, 

10 Heal the broken and the 
weak, laugh not a Isxhe man to 
scorn, defend the maimed, and 
let the bUnd man come into the 
sight of my clearness. 

^ 11 Be not hasty in thy 
tongue, and in thj deeds slack 
and remiss. 

12 Be not as a Hon in thy 
house, nor frantic among thy 
servants. 

1 3 Whereas thy servant work- 
eth truly, entreat him not evil. 



nor the hireling that bestoweth 
himself whoUy for thee. 

14 Let thy soul love a good 
servant, and defraud him not of 
liberty. 

15 A furious man cannot be 
justified ; for the sway of his 
fury shall be his destruction. 

16 A patient man will bear 
for a time, and afterward joy 
shall spring up unto him. 

17 He will hide his words 
for a time, and the lips of many 
shall declare his wisdom. 

18 And he that requiteth 
good turns is mindful of that 
which may come hereafter; and 
when he fedleth, he shall find a 
stay. 

19 Abstain from strife, and 
^ou shalt diminish thy sins: 
for a fruious man will kindle 
strife. 

20 A sinful man disquiet- 
eth friends, and maketh debate 
among them that be at peace. 

LESSON XXVIII. 

Keep thou the law and the com- 
mandments, and shew thyself 
merciful and just, that it may 
go well with thee. 

2 For the Lord is judge ; and 
with him is no respect of per- 
sons. 

3 He will not accept any 
person against a poor man, but 
will hear the prayer of the op- 
pressed.

5 Do not the tears run down

12 One man beareth hatred 
against another; and doth he 
seek pardon from the Lord ?

14 If he that is but Beab 
nourish hatred, who wiU entreat 
§Oie pardon of his sms } 

15 Remember tiiy end, and 
let enmity cease ; remember 
oorruption and death, and abide 
in the commandm^its. 

16 Remember the cOTomand- 
ments, and bear no malice to 
thy neighbour: remember the 
covenant of the Highest, and 
wink at ignorance. 

17 Mercy is seasonable ifi 
the time of afliction, as clouds 
of rain in the time of drought.

^ 3 There is, that waxeth rich 
by his wanness and pindiing, 
and this is the portion of his re- 
ward: 



4 Whereas he saith, I have 
found rest, and now will eat 
continually of my goods; and 
yet he knoweth not what time 
shall come upon him, and that 
he must leave those things to 
others, and die. 

5 Riches are not comely for 
a niggard: and what should 
an envious man do with mo- 
ney? 

6 He that gathereth by de-

7 He that k evil to himself, 
to whom will he be good ? he 
shall luA take pleasure in his 
goods. ^ 

8 There is none worse than 
he l^at envieth himself; and 
this is a recompence of his 
widcedness. 

9 And if he doeth good, he 
doeth it unwillingly; and at 
the last he will declare his 
wickedness. 

' 10 Tb» enidous man hath a 
wicked eye ; he tumeth away 
his face, and despiseth men. 
• 11 A coTetous man's eye is 
notsatii^ed with his portion; 
fOid the iniquity of the wicked 
drieth up his soul. 

12 A wicked eye enviedi 
his bread, and he is a niggard 
at his taUe. 

13 He ccninteth his life a pas- 
time, and his time here amarket 
•for gain : for, saith he, I must 
be getting every way, though 
it be by evil means. 

14 There is not a more 
wicked thing than a covetous 
man : for such an one setteth 
his own soul to sale. 

15 Because of unrighteous 
dealings, iiguries, and riches 
got by deceit, the kingdom is 
translated from one people to 
another. 

16 A little with righteous- 
ness is better than much with 
unrighteousness* It is better to 
give alms than to lay up gold« 

17 Many have sinned for a 
small matter ; and he that seek- 
eth for abundance will torn his 
eyes away. 



' 18 As a nail sticketh fast be- 
tween the joinings of the stones ; 
so dotiii sin stick close between 
buying and selling, 

19 Unless a man hold him- 
self diligently in the fear of the 
Lord, his house shall soon be 
overthrown. 

LESSON XXX. 

WATCHiNofor riches consumeth 
the fLesAi, and the care thereof 
driveth away sleep. 

2 Watching care will not let 
a man slumber, as a sore dis- 
ease breaketh sleep. 

3 Health and good estate of 
body are above all gold, and 
a strong body above infinite 
wealth. 

4 There is no riches above 
a sound body, and no joyjabove 
the joy of the heart. 

5 He that loveth gold shall 
not be justified, and he that 
followeth corruption shall have 
enough thereof.

14 Keep thy word, and deal 
6utfafully with him, and thou 
shialt idways find the tlnng that 
is necessary for thee. 

15 Let not thine hand be 
stretched out to receive, and 
shut whenthou shouldestrepay. 

16 Many, when a thing was 
lent them, reckoned it to be 
found, and put them to. trouble 
that helped litem. 

17 Many therefore have re- 
fused to lend for other men's ill 
dealing, fearing to be defrauded. 



18 Yet have thou patience 
with a man in poor estate, and 
delay not to shew him mercy. 

19 Help the poor for the 
commandment's sake, and tura 
him not away because of lua 
poverty. 

20 Lose thy money {ax thy 
brother and thy friend, and Ig]^ 
it not rust under a stone, to h^ 
k)&t. 

21 Lay up thy treasure ac^ 
cording to tlie cc»nmandment9 
of the Most High, and it shall

22 Shut up alms in thy 
storehouses; and it shall deliver 
thee from all affliction.

7 .0 how cpmely is the wis- 
dom of old men, and underv 
standing and.oounsel to men of 
honour I 
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8 Mucli experience is the 
crown of old men, and the fear 
of God is their glory, 

9 A wise man instructeth 
his people ; and the fruits of 
his understanding fail not. 

10 llie wisdom of a learned 
man cometh by opportmuty of 
leisure : and he that hatibi little 
business shall become wise. 

11 By speech wisdom shall 
be known : and learning by the 
word of the tongue. 

12 He that can rule his 
tongue shall live without strife ; 
and he that hateth babbling 
shall have less evil. 

13 Rehearse not unto an- 
other that which is told unto 
thee, and tibou shalt fare never 
the worse. 

14 The stroke of the whip 
maketh marks in the flesh: 
but the stroke of the tongue 
breaketh the bones. 

^15 My son, blemish not 
thy good deeds, neither use un- 
comfortable words when thou 
givest any thing. 

16 Shall not the dew as- 
suage the heat ? so is a word 
better than a gift. 

17 Lo, is not a word better 
than a gLft ? but both are with 
a gracious man. 

18 A fool will upbraid churl- 
ishly, and a gift of the envious 
consumeth the eyes. 

^ 19 Do nothing without ad- 
vice ; and when thou hast once 
done, repent not. 

20 Go not in a way where- 
in thou mayest fall, and stum- 
ble not among the stones. 

21 My son, prove thy soul 
in thy life, and see what is 



evil for it, and give not that 
unto it. 

22 For all things are not 
profitable for all men, neithet 
hath every soul pleasure in 
every thing. 

23 And let the counsel of 
thine own heart stand: for 
there is no man more faithful 
unto thee than it. 

24 For a man's mind is some-- 
time wont to tell him more than 
seven watchmen, that sit above 
in an high tower. 

25 And above all this pray 
to the Most High, that he will 
direct thy way in truth. 

^26 Let reason go before 
every enterprise, and counsel 
before every action. 

27 Do no evil, so shall no 
harm come unto thee. 

28 Depart from 1^^ unjust, 
and iniquity shall turn away 
from thee. 

29 The knowledge of wick- 
edness is not wisdom, neither 
at any time the counsel of sin- 
ners prudence. 

30 All iniquity is as a two- 
edged sword, tike wounds where- 
of cannot be healed. 

31 Let all things be per- 
formed after the law of God 
diligently unto the most high 
God. 

32 Well is him that hatK 
found prudence, and he that 
speakefii in the ears of them 
that will hear. 

33 O how great is he that 
findeth wisdom! yet is there 
none above him that feareth the 
Lord. 

34 But the love of the Lord

6 Rise not up in anger at 
the presence of an injurious per- 
son, lest he lie in wait to en- 
trap thee in thy words. 

7 Lend not unto him that is 
mightier than thyself; for if 
thou lendest himi,* count it but 
lost. 

8 Be not surety above thy 
power: for if thou be surety^ 
take care to pay it. 

9 Go not to law with a judge; 
for thev will judge for him ac- 
cording to his honour. 

10 Travel not by the way 
with a bold fellow* lest he be- 
come grievous unto thee : for 
he will do according to his own 
will» and thou shalt perish vrith 
him through his folly. 

11 Strive not with an angry 
man, and go not with him into 



a solitary place : for bloo^ is 
as nothing in his flight; and 
where there is no help, he wiU 
overthrow thee. 

12 Make not thysdf an un- 
derling to a fooli^ man ; na- 
ther accept the person of the 
mighty. 

13 Conafalt not with a fooU 
for he cannot keep counsel. 

14 Do no secret thing before 
a stranger; for thou knowesi 
not what he will bring forth. 

15 Open not thine heart to 
every man, lest he requite thee 
with a shrewd turn. 

1 6 Bring not every man into 
thine house; for the deceitful 
man hath many trains. 

17 Like as a partridge taken 
and kept in a cage, so is thd 
heart of the proud ; and like 
as a spy^ watcheth he for thy 
faU: 

18 For he lieth in wait, and 
tumeth good into evil, and in 
things worthy praise will lay 
blame upon thee. 

19 Of a spark ctf fire a heap 
of coals is kmdled : and a sin- 
ful man layeth wait for J^ood;. 

20 Take heed of a wi^ 
chievous man, for he worioeth 
wickedness; lesthe bring upon 
thee a perpetual blot. 

21 Receive a stranger into 
thine house, and he will disturb 
thee, and turn thee out of thine 
own. 

^ 22 If thou love to hear, thoa 
shalt receive understanding: and 
if thou bow thine ear, thou shalt 
be wise. 

, 23 Be swift to hear ; and let 
thy life be sincere; and with 
patience ^e answer^ 
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24 If thou hast understand* 
ing, answer thy neighbour; if 
not, lay tiliy hand upon thy 
mouth. 

25 Honour and shame is in 
talk : and the tongue of man is 
btsiaU. 

26 Blame not before thou 
hast examined the truth : un- 
derstand first, and then rebuke. 

27 Answer not before thou 
hast heard the cause: neither 
interrupt men, in the midst of 
their talk. 

28 Strire not in a matter 
that concemeth thee not; and 
sit not in judgement with sin- 
ners. 

29 My son, meddle not with 
many matters: for if thou med- 
dle much, thou shalt not be in- 
nocent ; and if thou follow 
after, thou shalt not obtain, nei- 
ther shalt thou escape by flee- 
ing. 

30 Never trust thine enemy : 
for like as iron rusteth, so is 
his wickedness. 

31 Though he humble him- 
self, and go crouching, yet take 
good heed and beware of him ; 
and thou shalt be unto him as 
if thou hadst wiped a looking'* 
glass, and thou shalt know that 
his rust hath not been alto- 
gether wq>ed away. 

32 Set him not by thee» lest, 
when he hath overthrown thee, 
he stand up in thy place : nei^ 
ther let hua sit at thy right 
Itfoid, lest he seek to take thy 
seat, and thou at the last remem- 
ber my words, and be pricked 
therewith; 

33 Who will pity a charmer 
that is bitten ^i^ a serpenti . 



or any such as come nigh wild 
beasts? 

34 So one that goeth to a 
sinner, and is defiled with him 
in his sins, who will pity ? 

35 For a while he wHl abide 
with thee, but if thou begin to 
fall, he will not tarry. 

36 An enemy speaketh sweet- 
ly with his lips, but in his heart 
he imagineth how to throw thee 
into a pit : he will weep with 
his eyes, but if he find oppor- 
nity, he will not he satisfied 
with blood. 

37 If adversity come upon 
thee, thou shalt find him ther^ 
first; and though he pretend 
to help thee, yet shall he un- 
dermine thee. 

38 He will shake his head, 
and clap his hands, and whis- 
per much, and change his coun- 
tenance. 

39 Keep thee far firom the 
man that hath power to kiD; 
so shalt thou not doubt the fear 
of death : and if thou come un- 
to him, make no fault, lest he 
take away thy life presently :' 
remember tKat thou goest in 
the midst of snares, and that 
thou walkest upon the Battle- 
ments of the city. 

^ 40 As near as thou canst, 
guess at thy neighbour, and 
cohsuH with the wise. 

41 Let thy talk be with the 
wise, and all tbj communica- 
tion in th€ law of the Most 
High. 

42 And let just men eat and 
drink witii thee ; and let thy 
glorpng be in the fear of the 
Lord. 

43 For the hand of fee arti- 
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ficer the woik shall be com- 
mended : and the wise ruler of 
the people for his speech. 

44 A man of an ill tongue 
is dangerous in his city ; and 
he that is rash in his talk shall 
be hated. 

LESSON XXXIII. 

He tiiat toucheth pitch shall 
be defiled theremth; and he 
that hath fdlowship with a 
proud man shall be like unto 
him. 

2 Burden not thyself above 
thy power while thou livest ; 
and have no fellowship with 
one that is mightier and richer 
than thyself; for how agree the 
kettle and the earthen pot to- 
gether ? for if the one be smit-^ 
ten agsdnst the other, it shall 
be broken. 

3 The rich man hath done 
wrong, and yet he threateneth 
withfd : the poor is wronged, 
and he must entreat also. 

4 If thou be for his profit, 
he will use thee : but if thou 
have nothing, he will forsake 
thee. 

5 If thou have any thing, 
he will live with thee ; yea, he 
will make thee bare, and will 
not be sorry for it. 

6 If he have need of thee, he 
will deceive thee, and smile up- 
on thee, and put thee in hope ; 
he will speak thee fedr, and say. 
What wantest thou ? 

7 And he will shame thee by 
his meats, until he have drawn 
thee dry twice or thrice, and 
at the last he will laugh thee 
to scorn: afterward, when he 



seelii ihee, he will forsake thee, 
and shake his head at thee. 

8 Beware that thou be not 
deceived, and brought down in 
tiiy jollity. 

9 If thou be invited of d 
mighty man, withdraw thyself, 
and so much the more will he 
invite thee. 

10 Press not Hiou upon him, 
lest thou be put back ; stand not 
far off, lest thou be forgotten. 

11 Affect not to be made 
equal unto him in talk, and be- 
lieve not his many words : for 
wil^ much communication will 
he tempt thee, and smiling up- 
on thee will get out thy secrets. 

12 But cruelly he will lay up 
tiiiy words, and will not spare 
to do thee hurt, and to put thee 
in prison. 

13 Observe, and take good 
heed, for thou walkest in peiil 
of thy overthrowing : when 
thou hearest these things, awake 
in thy sleep. 

14 What fellowship hath the 
wolf with the lamb? so the sin- 
ner with the godly. 

15 What agreement is there 
between the hyena and a dog ? 
and what peace between tiie 
rich and the poor. 

16 As the wild ass is the 
lion's prey in the wilderness : 
so the rich eat up the poor, 

17 As the proud hate humi- 
lity : so doth the rich abhor the 
poor. 

18 A rich man beginning to 
fall is held up of his friends : 
but a poor man being down is 
thrust also away by his friends. 

1 9 When a rich man is fallen, 
he hath many helpers : he speak- 
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eth things not to be spoken, and 
yet men justify him : the poor 
man slipped, and yet they re- 
buked hiin too ; he spake wise- 
ly, and could have no place. 

20 When a rich man speak- 
eth, every man holdeth his 
tongue, aikd, look, what he saith, 
they extol it to the clouds : but 
if the poor man speak, they say. 
What fellow is this ? and if he 
stumble, they will help to over- 
throw him. 

21 Better i& the life of a poor 
man in a mean cottage, than 
delicate fare in another man's 
house. 

22 Riches are good unto him 
that hath no sin, and poverty is 
evil in the mouth of the ungodly. 

23 Whether a man be rich 
or poor, if he have a good heart 
toward the Lord, he shall at all 
times rejoice with a cheerful 
countenance. 

24 The heart of a man chan- 
geth his countenance, whether 
it be for good or evil : and a 
merry heart maketh a cheerful 
countenance. 

25 The gladness of the heart 
is the life of man, and the cheer- 
fulness of the heart prolongeth 
his days. 

26 Bless him that made thee, 
and hath replenished thee with 
his good things. 

LESSON XXXIV. 

A wiss judge will instruct his 
people ; and the government of 
a prudent man is well ordered. 

2 As the judge of the people 
is himself, so are his officers ; 
and what manner of man the 



ruler of the city is, such are all 
they that dwell therein. 

3 An unwise king destroy- 
eth his people; but through 
the prudence of them which are 
in auUiority the city shall be . 
inhabited. 

4 The power of the earth is 
in the hand of the Lord ; and in 
due time he will set over it one 
that is profitable. 

5 In the hand of God is the 
prosperity of man : and upon 
the person of the scribe shall 
he lay his honour. 

6 The multitude of the wise 
is the welfare of the world : and 
a wise king is the upholding of 
the people, 

7 A wise man shall inherit 
glory among his people, and his 
name shall be perpetual. 

8 Nations shall shew forth 
his wisdom, and the congrega- 
tion shall declare his praise. 

9 If he die, he shall leave a 
greater name than a thousand : 
and if he live, he shall increase 
it. 

10 Love the Lord all thy 
life, and call upon him for thy 
salvation. 

1 1 The fear of the Loni go- 
eth before the obtaining of au- 
thority : but roughness and 
pride is the losing Siereof. 

12 Whether he be rich, no- 
ble, or poor, their glory is the 
fear of the Lord. 

13 It is npt meet to despise 
the poor man that hath under^ 
standing; neither is it conve- 
nient to magnify a sinful man. 

14 Great men, and judges, 
and potentates, shall be honour- 
ed ; yet is there npne o£ them 
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greater than be that f eaieth the 
Lord. 

15 Unto the servant that is 
mse shall they that are free do 
service : and he tiiat hath know- 
ledge will not grudge when he 
is reformed. 

16 Be not overwise in doing 
thy business; and boast not 
thyself in the time of thy di- 
stress. 

^ 1 7 Better is he that labour- 
etb, and aboundeth in all things, 
than he that boasteth himself, 
and wanteth bread. 

18 Hate not laborious work, 
Neither husbandry which the 
Most High hath ordained. 

19 To labour, and to be con- 
tent with that a man hath, is a 
sweet life. 

20 Number not thyself among 
the multitude of sinners, but 



remember that wrath will not 
tarry long. 

21 My son, glorify thy soul 
in meekness, and give it Jionour 
according to the dignity diere- 
of. 

22 Who will justify faim that 
sinneth against his own sqol ? 
and who will honour him lliat 
dishonoureth his own life ? 

23 The poor man is honour- 
ed for his skill, and the rich 
man is honoured for his riches. 

24 He that is honoured in 
poverty, how mudi more in 
riches? and he that is dis- 
honourable in riches, how much 
more in poverty ? 

25 When thou hast enough, 
remember the time of hunger: 
and when thou art rich, think 
upon poverty and need»

LESSON XXXV. 

Mt son, gather instruction from 
thy youth up : so shalt thou 
£nd wisdom till thine old age. 

2 Gome unto her as one that 
plougheth and so weth, and wait 
for her good fruits : for thou 
shalt not toil much in labour- 
ing about her, but thou shalt 
eat of her fruits right soon. 

3 She is very unpleasant to 
the unlearned: he that is with- 
out understanding will not re* 
main witib her. 

4 She will lie upon him as 
a mighty stone of trud ; and he 
will cast her from him ere it be 
long. 



5 For wisdcHU is according 
to her name, and she is not 
manifest unto many. 

%6 Give ear, my son, receive 
my advice, and refuse not my 
counsel, 

7 And put thy feet into h^ 
fetters, and thy neck into her 
chain. 

8 Bow down thy shoulder, 
and bear her, and be not grie- 
ved with her bonds. 

9 Come unto her with thy 
whole heart, and keep her ways 
with all thy power. 

10 Search, and seek, and she 
shall be made known unto thee : 
and when thou hast got hold 
of her, let her not go; . . 
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11 For at the last thou sbalt 
£nd her rest, and that shall be 
tamed to thy joy* 

12 Then shall her fetters be 
a strong defence for thee, and 
her chains a robe of glory. 

13 For there is a golden or- 
nament upon her^ and her bands 
are purple lace. 

14 Ihoushalt put heron as a 
robe of honour, and shalt put her 
about thee as a crown of joy. 

% 15 My son, if thou wilt, 
thou tiult be taught : and if 
thou wilt apply thy mind, thou 
ehalt be prudent. 

16 If thou loye to hear, thou 
ahalt receive understanding : 
and if thou bow thine ear, thou 
shalt be wise. 

17 Stand in the multitude 
of the elders ; and cleave unto 
him that is wise. 

18 Despise not the discourse 
of the wise, but acquaint thy- 
self with their proverbs : for of 
them thou shalt learn instruc- 
tion. 

19 Miss not the discourse of 
the elders : for they also learn- 
ed of their fathers, and of them 
thou shalt learn understanding, 
and to give answer as need re- 
quireth. 

20 Be wilMng to hear every 
godly discourse; and let not 
ttie parables of understanding 
escape thee. 

21 And if thou seest a man 
of understanding, get thee be- 
times unto him, and let thy 
foot wear the steps of his door. 

22 Let thy mind be upon the 
ordina^es of the Lord, and me- 
ditate continually in his com- 
mandments : he shall establish 



thine heart, and give thee wis- 
dom at thine own desire. 

2d The parables of knowledge 
are in the treasures of wisdom : 
but godliness is an abomination 
to a sinner. 

24 If thou desire wisdom, 
keep the commandments, and 
the Lord shall give her unto 
thee. 

25 For the fear of the Lord 
is wisdom and instruction :, and 
faith and meekness are his de- 
light. 

f 26 Wisdom lifteth up the 
head of him that is of low de- 
gree, and maketh him to sit 
among great men. 
* 27 Blessed is the man that 
doth meditate good things in 
wisdom, and that reasoneth of 
holy things by his understand- 
ing. 

28 He that considereth her 
ways in his heart shall also 
have understanding in her se- 
crets. 

29 Go after her as one that 
traceth, and lie in wait in her 
ways. 

30 He that prieth in at her 
windows shall also hearken at 
her doors. 

31 He that doth lodge near 
her house shall also fasten a pin 
in her walls. 

32 He shall pitch his tent 
nigh unto her, and shaU lodge 
in a lodging where good things 
are. 

33 He shall set his children 
under her shelter, and shsjl 
lodge under her branches. 

34 By her he shall be cover* 
ed from heat, and in her glory 
shall he dwell. 
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LESSON XXXVL 

Hbar therefore, O ye kings, 
and understand ; learn, ye that 
be judges of the ends of the 
earth. 

2 Gire ear, ye that rule the 
people, and glory in the multi- 

, tude of nations. 

3 For power is given you of 
the Lord, and sovereignty from 
the highest, who shall try your 
workst and search out your 
counsels. 

4 Because being ministers of 
his kingdom, ye have not judg- 
ed aright, nor kept the law» 
nor w£dked after the counsel of 
God; 

5 Horribly and speedily shall 
he come upon you : for a shaip 
judgement shall be. to them that 
be in high places. 

6 For mercy will soon par- 
don the meanest : but mighty 
men shall be mistily tcorment- 
ed. 

7 For he which is Lord over 
all shall fear no man's person, 
neither shall he stand in awe 
of any man's greatness : for he 
hath made the small and great, 
and careth for all alike. 

8t But a sore trial shall come 
upon the mighty. 

.9 Unto you therefore, O 
kings, do I speak, that ye may 
learn wisdom, and not fall away. 

10 For they that keep holi- 
ness holily shall be judged holy: 
and they that have lieamed such 
things shall find what to answer; 

11 Wherefore set your af- 
fection upon my words ; desire 
them, and. ye shall be instruct^ 
ed. 



12 Wisdom is glorious, and 
never fadeth away : yea, she isi 
easily seen of them that \gv€ 
her, and found of such as seek 
her. 

13 She preventeth them t^t 
desire her, in making herself 
first known unto them.' 

14 Whoso seeketh her earl]^ 
shall have no great travail : for 
he shall find her sitting at his 
doors. 

15 To think therefore upon 
her is perfection of wisdom : 
and whoso watcheth for her 
shall quickly be without care. 

16 For' she goeth about seek- 
ing such as are worthy of her; 
sheweth herself fovourably unto 
them in the ways, and meeteth 
thjBm in every thought. 

17 For the very true begins 
ning of her is the desire of dis-* 
eipline ; and the care of disci- 
pline is love; 

18 And love is tiie keeping 
of her laws; and the giving heed 
unto her laws is the assurance 
of incorruption. 

19 And incorruption maketh 
us near unto God : . 

20 Therefore the desire of 
wisdom bringeth to a kingdom ; 

21 If your delight be then in 
tiirones and sceptres, O ye kings 
of the people, h<»iour wisdom, 
that ye may reian for evermore, 

22 As for wisdom, what she 
is, and how she came up, I will 
tell you, and wiU not hide mys- 
teries from you : but will seek 
her out from the beginning of 
her nativity, and bring the know- 
ledge of her into light, and will 
not pass over the truth. 
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LESSON XXXVIL 

All wisdom cometh from the 
Lord, and is with him for ever. 

2 Who can number the sand 
of the &ea, and the drops of rain, 
and the days of eternity ? 

3 Who can find out the height 
of heaven, and the breadth of 
the earth, and the deep, and 
wisdom ? 

4 Wisdom hath been created 
before all things, and the under- 
standing of prudence firom everv 
lasting. 

5 The word of God most 
high is the fountain of wisdom; 
and her Ways are eyerlastmg 
commandments. 

6 To ^hom hath the root of 
wisdbm been revealed ? or who 
hatji known her wise counsels ?- 

7 Unto whom hath the 
knowledge of vdsdombeen m$ule 
manifest ? and who hath under^^ 
fttood her great es^perience ? 

8 There is one wise and 
greatly to be feared ; the Lord 
sitting upon his throne. 

9 He created her, and saw 
her, and numbered her, and 
poured her out upon all his 
works. 

10 She is with aU ilesh ac- 
cording to his gift, and he hath 
given her to them that love him. 

11 She hath built an ever- 
luting foundation with men^ 
and she shall continue with 
their seed. 

12 To fear the Lord is ful- 
ness of wisdom, andfillethmen 
with their fruits. 

13 She filleth all their house 
with things desirable, and the 
gamers with her increase. 



14 The fear of the Lord is a 
crown of wisdom, making peace 
and perfect health to flourish ; 
bot^ which are the gifts of Godt 
and it enlargeth their rejoicing 
.that love him. 

^15 Wisdom raineth: down 
skill and knowledge of under* 
standing, and exalteth them to 
honour that hold her fast. 

16 The root of wisdom is t& 
fear the Lord, and the branches 
thereof are long life. 

17 He that feareth the Lord; 
will do good ; and he that hath 
the knowledge of the law shall 
obtain her. 

18 And as a mother shall she 
meet him, and receive him as a 
wife married of a virgin. 

19 With the bread of under- 
standing shall she feed faim> and 
give him the water of wisdom 
to drink. 

20 He shall be stayed upon 
her, and ishall not be moved; 
and shall rely upon her, and 
«hall not be confounded. 

21 She shall exalt him above 
his neighbours, and in the midst 
of the congregation shall she 
open his mouth. 

22 He shall find joy and a 
crown of gladness, aadshe diall 
cause him to inherit an ever^ 
lasting name. 

23 But foolish men shdl not 
attain unto her, and sinners 
shall not see her. 

24 For she is far from pride; 
and men that are liars .cannot 
remember her. 

% 25 Praise is not seemly iii 
the mouth of a sinner, for it 
was not sent him of the Lord. 

26 For praide shall be uttered 
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in wisdcMn, an4 the Lord i^ill 
prosper it. 

f 27 ^\^8dom exaiteth her 
children, and layeth hold of 
tiiem that seek her. 

28 Hethatlovethherloveth 
life ; and they that seek to her 
early shall he filled with joy. 

29 He that holdeth her fast 
shall inherit glory ; and where- 
soever she entereth, the Lord 
will bless. 

30 They that serve her shaH 
uiinister to the Holy One : and 
them that love her the Lord 
doth love. 

31 Whoso giveth ear unto 
her shall juc^ the nations: 
and he that attendeth unto her 
shall dwell securely. 

d2 If a man commit himself 
iinto her, he shall inherit her ; 
and his generation shall hold 
her in possession. 

33 For at the first she will 
walk with him by crooked ways^ 
and bring fear and dread upon 
him, and torment him with her 
discipline ; imtil she may trust 
iiis soul, and try him by her 
iaw8« 

34 Then wiS she return the 
straight way unto him, and com- 
fort him, and shew him her se- 
crets. 

LESSON XXXVIII. 

Wisdom shall praise herself, and 
shfQl glory in the midst of her 
people. 

2 In the congregation of tiie 
Most H%h shall she open her 
acmth, and triumph before his 
power. 

^3 1 came out of the mouth 



of tiie Most Ifigh, and covered 
the earth as a cloud. 

4 I dwelt in high places, and 
my throne is in a cloudy pillar. 

5 I alone compassed the cir- 
cuit of heaven, and walked in 
the bottom of the deep. 

6 In the waves of the sea, 
and in all the earth, and in 
every people and nation, I got 
a possession. 

7 Witii all these I sought 
rest : and in whose inheritance 
shall I abide ? 

8 He created me £rom the 
beginning before the world, and 
I shall never fail. 

9 In the holy tabernacle I 
served before him ; and so was 
I established in Sion. 

10 Likewise in the beloved 
city he gave ine rest, and in 
Jerusalem was my power. 

Ill was exalted like a cedar 
in libanus, and as a cypress tree 
upon the mountains of Her- 
mon. 

12 I was exalted like a palm 
tree in Engaddi, and as a rose 
plant in Jericho, as a fair olive 
tree in a pleasant field, and 
grew up as a plane tree by the 
water. 

13 1 gave a sweet smell like 
cinnamon and aspalathus, and 
I yielded a pleasant odour like 
the best myrrh, as galbanum, 
and onyx, and sweet storax, 
and as tiie fume of frankincense 
in the tabernacle. 

14 As the turpentine tree I 
stretched out my branches, and 
my branches are the branches 
of honour and grace. 

15 As the vine brought I 
forth pleasant savour, and my 
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flowers are the fruit of honour 
and riches. 

16 I am the mother of fair 
love, and fear, and knowledge, 
and holy hope : I therefore, be- 
ing eternal, am given tp all my 
children which are named of 
him. 

^17 Come unto me, all ye 
that be desirous of me, and fiU 
yourselves with my fruits. 

1 8 For my memorial is sweet- 
er than honey, and mine inherit- 
ance than the honeycomb. 

19 They that eat me shall 
yet be hungry, and they that 
drink me shall yet be thirsty. 

20 He that obeyeth me shall 
never be confounded, and they 
that work by me shall not do 
amiss. 

21 Faint not to be strong in 
the Lord ; that he may confirm 
you, cleave unto him : for the 
Lord Almighty is God alone, 
and beside him there is no other 
saviour. 

22 He filleth all things with 
his wisdom, as Phison and as 
Tigris in the time of the new 
firuits. 

23 He maketh the under- 
standing to abound like Eu- 
phrates, and as Jordan in the^ 
time of the harvest. 

24 He maketh the doctrine 
of knowledge Appear as the 
ight, and as Geon in the time 



of vmtage. 

25 l%e first man kneW her 
not perfectly: no more shall 
the last find her out. 

26 For her thoughts are more 
than the sea, and her counsels 
profounder than the great deep. 

27 I also came out as a brook 



from a river, and as a conduiit 
into a garden. 

28 I said, I will water my 
best garden, and will water 
abundantly my garden bed : 
and, lo, my brook became a 
river, and my river became 8 
sea. 

29 I will yet make doctrine to 
shine as the morning, and will 
send forth her light afar off. 

30 I will yet pour out doc- 
trine as prophecy, and leave it 
to all ages for ever. 

31 Behold that I have not 
laboured for myself only^ but 
for all them that seek wisdom. 

LESSON XXXIX. 

Learn where is wisdom, where 
is strength, where is understand- 
ing; that thou mayest know also^ 
where is length of days, and life,, 
where is the light of the eyes, and 
peace. 

2 Who hath found out her 
place ? or who hath come into 
her treasures ? 

3 Where are the princes of 
the heathen become, and such 
as ruled the beasts upon the 
earth; 

4 They that had their pas* 
time with the fowls of the air, 
and they that hoarded up silver 
and gdd, wherein men trust, 
and made no end of their get- 
ting? 

5 For they that wrought in 
silver, and were so careful, and 
whose works are unsearchable, 

6 They are vanished and gone 
down to the grave, and otiiers 
are come up in their steads. 

7 Young men have seen light* 
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and dwelt upon the earth : but 
the way of knowledge have thej 
not known, 

8 J^or understood the paths 
thereof, nor laid hold of it : 
their c^dren were for off from 
that way. 

^ 9 Who hath gone up into 
heaven, and taken her, and 
brought her down^ from the 
clouds ? 

10 Who hath gone over the 
sea, and found her, and will 
bring her for pure gold ? 
: 11 No man knoweth her 
way, nor thioketh of her path. 
. 12 But He that knoweth all 
things knoweth her, and hath 
found her oy^ with his under- 
standing : He that prepared the 
eaxth for evermore halli filled it 
with fourfooted beasts : 
• 13 He that sendeth forth 
light, and it goeth, calleth it 
again* and it obeyeth him with 
fear. 

14 The stars shiaed in their 
watches, and rejoiced: when 
He calleth them, they say. Here 
we be ; and so with cheerful- 
ness they shewed light imto 
him that made them. 

16 This is our God, and 
there shall none other be ac- 
counted of in comparison of 
him. 

. 16 The fear of the Lord is 
all wisdom ; and in all wisdom 
is the performance of the law, 
and the knowledge of his om- 
nipotency. 

LESSON XL. 

I CALLED upon the Lord, the 
Father of my Lord, that he 



would not leave me in the days 
of my trbuble, and in the time 
of the proud, when there was 
no help. 

' 2 I will praise thy name con- 
tinually, and will sing praise 
with thanksgiving ; and so my 
prayer was heard : 

3 For diou savedst me from 
destruction, and deliveredst me 
from the evil time: therefore 
will I give thanks, and praise 
thee, and bless thy name, O 
Lord. 

4 When I was yet young, or 
ever I went abroad, I desired 
wisdom openly in my prayer. 

5 I prayed for her before the 
temple, and will seek her out 
even to the end. 

6 Even from the flower till 
tiie grape was ripe hath my 
heart delighted in her : my foot 
went the right way, from my 
youth up sought I after her. 

7 I bowed down mine ear a 
Uttle, and received her, and gat 
much learning. 

8 I profited therein, there- 
fore will I ascribe the glory un- 
to him that giveth mQ wisdom. 

9 For I purposed to do after 
her, and earnestly I followed 
that which is good ; so shall I 
not be confounded. 

10 My sotil hath wrestled 
with her, and in my doings I 
was exact : I stretched forth 
my hands to the heaven above, 
and bewailed my ignorances of 
her. 

11 I directed my soul unto 
her, and 1 found her in pure- 
ness: I have had my heart join- 
ed with her from the beginning, 
therefore shall I not be forsaken. 
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12 My heart was troubled in 
seeking her : therefore have I 
gotten a good possession. 

13 The Lord hath given me 
a tongue for my reward, and I 
will praise him therewith. 

14 Draw near imto me, ye 
unlearned, and dwell in the 
house of learning. 

1 5 Wherefore are ye slow, and 
what say ye of these things, see- 
ing your souls are very thnrsty ? 

16 I opened my mouth, and 
said. Buy her for yourselves with- 
out money. 

17 Put your neck under the 
yoke, and let your soul receive 
instruction : she is hard at hand 
to find. 

18 Behold with your eyes, 
how that I have had but little 
labour, and have gotten unto 
me much rest. 

19 Get learning with a great 
sum of money, and get much 
gold by her. 

20 Let your soul rejoice in 
his mercy, and be not ashamed 
of his praise. 

21 Work your work betimes, 
and in his time he will give you 
your reward. 

LESSON XLI. 

I PBATBD, and understanding 
was given me: I called upon 
God, and the spirit of wisdom 
came to me. 

2 I preferred her before scep- 
tres and thrones, and esteemed 
riches nothing in comparison of 
her. 

3 Neither compared I unto 
her any precious stone, because 
all gold in respect of her is as a 



little sand, and silver iphall be 
counted as clay before. her. 

4 I loved her above health 
and beauty, and chose to have 
^er instead of light: for the 
light that cometh from her never 
goeth out. 

. 6 All good things together 
came to me with her, and in- 
numerable riches in her hands. 

6 And I rejoiced in them all, 
because wisdom goeth before 
,them : and I knew not that she 
was the mother of them. 

7 I learned diligently, and 
do communicate her liberally : 
J do not hi(ie her riches. 

8 For she is a treasure unto 
men that never faileth : which 
they that use become the fziends 
of God, being commended for the 
gifts that come from learning. 

9 God hath granted me to 
speak as 1 would, and to con- 
ceive, as is meet for the things 
that are given me : because it 
is he that leadeth unto wisdom, 
and directeth the wise. 

. 10 For in his hand are both 
we and our words ; all wisdom 
also, and knowledge of work- 
manship. 

1 1 For he hath given me cer- 
tain knowledge of the things 
that are, namely, to know how 
the world was made, and the 
operation of the elements : 

12 The beginning, ending, 
and midst o^ the times : the 
alterations of the turning of the 
^ujQ, and the change of seasons: 

13 The circuits of years, and 
the positions of stars : 

14 The natures of living crea- 
tures, and the furies of wild 
beasts : the violence of winds. 
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and the reasonings of men: tha 
diyersities of plants, and the 
virtues of roots : 

15 And all such things as 
are either secret or manifest, 
them I know. 

16 For wisdom, which is the 
worker of all things, taught me : 
for in her is an understanding 
spirit, holy, one only, manifold, 
subtil, lively, clear, undefiled, 
plain, not subject to hint, lov- 
ing the thing that is good, 
quick, which cannot be letted, 
ready to do good, 

17 Kind to man, steadfast, 
sure, free from care, having all 
power, overseeing all thmgs, 
and going* through all under- 
standiiig, pure, and most subtil, 
spirits. 

18 For wisdom is more mov- 
ing than any motion : she pass* 
e^ and goeth through all tibings 
bjr reason of her pureness. 

19 For she is ttke breath of 
the power of God, and a pure 
influence flowing from the glory 
of the Almighty : therefore <»a 
no defiled thing fall into her. 

20 For she is the brightness 
of the everlasting light, the un* 
spotted mifror of the power of 
God, and the ioiage of his good- 
ness, 

21 And being but one, she 
can do all things : and remain- 
ing in herself, she maketh all 
things new : and in all ages 
entering into holy souls, she 
maketh them friends Of GkkU 
and prophets. 

22 For God loveth none but 
him that dwelleth with wisdom. 

23 For she is more beautiful 
than the sun, and above all the 



order of stars : being compared 
with die light, she is found be- 
fore it. 

24 For after tiiis cometh 
night : but vice shall not prevail 
against wisdom. 

LESSON XLn. 

WzsnoK reacheth from one end 
to another mightily: and sweet- 
ly doth she order all. things. 

2 I loved her, and sought her 
out from my youth, I desired to 
make her my spouse^ and 1 was 
a lover of her beauty. 

3 In that she is ocmversant 
with God, she magnifleth her 
nobility : yea, the Lord of all 
things himself loved her. 

4 For she is privy to the 
mysteries of the knowledge of 
€rod, and a lover of his works. 

5 If riches be a possession to 
be desired in this life ; what is 
richer than wisdom, that work- 
etii all things? 

6 And tf prudence work; 
who of all that are is a more 
cunning workman than she ? 

7 And if a man love righte- 
ousness, her labours are virtues: 
for she teacheth temperance and 
prudence, justice and fortitude: 
which are such things, as men 
can have nothing more profit- 
able in their life. 

8 If a man desire much expe- 
rience, she knoweth things of 
old, and conjectureth aright 
what is to come : she knoweth 
the subtleties of speedb^, and 
can expound dark sentences s 
she foreseeth signs and w<m* 
ders and the events of seasons 
and times. . 
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%' 9 Tberdore I purposed to 
take her to me to live witii me» 
knowing that she would be a 
cuunsdlerof good things, and a 
comfort in cares and giief . 

10 For her sake I shall have 
estimation among the multi- 
tude, and honour with the eld- 
ers, though I be young. 

1 1 Moceover hy the means of 
har» I «hall obtm immortality, 
and leare bdliind me an ever- 
lasting memorial to them that 
come uiter me. 

12 I shall set the people in 
order, and the nations shall be 
subject mto me* 

13 Hmxible tyrants shall be 
afraid, when tiiey do but hear 
of me ; I shall be lofond good 
among the multitude, and va- 
liant in war. 

14 Alter I am come iato mine 
house, I will repose myself with 
her : for her conversatioii hatii 
no bitterness ; and to live with 
her hath no sorrow, but mirth 
and joy. 

15 Now when I considered 
these things in myself, and pon* 
dered them in my heart, how 
that to be allied unto wisdom is 
immortality; 

16 And great pleasure it is 
to have her friendship ; and in 
the works of her hands are in- 
finite riches ; and in the exer- 
ciMe of conference with her, pru- 
dence ; and in talking with her, 
a good report ; I went about 
seeking how to take her to me. 

17 Nevertheless, when I per- 
ceived that I could not other- 
vnse obt^dn her, except God 
gave her me ; (and that was a 
point of wisdom also to know 



whose gift she was ;) I prayed 
unto the Lord, and besought 
him, and with my whole heart 
I said; 

LESSON XLIII. 

Prayer for Wisdom. 

O (tod of myfiithers, andLord 
of mercy, who hast made all 
things with thy word, 

2 And ordained man through 
thy vidsdom, that he should 
have dominion over the crea- 
tures which thou hast made, 
. 3 And order the world ac- 
cording to equity and righte- 
ousness, and execute judge- 
ment with an upright heart, 

4 Give me wisdom, that sit- 
teth by thy throne ; and reject 
me not from among thy chil- 
dren: 

5 For I, thy servant and son 
of thine handmaid, am a feeble 
person, and of a short time, 
and too young for the imder- 
standing of judgement and 
laws. 

6 For though a man be never 
80 perfect among the children of 
men, yet if thy wisdom be not 
with him, he shall be nothing 
regarded. 

7 Thou hast chosen me to 
be a king of thy people, and a 
judge of thy sons and daugh- 
ters : 

8 Thou hast commanded me 
to build a temple upon thy holy 
mount, and an altar in the city 
wherein thou dwellest, a resem- 
blance of the holy tabemaicle 
which tkon hast prepared from 
the beginning. 

9 And wisdom was with liiee : 
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which knoweth thy works, and 
was present when thou madest 
the world, and knew what was 
acceptable in thy sight, and 
right in thy commandments. 

10 O send her out of thy holy 
heavens, and from the throne of 
thy glory, that being present 
she may labour with me, that I 
may know what is pleasing un- 
to thee. 

1 1 For she knoweth and un-> 
derstandeth all things, and she 
shall lead me soberly in my 
doings, and preserve me in her 
power. 

12 So shall my works be ac- 
ceptable, and then shall I judge 
thy people righteously, and be 
wortiiy to sit in my father's 
seat. 

13 For what man is he that 
can know the counsel of God ? 
or who can think what the will 
of the Lord is ? 



14 For the thoughts of mor- 
tal men are miserable, and our 
devices are but uncertain. 

15 For the corruptible body 
presseth down the soul, and 
the eartliy tabernacle weigheth 
down the mind that museth up* 
on many things. 

16 And hardly do we guess 
aright at tilings that are upon 
earth, and with labour do we 
find tiie things that are before 
us : but the things that are 
in heaven who hath searched 
out? 

17 And thy counsel who hath 
known, except thou give wis- 
dom, and send thy Holy Spirit 
from above ? 

18 For so the ways of them 
which lived on the earth were 
reformed, and men were taught 
the things that are pleasing un- 
to thee, and were saved through 
wisdom.

LESSON XLIV. 

Anp the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Go thy way, and shew my 
people their sinftd deeds, and 
their children tjieir wickedness 
which they have done against 
me ; that they may tell their 
children's children : 

3 Because title sins of their 
fathers are inpreased in them : 
for they have forgotten me, and 
have offered untf) ^trange gods. 

4 Am not 1 even he that 
brought them out of the land, 
of Egypt, from the house of 



bondage ? but they have pro- 
voked me unto wrath, and de- 
spised my counsels. 

5 Pull thou off then the hair 
of thy head, and cast all evil 
upon them, for they have not 
been obedient unto my law, 
but it is a rebellious people. 

6 How longdball I forbear 
them» unto whom I have done 
so much good ? 

7 Many kings have I destroy- 
ed for their sakes; Pharaoh 
with his servants and all his 
power have I smitten down. 

8 All the nations have I de- 
stroyed before them, and in th^ 
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Baat I have ecattered the people 
of two provinces, even of Tyrus 
and Sidon, and have slain all 
their enemies. 

9 Speak thou therefore unto 
them, saying. Thus tsaith the 
Lori 

10 I led you through the sea, 
and in the begannuig gave you 
a large and safe passage; I 
gave you Moses for a leader, 
and Aaron for a priest. 

11 I gave you light in a pillar 
of fire, and great wonders have 
I done among you ; yet have ye 
forgotten me, saith the Lord. 

f 12 Thus saith the Almighty 
Lord, The quails were as a token 
to you ; I gave you tents for 
your safeguard : nevertheless 
ye murmured there, 

13 And triumphed not in my 
name fpr the destruction of your 
eriemies, but ever to this day do 
ye yet murminr. 

14 Where are the benefits 
that I have dpne for you ? when 
ye were hungry and thirsty in 
the wilderness, did ye not cry 
unto me, 

15 Saying, Why hast thou 
brought us into this wilderness 
to kill us ? it had been better 
for us to have served the Egyp- 
tians, than to die in this wilder- 
ness. 

1 6 Then had I pity upon your 
mournings, and gave you manna 
to eat; so ye did eat angels' 
bread, 

17 When ye were thirsty, 
did I not cleave the rock, and 
waters flowed out to your fill } 
for th^ heat I covered you with 
the leaves of the trees. 

.18 I divided amoiig you a 



fruitful land, I cast out the Ca- 
naanites, the Pherezites, and 
the Philistines, before you: 
what shall I yet do more for 
you ? saith the Lord. 

19 Thus saith the Almighty 
Lord, When ye were in the wil- 
derness, in the river of the Amo- 
rites, being athirst, and blas- 
pheming my name, 

20 I gave you not fire for 
your blasphemies, but cast a 
tree in the water, and made the 
river sweet. 

21 What shall I do imto 
thee, O Jacob } thou, Judah, 
wouldest not obey me : I will 
turn me to other nations, and 
unto those will I give my name, 
that they may keep my sta- 
tutes. 

22 Seeing ye have forsaken 
me, I will forsake you also; 
when ye desire me to be gra- 
cious unto you, I shall have no 
mercy upon you. 

23 Whensoever ye shall call 
upon me, I will not hear you : 
for ye have defiled your hands 
with blood, and your feet are 
swift to commit manslaughter. 

24 Ye have not, as it were, 
forsaken me, but your own 
selves, saith the Lord. 

LESSON XLV. 

Thus saith the Almighty Lord, 
Have I not prayed you as a fa- 
ther his sons, as a mother her 
daughters, and a nurse her 
babes, 

2 That ye would be my peo- 
ple, and I should be your God ; 
that ye would be my children, 
and I should be your father ? 
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3 I gathered you togetiier, 
as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wings : but now what 
shall I do unto you ? I will cast 
you out fix)m my face. 

4 When ye offer unto me, I 
will turn my face fix)m you: 
for your solemn feast days, your 
new moons, and your circum- 
cisions, have I forsaken. 

5 I sent unto you my servants 
the prophets, whom ye have 
taken and slain, and torn their 
bodies in pieces, whose blood I 
will require of your hands, saith 
the Lord. 

6 Thus saith the Almighty 
Lord, Your house is desolate, I 
will cast you out as the wind 
doth stubble. 

7 And your children shall 
not be fruitful ; for they have 
despised my commandment, and 
done the thing that is evil be« 
fore me. 

^8 Your houses will T give 
to a people that shall come; 
which not having heard of me, 
yet shall believe me; to whom I 
have shewed no signs, yet they 
shall do that I have command- 
ed them. 

9 They have seen no pro- 
phets, yet they shall call tiiieir 
sins to remembrance, and ac- 
knowledge them. 

10 I take to witness the 
grace of the people to come, 
whose little ones rejoice in glad- 
ness ; and though they have not 
seen me with their bodily eyes, 
YetJba spirit they believe the 
|PI|pihat I say. s^^ 

^11 Thus saitli^^Lord, I 
brought this pe^S out of 
bondage, and I gave them my 



commandments by my servants 
the prophets; whom tibey would 
not hear, but despised my coun- 
sels. 

12 The mother that bare 
them saith unto them. Go your 
way, ye children ; for I am a 
widow and forsaken : 

13 I brought you up with 
gladness ; but with sorrow and 
heaviness have I lost you : for 
ye have sinned before the Lord 
your God, and done that thing 
that is evil before him. 

14 But what shall I now do 
unto you ? I am a widow and 
forsaken : go your way, O my 
children, and ask mefcy of the 
Lord. 

LESSON XLVI. 

To the Lord our God belong- 
eth righteousness, but unto us 
confusion of face, as it is come 
to pass this day, unto them of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, 

2 And to our longs, and to 
our princes, and to our priests, 
and to our prophets, and to our 
fathers : 

3 For we have sinned before 
the Lord, 

4 And disobeyed him, ailid 
have not hearkened unto the 
voice of the Lord our God, to 
walk in the commandments that 
he gave us openly : 

5 Since the day that the 
Lord brought our fore&thers out 
of the land of Egypt, unto this 
present day, we have been dis- 
obedient unto the Lord our God, 
and we hfive been negligent in 
aot hearing his voice. 
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6 Wherefore the evils cleaved 
unto ufi, and the curse, which 
the Lord appointed by Moses 
his servant at the time that he 
brought our fathers out of the 
land of Egypt, to give us a land 
that flowed wi& milk and 
boney» like as it is tp see this 
day. 

7 Nevertheless we have not 
hearkened unto the voice of the 
Lord our God, a<;cording unto 
all the words of the prophets, 
whom he sent unto us. 

8 But every man followed 
the imagination of his own 
wicked heart, to serve strange 
gods, and to do evil in the sight 
of the Lord our God. 

9 Therefore the Lord hath 
made good his word, which he 
pronounced figainst us, and 
against our judges that judged 
Israel, and against our kings, 
and against our princes, and 
against the men of Israel and 
Judah, 

10 To bring upon us great 
plagues, such as never hap* 
pened under the whole heaven, 
as it came to pass in «ferusa- 
lem, according to the things 
that were written in the law of 
Moses; 

11 That a man should eat 
the flesh of his own son, and 
the flesh of his own daughter. 

12 Moreover he hath deli- 
vered them to be in subjection 
to all the kingdoms that are 
round about us, to be as a re- 
proach and desolation among 
all the people round about, 
where the Lord hath scattered 
them. 



13 Thus we were cast down, 
and not exalted, because we 
have sinned against the Lord 
our God, and have not been 
obedient unto his voice. 

14 To the Lord our God ap- 
pertaineth righteousness : but 
imto us and to our fathers open 
shame, as appeareth this day. 

15 For all these plagues are 
come upon us, which Sie Lord 
hath pronounced against us. 

16 Yet have we not prayed 
before the Lord, that we might 
turn every one from the imagi- 
nations of his wicked heart. 

17 Wherefore the Lord 
watched over us for evil, and 
the Lord hath brought it upon 
us : for the Lord is righteous 
in all his works which he hath 
commanded us. 

18 Yet we have not heark- 
ened unto his voice, to walk in 
the commandments of the Lord, 
that he hath set before us. 

1[ 19 And now, O Lord God 
of Israel, that hast brought thy 
people out of the land of Egypt 
with a mighty hand, and high 
arm, and witii signs, and with 
wonders, and with great power, 
and hast gotten thyself a nan^e, 
as appeareth this day : 

20 O Lord our God, we hayp 
sinned, we have done ungodly, 
we have dealt unrighteously in 
all thine ordinances. 

21 Let thy wrath turn from 
us : for we are but a few left 
among the heathen, where thou 
hast scattered us. 

22 Hear our prayers, O Lor^, 
and our petitions, and deliver us 
for thine own sake, and give us 
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favour in the sight of them which 
have led xis away : 

23 That all the earth may 



know that -thou art the Lord 
our God, because Israel and his 
posterity is called by thy name. 



Section XIX. — Promises to Israel. 



LESSON XLVIL 

This is the book of the com- 
mandments of God, and the 
law that endureth for ever : all 
they tiiat keep it shall come to 
life ; but such as leave it shall 
die. 

2 Turn thee, O Jacob, and 
take hold of it: walk in the 
presence of the light thereof, 
that thou mayest be illumi- 
nated. 

3 Give not thine honour to 
another, nor the things that 
are profitable unto thee to a 
strange nation. 

4 O Israel, happy are we : 
for things that are pleasing to 
God are made known unto us. 

5 Be of good cheer, my 
people, the memorial of Is- 
rael. 

6 Ye were sold to the na- 
tions, not for your destruction : 
but because ye moved God to 
wrath, ye were delivered unto 
the enemies. 

7 Ye have forgotten the ever- 
lasting God, that brought you 
up ; and ye have grieved Jeru- 
salem, that nursed you. 

8 For when she saw the 
wrath of God coming upon 
you, she said. Hearken, O ye 
that dwell about Sion : God 
hath brought upon me great 
mourning ; 



9 For I saw the captivity of 
my sons and daughters, which 
the Everlasting brought upon 
tiiem. 

10 With joy did I nomish 
them ; but sent them away with 
weeping and mourning. 

1 1 Let no man rejoice over 
me, a widow, and forsaken of 
many, who for the sins of my 
chil(h>en am left desolate ; be- 
cause they departed from ther 
law of Gbd. 

12 They knew not his sta- 
tutes, nor walked in the ways 
of his commandments, nor trod 
in the paths of discipline in 
Ms righteousness. 

1 3 Let them that dwell about 
Sion come ; and remember ye 
the captivity of my sons and 
daughters, which the Everlast- 
ing hath brought upon them. 

14 For he hath brought a 
nation upon them from far, a 
shameless nation, and of a 
strange language, who neither 
reverenced old man, nor pitied 
child. 

15 These have carried away 
the dear-beloved children of the 
widow, and left her that was' 
alone, desolate without daugh- 
ters. 

16 But what can I help 
you? 

17 For he that brought these 
plagues upon you will deliver 
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you from the hands of your ene- 
mies. 

1 81 Go your way, O my chil- 
dren, go your way, for I am 
left desolate. 

19 I have put off the cloth- 
ing of peace, and put upon me 
the sackcloth of my prayer : I 
will cry unto the Everlasting 
in my days. 

% 20 Be of good cheer, O my 
children ; cry unto the-Lord, and 
he shall deliver you from the 
power and hand of the ene- 
mies. 

21 For my hope is in the 
Everlasting, that he wiU save 
you ; and joy is come unto me 
from the Holy One, hecause of 
the mercy which shall soon 
come unto you from the Ever- 
lasting, our saviour. 

22 For I sent you out with 
mourning and weeping: but 
God will give you to me again 
with joy and gladness for ever. 

23 Like as now the neigh- 
bours of Sion have seen your 
captivity; so shall they see 
shortly your salvation from our 
God, wMch shall come upon you 
with great glory, and bright- 
ness of the Everlasting. 

24 My children, suffer pa- 
tiently the wrath that is come 
upon you from God : for thine 
enemy hath persecuted thee; 
but shortly thou shalt see his 
destruction, and shalt tread up- 
on his neck. 

25 My delicate ones have 
gone rough ways, and were 
taken away as a flock caught 
of the enemies. 

26 Be of good comfort, O my 
children, and cry unto God: 



for ye shall be remembered of 
him that brought these things 
upon you. 

27 For as it was your mind 
to go astray from God ; so, be- 
ing returned, seek him ten times 
more. 

28 For he that hath brought 
these plagues upon you shall 
bring you everlasting joy again 
with your salvation. 

% 29 Take a good heart, O Je- 
rusalem : for he that gave thee 
that name wiU comfort thee. 

30 Miserable are they that 
afflicted thee and rejoiced at 
thy fell. 

31 Miserable are the cities 
which thy children served : mi- 
serable is she that received thy 
sons. 

32 For as she rejoiced at thy 
ruin, and was glad of thy fall ; 
so shall she be grieved for her 
own desolation. 

33 For I will take away the 
rejoicing of her great multitude, 
and her pride shall be turned 
into mourning. 

34 O Jerusalem, look about 
thee toward the east, and be- 
hold the joy that cometh unto 
thee from God. 

35 Lo, thy sons come, whom 
thou sentest away, they come 
gathered together from the east 
to the west by the word of the 
Holy One, rejoicing in the glory 
of God. 

1[36 Put off, Jerusalem, the 
garment of thy mourning and 
afliiction, and put on the come- 
liness of the glory that cometh 
from God for ever. 

37 Cast about thee a double 
garment of the righteousness 
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vhkh Cometh from God ; and 
set a diadem on thine head of 
the glory of the Everksting. 

38 For God will shew thy 
brightness unto every country 
under heaven. 

39 For thy name shall be 
called of God for ever. The 
peace of righteousness, and The 
glory of God's worship. 

40 Arise, O Jerusalem, and 
stand on high, and look about 
toward the east, and behold thy 
children gathered from the west 
unto the east by the word of 
the Holy One, rejoicing in the 
remembrance of God. 

41 For they departed from 
thee on foot, and were led away 



of their enemies : but God )»ing- 
e1^ them unto thee, exalte 
with glory, as chil^en of the 
kingdom. 

42 For God hath appomted 
that every high hill, and banks 
of long continuance, should be 
cast down, and valleys ffled up, 
to make even the ground, ttuit 
Israel may go safely in the glory 
of God. 

43 Moreover even the woods 
and every sweet-smeUing tree 
shall overshadow Israel by the 
commandment of God. 

44 For God shall lead Israel 
with joy in the light of his glory, 
with the mercy and righteous- 
ness that cometh from him.

LESSON XLVIII. 

O TB heathen, that hear and un- 
derstand. Look for your Shep- 
herd, he shall give you ever- 
lasting rest ; for he is nigh at 
hand, that shall come in the end 
of the world. 

2 Be ready to the reward of 
the kingdom, for the everlasting 
light shall shine upon you for 
evermore. 

3 Flee the shadow of this 
world, receive the joyfiilness of 
your glory : I testify my Saviour 
openly. 

4 O receive the gift that is 
given you, and be glad, giving 
thanks unto him that hath call- 
ed you to the heavenly king- 
dom. 

5 Arise up and stand, be- 
hold the number of those that 



be sealed in the feast of the 
Lord; 

6 Which are departed from 
the shadow of the world, and 
have received glorious garments 
of the Lord. 

7 Take thy number, O Sion, 
and shut up those of thine that 
are clothed in white, which have 
fulfilled the law of the Lord. 

8 The number of thy chil- 
dren, whom thou longedst for, 
is fulfilled : beseech the power 
of the Lord, that thy people, 
which have been called from 
the beginning, may be hallowed. 

^9 1, Esdras, saw upon the 
mount Sion a great people, 
whom I could not number, and 
they all praised the Lord with 
songs. 

10 And in the midst of them 
there was a young man of a high 
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stature, taUer than all the res^, 
andupon everyo&eof their headci 
he set crowns, and was more 
exalted ; which I marvelled at 
greatly. 

1 1 So I asked the angel, and 
said, Sir, what are these ? 

12 He answered and said 
unto me, These be they that 
have put ofiPthe mortal clothing, 
and put on the immortal, and 
have confessed the name of 
God : now are they crowned, 
and receive palms. 

13 T^en said I unto the an- 



gd. What youhg person i« it 
2iat orowneth tibon, and giveth 
them palms in their hands ^ 

14 So he answered and said 
unto me. It is the Son of God, 
whom they have confessed in 
the world. Then began I great- 
ly to conunend them that stood 
so stiffly for the name of the 
Lord. 

15 Then the angel said unto 
me, Gro thy way, and tell my 
people what manner of things, 
and how great wonders of the 
Lord thy God, thou hast seen. 



Section XXI. — Destruction of Babylon. 



LESSON XLIX. 

Woe be unto thee, Babylon, 
and Asia ! woe be unto thee, 
Egypt, and Syria! 

2 Grird up yourselves with 
cloths of sack and hair, bewail 
your children, and be sorry; for 
your destruction is at hand. 

3 A sword is sent upon you, 
and who may turn it back ? 

4 A fire is sent among you, 
and who may quench it ? 

6 Plagues are sent unto you, 
and what is he that may drive 
them away ? 

6 May any man drive away 
an hungry lion in the wood ? 
or may any one quench the fire 
in stubble, when it hath begun 
to bum } 

7 May one turn again the 
arrow that is shot of a strong 
archer? 

8 The mighty Lord sendeth 
the plagues, and who is he that 
can drive them away ? 



9 A fire shall go forth from 
his wrath, and who is he that 
may quench it ? 

10 He shall cast lightnings, 
and who shall not fear ? he shall 
thunder, and who shall not be 
afraid? 

11 The Lord shall threaten, 
and who shall not be utterly 
beaten to powder at his pre- 
sence ? 

12 The earth quaketh, and 
the foimdations tiiereof; the 
sea ariseth up with waves from 
t^ deep, and the waves of it are 
troubled, and the fishes thereof 
also, before the Lord, and be- 
fore the glory of his power : 

13 For strong is his right 
hand that bendeSi the bow ; his 
arrows that he shooteth are 
^biaip, and shall not miss, when 
they begin to be shot into the* 
ends of the world. 

14 Behold, the plagues are 
sent, and shaU not return again, 
imtil they come upon the earth. 
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15 The fire is kindled, and 
shall not be put out, tUl it con- 
sume the foundation of the 
earth. 

16 like as an arrow which 



is shot of a mighty archer re^ 
tumeth not backward : even so 
the plagues that shall be sent 
upon earth shall not return 
again. 



Section XXII. — Song of Judith. 



LESSON L. 

Thbn Judith began to sing this 
thanksgiving in all Israel, and 
all the people sang after her this 
song of praise. 

^2 And Judith said. Begin 
unto my God with timbrels, 
jing unto my Lord with cym- 
bals : tune unto him a new 
psalm : exalt him, and call up- 
on his name. 

3 For God breaketh the bat- 
tles : for amoiig the camps in 
the midst of the people he hath 
delivered me out of the hands 
of them that persecuted me. 

4 Assur came out of the 
mountains from the north ; he 
came with ten thousands of his 
army, the multitude whereof 
stopped the torrents, and their 
horsemen have covered the 
hills. 

5 He bragged that he would 
bum up my borders, and kill 
my young men with the sword, 
and dash the sucking children 
against the ground, and make 
mine infants as a prey, and my 
virgins as a spoil. 

6 But the Almighty Lord 
hath disappointed them by the 
hand of a woman. 

7 For the mighty one did 
not fall by the young men, nei- 
ther did the sons of the Titans 



smite him, nor high giants set 
upon him : but Judith, the 
daughter of Merari, weakened 
him with the beauty of her 
countenance. 

8 For she put off the gar- 
ment of her widowhood for the 
exaltation of those that were op- 
pressed in Israel, and anointed 
her face with ointment, and 
bound her hair in a tire, and 
took a linen garment to deceive 
him. 

9 Her sandals ravished his 
eyes, her beauty took his mind 
prisoner, and the fauchion pass- 
ed through his neck. 

10 The Persians quaked at 
her boldness, and the Medes 
were daunted at her hardi- 
ness. 

11 Then my afflicted shouted 
for joy, and my weak ones cried 
aloud; but they were astonished: 
these lifted up their voices, but 
they were overthrown. 

12 The sons of the damsels 
have pierced them through, 
and wounded them as fugitives' 
children : they perished by the 
battle of the Lord. 

^13 I will sing unto the Lord 
a new song : O Lord, thou art 
great and glorious, wonderful 
in strength, and invincible. 

14 Let all creatures serve 
thee : for thou spakest, and they 
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were made, thou didst send forth 
thy spuit, and it created them, 
and there is none that can re- 
sist thy voice. 

15 For the mountains shall 
be moved from their foundations 
"with the waters, the rocks shall 
melt as wax at thy presence : 



yet thou art merciful to them 
that fear thee. 

16 For all sacrifice is too 
little for a sweet savour unto 
thee, and all the fat is not suf- 
ficient for thy burnt oiFering: 
but he that feareth the Lord is 
great at all times. 



Section XXIII. — The Origin of Idolatry. 



LESSON LI. 

SuuELT vain are all men by na- 
ture, who are ignorant of God, 
and could not, out of the good 
things that are seen, know him 
that is : neither by considering 
the works did they acknowledge 
the workmaster ; 

2 But deemed either fire, or 
wind, .or the swift air, or the 
circle of the stars, or the violent 
water, or the lights of heaven, 
to be the gods which govern 
the world. 

3 With whose beauty if they 
being delighted took them to be 
gods ; let them know how much 
better the Lord of them is : for 
the first Author of Beauty hath 
created them. 

4 But if they were astonished 
at their power and virtue ; let 
them understand by them, how 
much mightier he is that made 
them. 

5 For by the greatness and 
beauty of the creatures pro- 
portionably the maker of them 
is seen. 

6 But yet for this they are 
the less to be blamed : for they 
peradventure err, seeking God, 
and desirous to find him. 



7 For being conversant in 
his works they search him dili- 
gently, and believe their sight : 
because the things are beautiful 
that are seen. 

8 Howbeit neither are they 
to be pardoned. 

9 For if they were able to 
know so much, that they could 
aim at the world ; how cdd they 
not sooner find out the Lord 
thereof? 

10 But miserable are they, 
and in dead tMngs is their hope, 
who called them gods, which 
are the works of men's hands, 
gold and silver, to shew art in, 
and resemblances of beasts, or 
a stone good for nothing, the 
work of an ancient hand. 

11 For neither were they 
from the beginning, neither 
shall they be for ever. 

12 For by the vain glory of 
men they entered into the world, 
and therefore shall they come 
shortly to an end. 

f 13 For a father afflicted 
with untimely mourning, when 
he hath made an image of his 
child soon taken away, now 
honoured him as a god, which 
was then a dead man, and de- 
livered to those that were un- 
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der him ceremooies and saori* 
fices. 

14 Thus in process of time 
an ungodly custx>m grown strong 
was kept as a law, and g^ven 
images were worshiped by the 
commandments of kmgs. 

15 Whom men could not 
honour in presence, because 
they dwelt far oflF, they took 
the counterfeit of his visage 
from far, and made an express 
image of a king whom they ho- 
noured, to the end that, by this 
their forwardness, they might 
flatter him that was absent, as 
if he were present. 

16 Also the singular dili- 
gence of the artificer did help 
to set forward the ignorant to 
more superstition. 

17 For he, peradventure 
willing to please one in autho- 
rity, forced all his skill to make 
the resemblance of the best 
feushion. 

18 And so the multitude, al- 
lured by the grace of the work, 
took him now for a god, which 
a little before was but honoured 
as a man. 

19 And this was an occasion 
to deceive the world : for men, 
serving either calamity or ty^ 
ranny, did ascribe unto stones 
and stocks the Incommunicable 
Name. 

1[20 Now a caipenter that 
felleth timber, after he hath 
sawn down a tree meet for the 
purpose, and taken off all the 
bark skUfiilly round about, and 
hath wrought it handsomely, 
and made a vessel thereof fit 
for the service of man's life ; 

21 And after spending the 



refose of his woik to dreas his 
meat, hath filled himsdf ; 

22 And taking the very re- 
fuse among those which served 
to no use, being a crooked piece 
of wood, and full of knots, hath 
carved it diligently, when he 
had nothing else to do, and 
formed it by the skill of his 
understandii^, and fashioned it 
to the image of a man ; 

23 Or made it like some vile 
beast, laying it over with ver- 
milion, and with paint colour- 
ing it red« and covering every 
spot therein : 

24 And when he had made a 
convenient room for it, set it in 
a wall, and made it fast with 
iron : 

25 For he provided for it that 
it might not fall, knowing that 
it was unable to help itseff ; for 
it is an image, and hath need of 
help: 

26 Then maketh he prayer 
for his goods, for his wife and 
children, and is not aishamed to 
speak to that which hath no fife. 

27 For health, he calleth up- 
on that which is weak : for life, 
piuyeth to that which is dead : 
for aid, humbly beseecheth that 
which hath least means to help : 
and for a good journey, he ask- 
eth of that which cannot set a 
foot forward : 

28 And for gwning and get- 
ting, and for good success of 
his hands, asketh ability to do 
of him, that is most unable to 
do any thing. 

^29 Again, one preparing 
himself to sail, and about to pass 
through the raging waves, call- 
eth upon a piece of wood more 
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rotten tban tfee vessel that car^ 
rieth him. 

SQ For veriiy desire of gain 
devised that, and the workman 
built it by his skill. 

^31 But thy providence, O 
Father, govemeth it : for thou 
hast made a way in the sea, 
and a safe path in the waves ; 

32 Shewing that thou canst 



save from all danger : yea, 
though a man went to sea with- 
out art. 

33 Nevertheless thou would- 
est not that the works of thy 
wisdom should be idle, and 
therefore do men commit their 
lives to a small piece of wood, 
and passing the rough sea in a 
weak vessel, are saved. 



Section XXIV. — The Supremacy of Truth. 



LESSON LIL 

Now when Darius reigned, he 
made a great feast imto aU his 
subjects, and unto all his house- 
hold, and unto all the princes 
of Media and Persia ; 

2 And to all the governors 
and captains and lieutenants 
that were irnder him, from In- 
dia unto Ethiopia, of an hui^- 
dred twenty and seven pro- 
vinces. 

3 And when they had eaten 
and drunken, and being satis- 
^d were gone home, then 
Darius the l^g went into his 
bedchamber, and slept, and 
soon after awaked. 

4 Then three young men, 
that were of the guard that 
kept the king's body, spake one 
to another ; 

5 Let every one of us speak 
a sentence : he that shall over- 
come, and whose sentence shall 
seem wiser than the others, un- 
to him shall the king Darius 
give great gifts, and great things 
in token of victory : 

6 As, to be clothed in pur- 
ple, to drink in gold, and to 



sleep upon gold, and a chariot 
with bridles of gold, and an 
headtire of fine linen, and a 
chain about his neck : 

7 And he shall sit next to 
Darius because of his wisdom, 
and shall be called Darius his 
cousin. 

8 And titien every one wrote 
his sentence, sealed it, and laid 
it under king Darius his pil- 
low; 

9 And said that, when the 
king is risen, some will gire 
him the writings ; and of whose 
side the king and the three 
princes of Persia shall judge 
that his sentence is the wisest, 
to him shall the victory be giv- 
en, as was appointed. 

10 The first vnrotc. Wine ia 
the strongest. 

11 The second vnrote. The 
king is strongest. 

12 The tiburd wrote. Women 
are strongest: but above all 
things Truth beareth av^y the 
victory. 

^13 Now when the king 
was risen up, they took their 
writings, and delivered them 
unto him, and so he read them: 
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14 And eendSBg forth, he 
called all the princes of Persia 
and Media, and the governors, 
and the captains, and the lieu* 
tenants^ and the chief officers ; 

15 And sat him down in the 
royal seat of judgement ; and 
the writings were read hefore 
them. 

16 And he said. Call the 
young men, and they shall de- 
clare their own sentences. So 
they were called, and came in. 

17 And he said unto them. 
Declare unto us your mind con- 
cerning the writings. Then be- 
gan the first, who had spoken of 
the strength of wine ; 

^18 And he said thus, O ye 
men, how exceeding strong is 
wine ! it causeth aU men to err 
that drink it : 

19 It maketh the mind of 
the king and of the fatherless 
child to be all one ; of the bond- 
man and of the freeman, of the 
poor man and of the rich : 

20 It tumeth also every 
thought into jollity and mirth, 
so that a man remembereth nei- 
ther sorrow nor debt: 

21 And it mi^eth every heart 
rich, so that a man remember- 
eth neither king nor gov^nor ; 
and it maketh to speak all 
things by talents : 

22 . And when they are in 
their cups, they forget their 
love both to friends and bre- 
thren, and a little after draw 
out swords : 

23 But when they are from 
the wine, they remember not 
what they have done. 

24 O ye men, is not wine 
the stroi^est, that en£oroeth to 



do thus ? And when he had so 
spoken, he held his peace. 

f 25 Then the second, that 
had spoken of the strength of 
the kmg, began to say, 

26 O ye men, do not men 
excel in strength, that bear role 
over sea and land, and all things 
in them ? 

27 But yet the king is more 
mighty : for he is lord of all 
these things, and hath dominicm 
over them ; and whatsoever he 
commandeth them, they do. 

28 If he bid them miake war 
the one against the other, they 

do it: if he send them out ^ 
against the enemies, they go, 
and break down** mountains, 
walls, and towers. 

29 They slay and are slain, 
and transgress not the king's 
commandment ; if they get the 
victory, they bring all to the 
king, as well the spoil, as all 
things eke. 

30 Likewise for those that are 
no soldiers, and have not to do 
with wars, but use husbandry, 
when they have reaped again 
that which they had sown, they 
bring Jt to the king, and com-« 
pel one another to pay tribute 
unto the king, 

3 1 And yet he is but one man: 
if he command to kill, they kiH ; 
if he command to spare, they 
spare ; 

32 If he command to smite, 
they smite ; if he command to 
make desolate, they make de- 
solate; if he command to build, 
they build : 

33 If he commai^d to cut 
down» they cut down; if he ' 
command to plant, they plant. 
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34 So all his people and his 
armies obey bim : furthermore, 
he lietb down, he eateth and 
dnnketh, and taketh his rest : 

35 And these keep watch 
round about him, neither may 
any one depart, and do his own 
business, neither disobey they 
him in any thing. 

36 O ye men, how should 
not the king be mightiest, when 
in such sort he is obeyed ? And 
he held his tongue. 

f 37 Then the third, who 
had spoken of women, and of 
the truth, (this was this Zoro- 
babel>) began to speak. 

38 O ye men, it is not the 
great king, nor the multitude 
of men, neither is it wine, that 
exceUeth ; who is it then that 
ruleth them, or hath the lord- 
sliip over them } are they not 
women ? 

39 Women have borne the 
king and all the people that bear 
rule by sea and land. 

40 Even of them came they: 
and they nourished them up 
that planted the vineyards, from 
whence the wine cometh. 

4 1 These also make garments 
for men ; these bring glory un- 
to men ; and without women 
cannot men be. 

42 Yea, and if men have ga- 
thered together gold and silver, 
or any other goodly thing, do 
they not love a woman which 
is comely in favour and beauty ? 

43 A man leaveth his own 
father that brought him up, and 
his own country, and deaveth 
imto his wife. 

44 He sticketh not to spend 
his life ^th his wife, and re- 



membereth neither father, nor 
mother, nor country. 

45 By this also ye must know 
that women have dominion over 
you : do ye not labour and toil, 
and give and bring all to the 
woman? 

46 Yea, a man taketh his 
sword, and goeth his way to 
rob and to steal, to sail upon 
the sea, and upon rivers ; 

47 And looketh upon a lion, 
and go«th in the darkness ; and 
when he hath stolen, spoiled 
and robbed, he bringeth it to 
his love. 

48 Wherefore a man loveth 
his wife better than father or 
mother. 

49 Yea, many there be that 
have run out of their wits for 
women, and become servants 
for their sakes. 

50 Many also have perished, 
have erred, and sinned for wo- 
men. 

51 O ye men, how can it be 
but women should be strong, 
seeing they do thus ? 

52 Then the king and the 
princes looked one upon an- 
other : so he began to speak of 
the truth. 

^5 3 O ye men, are not women 
strong? great is the earth, high 
is the heaven, swift is the sun 
in his course, for he compasseth 
the heavens round about, and 
fetcheth his course again to his 
own place in one day. 

54 Is he not great that 
maketh these things ? therefore 
great is the truth, and stronger 
than all things. 

55 All the earth ca]leth upon 
the truth, and the heaven bless- 
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eth it: all works shake and 
tremble at it, and with it is no 
unrighteous thing. 

56 Wine is wicked, the king 
is wicked, women are wicked, 
all the children of men are wick- 
ed, and such are all their wick- 
ed works; and there is no truth 
in them ; in their unrighteous- 
ness also they shall pensh. 

57 As for the truth, it en- 
duretfa, and is always strong ; 
it liyeih and oonquereth for ever- 
more. 

58 With her there is no ac- 
cepting of persons or rewards ; 



but she doeth Hie things that 
are just, and refraineth from all 
unjust and wicked things ; and 
all men do well Uke of her 
works. 

59 Neither in her judge- 
ment is any unrighteousness; 
and she is the strength, king- 
dom, power, and majesty, of 
all ages. Blessed be the God 
of truth. 

60 And with that he held 
his peace. And all the people 
then shouted, and said. Great 
is truth and mighty above all 
things.
